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A.     CARD. 

Mr.  Goodwin  would  lake  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  mem- 
bers of  the  "  General  Assembly"  for  past  favors,  ami  for-  the  gen- 
tlemanly courtesy  displayed  by  them  towards  himself,  while 
gleaning  their  Autographs  for  the  "Connecticut  Historical 
Society." 

He  would,  at  the  same  time,  state  for  the  information  of  all 
interested  in  this  useful  work,  that  for  the  first  four  years  of  its 
production,  he  used  to  take  up  a  twenty  :five  cent  subscription 
among  the  members,  and  the  result  was,  he  seldom  or  never  re- 
alized over  forty  dollars,  all  told,  for  his  time,  labor,  printing,  &c. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  after  toiling  and  laboring  for  eight 
long  weeks,  to  the  sacrifice  of  all  other  business,  he  generally 
came  out  at  the  "  little  end  of  the  horn"  at  last ! 

But,  notwithstanding  these  trials  and  perplexities,  he,  from 
year  to  year,  patiently  and  perseveringly  continued  to  plod  on  in 
the  usual  way,  until  at  length,  a  discriminating  "  Legislature," 
who  sympathized  with  him  in  his  losses,  generously  took  the 
subject  into  consideration,  and  finally  resolved,  as  the  Statistics 
were  found  generally  useful  for  reference,  and  that  the  "  Origi- 
nal Autograph  Book"  was  yearly  presented  gratuitously  to 
the  "  Connecticut  Historical  Society,"  to  award  him  for  his 
labors  with  one  hundred  dollars,  after  he  had  presented  the 
"  General  Assembly"  and  "  State  officers,''  with  two  printed 
copies  each. 

Hence  arose  the  Annual  Appropriation,  and  he  has  now  the 
pleasing  satisfaction  of  proclaiming  to  the  good  j)eople  of  Con- 
necticut, that  from  that  period,  his  time,  energy,  and  persever- 
ance have  met  their  reward  !

Do  all  that  is  needful  for  the  old,  and  do  it  with  alacrity, 
and  think  it  not  hard  if  much  is  reqWed  at  thine  hand  ;  lest,  when  age  has  set 
its  seal  upon  thy  brow,  and  filled  thy  limbs  with  trembling,  there  may  be  found 
these  who  will  wait  upon  thee  unwillingly,  and  who  will  feel  relieved  when  the 
coffin  lid  has  covered  thy  face  forever.

MESSAGE. 


Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker,  and 

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly  : 

The  vital  interests  which  we  have  in  the  success  of  the  efforts 
of  the  General  Government  to  recover  and  maintain  national 
authority  over  our  entire  territory,  the  importance  of  a  watch- 
ful guardianship  over  the  necessities  and  rights  of  our  fellow 
citizens  who  have  entered  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,  the  possibility  of  a  call  for  additional  forces  to  augment 
the  Federal  armies,  and  the  importance  of  guarding  against 
pecuniary  loss  in  meeting  the  heavy  taxes  imposed  upon  us  by 
criminal  conspirators  against  our  rights,  are  considerations 
which  have  led  me  to  convene  your  honorable  body. 

I  shall  call  your  attention  only  to  those  subjects  which  are 
pressed  upon  our  minds  by  the  present  attitude  of  public  affairs, 
and  solicit  such  legislative  action  as  will  enable  us  to  co-ope- 
rate more  efficiently  with  the  General  Government  in  efforts  to 
establish  the  more  perfect  security  of  the  property  and  liberties 
of  the  people — which  shall  result  in  the  shame  and  over- 
whelming defeat  of  the  enemies  of  our  country. 

There  is  no  one  subject  in  which  the  entire  community  feel  a 
deeper  interest  than  in  that  which  relates  to  our  volunteers. 
By  the  laws  of  the  State,  by  the  action  of  the  several  towns, 
and  the  efforts  of  patriotic  citizens,  a  more  liberal  provision  has 
been  made  for  the  pay  of  our  soldiers,  and  for  the  support  of 
their  families,  than  has  probably  ever  been  given  for  military 
services  rendered  any  government :  and  I  am  not  aware  of  the 


least  disposition  on  the  part  of  loyal  citizens  to  fail  to  meet  all 
pecuniary  pledges  or  to  deprive  them  of  their  just  rights,  as  to 
term  of  service  or  time  of  payment.  On  the  contrary,  all  seem, 
to  feel  that  what  we  have  done  or  may  do,  will  he  no  adequate 
compensation  for  their  services.  We  who  remain  by  our  own 
firesides,  will  ever  be  debtors  to  those  noble  patriots  who  have 
patiently  endured  privations  in  the  camp  and  sufferings  in  the 
hospital ;  and  who,  amidst  the  conflicts  and  dangers  of  the  bat- 
tle-field, have  won  honors  for  our  State  and  entitled  themselves 
to  a  nation's  gratitude. 

It  cannot  be  denied,  however,  that  great  disaffection  exists 
in  the  minds  of  a  portion  of  the  nine  months  militia,  which  has 
extended  and  now  prevails  to  a  considerable  degree  throughout 
the  State,  because  the  Executive  has  not  decided  that  their 
term  of  service  commenced  at  the  time  of  their  enlistment,  in- 
stead of  at  the  time  of  their  acceptance  into  the  army  of  the 
United  States;  and  because  they  have  not  been  paid  from  the 
State  Treasury  for  the  interval  between  one  period  and  the 
other. 

The  claim  is  that  when  they  enlisted  and  were  sworn  into  the 
United  States  service,  their  term  of  nine  months  commenced, 
and  yet  from  that  date  to  the  time  of  completing  their  regi- 
mental organization  and  their  acceptance  by  the  United  States, 
they  were  entitled  to  pay  from  the  State  Treasury.  They  claim 
to  have  been  United  States  troops,  entitled  to  pay  from  the 
State.  This  claim  sustained,  would  render  the  State  liable  for 
the  services  of  all  troops  sent  into  the  field  at  the  call  of  the 
President,  for  the  entire  term  of  their  service,  and  for  such  an 
amount  as  the  Congress  of  tlie  United  States  should  determine 
to  be  the  price  for  their  services. 

The  call  of  the  President  was  for  the  militia  to  serve  the 
United  States  nine  months,  and  as  we  had  no  troops  ready 
for  duty,  men  volunteered,  asking  to  be  organized  and  turned 
over  to  the  United  States  service  for  that  time.  The  very 
terms  of  enlistment  imply  not  only  nine  months,  but  the  time 
necessary  to  complete  the  organization — whether  it  should  re- 
quire one  day,  one  month,  or  even  more.  It  was  not  to  be 
supposed  that  six  thousand  men  would  offer  their  services  in- 


stantaneously,  so  that  they  could  be  accepted  the  same  day. 
They  were  organized  in  squads  and  companies — sworn  and 
mustered  into  the  United  States  service,  but,  in  accordance 
with  army  regulations,  and  the  orders  of  the  War  Department, 
they  could  not  be  accepted  as  a  part  of  the  quota  of  the  State 
until  the  regiments  should  be  filled  to  the  minimum  number. 
Under  the  same  rules  the  field  officers  were  not  mustered, 
and  the  regimental  organizations  not  complete,  until  six  or 
eight  weeks  after  the  enlistment  of  a  part  of  the  men,  when, 
although  then  containing  less  than  the  required  number,  at  my 
earnest  solicitation,  they  were  accepted  as  a  part  of  the  quota 
of  the  State  and  turned  over  to  the  command  of  Major  General 
Banks.  Their  term  of  service  in  the  United  States  army  could 
not  commence  until  they  were  accepted,  and  the  acceptance  is 
an  act  of  the  General  Government,  and  not  of  the  Executive  of 
this  State. 

The  law  provides  that  the  officers  and  men  of  the  volunteer 
militia  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  rations  while  in  the 
service  of  the  State,  until  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  as  officers  and  men  of  the  same  rank  in  the 
army,  a  provision  which  would  seem  to  preclude  the  idea  that 
the  militia  could  be  defrauded  of  their  pay  for  any  portion  of 
time  spent  in  service. 

The  law  also  provides  payment  for  arms,  supplies,  equip- 
ments, transportation  and  all  other  expenditures  necessary  to 
prepare  the  army  for  actual  service. 

When  the  State  first  enlisted  troops  under  the  call  of  the 
President  all  these  expenses  were  paid  out  of  our  Treasury  and 
charged  to  the  United  States,  but  as  the  formation  of  the  army 
progressed  the  General  Government  assumed  more  and  more 
of  the  expense  of  organization,  paying  first  for  subsistence, 
then  for  clothing,  arms  and  other  supplies ;  and  when  the  reg- 
iments, from  the  Fourteenth  to  the  Twenty-first,  inclusive,  were 
formed,  the  War  Department  ordered  the  time  of  the  enlist- 
ment of  each  man  entered  upon  muster  rolls,  evidently  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  them  from  that  date,  whenever  the  first 
monthly  payment  should  be  made. 

As  the  privates  and  non-commissioned  officers  had  received 
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bounties,  they  were  not  paid  by  the  State  and  cheerfully  wait- 
ed the  convenience  of  the  General  Government.  The  State 
paid  those  officers  who  had  not  received  bounties. 

In  calling  out  the  militia  for  nine  months  the  War  Depart- 
ment assumed  the  payment  of  a  still  larger  portion  of  the  ex- 
penses, and  promised  to  pay  not  only  the  men  from  the  time 
of  enlistment,  but  the  officers  from  the  time  they  were  commis- 
sioned ;  and  agreed,  if  possible,  to  pay  the  five  Regiments 
under  the  command  of  Maj.  Gen.  Banks  before  they  left  New 
York  ;  and  in  case  of  failure,  for  want  of  time,  to  send  a  Pay- 
master of  the  Army  with  the  expedition  for  that  purpose. 

This  class  of  troops  having  received  much  larger  bounties 
than  any  other  were  therefore  in  no  greater  need  of  their  pay 
than  those  who  had  volunteered  for  a  much  longer  period.  The 
time  for  payment  was  not  fixed  by  law  or  by  agreement,  and 
as  the  officers  of  the  "War  Department  to  whom  this  subject 
was  committed,  were  unwilling  (even  after  a  readiness  on  our 
part  to  make  the  advance  had  been  made  known  to  them)  to 
intimate  a  desire  that  the  State  should  advance  payment  for 
services  rendered  prior  to  the  regimental  organizations,  the  Ex- 
ecutive felt  that  he  would  be  unfaithful  to  his  responsible 
duties  as  a  public  officer,  and  fail  in  his  obligations  to  guard 
the  public  interests,  if  he  ordered  such  payment  from  the 
State  Treasury.  It  would  have  compelled  the  State  to  -raise 
the  amount  by  taxation  or  a  loan,  and  to  wait  an  indefinite 
period  for  the  return  of  the  sum  advanced,  and  might  also 
have  been  construed  into  an  unwarrantable  assumption  of  the 
duties  of  the  General  Government. 

The  Twenty-second  and  Twenty-seventh  regiments  went 
earlier  into  the  field  than  any  of  the  other  nine  months  militia. 
The  payment  of  their  officers  has  been  delayed  by  the  Govern- 
ment longer  than  was  anticipated.  An  intimation  from  the 
General  Assembly  that  it  is  desirable  for  the  State  to  advance 
their  pay  will  cause  the  subject  to  receive  early  attention. 

A  strong  desire  was  manifested  throughout  the  State  to  have 
the  several  regiments  organized  in  counties,  or  in  congressional 
districts,  or  from  contiguous  territory,  so  as  to  meet  the  claims 


of  a  social  influence  resulting  from  daily  association  and  per* 
sonal  acquaintance,  which  tended  to  encourage  enlistments. 

The  plan  of  organization  originally  contemplated  six  maxi- 
mum regiments  for  nine  months,  but  in  order  to  meet  the  de- 
mands resulting  from  the  influence  to  which  reference  has  been 
made,  was  changed  to  the  purpose  of  organizing  seven  to  the 
minimum  number. 

But  for  this  change  there  would  have  been  no  ground  for 
the  complaints  of  delay  in  sending  them  into  the  service,  for 
the  six  regiments  could  have  been  filled  to  the  minimum  num- 
ber and  turned  over  to  the  Government  about  six  weeks  earlier 
than  were  the  seven. 

According  to  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant 
General  the  whole  number  of  troops  turned  over  by  this  State 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States  under  the  several  calls  of 
the  President,  for  three  months,  for  three  years  and  for  nine 
months,  is  28,149 ;  the  number  for  three  months  is  2,340. 

Under  the  call  for  500,000  men,  for  three  years,  no  appor- 
tionment of  the  quota  assigned  this  State  has  been  received, 
but  the  number  furnished  is  11,615. 

Under  the  call  for  300,000  men,  to  serve  for  three  years, 
and  the  call  for  the  same  number,  to  serve  nine  months,  the 
quota  assigned  this  State  is  14,290,  of  which  8,490  have 
volunteered  for  three  years,  and  5,505  have  been  mustered  for 
nine  months,  to  which  may  be  added  ninety  drafted  men,  de- 
tailed by  the  "War  Department  on  work  regarded  as  essential. 
This  leaves  a  deficiency  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  on 
the  quota  of  the  State.  As  the  requisite  number  was  not  fur- 
nished within  the  time  limited  by  the  President,  I  was  ordered 
to  complete  the  same  by  drafting  from  the  militia,  which  draft 
took  place  on  the  tenth  day  of  September. 

Many  towns  had  patriotically  furnished  their  full  quota, 
some  even  more  than  their  share,  and  the  deficiency  was  or- 
dered to  be  filled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  by 
draft  from  those  towns  which,  according  to  returns  made  to 
the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General,  had  not  furnished  their 
proportion. 

Twelve  hundred  and  twelve  men  were  returned  as  drafted 


under  that  order.  Of  this  number  only  seventy-six  principals 
and  one  hundred  and  forty-two  substitutes  have  been  mustered 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States.  Thirty-one  principals 
and  fifty  substitutes  have  been  in  camp,  and  are  now  deserters. 
Six  hundred  and  twenty-three  have  been  exempted  by  Sur- 
geons and  Selectmen,  thirty-four  were  not  subjects  of  military 
duty,  and  ten  had  previously  volunteered.  One  hundred  and 
sixty- six  were  unaccounted  for  on  the  first  instant.  No  efforts 
will  be  spared  to  secure  their  services,  unless  they  furnish  evi- 
dence of  proper  exemption. 

A  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  July  10, 
1862,  authorized  the  payment  of  a  bounty  of  fifty  dollars  to 
any  non-commissioned  ofiicer  or  private  who  should  have  been 
enlisted  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  twentieth  day 
of  August,  or  before  such  other  time  as  the  Governor  might 
designate ;  and,  having  been  accepted  into  the  militia  of  the 
State,  should,  on  the  call  of  the  President,  be  turned  over  to 
the  service  of  the  United  States. 

For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  benefits  of  this  resolution 
to  all  who  should  volunteer  in  regiments  then  forming  for 
three  years,  the  time  was  extended  to  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
August. 

As  it  is  not  evident  that  the  makers  of  this  law  intended  to 
apply  its  provisions  to  those  who  might  enlist  for  a  short  time, 
it  became  desirable  to  distinguish  between  volunteers  for  three 
years  and  those  for  nine  months ;  therefore,  orders  were  given 
to  accept  none  for  the  short  term  of  service  until  after  the  25th 
of  August,  although  some  had  previously  enlisted. 

But  it  was  determined  by  the  highest  judicial  authority  of 
the  State  that  those  who  had  enlisted  on  or  prior  to  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  August,  having  done  all  in  their  power  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  resolution,  were  entitled  to  its 
benefits,  even  if  they  were  not  accepted  until  after  that  day. 
The  time  to  which  the  operation  of  the  resolution  was  ex- 
tended by  the  Governor  having  expired,  its  provisions  were  no 
longer  applicable  to  other  enlistments,  and  it  was  not  then  in 
his  power  to  revive  it  and  give  it  new  force  or  life.  The  con- 
sequence was,  that  all  who  volunteered  on  or  before  the  twenty- 


fifth  day  of  August  received  the  bounty  specified,  and  all  who 
enlisted  subsequent  to  that  date,  are  not  entitled  to  it  by  law. 

There  can  be  no  difference  in  the  merits  of  the  two  classes, 
as  both  are  to  render  the  same  service.  I  would,  therefore,  re- 
commend the  adoption  of  a  resolution  which  shall  not  only 
place  those  upon  the  same  footing,  but  which  shall  make  the 
same  appropriation  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  benefit  of  those  who 
volunteered  before  the  first  day  of  May  for  a  much  longer 
time,  and  who  had  even  then  rendered  efficient  service  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  North  Carolina,  in  the  Departments  of  the  South 
and  the  Gulf,  and  proved  themselves  the  honorable  compeers 
of  the  boldest,  bravest,  and  most  efficient  troops  in  the  nation- 
al army. 

The  many  thousand  electors  now  in  the  military  service  of 
the  Government,  have  given  full  proof  of  their  deep  interest 
in  the  permanency  of  our  institutions,  and  the  conduct  of  pub- 
lic affairs ;  and  instead  of  having  forfeited  any  of  the  privi- 
leges of  freemen,  are  entitled  to  your  favorble  consideration  in 
preserving  the  free  exercise  of  those  rights.  They  are  held  by 
national  authority  in  bodies  much  larger  than  the  average 
number  of  electors  in  our  towns,  to  the  performance  of  im- 
portant public  services,  which  appertain  to  the  highest  liber- 
ties of  every  citizen ,  and  thus  held,  have  now  no  opportunity 
to  express  their  preference  for  men  who  shall  represent  their 
views  in  the  administration  of  the  Government,  or  to  give  ef- 
ficacy to  their  opinions  respecting  the  policy  of  the  State. 

If,  by  the  adoption  of  any  wise  and  practical  plan  this  priv- 
ilege can  be  preserved,  there  can  be  no  principle  of  justice  or 
equity  which  would  deprive  them  of  a  right,  so  cardinal  in  a 
representative  government,  as  that  of  participating  in  the 
election  of  rulers. 

Our  hearts  are  often  filled  with  painful  anxiety  by  reports 
that  our  true  and  noble  volunteers  are  suffering  by  neglect  in 
the  military  hospitals.  From  reports  received  from  agents, 
whom  I  have  dispatched  to  make  special  enquiry,  and  from 
information  received  from  other  sources,  I  am  led  to  the  con- 
viction that  where  hospitals  have  been  permanently  establish- 
ed, the  General  Government  is  doing  all  it  can  for  the  benefit 
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of  so  many  sick  and  disabled  ;  but  fear,  that,  gathered  as  they 
are  in  temporary  hospitals  near  recent  camps  and  battle  fields, 
they  require  greater  care  and  more  systematic  attention  than 
they  receive. 

Humanity  and  Christian  duty  require  us  to  neglect  no  means 
to  mitigate  and  relieve  their  sufferings.  I  would  therefore 
suggest  the  appointment  of  a  Commission,  whose  duty  shall  be 
to  visit  the  camps  and  the  hospitals  where  our  troops  are  to  be 
found,  and  in  connection  with  officers  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment, adopt  such  measures,  and  make  such  expenditures  for 
their  relief,  as  justice  to  them  and  duty  to  ourselves  may  re- 
quire. 

Many  soldiers  are  discharged  from  service  while  absent  from 
their  regiments,  and  are  unable  to  obtain  their  descriptive  lists 
or  a  settlement  with  the  Government.  Some  die,  and  their 
heirs  are  entitled  to  whatever  may  have  been  due  to  them  at 
the  time  of  their  decease.  Others  are  entitled  to  bounties,  and 
some  will  be  to  pensions.  Few  know  how  to  obtain  from  the 
Government  the  money  which  may  be  due  them.  The  amount 
paid  by  them  to  agents,  who  are  justly  entitled  to  compensa- 
tion for  services  rendered,  will,  in  the  aggregate,  be  large — a 
large  per  centage  on  the  amount  finally  received.  To  save 
this  to  the  soldier  and  his  family,  I  would  recommend  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  agent,  whose  office  "shall  be  made  known 
through  the  State,  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  attend  to  the 
collection  of  such  claims  against  both  the  State  and  National 
Governments,  without  charge  to  the  soldier  or  his  heirs,  but 
who  shall  be  compensated  for  his  services  from  the  Treasury  of 
the  State. 

There  are  important  principles  recognized  in  the  Act  rela- 
ting to  the  Militia  which  should  not  be  discarded,  and  valua- 
ble provisions  made  which  should  not  be  set  aside. 

No  one  could  have  anticipated  all  the  obstacles  which  might 
arise  and  interfere  with  the  organization  of  an  efficient  military 
force,  nor  have  made  provisions  necessary  to  guard  against  or 
to  overcome  them.  They  are  discovered  only  by  experience, 
and  remedied  only  by  new  legislation. 

The  Act  recognizes  the  principle  that  every  man  capable  of 
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bearing  arms  owes  military  service  to  the  State,  unless  his  ser- 
vices are  more  important  in  some  other  position.  The  design, 
is  to  have  a  part  of  this  class  always  organized  and  ready  for  a 
sudden  call  into  active  service,  and  a  part  held  in  reserve. 

There  are  now  in  the  State  only  nineteen  companies  of  Ac- 
tive Militia.  As  no  returns  of  rank  and  file  have  recently 
been  made,  the  number  cannot  be  given,  but  it  is  probably  be- 
low four  hundred  and  fifty. 

This  is  too  small  a  force  to  rely  upon,  either  to  preserve  do- 
mestic peace  in  a  season  of  great  excitement,  or  to  render  effi- 
cient aid  to  the  General  Government  when  its  just  authority 
is  denied,  and  the  enforcement  of  its  laws  obstructed. 

The  fact  that  we  have  thus  failed  to  secure  the  objects  of  the 
law,  taken  in  connection  with  a  spirit  of  opposition  and  hostility 
to  the  General  Government,  and  the  contingency  of  another 
requisition  by  the  President  for  troops,  will  not  allow  reflect- 
ing patriotic  citizens  to  rest  satisfied,  until  the  General  Assem- 
bly shall  make  such  amendments  and  additions  to  our  laws  as 
will  bring  into  life  a  vigorous  military  body,  such  as  the  exi- 
gency demands. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  leaving  the  performance  of  military 
duty  to  the  voluntary  choice  of  the  subject,  and  giving  pecu- 
niary compensation  for  his  services,  are  not  erroneous  in  prin- 
ciple and  injurious  in  effect. 

If  the  service  is  due  it  should  be  secured.  "Would  not  in- 
ducements, such  as  an  allowance  which  would  diminish  taxa- 
tion and  save  from  pecuniary  expense  while  in  the  perform- 
ance of  military  obligations,  and  a  relief  from  duties  which 
might  be  performed  by  exempts,  on  the  one  hand,  and  just 
penalties  on  the  other,  render  the  necessary  service  more  cer- 
tain, more  honorable,  and  more  dignified. 

A  large  number  of  persons  who  are  by  law  exempted  from 
military  service,  are  only  required  to  pay  a  commutation  tax 
of  one  dollar,  which  is  applied  towards  the  military  expenses 
of  the  State.  It  is  evident  that  men  thus  exempt,  who,  al- 
though under  equal  obligations  with  others  tc  perform  the  mil- 
itary duties  of  the  State,  only  pay  this  nominal  sum,  fail  to  bear 
their  share  of  the  required  burden,  whilst  they  pursue  their  ac- 
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customed  avocations  and  earn  their  usual  remuneration  for  the 
performance  of  their  various  duties  in  life. 

Experience  has  proved  that  in  an  emergency,  the  work  of 
organizing  a  force  from  the  enrolled  militia  occupies  too  much 
time.  The  law  requires  the  enrollment  of  able-bodied  men, 
and  provides  that  the  organization  shall  be  formed  by  volun- 
teers or  a  draft  from  the  enrollment :  but  there  are  so  many 
avenues  of  escape  from  service  through  the  provisions  of  the 
law,  and  so  many  ways  in  which  public  officers  may  neglect 
their  duty,  or  improperly  exercise  their  powers,  without  fear 
of  penalty,  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  under  its  provisions,  a 
valuable  organization  may  not  always  be  defeated.  These  evils 
should  be  remedied. 

The  views  entertained  by  Selectmen,  of  the  rules  by  which 
they  should  be  governed  in  making  the  enrollment,  have  been 
so  various  as  to  cause  a  draft  to  raise  the  quota  of  militia,  which 
was  called  for  by  the  recent  order,  to  bear  unequally  upon  the 
towns.  Exemptions  have  also  been  much  more  numerous  in 
certain  sections  than  in  others,  so  that  in  some  towns  the  entire 
enrollment  remaining  is  not  sufficient  to  supply  the  quota  al- 
ready assigned  them.  In  others,  a  very  large  proportion  of 
those  already  drafted,  have  been  exempted,  and  when  the 
towns  have  been  called  upon  to  make  up  the  deficiency,  the 
officers  have  given  assurance  that  it  was  impossible  to  draft 
men  more  able-bodied  than  those  who  had  been  returned  as 
drafted  and  exempted. 

A  new  enrollment  should  therefore  be  ordered,  and  the 
principles  upon  which  it  shall  be  made,  as  clearly  as  possible 
defined. 

Serious  embarrassment  to  the  service  has  arisen  from  the 
dependence  of  officers  for  promotion  upon  the  choice  of  their 
men.  This  has  encouraged  insubordination  in  the  ranks,  and 
injured  the  discipline  of  the  troops.  To  avoid  these  evils,  I 
have  instructed  the  commanders  of  the  several  corps  of  volun- 
teers, which  have  entered  the  service,  to  nominate  persons  to 
fill  vacancies  occurring  in  line  offices,  and  to  have  their 
nominations  based  both  upon  rank  and  merit.  The  adoption 
of  some  rule  which  shall  remedy  these  grievances,  and  which 
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can  be  legally  applied  to  promotions  in  the  militia  after  they 
leave  the  State,  will  add  materially  to  their  efficiency. 

A  majority  of  a  committee  of  competent  naval  officers  and  en- 
gineers, appointed  to  examine  a  number  of  localities  for  a  new 
ISTavy  Yard  for  the  General  Government,  have  made  a  report  fa- 
vorable to  New  London,  as  possessing  the  greatest  advantages 
for  such  a  station.  It  may  be  well  to  take  such  action  as  will  in- 
dicate the  interest  which  our  citizens  feel  in  the  establishment 
of  such  a  depot  within  our  own  borders,  and  to  co-operate  with 
the  General  Government  in  measures  necessary  to  secure  the 
object. 

The  funded  debt  of  the  State  is  $2,000,000,  and  the  1st  instant  the  unfunded 
debt  amounted  to $1,212,800 

"Without  new  appropriations,  the  following  are  the 
estimated  necessities  of  the  Treasury  Department  to 
the  31st  March,  1863  : 

For  bounties  to  families  of  volunteers , 358,333 

For  the  Paymaster-General's  Department 250,000 

For  the  Quartermaster-General's  Department 100,000 

For  interest  on  bonds  January  1,  1863 60,000

The  estimated  receipts  are :

The  account  of  the  State  against  the  General  Government, 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Third  Auditor  of  the  Treasury  De- 
partment in  March  last,  has  not  yet  been  adjusted. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  objections  to  the  claim  existing  in  the 
minds  of  any  government  officer  which  prevents  or  delays  its 
approval. 

A  public  act,  approved  July  10,  1862,  directs  that  all  bonds 
which  may  hereafter  be  issued  by  this  State,  under  the  provis- 
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ions  of  certain  acts  named  therein,  shall  be  made  payable  at 
the  end  of  twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  with  the  privi- 
lege on  the  part  of  the  State,  at  any  time  after  five  years  from 
said  date,  of  paying  the  whole,  or  such  proportional  parts  of 
said  principal  sum  as  the  Legislature  may  from  time  to  time 
direct.  Whatever  advantages  or  disadvantages  might  result 
to  the  holders  of  the  bonds  by  their  payment  before  maturity, 
would,  under  the  provisions  of  the  law,  be  shared  by  all  the 
holders,  but  the  embarrassments  of  paying  a  per  centage  upon 
the  bonds  at  different  periods  would  require  an  endorsement 
upon  each  bond  and  on  each  coupon,  or  the  issuing  of  new  bonds 
as  substitutes  fur  that  portion  of  the  old  which  would  remain 
uncancelled.  This  course  would  be  full  of  perplexity,  both  to 
the  State  and  to  the  bondholder,  and  might  be  found  alto- 
gether impracticable.  Bonds  issued  in  accordance  with  the 
act  would  sell  for  little,  if  any,  more  than  if  the  time  of  pay- 
ment had  been  fixed  at  five  years,  but  if  the  time  had  been  ex- 
tended to  a  definite  and  still  longer  period,  they  would  now 
command  a  much  higher  premium.  I  would,  therefore,  sug- 
gest such  a  modification  of  the  law  as  will  enable  the  State  to 
issue  its  bonds  in  a  form  more  satisfactory  to  purchasers,  and 
on  terms  more  for  her  pecuniary  interests. 

Many  towns  have  made  liberal  appropriations  for  the  pur- 
pose of  encouraging  the  enlistment  of  volunteers,  and  it  may 
be  a  public  benefit  to  authorize  them  to  issue  bonds  for  any 
indebtedness  incurred  under  the  law  giving  that  authority. 

The  questions  which  I  have  submitted  for  your  considera- 
tion arise  from  the  continuance  of  armed  hostility  against  law- 
ful authority,  upon  the  preservation  of  which  depends  the  free 
exercise  of  our  dearest  rights. 

The  rebellion  seeks  to  subvert  a  constitutional  government, 
and,  if  successful,  all  rights  and  privileges  guaranteed  by  that 
government  will  be  held  in  fearful  uncertainty,  or  lost  to  this 
generation. 

This  rebellion  has  rendered  necessary  an  active  military 
force ;  has  involved  the  State  in  a  heavy  debt,  and  entailed 
upon  the  people  burdens  of  taxation  hitherto  unknown  in  a 
popular  government;    has  sent  our  sick  to   public  hospitals 
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calling  for  our  sympathy  and  our  care  ;  has  taken,  from  many 
a  family  the  defender  of  the  wife  and  the  support  of  the 
children,  imposing  upon  the  public  the  duty  of  providing  for 
their  necessities. 

It  is  this  rebellion  which  has  separated  our  loved  ones  from 
our  family  circles,  called  our  sons  and  our  brothers  to  the  field 
of  conflict,  and  buried  in  many  a  new  made  grave  objects 
around  which  cluster  fraternal  love,  and  high  hopes  of  parental 
affection. 

We  see  and  feel  the  bitter  fruits  of  this  accursed  rebellion 
in  the  heavy  taxes  we  bear,  the  broken  hearts  we  try  to  heal, 
the  desolate  homes  we  witness ;  and  in  the  fearful  anticipa- 
tion of  still  heavier  calamities  which  will  result  from  the  con- 
flict of  contending  armies. 

If,  by  our  sympathy  with  the  rebels,  our  desire  for  present 
peace,  our  refusal  to  put  forth  all  our  energies  and  meet  the 
high  responsibilities  imposed  upon  us  by  the  providence  of 
God,  we  suffer  this  rebellion  to  succeed  in  destroying  the 
American  Union,  we  may  expect  the  same  spirit,  which  has 
engendered  this  hatred  to  onr  institutions,  will  demand  and 
obtain  a  humiliating  compromise  of  our  rights,  and  make 
more  oppressive  encroachments  upon  our  liberties,  until  the 
evils  we  now  suffer,  the  sorrows  we  now  feel,  the  burdens  we 
now  bear,  will  be  as  the  little  finger  of  a  benevolent  govern- 
ment, compared  with  the  thick  loins  of  tyranny  and  oppres- 
sion. 

Guided  by  a  sense  of  justice,  by  our  convictions  of  right, 
and  by  the  light  of  history,  let  us  give  our  energies  to  the 
work  of  suppressing  this  rebellion,  press  on  in  the  path  of 
duty,  and  humbly  trust  in  Him  who  holds  the  destinies  of 
nations  in  His  own  counsels,  to  work  out  the  salvation  of  our 
beloved  country.

MESSAGE. 


Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker,  and 

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly: 

"We  have  reason  to  be  grateful  to  the  good  Providence  of 
God,  that  while  rebellion  still  gathers  force  against  the 
permanency  of  the  government  and  the  unity  of  the  nation — 
when  a  century  of  events,  fraught  with  momentous  conse- 
quences to  the  rights  of  man  and  the  cause  of  universal  liber- 
ty, is  crowded  into  the  days  of  a  year — this  commonwealth 
has  not  faltered  in  devotion  to  the  government,  or  withheld 
sympathy  and  support  from  her  sons  now  battling  for  the 
national  life. 

Our  institutions  of  humanity  and  charity  have  continued 
to  dispense  their  blessings  to  the  infirm,  the  suffering  and 
the  needy ;  our  schools  have  been  well  sustained,  and  nearly 
every  branch  of  mechanical,  agricultural  and  manufacturing 
industry  has  been  prospered  and  rewarded. 

There  is,  however,  cause  for  apprehension.  If  ambition 
shall  give  its  energies  and  unchanging  purpose  to  advocate 
and  sustain  principles  antagonistic  to  universal  justice;  if 
prejudice  shall  obscure  the  reason  and  pervert  the  judgment 
of  the  people,  so  that  they  shall  not  discern  between  liberty 
and  license,  between  the  rights  of  the  States  and  the  powers  of 
the  General  Government ;  if  by  a  desire  for  present  peace, 
we  neglect  duties  essential  to  our  future  security,  then  we 
may  expect  civil  war  to  be  prolonged,  its  bitter  fruits  brought 
to  our  own  households,  and  its  blighting  influence  extended 
over  our  whole  country. 


In  view  of  these  causes  for  congratulation  and  fear,  let  us 
look  for  guidance  unto  Him  before  whom  we  have  renewedly 
pledged  our  adherence  and  support  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  the  State  of  Connecticut;  and  enter  upon 
the  duties  to  which  we  are  called  by  a  confiding  constituency, 
with  a  determination  to  meet  every  responsibility  demanded 
by  the  exigencies  of  the  hour. 

Understanding  the  resources  of  the  State,  and  the  social 
and  business  relations  of  the  people,  you  will  be  able  to 
record  their  well  established  views  of  public  policy  upon  the 
Statute  Book,  in  such  manner  as  to  conserve  their  interests 
and  add  to  their  prosperity. 

No  heavier  taxes  should  be  levied,  and  no  more  personal 
service  required  of  the  citizens,  than  are  necessary  to  enable 
the  government  to  perform  its  functions ;  and  none  withheld 
which  arc  essential  to  its  beneficent  and  effectual  operation. 

The  funded  debt  of  the  State  is  $3,000,000.00  and  the  un- 
funded debt,  March  31st,  1863,  was  $392,300.00

By  continuing  the  present  tax  on  our  public  institutions, 
and  by  levying  the  same  upon  the  grand  list  which  was  laid 
the  last  year,  together  with  the  sale  of  the  one  million  of 
Bonds  for  which  authority  has  already  been  given,  enough 
money  may  be  realized  to  meet  the  estimated  expenses  of 
the  present  year. 

But  if  we  pay  the  unfunded  debt,  and  are  called  upon  to 
uphold  and  sustain  the  general  government  by  other  and 
unusual  expenditures,  it  will  be  important  to  authorize  the 
issue  of  other  bonds. 

The  high  reputation  of  the  State  for  fidelity  to  its  pecun- 
iary obligations  is  such  as  to  render  easy  the  negotiation  of 
securities  of  this  character  at  a  favorable  rate  of  interest. 

I  am  not  insensible  to  the  confidence  placed  in  the  Execu- 
tive by  the  General  Assemblies  of  1861  and  1862,  by  giving 
so  much  discretion  in  the  disbursement  of  public  moneys. 
The  amount  expended  has  been  very  large  and  like  every 
public  officer  he  should  be  held  to  a  strict  accountability.  I 
would,  therefore,  request  such  examination  and  investigation 
as  the  public  interest  requires. 

A  supplemental  account  for  organizing  and  equipping  vol- 
unteers, amounting,  on  the  30th  of  March  last,  to  three  hundred 
and  fifty-six  thousand,  three  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars 
and  ten  cents,  has  been  presented  to  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment of  the  United  States  as  a  claim  against  the  general 
government. 

This  and  the  account  previously  rendered,  amount  to  one 
million  eight  hundred  and  seventy-two  thousand  eight  hund- 
red and  eighty-two  dollars  and  eighty-four  cents. 

Both  of  these  accounts  were  prepared  with  great  accuracy 
and  care  by  Captain  H.  J.  Morse,  Assistant  Quarter-Master 
General.     Neither  has  yet  been  audited. 

In  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  relating 
to  direct  taxes,  two  hundred  and  sixty-one  thousand,  nine 
hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars  and  ninety  cents  of  the  above 
claim  have  been  relinquished  due  in  payment  of  a  tax  of  that 
amount  imposed  upon  this  State  by  the  United  States. 
The  School  Fund  amounts  to  $2,049,426. 77,  the  income 
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from  which  has  been  $137,993.51,  being  a  gain  of  16,909.38 
over  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  children  returned 
to  the  Comptroller,  between  the  ages  of  four  and  sixteen, 
is  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety- 
one. 

A  dividend  of  one  dollar  and  twenty  cents  for  each  child 
returned,  amounting  to  $132,589.20,  has  been  paid  for  the 
support  of  public  schools,  and  there  remained  in  the  Treasury 
on  the  first  of  April,  $26,934.88  subject  to  future  orders. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty 
dollars  and  thirty-eight  cents  of  the  principal  of  the  fund  has 
been  paid,  and  $290/225.63  loaned  on  Bond  and  Mortgage. 
The  amount  paid  has  been  unusually  large  and  added  much 
to  the  labors  of  the  efficient  Commissioner.  The  embarrass- 
ments in  affecting  favorable  loans  of  so  large  an  amount  on 
real  estate  security  induces  me  to  suggest  the  propriety  of 
authorizing  the  commissioner  to  invest  some  portion  of  the 
principal  in  State  or  United  States,  stocks. 

In  the  year  1853  the  General  Assembly  authorized  the 
warden  of  the  State  Prison  to  borrow  from  the  commissioner 
the  sum  of  $22,000,  to  be  applied  in  payment  of1  incumbrances 
for  which  the  State  was  liable,  on  certain  property  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  which  had  been  deeded  by  authority  of  the 
State,  to  parties  residing  there.  The  warden  was  directed  to 
pay  the  sum  borrowed  from  any  funds  which  he  might  re- 
ceive from  the  purchasers.  Nineteen  thousand  dollars  of 
the  principal,  and  five  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
one  dollars  and  thirty  cents  of  the  interest,  making  the  sum 
of  $24,371.30  still  remains  unpaid. 

The  school  fund  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  State  as  a 
Trustee,  and  sacredly  set  apart  for  the  purpose  of  advancing 
the  cause  of  public  education.  The  Trustee  borrowed  a  por- 
tion, and  used  it  for  a  purpose  not  contemplated,  and  al- 
though the  loan  was  made  in  good  faith,  and  in  expectation 
that  it  would  be  paid  from  specific  property,  yet  the  Trustee 
having  been  both  borrower  and  lender,  can  not  justly  with- 
hold payment,  and   should  either  return  the  principal  and 


interest,  or  fund  the  amount  so  that  the  interest  can  be  re- 
ceived with  regularity. 

Notwithstanding  the  unsettled  and  agitated  condition  of 
the  public  mind,  the  common  schools  of  the  State  have  en- 
joyed a  year  of  unusual  prosperity.  For  the  first  time  in 
forty  years  the  amount  raised  by  tax  on  property  has  exceed- 
ed the  amount  received  from  the  School  Fund,  and  the  Town 
Deposit  Fund ;  a  gratifying  proof  of  the  public  interest  in 
the  importance  of  popular  education.  The  number  of  school 
houses  in  good  condition  is  greater,  and  the  number  of  those 
in  poor  condition  less  than  reported  last  year. 

The  increased  demand  for  well-educated  and  competent 
teachers,  has,  in  a  measure,  been  supplied  by  the  State  Nor- 
mal School.  The  number  of  pupils  in  this  institution  has 
increased,  and  the  Trustees  report  it  in  a  satisfactory  condi- 
tion. The  school  has  been  established  fourteen  years,  and 
during  that  period  has  exerted  a  favorable  influence  in  elevat- 
ing the  standard  of  qualifications  for  teachers,  and  the  char- 
acter of  our  public  schools.  I  commend  to  your  considera- 
tion the  propriety  of  establishing  the  institution  upon  a  firm 
basis  by  an  annual  appropriation  for  its  support. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  speaking  of  the  improved  and 
highly  creditable  condition  of  the  State  Reform  School.  The 
value  of  the  farm  has  been  largely  increased,  and  greater 
crops  than  usual  obtained  by  proper  and  careful  cultivation, 
while  its  stock  is  in  an  improved  condition.  The  earnings 
from  labor  are  more  than  double  those  of  any  previous 
year,  rendering,  as  the  Trustees  report,  any  aid  from  the  State 
for  the  present,  unnecessary.  Seventy-four  boys  have  been 
discharged  during  the  year,  and,  as  far  as  heard  from,  all  are 
doing  well.  There  are  now  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
inmates,  to  whose  education  and  moral  training  great  atten- 
tion is  daily  given.  Efforts  are  made  to  inspire  them  with 
feelings  of  self-respect,  to  have  them  observe  habits  of  neat- 
ness and  industry,  and  to  fit  them  to  be  useful  members  of 
society.  No  one  need  leave  the  institution  without  good 
morals  and  a  respectable  education. 
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Notwithstanding  the  diverting  of  business  from  its  ordina- 
ry channels,  and  a  withdrawal  of  contracts  for  labor  of  many- 
years  standing,  the  receipts  of  the  State  Prison  over  its  ex- 
penditures for  the  past  year,  are  nine  hundred  and  sixty-one 
dollars  and  fifty  cents,  showing  an  economical  and  successful 
management,  which  reflects  credit  upon  the  capacity  and 
faithfulness  of  the  Directors  and  Warden. 

The  law  deducting,  for  good  behavior,  a  certain  percent- 
age of  the  term  of  imprisonment,  exercises  a  very  beneficial 
influence  upon  the  character  and  conduct  of  the  convicts. 

The  whole  number  in  confinement,  March  31st,  was  159. 

There  were  in  the  Retreat  for  the  Insane  on  the  1st  of 
April,  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  beneficiaries  of  the  State, 
onlyl3  of  whom  receive  more  than  $1.50  a  week  towards  their 
support.  The  number  thus  deriving  assistance  is  greater 
than  ever  before,  and  there  has  been  also  a  large  increase 
in  applications  for  aid  from  the  State,  many  of  which  at  pres- 
ent are  necessarily  denied  on  account  of  the  exhaustion  of 
the  fund  appropriated  for  this  object. 

The  extra  appropriation  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
made  in  1859,  was  for  one  year  only,  but  owing  to  an  impres- 
sion that  it  was  an  annual  grant,  the  fund  has  been  over- 
drawn. 

The  sum  paid  for  the  maintenance  of  the  beneficiaries, 
both  by  their  friends  and  the  State,  is  less  than  the  actual 
cost,  and  if  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  provide  for  their 
full  support,  we  are  still  indebted  to  the  benevolence  of  the 
institution. 

There  is  also  a  number  of  blind  persons  waiting  for  aid 
from  the  State  in  order  to  enter  the  Perkins  Institute  and 
Massachusetts  Asylum  for  the  Blind. 

There  are  38  State  beneficiaries  at  the  American  Asylum 
for  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  there  will  be  vacancies  for  eight  or 
ten  more  on  the  3d  Wednesday  in  September  next. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-four  patients,  from  eighty-six  dif- 
ferent towns,  have  received  medical  care  from  the  Hartford 
Hospital,  and  the  General  Hospital  Society  has  extended  its 
benefits  to  seventy-eight  persons  from  seventeen  towns. 
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There  are  fifteen,  beneficiaries  at  the  Connecticut  School 
for  imbeciles,  for  whose  support  the  State  pays  one-half  of 
the  expense.  Such  has  been  the  success  of  this  institution, 
and  such  are  its  prospects  of  increased  usefulness,  that  the 
Directors  are  adopting  measures  to  provide  accommodations 
for  a  larger  number  of  inmates. 

The  benefits  conferred  and  suffering  relieved  by  State  ap- 
propriations are  by  no  means  confined  to  the  beneficiaries, 
but  extend  to  their  many  friends  in  every  section  of  the 
State.  All  our  humane  institutions  are  well  worthy  of  your 
favorable  consideration,  and  I  trust  you  will  not  hesitate  to 
make  every  necessary  provision  for  the  relief  of  those  need- 
ing their  peculiar  benefits.  I  would  also  suggest  that  each 
of  these  appropriations  be  continued  from  year  to  year,  and 
any  part  thereof  unexpended  in  one  year  may  be  used  in  the 
next,  or  some  succeeding  year. 

The  ^Railroads  of  the  State  appear  to  have  been  kept  in 
good  repair,  and  conducted  with  a  view  to  the  public  safety 
and  convenience.  There  has  been  no  essential  change  in 
their  property  or  financial  condition  during  the  past  year, 
and  no  completed  addition  to  the  length  of  road.  Two 
million  nine  hundred  and  sixty-eight  thousand  and  seventy- 
six  passengers,  and  an  unusual  quantity  of  freight  have  been 
conveyed  over  the  roads  with  no  serious  accidents.  The 
trains  have  been  run  with  unusual  regularity,  and  the  busi- 
ness results  show  an  increase  in  net  earnings  of  seventy- 
eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-six  dollars. 

The  Rockville  Branch  Railroad  is  in  progress  of  construc- 
tion, and  the  Midland  Railroad  is  being  extended  through 
the  town  of  Thompson  to  Southbridge,  Massachusetts. 

There  are  seventy-five  Banks  of  Discount,  with  an  aggre- 
gate capital  of  twenty-one  million  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars.  Their 
deposits  amount  to  nine  million  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  thousand  and  seventy-four  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents. 
Their  circulation  is  twelve  million  eight  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars,  and  the  ag- 
gregate amount  of  specie  is  one  million  four  hundred  and 
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sixty-six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven  dollars  and 
thirteen  cents. 

The  deposits  have  increased  fifty-seven  per  cent.,  and  the 
circulation  fifty-nine  per  cent,  during  the  year. 

There  are  forty-nine  Savings  Banks,  holding  deposits  to 
the  amount  of  twenty-three  million  one  hundred  and  forty- 
six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars  and  ninety- 
five  cents.  These  institutions  were  designed  and  established 
to  be  the  depositories  of  the  earnings  of  labor.  The  increase 
of  the  deposits  during  the  year,  having  beenover  three  mil- 
lions of  dollars,  furnishes  one  of  the  strongest  evidences  of 
the  thrift  of  the  laboring  classes. 

The  Commissioners  report  three  Building  Associations 
closed  during  the  past  year ;  the  circulation  of  the  Discount 
Banks  within  the  legal  limits,  and  the  banking  interests  of 
the  State  in  a  healthy  condition. 

By  a  recent  enactment  of  Congress  a  new  system  of  Bank- 
ing has  been  authorized,  designed  and  well  adapted  to  sus- 
tain the  government,  and  to  provide  a  more  uniform  cur- 
rency. » 

Our  statutes  should  be  so  modified  as  to  save  the  institu- 
tions organized  under  the  laws  referred  to,  from  the  restric- 
tions and  penalties  imposed  upon  State  banks. 

The  General  Assembly  at  two  regular  and  two  special  ses- 
sions, has  made  efforts  to  establish  under  law,  a  military  sys- 
tem which  would  secure  an  active  force  ready  to  respond  to 
a  sudden  call  for  service,  and  a  reserve  force  which  could  be 
used  within  a  reasonable  time. 

That  object  has  not  yet  been  accomplished,  for  by  the  ab- 
stract of  the  returns  for  1862,  the  strength  of  the  active  mi- 
litia appears  to  be  but  one  thousand  and  ninety-nine,  includ- 
ing the  only  two  companies  organized  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act  passed  at  the  last  special  session  of  the  Assembly. 
From  this  should  be  deducted  those  who  have  enlisted  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  thereby  reducing  the  num- 
ber of  our  present  militia  force  to  less  than  six  hundred. 

There  appear  to  be  two  or  three  reasons  for  this  failure. 
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Public  opinion  has  not  been  properly  aroused  to  the  im- 
portance of  such  an  organization. 

Able-bodied  and  influential  citizens  have  not  felt  it  their 
duty  to  be  personally  engaged  in  and  become  a  part  of  the 
active  militia  of  the  state. 

Undue  reliance  has  been  placed  upon  pecuniary  rewards 
offered  for  the  performance  of  the  duty  required,  and  those 
who  owe  military  service  have  been  permitted  to  elect  whether 
or  not  they  would  perform  the  duty. 

No  civil  government  has  yet  been  established  in  which  every 
subject  has  voluntarily  fulfilled  all  his  obligations  or  per- 
formed his  whole  duty.  Such  a  condition  would  be  the  per- 
fection of  organized  society;  but  when  one  comes  short  of 
his  obligations  an  undue  burden  must  rest  upon,  and  be  borne 
by  another,  and  the  government  fails  of  giving  equal  protec- 
tion to  every  citizen. 

The  first  question  to  be  determined,  is  the  measure  of  ob- 
ligation due  from  the  citizen,  or  the  amount  of  service  which 
all  combined  in  a  state  may  justly  claim  of  the  individual. 
Determine  this  and  the  state  must  make  a  demand  accompa- 
nied by  penalties  sufficient  to  secure  the  service. 

Some  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  relating  to  the  militia, 
and  the  act  in  addition  to  the  same,  are  superseded  by,  or  in- 
consistent with,  an  act  recently  passed  by  Congress  for  enroll- 
ing and  calling  out  the  national  forces.  They  should  be  mod- 
ified to  conform  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  with  which 
the  State  laws  should  not  conflict. 

The  act  of  Congress  provides  for  the  enrollment  of  citizens 
in  two  classes,  but  makes  no  provision  for  inspection,  except 
there  shall  be  a  draft. 

The  first  class  comprises  all  persons  subject  to  do  military 
duty  between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  thirty-five  years,  and 
all  unmarried  persons  subject  to  military  duty  above  thirty- 
five  and  under  forty-five ;  the  second  comprises  all  other  mil- 
itary subjects. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  enrollment,  which  shall  be 
made  by  the  United  States,  be  adopted  as  the  enrollment  of 
the  militia  of  this  State. 
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That  the  State  be  divided  into  military  districts,  and  all  per- 
sons between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  thirty-five  years,  who 
are  thus  enrolled  and  not  exempted  by  the  laws  of  the  State, 
be  organized  and  required  to  perform  duty  under  such  pro- 
visions as  will  secure  their  service  whenever  demanded  by 
public  necessity. 

I  refer  you  to  the  interesting  and  comprehensive  report  of 
the  Adjutant-general,  showing  the  number  of  the  volunteer 
force  furnished,  and  those  now  in  the  service  of  the  General 
Government. 

It  presents  a  minute  history  of  the  recruiting  for  the  sev- 
eral regiments,  shows  the  quotas  for  the  different  towns  and 
the  number  furnished  by  each,  contains  a  valuable  summary 
of  the  operations  of  the  different  regiments  and  corps  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  with  abstracts  of  regimental  re- 
ports showing  the  killed  and  wounded  in  the  several  engage- 
ments, and  pays  a  well  earned  tribute  to  the  bravery  and  good 
conduct  of  our  soldiers. 

The  report  also  presents  suggestions  respecting  a  militia 
law,  comprises  a  register  of  commissioned  officers  in  the  vol- 
unteers, and  a  roster  of  the  State  militia. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Quarter- 
master-general, which  will  show  with  what  system  and  care 
the  responsible  duties  of  that  office  have  been  performed — 
the  number  of  arms,  and  the  amount  of  ordnance  and  mili- 
tary stores  on  hand  belonging  to  the  state,  and  the  places 
where  the  property  is  located. 

The  expenditures  of  the  office  have  been  1398,843.42. 
There  are  in  the  arsenal  eight  thousand  two  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  rifles  and  muskets,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  mili- 
tia and  schools  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-five, 
most  of  which  are  the  new  Whitney  rifles,  and  all  of  which 
are  in  good  condition.  This  number  is  not  sufficient  to  arm 
the  militia  of  the  state,  and  I  would  recommend  that  author- 
ity be  given  to  purchase  arms,  equipments,  and  military  sup- 
plies sufficient  for  that  purpose. 

The  amount  of  valuable  property  which  has  accumulated 
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and  is  constantly  accumulating  in  the  arsenal  renders  new- 
expenditures  necessary  to  preserve  and  hold  it  in  security. 

The  necessity  of  disbursing  $111,529.27  as  payment  to  of- 
ficers for  the  period  intervening  between  their  entering  the 
state  service  and  their  muster  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  and  $1,004,250  as  bounties  and  extra  pay  to  soldiers, 
furnish  some  evidence  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Paymaster- 
General.  The  labor  has  required  a  personal  visit  to  some  of 
the  regiments  in  the  field,  and  made  it  necessary  to  dispatch 
an  assistant  paymaster  to  the  Department  of  the  Gulf. 

The  duties  of  the  office  appear  to  have  been  performed 
with  perfect  system  and  fidelity. 

Twenty-eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  nineteen  soldiers 
have  enlisted  into  the  several  Connecticut  regiments  and  corps 
since  the  commencement  of  the  war. 

This  number  is  reduced  seven  thousand  six  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  by  deaths  and  discharges,  including  those  who 
entered  the  service  for  three  months,  leaving  at  present  twenty 
thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-two  soldiers  bravely  main- 
taining the  honor  of  the  State  by  supporting  the  National 
Government. 

Those  who  have  been  longest  in  the  service  and  performed 
the  most  duty  have  received  the  least  pecuniary  compensa- 
tion, and  I  would  suggest  that  the  bounty  of  fifty  dollars 
authorized  by  the  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  ap- 
proved July  10,  1862,  be  extended  to  the  soldiers  who  had 
enlisted  prior  to  the  first  of  May  in  that  year. 

We  should  not  forget  our  obligations  to  those  who  have  be- 
come veterans  in  the  service,  whose  torn  and  blood-stained 
colors  tell  of  fierce  conflicts,  and  whose  broken  and  shattered 
ranks  attest  their  devotion  to  our  cause. 

Our  volunteers,  placing  themselves  between  us  and  our 
enemies,  have  entered  many  of  the  revolted  States,  have  car- 
ried the  flag  of  this  Commonwealth  side  by  side  with  the  stars 
and  stripes  of  the  Union,  on  many  a  hard-fought  field,  often 
in  victory,  sometimes  amid  disaster,  but  never  with  dishonor. 

In  January  last,  Doctors  William  H.  Coggswell  of  Plain- 
field,  and  William  M.  White  of  Fair  Haven,  were  appointed, 
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by  the  Executive,  Commissioners  to  visit  the  sick  and  wound- 
ed soldiers  in  the  military  hospitals  of  the  United  States. 

They  were  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  sanitary  condition, 
medical  attendance,  and  the  general  care  and  attention  given 
to  the  sick,  and  to  act  in  harmony  with  officers  of  the  General 
Government  in  adopting  measures  for  their  comfort  and  relief 
not  inconsistent  with  the  interests  of  the  public  service. 

They  were  also  instructed  to  use  their  influence  to  secure 
the  discharge  of  any  who  were  unqualified  for  further  service. 

In  their  visits  to  a  large  number  of  hospitals  they  were  cor- 
dially received  by  the  officers  of  the  Government,  and  every 
facility  was  granted  to  enable  them  to  make  a  thorough  inves- 
tigation into  the  condition  of  the  sick,  and  accomplish  the 
object  of  their  mission. 

Their  suggestions  were  received  with  proper  consideration, 
and  in  many  instances  resulted  in  special  benefit  to  the  soldiers. 
They  also  secured  the  transfer  of  a  good  number  of  Connecti- 
cut men  to  the  hospital  in  New  Haven. 

By  the  careful  and  extended  investigation  -of  the  Commis- 
sioners, we  are  able  to  obtain  a  more  truthful  representation, 
and  a  more  correct  idea  of  the  condition  of  the  sick,  than  we 
can  through  ordinary  private  channels,  and  their  friends  will 
be  greatly  gratified  and  comforted  to  know  that  the  Govern- 
ment is  doing  all  which  system  and  energy  can  do  to  alleviate 
the  sufferings  of  the  sick  and  wounded,  and  to  mitigate  the 
evils  incident  to  an  extended  civil  war. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  will  be  transmitted  to 
your  honorable  body. 

John  D.  Candee,  Esq.,  of  New  Haven,  was  authorized  to 
visit  the  several  Connecticut  regiments  in  Maryland  and  Vir 
ginia,  and  instructed  to  inquire  into  their  condition,  and  to 
assure  them  of  our  desire  to  diminish  the  weight  of  their  bur- 
dens, and  to  aid  and  encourage  them  in  the  discharge  of  their 
hazardous  duties.  His  report  refutes  many  of  the  stories  in 
circulation  respecting  their  sufferings  and  discontent. 

The  men,  as  a  whole,  are  satisfied  with  what  the  Govern- 
ment is  doing  to  meet  their  necessities,  and  only  anxious  to 
engage  and  overwhelm  the  enemies  of  our  country. 
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Col.  John  H.  Almy,  the  State  Agent  residing  at  New  York 
city,  has  been  untiring  in  his  labors  for  the  benefit  of  the  vol- 
unteers. His  central  position  has  rendered  his  duties  more 
than  ordinarily  arduous.  These  he  has  performed  with  credit 
to  himself  and  honor  to  the  State. 

The  expenses  incident  to  these  agencies  and  commissions 
have  been  paid  from  the  contingent  fund  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Governor,  to  be  expended  at  his  discretion  in  caring 
for  our  soldiers. 

The  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States  army  established 
a  military  hospital  in  New  Haven,  in  connection  with  the  Con- 
necticut General  Hospital  Society,  and  placed  the  same  under 
the  charge  of  Major  P.  A.  Jewett,  an  eminent  surgeon  of  that 
city. 

New  buildings  were  erected  and  furnished  by  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  amount  appropriated  for  that  object  by  the  last 
General  Assembly. 

The  hospital  is  now  capable  of  accommodating  five  hundred 
and  fifty  patients.  Seven  hundred  and  sixty-three  were  re- 
ceived prior  to  the  first  of  April,  of  whom  three  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  remain  ;  of  these  about  three  hundred  and  forty 
are  Connecticut  men.  There  have  been  but  thirty-two  deaths, 
which,  when  we  consider  the  shattered  condition  in  which 
many  were  received,  may  be  regarded  as  a  small  number,  and 
speaks  favorably  for  the  care  and  medical  skill  which  has  been 
bestowed,  and  for  the  healthfulness  of  the  location. 

By  an  understanding  with  the  Surgeon-General  of  the 
Army,  we  hope  to  have  as  many  of  the  sick  and  wounded 
Connecticut  soldiers  transferred  to  this  hospital  as  the  build- 
ings will  accommodate. 

Such  transfers  will  be  made  in  small  companies  only,  as  it 
will  be  impossible  to  give  attention  to  individual  cases. 

The  General  Assembly,  at  its  recent  session,  passed  a  law 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting,  in  the  exercise  of  their  right  of 
suffrage,  those  electors  of  the  State  temporarily  detained  from 
their  homes  by  reason  of  their  enlistment  in  the  armies  of  the 
United  States. 

The  manifest  justice  and  propriety  of  such  an  act  was  uni- 
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versally  conceded.  Doubts  having  been  expressed  as  to  its 
constitutionality,  the  act  was,  in  accordance  with  the  direction 
of  the  Legislature,  referred  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State, 
and  by  them  decided  to  be  unconstitutional.  I  would  submit 
to  your  judgment  whether  such  measures  should  not  be  adopt- 
ed to  effect  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  as  will  enable 
those  of  our  citizens  who  may  hereafter  be  absent  from  the 
State  in  the  service  of  their  country,  to  express  their  views  in 
regard  to  questions  of  government  and  public  policy  at  the 
ballot-box. 

This  government  was  founded  upon  the  principle  that  liber- 
ty and  power  are  inherent  in  the  people,  and  that  the  power 
may  be  concentrated  and  exercised  to  restrain  the  selfish  and 
passionate  from  improper  and  unjust  interference  with  private 
and  social  rights. 

Powers  essential  to  this  end,  which  can  be  wisely  exercised 
over  interests  lying  exclusively  within  the  borders  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, have  been  delegated  to  the  State  government,  and 
are  embodied  in  the  constitution  of  the  State,  and  those  which 
have  been  deemed  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  our  cit- 
izens which  are  involved  in  and  affected  by  commerce  and 
social  intercourse  with  other  States  and  other  nations,  have 
been  vested  by  the  people  of  the  several  States  in  the  General 
Government  and  defined  in  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

We  have  two  distinct  governments — the  State  and  the 
National — the  one  within  the  other.  Both  have  supreme 
authority  within  different  spheres.  The  sovereignty  of  the 
State  over  one  subject  is  consistent  with  the  supreme  author- 
ity of  the  National  Government  over  another,  and  the  func- 
tions of  the  two  work  in  perfect  harmony,  securing  equal 
rights  to  the  humblest  and  weakest  citizen,  as  well  as  to  the 
highest  and  most  powerful.  Under  this  complex,  yet  clearly 
defined  system,  the  government  of  the  United  States  has 
been  a  source  of  personal  and  social  happiness.  We  have 
extended  our  territory  and  increased  our  wealth,  our  influ- 
ence, and  our  power,  beyond  any  other  people ;  and  realized 
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the  full  benefits  of  a  free  government  without  a  conscious- 
ness of  its  cost  or  its  restraints. 

But  recently  we  find  taxation  increased  to  a  burden, 
public  indebtedness  augmented,  severe  personal  services  de- 
manded, and  the  land  filled  with  feuds,  violence  and  blood. 

This  change  is  attributed  by  some  to  an  assumption  of  un- 
authorized power  by  the  National  Administration,  placing  it 
in  armed  collision  with  the  people  of  eleven  States  of  the 
Union,  and  by  others  to  a  criminal  resistance  to  the  execu- 
tion of  constitutional  laws. 

The  government  holds  the  union  of  the  States  to  be  indis- 
soluble and  perpetual. 

The  rebellion  asserts  the  right  of  either  of  the  several 
States  to  secede  and  destroy  the  Union  at  pleasure. 

The  government  maintains  that  the  citizens  of  one  State 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  immunities  of  cit- 
izens in  the  several  States. 

The  rebellion  prohibits  by  law  the  payment  of  pecuniary 
obligations  to  parties  residing  north  of  geographical  lines, 
and  orders  the  arrest  of  citizens  from  one  State  endeavoring 
to  preserve  their  property  in  another. 

The  government  maintains  that  all  laws  enacted  by  Con- 
gress and  approved  by  the  President,  are  to  be  obeyed  and 
enforced  until  repealed  or  declared  unconstitutional  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

The  rebellion  claims  the  right  to  determine  the  constitu- 
tionality of  an  act,  and  to  elect  as  interest  may  dictate  whether 
or  not  obedience  shall  be  rendered. 

The  government,  conscious  of  its  high  responsibility,  ex- 
tends its  protecting  shield  over  every  interest,  and  by  virtue 
of  sovereign  authority  -derived  from  the  people,  demands 
obedience  from  every  citizen. 

The  rebellion  rejects  the  offered  protection,  erects  new  gov- 
ernments within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  supreme  authority, 
refuses  obedience,  and  attempts  to  disintegrate  the  National 
Union. 

The  demands  of  the  one  and  the  claims  of  the  other  are 
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as  irreconcilable  and  antagonistic  as  freedom  and  slavery,  as 
democracy  and  despotism,  as  falsehood  and  eternal  truth. 

The  issues  are  broad,  clear,  and  distinct.  The  parties  pro- 
pose no  concessions  and  ask  no  compromises. 

The  conflict,  inaugurated  at  Sumter,  must  go  on  until  the 
government  shall  conquer  or  be  conquered.  Let  no  one  be 
deceived  by  the  artful  device  of  securing  peace  by  a  cessation 
of  hostilities  or  by  yielding  to  the  claims  of  our  enemies. 
A  peace  thus  obtained  would  cost  a  nation's  birthright,  while 
obedience  to  the  laws  would  secure  peace  without  loss.  Our 
adversaries  design  a  perpetual  separation  from  the  United 
States,  and  proclaim  from  every  public  assembly,  from  every 
legislative  hall,  and  from  every  battle-field,  their  determina- 
tion to  continue  the  war  until  their  independence  shall  be 
acknowledged.  The  National  Administration,  in  its  firm 
determination  to  maintain  its  authority  against  such  pur- 
poses, appeals  to  the  people  for  their  co-operation.  The  un- 
prejudiced and  unbiased  mind  can  not  avoid  the  conclusion 
that  the  claims  and  position  of  the  Government  are  right. 

Impressed  with  this  conviction,  it  is  our  duty,  in  addition 
to  the  men  and  money  already  furnished,  to  give  renewed 
assurances  of  our  determination  to  uphold  and  sustain  the 
Government;  not  for  a  day  only,  but  for  all  time,  at  what- 
ever cost,  and  against  all  treasonable  opposition. 

We  may  or  may  not  inquire  whether  this  rebellion  was 
caused  by  Slavery  or  Abolitionism,  by  ambition  or  interfer- 
ence with  state  rights  ;  we  may  prove  that  we  are  not  respon- 
sible for  its  origin  or  its  progress,  yet  the  fact  that  it  exists 
as  a  verity  forces  upon  us  the  duties  of  the  hour.  We  may 
not  approve  of  the  policy  of  the  Administration,  and  may 
doubt  its  wisdom;  yet,  as  it  is  the  only  agency  by  which  the 
will  of  the  people  can  legally  and  properly  be  executed,  we 
should  render  it  a  cordial  and  energetic  support. 

Civil  war  is  cruelty.  Its  fruits  are  desolation,  sorrow,  and 
death.  Fear,  hesitation,  and  a  timid  use  of  the  forces  of  war 
to  check  its  progress,  will  eventually  increase  the  terrible 
sufferings.     They  will  be  diminished  by  courage,  vigor,  and 
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severity.  Humanity  demands  that  we  should  endeavor  to 
overcome  the  power  and  spirit  of  the  enemy  by  assaulting 
his  most  vulnerable  point ;  and  by  following  up  every  ad- 
vantage we  may  gain,  by  the  use  of  all  means  which  God 
and  nature  shall  place  at  our  command. 

When  those  who  have  been  saved  from  outbursts  of  popu- 
lar violence,  and  who  have  been  protected  in  all  their  consti- 
tutional rights,  including  the  fruits  of  uncompensated  labor, 
raise  their  hands  against  the  government  which  has  given 
them  protection,  and,  in  madness,  strike  at  the  life  of  the 
nation  ;  we  should  not  hesitate  to  give  all  our  energies,  to 
combine  all- our  resources,  to  press  them  with  all  the  powers 
of  the  government,  and  turn  upon  them  the  evils  of  the  civil 
war  which  they  have  originated. 

When  a  local  institution  has  become  entwined  with  every 
surrounding  interest,  until  its  friends  and  supporters,  under 
an  apprehension  that  the  government  may  eventually  assume 
and  exercise  unconstitutional  power,  to  hold  in  check  its 
increasing  influence  and  insatiable  demands  ;  conspire  to  use 
such  institution  as  a  means  of  destroying  the  government, — 
and  if,  in  the  exercise  of  its  proper  functions,  the  government 
obtains  control  of  a  portion  of  the  elements  which  compose 
that  institution  ;  would  it  not  be  the  duty  of  the  administra- 
tion to  use  the  power  thus  acquired  to  overwhelm  and  de- 
stroy the  conspirators  ? 

Would  it  not  be  right  for  the  parricide  to  perish  by  the 
instrument  which  he  had  forged  for  the  life  of  his  guardian 
and  protector  ? 

Whatever  of  trial,  suffering,  or  privation  may  be  in  store 
for  us,  or  however  long  may  be  the  controversy  ;  firm  in  the 
faith  that  our  nation  will  be  preserved  in  its  integrity,  let  us 
in  adversity  as  well  as  in  prosperity,  in  darkness  as  well  as  in 
light,  give  the  Administration  our  counsel,  our  confidence, 
and  our  support ;  that  its  power  may  drive  those  who  have 
criminally  conspired  against  the  liberties  of  the  people,  as 
vagabonds  and  fugitives  through  the  earth,  or  inflict  upon 
them  the  penalties  justly  due  for  their  treason. 
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Let  the  retribution  be  so  terrible  that  future  generations 
shall  not  dare  to  repeat  the  crime. 

Then,  and  then  only,  shall  the  wrongs  of  an  injured  peo- 
ple be  avenged,  human  rights  be  vindicated,  and  constitu- 
tional authority  be  re-established.

RULES 


TO  KEGULATE  THE  PEOCEEDINGS  OF  THE 


SENATE   OF   CONNECTICUT. 


Resolved,  That  the  Rules  and  Orders  following  be  and  they 
are  hereby  adopted  as  the  standing  Rules  and  Orders  of  the 
Senate,  and  that  they  shall  be  read  at  the  commencement  of 
each  session  of  the  General  Assembly  by  the  Clerk. 

1st.  "  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  every  day,  at  the 
hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned,  and  after 
prayer,  shall  immediately  call  the  Senate  to  order,  and  if  a 
quorum  be  present,  proceed  to  business. 

2d.  "  The  President  shall  preserve  order,  and  shall  decide 
questions  of  order  without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Senate.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it 
sitting.  The  question  first  moved  and  seconded,  shall  be  first 
put,  and  in  all  cases  the  sense  of  the  Senate  shall  be  taken 
upon  the  largest  number  or  sum,  and  the  longest  time  pro- 
posed. 

3d.  "  No  member  shall  in  any  way  interrupt  the  business 
of  the  Senate  while  the  journal  or  public  papers  are  in  read- 
ing, nor  when  any  member  is  speaking  in  debate,  nor  while 
the  President  is  putting  a  question. 

4th.  "  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  and  respectfully 
address  'Mr.  President;'  if  two  or  more  rise  at. once,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 
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5th.  "  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the 
same  question,  without  leave  of  the  Senate,  unless  to  explain. 

6th.  "  When  a  question  is  before  the  Senate,  no  motion 
shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or 
to  amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  in  which  they  stand  arranged,  and  a  motion  for  adjourn- 
ment shall  always  be  in  order,  and  be  decided  without  de- 
bate. 

7th.  "  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

8th.  "  When  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  for  by  one- 
fifth  of  the  members  present,  each  member  called  upon  shall 
(unless  for  special  reason  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate,)  declare 
openly  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question. 

9th.  "  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be 
stated  to  the  Senate  by  the  President,  before  any  debate  be 
had  thereon ;  but  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if 
the  President  so  direct,  or  any  member  desire  it. 

10th.  "  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leave, 
or  by  order  of  the  Senate,  or  the  report  of  a  committee  ;  and 
every  bill  for  a  public  act  shall  receive  three  several  readings 
in  the  Senate,  previously  to  its  being  passed  into  an  act. 
And  no  bill  shall  be  read  twice  on  the  same  day,  without  the 
order  of  the  Senate.  Nor  may  the  President  state  the  same 
to  the  Senate  for  debate,  until  after  the  second  reading. 

11th.  "A  committee  of  three  shall  within  the  first  two  days 
of  each  session,  be  appointed  by  ballott  to  take  into  considera- 
tion all  contested  elections  of  members  of  the  Senate,  and  to 
report  the  facts  in  issue,  together  with  their  opinions  thereon. 

12th.  "  Committees  of  Conference  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Senate. 

13th.  "All  other  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  the  Senate  shall  order  otherwise. 

14th.  "  When  a  motion  has  been  stated  by  the  President,  or 
read  by  the  Clerk,  it  shall  be  considered  to  be  in  possession  of 
the  Senate,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision 
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or  amendment ;  but  not  after  amendment,  unless  the  Senate 
give  leave. 

15th.  "  No  member  who  is  interested  in  the  decision  of  any 
question  in  such  manner  that  he  can  not  vote,  may  stay  in  the 
Senate  when  such  question  is  discussed  or  decided.  Provided, 
however,  that  this  rule  shall  not  extend  to  the  sitting  members 
in  contested  elections. 

16th.  "  When  any  member  shall  request  a  Committee  of 
Conference  on  different  votes  of  the  two  Houses  of  Assembly, 
a  committee,  consisting  of  one  member,  who  was  in  the  vote  of 
the  Senate,  shall  be  appointed :  and  if  any  member,  who  was 
not  in  such  vote,  shall  be  nominated,  he  shall  notify  the 
Senate. 

17th.  "  When  the  Senate  has  voted  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  prepare  a  bill  or  resolve,  upon  any  subject,  no  person  shall 
be  on  such  committee  who  was  opposed  to  the  vote  of  the 
Senate. 

18th.  "  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  shall  trans- 
gress the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the  President  shall,  and  any 
member  may,  call  to  order,  and  if  speaking  he  shall  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain :  the  Senate,  if  appealed  to,  shall 
decide  the  question  without  debate. 

19th.  "  When  a  question  shall  have  been  once  decided,  it 
shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for 
a  reconsideration  thereof;  but  no  such  motion  may  be  made 
unless  within  three  days  of  actual  session  of  the  Senate, 
after  the  day  on  which  the  decision  to  be  reconsidered  was 
made. 

20th.  "  Before  any  petition  or  memorial  addressed  to  the 
Senate  shall  be  received  and  read  at  the  table,  whether  the 
same  shall  be  introduced  by  the  President,  or  a  member,  a 
brief  statement  of  the  contents  or  object  of  the  petition  or 
memorial  shall  be  verbally  made  by  the  introducer. 

21st.  "  All  questions  shall  be  put  by  the  President  of  the 

Senate,  and  the  Senators  shall  signify  their  assent  or  dissent  by 

answering  viva  voce — aye  or  no.     And  whenever  the  vote 

shall  be  doubted  or  questioned,  it  shall   be  determined  by 
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the  members  rising,  and  in  all  cases  the  ayes  shall  be  first 
called. 

22d.  "  Every  resolution  or  bill  granting  money  from  the 
Treasury  of  the  State,  shall,  before  its  final  passage,  receive 
three  several  readings,  only  one  of  which  will  be  on  the  same 
dav." 


RULES 


OF    THE 


HOUSE   OF  REPRESENTATIVES, 

IN  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  CONNECTICUT. 


Resolved,  That  the  Rules  and  Orders  following  be,  and 
thej  are  hereby  adopted,  as  the  standing  Rules  and  Orders  of 
this  House ;  and  it  is  ordered  that  they  shall  be  read  by  the 
Clerk  at  the  commencement  of  each  session  of  the  General 
Assembly : 

1st.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  every  day,  at  the 
hour  to  which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned ;  and  after 
prayers  and  roll-call,  shall  immediately  call  the  House  to 
order,  and  if  a  quorum  be  present,  proceed  to  business. 

2d.  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum,  the  Speaker  may  adjourn 
the  House  to  the  afternoon,  or  the  next  sitting  day.  At  all 
other  times  during  the  session  an  adjournment  shall  be  pro- 
nounced by  the  Speaker  on  motion,  no  objection  being  made. 

3d.  The  Speaker  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order ;  and 
shall  decide  questions  of  order  without  debate,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  House.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but 
may  state  it  sitting.  The  question  first  moved  and  seconded 
shall  be  first  put ;  and  in  all  cases  the  sense  of  the  House 
shall  be  first  taken  upon  the  largest  number  or  sum,  and  the 
longest  time  proposed  in  any  question. 

4th.  In  all  cases  when  a  vote  is  taken  without  a  division, 
the  Speaker  shall  determine  whether  it  is  or  is  not  a  vote ; 
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and  in  all  doubtful  cases  he  shall  ask,  uIs  it  doubted  ?'"  If 
the  vote  be  disputed,  it  shall  be  tried  again  ;  but  after  the 
Speaker  has  declared  the  vote,  it  shall  not  be  recalled,  unless 
by  a  regular  motion  for  reconsideration,  made  by  a  member 
in  the  vote  of  the  House. 

5th.  If  the  Speaker  doubt  a  vote,  or  a  division  be  called  by 
a  member,  the  question  shall  be  again  put,  and  those  voting 
the  affirmative  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats ;  if  the 
Speaker  still  doubt,  or  a  count  be  required,  the  Speaker  shall 
direct  the  Tellers  to  count  them  while  standing,  and  if  re- 
quired by  a  member,  those  of  contrary  mind  shall,  in  the 
like  manner,  rise  and  be  counted. 

6th.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question, 
and  entered  upon  the  Journal,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of 
the  members  present. 

7th.  In  all  cases  of  balloting,  the  Speaker  shall  vote ;  in 
other  cases  he  shall  not  vote,  unless  the  House  be  equally 
divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will  make 
the  division  equal ;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division,  the 
question  shall  be  lost. 

8th.  Members  coming  in  when  the  House  is  attending 
prayers,  and  during  the  call  of  the  roll,  shall  walk  to  their 
seats  with  as  little  noise  as  convenience  will  admit. 

9th.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de- 
liver any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  and  respectfully 
address  "Mr.  Speaker;"  if  two  or  more  rise  at  once,  the 
Speaker  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

10th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same 
question,  without  leave  of  the  House,  unless  to  explain. 

11th.  No  debate  shall  be  allowed  after  a  question  is  put 
and  remains  undecided.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any 
question,  or  is  addressing  the  House,  no  member  shall  walk 
out  of  or  across  the  House  ;  nor,  either  in  such  cases,  or 
when  the  roll  is  calling,  or  when  anything  is  in  public  read- 
ing before  the  House,  nor  while  any  member  is  speaking, 
shall  entertain  any  private  discourse  ;  nor  when  any  member 
is  speaking,  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  chair. 

12th.  When  the  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be 
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stated  to  the  House  by  the  Speaker,  before  any  debate  be  had 
thereon  ;  but  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  in  writing,  if  the 
Speaker  so  direct,  or  any  member  desire  it. 

13th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lie  on  the  table,  for  the  pre- 
vious question,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  day 
certain,  to  commit,  or  to  amend,  which  several  motions  shall 
have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged. 
And  no  motion  to  lie  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
or  to  commit,  having  been  once  decided,  shall  be  again  allowed 
at  the  same  sitting,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill,  or  sub- 
ject matter. 

14th.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
said  motion  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  as  shall  also  a 
motion  to  lie  on  the  table. 

loth.  When  a  question  shall  have  once  been  decided,  it 
shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  in  the  prevailing  vote  to 
move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  if  at  the  time  the  subject 
matter  shall  be  in  possession  of  the  House  ;  but  no  such  mo- 
tion shall  be  made  unless  within  two  days  of  the  actual  session 
of  the  House,  after  the  day  on  which  decision  was  had 
thereon. 

16th.  The  Clerk  shall  not  transmit  any  bill,  resolutions,  or 
other  paper  from  the.  House  to  the  Senate,  on  the  same  day 
upon  which  the  action  was  had  thereon,  except  the  House 
otherwise  order. 

17th.  When  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by 
the  Clerk,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House  ; 
but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amend- 
ment, but  not  after  amendment,  unless  the  House  give  leave. 
18th.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leave,  or 
by  an  order  of  the  House,  or  the  report  of  a  committee  ;  and 
every  public  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings  in  the 
House,  previously  to  its  being  passed  into  an  act,  and  no  such 
bill  may  be  read  twice  on  the  same  day,  without  the  order  of 
the  House  ;  nor  may  the  Speaker  state  the  same  to  the  House 
for  debate,  until  after  the  second  reading ;  but  every  bill  may 
be  referred  on  its  first  reading. 
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19th.  No  member  who  is  interested  in  the  decision  of  any 
question  in  such  a  manner  that  he  can  not  vote,  may  stay  in 
the  House  when  such  question  is  discussed  or  decided. 

20th.  All  committees,  excepting  committees  of  conference, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  otherwise  specially 
directed  by  the  House. 

21st.  When  any  member  requests  a  committee  of  conference 
on  different  votes  of  the  two  Houses  of  Assembly,  a  commit- 
tee, consisting  of  two  members,  shall  be  appointed  on  the  part 
of  the  House  ;  and  in  such  case  the  committee  shall  consist 
only  of  such  members  as  were  in  the  vote  of  the  House  ;  and 
if  any  member  be  nominated  on  said  committee  who  was  not 
in  the  vote,  he  shall  notify  the  House  and  be  excused. 

22d.  "When  the  House  has  voted  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
prepare  a  bill  or  resolve  upon  any  subject,  no  person  shall  be 
on  such  committee  who  was  opposed  to  the  sense  of  the  House. 

23d.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  a  Committee  of  Elec- 
tions, consisting  of  three  members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker,  to  take  into  consideration  all  contested  elections  of 
members  of  this  House,  and  report  facts,  with  their  opinions 
thereon. 

24th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  Rules  and  Orders  of  this  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any 
member  may,  call  to  order ;  and  if  speaking,  he  shall  sit 
down,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  The  House,  if  appealed 
to,  shall  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate.  If  no  such 
appeal  be  made,  the  Speaker  shall  decide  on  the  same. 

25th.  During  the  first  eight  days  of  the  session,  after  roll- 
call,  the  Speaker  shall  call  for  petitions,  which  shall  be  first 
disposed  of ;  and  no  petition  shall  be  offered  after  the  House 
shall  proceed  to  other  business. 

26th.  After  the  first  eight  days,  the  first  business  shall  be 
the  hearing  of  the  reports  of  committees  ;  next,  the  first  read- 
ing of  bills  for  public  acts,  and  then  bills  which  have  been 
postponed  to  a  second  reading. 

27th.  Every  member  present,  when  a  question  is  put  by  the 
Speaker,  shall  vote,  unless  excused  by  the  House  before  the 
voting  commences. 


28th.  Every  resolution  or  bill  in  form,  upon  any  petition 
granting  money  from  the  Treasury  of  the  State,  shall,  before 
its  final  passage,  receive  three  several  readings,  only  one  of 
which  shall  be  on  the  same  day. 

29th.  The  Journal  of  the  House  for  the  day  preceding  shall 
be  read  every  day  before  entering  on  other  business. 

30th.  In  case  the  Speaker  wishes  occasionally  to  leave  the 
chair  for  the  purpose  of  taking  part  in  the  debate,  or  from  in- 
disposition, or  other  temporary  cause,  he  may  designate  some 
member  to  preside. 

31st  For  the  purpose  of  more  conveniently  counting  upon 
a  division  of  the  House,  the  floor  thereof  shall  be  divided  by 
aisles  into  four  divisions,  to  be  numbered  first,  second,  third 
and  fourth  sections,  commencing  on  the  right  of  the  chair ; 
for  each  of  which  divisions,  the  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  mem- 
ber whose  seat  is  in  said  division,  to  be  a  teller  to  count  and 
report  to  the  chair. 

32d.  No  rule  shall  be  suspended  except  by  a  vute  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

33d.  That  in  the  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Speaker,  the 
Clerk  shall  call  the  House  to  order,  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
House  stands  adjourned,  and  the  first  business  in  order  shall 
be  the  election  of  a  Speaker  pro  tempore,  which  it  shall  im- 
mediately proceed  to  do,  without  debate,  by  nomination  or 
ballot,  as  the  House  shall  determine  ;  these  questions  shall 
also  be  decided  without  debate ;  and  the  Speaker  pro  tempore 
thus  elected  shall  preside  in  the  House  and  discharge  all  the 
duties  of  the  Speaker  until  his  return. 

In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  Speaker,  the  Clerk 
shall  call  the  House  to  order,  as  provided  in  the  first  clause  of 
this  Rule,  and  the  first  business  in  order  shall  be  the  election 
of  a  Speaker  by  ballot,  which  the  House  shall  immediately 
proceed  to  do,  without  debate,  and  the  Speaker  thus  elected 
shall  preside  over  the  House  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of 
the  Speaker  during  the  continuance  of  the  General  Assembly. 


JOINT  RULES  OF  PROCEEDINGS 


FOR   THE 


SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

OF  CONNECTICUT, 

As  adopted,  May  Session,  1862. 


.  I.  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  at  the  commencement  of  every 
stated  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  Joint  Committee, 
consisting  of  one  Senator  and  eight  Representatives,  shall  be 
appointed  to  examine  the  returns  and  canvass  of  votes  given 
by  the  electors  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Treasurer, 
Secretary,  and  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts,  and  to  report 
the  names  of  the  persons  whom  they  shall  find  elected  to  those 
offices  respectively.  After  this  report  shall  have  been  accept- 
ed, a  Joint  Committee,  consisting  of  one  Senator  and  two 
Representatives,  shall  be  appointed,  to  inform  the  Governor 
personally  of  his  election  and  of  the  organization  of  the  two 
Houses,  and  their  readiness  to  receive  his  communications. 

II.  On  or  before  the  third  day  of  every  stated  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  there  shall  be  appointed  fifteen  Joint 
Standing  Committees,  each  of  which  shall  consist  of  one  Sen- 
ator and  eight  Representatives,  viz. : 

1st.  A  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  such  matters  touching  public  or  private 
acts  and  judicial  proceedings,  as  shall  be  referred  to  them, 
and  to  report  their  opinion  thereon,  together  with  such  prop- 
ositions relative  thereto,  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient.

2d.  A  Committee  on  the  School  Fund,  who  shall  inquire 
into  and  report  the  actual  state  of  the  School  Fund,  the 
amount,  value  and  condition  of  its  securities,  and  recommend 
such  measures  as  they  shall  deem  best  adapted  to  insure  its 
improvement  and  permanent  safety. 

3d.  A  Committee  on  Banks,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  such  matters  relative  to  Banks,  Savings  Banks, 
and  Savings  and  Building  Associations,  as  may  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  the  facts,  with  their  opinion  thereon. 

4th.  'A  Committee  on  the  State  Prison,  who  shall  examine 
the  annual  reports  of  the  directors  and  officers  in  charge  of 
the  State  Prison,  the  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  Institution,  together  with  such  other  matters  as  shall  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly. And  they  may  recommend  such  measures  for  the  regu- 
lation and  management  of  the  Prison  as  they  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

5th.  A  Committee  on  New  Towns  and  Probate  Districts, 
who  shall  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the 
incorporation  of  new  towns,  the  alteration  of  town  lines,  and 
the  formation  of  probate  districts,  which  shall  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon,  together  with  the  facts 
upon  which  such  opinion  is  founded. 

6th.  A  Committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  such  matters  relative  to  Roads  and 
Bridges  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts, 
with  their  opinion  thereon. 

7th.  A  Committee  on  Incorporations,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relative  to  private  corporations,  for 
which  there  may  be  no  other  appropriate  committee,  and 
report  their  opinion  thereon,  with  the  facts  on  which  the  same 
is  founded. 

8th.  A  Committee  on  Claims,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  claims  and  demands  upon  the  State,  which  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon,  with  the 
facts  on  which  the  same  is  founded. 

9th.  A  Committee  on  Education,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  the  subject  of  common 
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school  education  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  recom- 
mend such  measures  touching  the  same,  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient. 

10th.  A  Committee  on  the  Sale  of  Lands,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  applications  for  the  sale  of  lands,  which 
shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts,  with  their 
opinion  thereon. 

11th.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration the  financial  concerns  of  the  State,  and  inquire  into 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  government,  the  invest- 
ments of  the  public  funds,  (the  School  Fund  excepted,)  the 
system  of  assessments  and  taxation  provided  by  existing  laws, 
and  all  other  matters  affecting  the  revenue  of  the  State ;  and 
report  such  measures  touching  the  same,  as  they  may  deem 
expedient. 

12th.  A  Committee  on  Railroads,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  Railroads  and  Railroad 
Companies  as  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts, 
with  their  opinion  thereon. 

loth.  A  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  who  shall  examine 
all  military  returns  and  take  into  consideration  all  matters 
relating  to  the  militia  of  this  State,  which  may  be  referred 
to  them,  and  report  thereon,  with  their  opinion  touching  the 
same. 

14th.  A  Committee  on  Agriculture,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  Agriculture  as  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  report  thereon,  with  their  opinion  touch- 
ing the  same. 

15th.  A  Committee  on  Humane  Institutions,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  such  matters  relating  to  the  Benevolent 
Institutions  under  the  care  or  supervision  of  the  State,  as  may 
be  referred  to  them,  and  report  thereon,  with  their  opinion 
touching  the  same. 

III.  In  all  meetings  of  Joint  Committees,  the  Senators  shall 
preside.  All  questions  of  order  in  their  proceedings,  and 
questions  relative  to  the  admission  of  evidence,  shall  be  de- 
termined by  a  majority  of  votes ;  and  in  case  the  votes  be 
equally  divided,  the  Senators  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 
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IV.  All  Committees  of  Conference,  on  disagreeing  votes  of 
the  two  houses  of  Assembly,  shall  consist  of  one  Senator  and 
two  Representatives,  who  were  in  the  major  vote  of  their  re- 
spective Houses.  The  Committee  of  the  House  making  the 
grant  or  appointment,  or  passing  the  bill,  resolution  or  amend- 
ment disagreed  to,  shall  state  their  reasons,  to  be  reported  to 
the  other  House.  And  neither  House  shall  request  the  other 
twice  to  confer  on  the  same  point  of  disagreement. 

V.  Whenever  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  its  vote  of 
disagreement,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  considered  as  lost. 

VI.  Every  message  sent  from  one  House  to  the  other  shall 
be  announced  at  the  door,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communi- 
cated to  the  Chair,  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 

VII.  Whenever  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  of  the 
Assembly,  and  shall  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Governor 
for  his  approbation,  if  either  House  desire  its  return  for  fur- 
ther consideration,  such  desire  shall  be  communicated  by 
message  to  the  other  House,  and  a  Joint  Committee  of  one 
Senator  and  two  Representatives  shall  then  be  sent  to  the 
Governor  to  request  him  to  return  the  bill.  If  the  Governor 
consent,  the  bill  shall  be  returned  first  to  that  House  in  which 
the  motion  for  its  return  originated,  and  the  bill  may  then  be 
altered  or  totally  rejected  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  the  two 
Houses,  but  if  not  altered  or  rejected  by  such  concurrent  vote, 
it  shall  be  again  transmitted  to  the  Governor  in  the  same  form 
in  which  it  was  first  presented  to  him. 

VIII.  Whenever  the  public  business  may  require  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  to  meet  in  Convention,  either 
House  may  send  its  message  to  the  other,  requesting  such 
Convention,  and  specifying  the  object.  At  the  time  designa- 
ted, the  Senate,  with  their  President  and  Clerk,  may  proceed 
to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  where  suitable 
accommodations  shall  be  provided.  The  President  of  the 
Senate  shall  ex-officio  preside  in  said  Convention,  and  the 
proceedings  thereof  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journals  of  the 
two  Houses. 

When  the  Convention  shall  have  been  dissolved,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
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sentatives  shall  make  report  to  their  respective  Houses  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Convention. 

IX.  All  bills  for  public  acts  which  shall  have  been  passed 
by  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  engrossed,  and 
signed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  and 
President  of  the  Senate,  and  all  bills  for  private  acts  and  joint 
resolutions  which  shall  have  been  passed  by  the  two  Houses, 
shall,  with  the  papers  on  which  the  same  may  be  founded,  be 
transmitted  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  for  the  purpose  of  being  by  him  laid  before  the 
Governor.  The  presiding  officers  of  the  two  Houses  shall 
affix  their  signatures  to  bills  for  public  acts  in  presence  of 
their  respective  Houses. 

X.  Every  bill  for  a  public  act,  and  every  resolution  which 
shall  be  offered  for  the  consideration  of  either  House,  shall  be 
fairly  written  on  not  less  than  one-half  sheet  of  paper ;  and 
every  member  offering  such  bill,  resolution,  or  a  petition,  shall 
indorse  thereon  his  name,  in  some  proper  and  conspicuous 
place,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  printed  copy  of  a  bill  or  resor 
lution  receive  the  indorsement  of  the  Clerk  of  either  House, 
or  be  transmitted  to  the  Governor  for  approval. 

XI.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  to  which  any  bill  or  resolution 
shall  be  first  presented,  shall  endorse  thereon  a  statement  of 
the  contents  or  objects  of  such  bill  or  resolution,  before  trans- 
mitting the  same  to  the  other  House. 

XII.  All  acts  of  incorporation  by  bill  or  resolution,  and  all 
acts  in  amendment  or  alteration  thereof,  and  all  private  acts 
of  whatever  nature,  shall,  before  the  same  shall  be  considered, 
be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  expense 
of  the  party  applying  therefor. 

XIII.  All  bills  for  public  acts  reported  favorably  upon  by 
the  Committee  to  which  they  have  been  or  may  be  referred, 
with  or  without  amendments,  before  being  put  upon  their 
third  reading  shall  be  laid  upon  the  table  and  three  hundred 
copies  of  such  bills,  with  their  amendments,  be  printed  for  the 
use  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  no  bill  so  reported  shall  be 
put  on  its  third  reading  until  the  day  succeeding  the  distribu- 
tion of  said  copies.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  : 

In  conformity  with  the  requirement  of  the  Statute,  I  have 
the  honor  to  present  my  official  report  of  the  business  and 
condition  of  the  State  Treasury,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31st,  1863.

Leaving  a  total  balance  in  the  Treasury,  April  1,  1863,  to 
the  credit  of  the  several  accounts  of  the  Civil  List,  School  Fund 
and  State  Institutions,  amounting  to  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars  and  sixty- 
three  cents. 

The  amount  of  temporary  loans  on  the  1st  January,  1863, 
was  $1,349,S00,  of  which,  one  million  has  been  paid  by  the 
sale  of  State  Bonds  to  that  amount.  There  is  at  this  date  a 
temporary  indebtedness  amounting  to  $592,300,  on  which  in- 
terest is  to  be  paid  at  rates  varying  from  four  and  three-fourths 
to  five  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  necessary  disbursements,  upon 
an  estimate,  added  to  the  present  indebtedness,  will  amount 
to  $910,000  on  the  first  of  July,  1863,  at  which  time  the  sale  of 
the  remaining  million  of  State  Bonds,  authorized  by  the  law 
of  December,  1862,  will  be  requisite,  to  liquidate  the  entire 
temporary  indebtedness  of  the  State. 

The  sum  of  $50,000,  borrowed  by  authority  in  1860,  from  the 
School  Fund,  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  remains  unpaid.  As 
money  can  readily  be  obtained  at  a  less  rate,  it  is  suggested 
that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  either  to  pay  the  loan  or 
continue  it  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest. 

The  State  Tax  due  from  all  the  towns  of  the  State,  on  the 
20th  February,  has  been  promptly  and  cheerfully  paid,  with  a 
few  exceptions,  as  have  the  taxes  from  the  several  Banks, 
Railroads,  and  other  tax-paying  institutions. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  law  of  December  24,  1862,  one 
million  of  the  two  millions  of  State  Bonds,  thus  authorized,  has 
been  sold  at  premiums  ranging  from  nine  TVo  to  twelve  per 
cent.,  the  average  being  ten  T2-g-5o  per  cent.,  thereby  netting  to 
the  State  the  sum  of  102,535TW  dollars.  The  entire  loan  was 
issued  in  Bonds  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  having  twenty 
years  to  run,  from  the  1st  of  January,  1863,  all  of  which  have 
been  duly  executed,  and  delivered  to  the  proper  recipients. 

The  State's  quota  of  the  United  States  direct  tax  of  1861, 
261,981rV0-  dollars  in  amount,  has  been  paid  by  a  surrender  of 
the  certificate  of  indebtedness  of  the  United  States  for  $606,000 
held  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  at  the  date  of  the  last  an- 
nual Report,  and  a  new  certificate  for  the  balance  (interest 


$9,961T\3o  added),  $353,979TV<>,  has  been  received,  and  is  now 
in  my  custody. 

The  gross  annual  amount  of  cash  receipts  and  balances  into 
the  State  Treasury  for  the  past  ten  years,  is  as  follows  :

The  great  increase  of  the  business  of  the  department  ren- 
ders some  few  additional  facilities  for  the  proper  perform 
ance  of  the  duties  of  the  office  absolutely  necessary,  adequate 
measures  for  which  will  be  suggested  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  General  Assembly  at  an  early  period  of  the 
session. 

A  question  has  been  raised  by  several  of  the  Savings  Banks 
as  to  their  liability  to  pay  the  State  Tax  on  such  portions  of  their 
deposits  as  have  been  invested  in  United  States  Stocks  and  Se- 
curities. They  claim  that  the  amounts  of  their  deposits  so  in- 
vested, are  exempt  from  taxation  by  Congressional  enactment, 
I  have  deemed  my  duty  to  be  clear,  under  the  phraseology  of 
the  State  law,  and  have  therefore  insisted  upon  the  payment 
of  the  tax  upon  the  whole  amount  of  deposits  returned,  with- 
out the  right  or  duty,  on  my  part,  to  enquire  as  to  the  charac- 
ter of  the  securities  in  which  those  deposits  have  been  invest- 
ed. The  claims  of  the  institutions  in  question,  are,  however, 
entitled  to  the  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  Treasurer,  with  great  pleasure,  bears  testimony  to  the 
prompt  and  ready  response  given  by  the  officers  of  the  several 
financial  institutions,  to  whom  he  has  applied,  for  their  valua- 
ble aid,  at  such  times  as  the  necessities  of  the  State,  and  the 


exhaustion  of  the  Treasury,  made  that  aid  desirable.  In  every 
instance  pecuniary  assistance  was  obtained  without  the  cus- 
tomary fixed  limitation  of  time,  the  loans  being  made  reim- 
bursable entirely  at  the  convenience  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  annexed  Tables,  Statements  and  Accounts  exhibit  the 
details  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  State  Treasury 
during  the  past  fiscal  year.

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  the  Board  of  Equalization 
to  be  able  to  report  a  slight  increase  in  the  valuation  of  the 
property  of  the  State,  as  exhibited  in  the  Grand  List,  notwith- 
standing there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  Polls  re- 
urned.  There  has  been  no  utterly  unsatisfactory  diminution 
in  any  town,  while  many  have  largely  increased  their  lists  ; 
thus  exhibiting  a  degree  of  prosperity  throughout  the  State  of 
which,  in  these  troublous  times,  every  citizen  may  justly  feel 
proud. 

Observation  and  experience  only  serve  to  strengthen  the 
opinion  suggested  by  myself  to  the  last  Legislature,  and  re- 
peatedly reiterated  by  my  predecessors  in  this  office,  viz,  the 
propriety  of  a  reconstruction  of  the  Board  of  Equalization.

The  foregoing  estimate  shows  a  deficiency  in  the  receipts  for 
the  fiscal  year  of  about  twenty-seven  thousand  dollars,  which 
added  to  the  indebtedness  of  the  State  on  the  1st  of  April,  A. 
D.  1863,  of  three  hundred  and  ninety-two  thousand  three  hun- 
dred dollars,  ma  kes  an  aggregate  of  the  temporary  indebted- 
ness of  the  State  of  about  four  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  which  the  General  Assembly  should  provide  for  by 
authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  issue  an  additional  amount  of 
State  Bonds,  to  make  temporary  loans,  or  in  such  other  man- 
ner as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

I  would  recommend  a  State  tax  of  two  mills  on  the  dollar 
on  the  Grand  List  of  1862. 

The  history  of  the  two  years  during  which  the  undersigned 
has  been  connected  with  this  department,  has  no  parallel  under 
this  Government.     ISTo  previous  two  years  of  our  existence  as  a 
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commonwealth  lias  presented  to  the  incumbent  of  this  office, 
and  his  assistants  therein,  graver  considerations,  more  impor- 
tant and  delicate  duties,  or  anything  like  the  amount  of  labor, 
that  has  been  demanded  and  expended  in  that  space  of  our  his- 
tory. Taking  into  consideration  the  very  large  amount  of 
money  which  at  each  quarter  has  to  be  dealt  out  to  the  families 
of  our  soldiers,  the  difficult  and  often  embarrassing  decisions 
necessarily  made  with  reference  to  those  payments,  the  vigi- 
lance and  care  requisite  in  guarding  against  heedlessness,  er- 
rors, not  to  say  unscrupulousness  in  the  presentation  of  claims  ; 
it  would  be  passing  strange  indeed,  if  what  would  appear 
wrong  in  some  cases  had  not  been  clone,  but  my  aim  and  effort 
has  ever  been  to  do  equal  and  exact  justice  to  all.  The  obli- 
gations and  duties  thus  imposed  upon  those  connected  with  me 
in  this  department  have  been  faithfully  and  impartially  per- 
formed, and  I  should  feel  that  I  had  not  discharged  my  whole 
duty  if  I  did  not  thus  publicly  acknowledge  it.

REPORT. 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  to  be 

holden  at  Hartford,  on  the  first  Wednesday -of  May,  A.  D. 

1863,  the   Commissioner  of  the  School   Fund  respectfully 

Reports : 

That  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  as  an 
appropriate  method  of  making  known  to  the  people  of  this 
State  the  condition  of  their  School  Fund,  the  Auditors  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts  have  made  their  biennial  examination  of  the 
books  and  papers  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner,  showing 
the  amount  of  the  loans  and  the  character  of  the  securities  in 
which  the  money  of  the  Fund  is  invested — the  result  of  their 
examination  is  shown  by  their  certificate,  which  is  hereto  an- 
nexed and  marked  A. 

Most  of  the  investments  have  been  productive  of  income,  as 
the  large  amount  of  receipts  show.  It  must,  of  necessity, 
sometimes  occur,  that  small  portions  are  unproductive,  some 
estates  indebted  to  the  fund  are  generally  in  the  process  of 
settlement,  and  some  mortgages  in  the  process  of  foreclosure, 
and  during  such  proceedings  the  receipts  of  interest  are  sus- 
pended for  a  time,  and  then,  the  utmost  care  and  vigilance  on 
the  part  of  those  having  charge  of  the  money  can  not  prevent 
an  occasional  bad  investment.  The  largest  debt  now  due  the 
School  Fund  on  which  the  payment  of  interest  is  now  and  has 
been  for  several  years  suspended,  is  the  one  which  was  created 
by  an  order  of  the  Legislature,  directing  the  Commissioner  to 
loan  the  sum  of  $22,000  to  the  State  Prison.  Not  only  is  the 
principal  of  this  loan  to  the  amount  of  $19,000  now  due,  but 
there  are  arrearages  of  interest  on  the  loan  amounting  to  more 


than  $5,000  which  are  unpaid.  The  history  of  this  loan  and 
a  statement  of  the  measures  taken  by  those  having  the  affairs 
of  the  Prison  in  charge,  have  been  given  in  detail  in  a  former 
report.  It  is  not  known  to  the  Commissioner  that  there  has 
been  any  change  in  the  condition  of  the  securities  relied  upon 
to  pay  the.  money  due  since  the  former  report  was  made. 

The  loan  of  $10,000  which  was  made  more  than  ten  years 
ago  by  one  of  my  predecessors,  and  which  has  been  referred 
in  the  reports  of  the  Commissioner,  for  several  years  past,  is 
still  unadjusted ;  some  additional  security  has  been  obtained 
by  a  conveyance  to  the  State  of  five  hundred  acres  of  land  in 
Wisconsin,  and  some  has  been  received  from  the  sale  of  some 
property  in  New  Haven,  but  the  greater  portion  of  the  debt  is 
still  due.  It  is  retained  in  the  inventory  that  its  existence 
may  not  be  lost  sight  of,  and  as  a  testimony  of  confidence  in 
the  assurance  of  the  debtors  that  it  shall  yet  be  paid. 

The  real  estate  in  the  state  of  New  York,  valued  in  the  in- 
ventory at  $5,000,  bequeathed  to  the  School  Fund  by  Mr. 
Parmelee,  late  of  West  Bloomfield,  in  said  state,  deceased, 
which  has  been  referred  to  in  former  reports,  is  yet  unpro- 
ductive ;  his  widow,  who  was  to  have  the  use  of  the  property 
during  her  life,  has  within  the  last  year  died;  his  heirs  at  law 
have  decided  to  contest  in  court  the  validity  of  the  will,  which 
case  is  now  pending.  It  was  arranged  with  the  executors 
that  no  sale  of  the  property  should  be  made  until  a  decision 
was  had.  Our  agent  feels  confident  the  will  of  Mr.  P.  will  be 
held  good  and  valid. 

The  payment  into  the  treasury  of  monies  belonging  to  the 
principal  of  the  Fund  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1863, 
have  been  very  large,  exceeding  those  of  any  former  year 
within  the  knowledge  of  the  Commissioner.  They  have 
amounted  to  no  less  than  $290,225.63.  It  may  be  interesting 
to  compare  this  amount  with  what  has  been  received  in  former 
years  from  the  same  source.  Thus,  the  receipts  for  the  year 
ending  31st  March,  1855,  amount  to  $114,387.00.

It  is  very  difficult  to  invest  such  large  sums  in  safe  securi- 
ties, such  as  the  law  requires.  In  such  transactions  the 
School  Fund  comes  in  competition  with  rival  parties  who  have 
large  sums  of  money  seeking  similar  investments. 

Monied  corporations,  savings  banks,  and  private  capitalists, 
all  have  their  funds  in  the  market,  and  some  of  them  are  wil- 
ling to  loan  their  money  at  a  less  rate  of  interest  than  the 
School  Fund  insists  upon  receiving.  But  notwithstanding 
these  impediments,  nearly  all  the  large  sum  of  money  above 
mentioned  has  been  safely  invested,  and  there  remained  in  the 
treasury  on  the  1st  of  April,  no  more  than  $6,406  seeking  in- 
vestment. 

The  Commissioner  has  spent  as  much  time  as  could  possi- 
bly be  spared  for  that  purpose,  in  examining  the  securities  of 
the  Fund,  in  the  different  states  in  which  they  are  located, 
and  in  carefully  informing  himself  of  the  value  of  the  proper- 
ty pledged  and  of  the  responsibility  of  the  debtors.  So  far  as 
he  has  been  able  to  make  investigation,  the  examination  has 
been  satisfactory,  and  the  interests  of  the  Fund  are  well  pro- 
tected. It  will  sometimes  happen,  that  that  property  which  is 
deemed  ample  double  security  for  an  investment,  will,  from 
local  causes  or  unlooked  for  contingencies,  depreciate  in  value. 
Every  invested  fund  must  occasionally  meet  with  losses  in 
such  circumstances.  Sagacious  men  would  deem  an  invest- 
ment safe  if  a  fair  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  security  should 
fix  it  at  double  the  amount  of  the  loan,  especially  if  it  was 
secured  by  a  pledge  of  real  estate.  It  is  intended  that  all 
loans  from  the  School  Fund  shall  be  made  on  security  of  such 
value  and  character.  If  uncontrollable  causes  have  rendered 
the  loan  unsafe,  the  Commissioner  has  made  it  a  matter  of 
duty  to  obtain  additional  security  or  to  collect  the  debt.  Un- 
der such  a  course  of  management,  it  is  believed  that  our 
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School  Fund  is  in  as  sound  a  state  of  productiveness  as  it  has 
obtained  at  any  former  period  of  its  history. 

The  large  amount  of  revenue  which  it  yields  shows  its  pro- 
ductiveness, while  the  small  amount  of  investments,  compared 
with  the  whole,  of  the  doubtful  security  show  its  general 
safety. 

No  inconsiderable  amount  of  the  income,  of  late  years,  has 
been  derived  from  short  loans  of  the  revenue,  lying  idle  in  the 
treasury,  awaiting  the  annual  dividends  to  the  schools.  Dur- 
ing the  course  of  each  year,  a  large  amount  is  thus  received 
which  will  not  be  wanted  for  distribution  to  the  schools  until 
the  1st  of  the  ensuing  March.  The  Commissioner,  believing 
that  this  money  should  be  invested  so  as  to  add  by  its  earnings 
tb  the  income  of  the  Fund,  has  loaned  the  same  each  year  to 
a  large  amount  to  individuals,  and  to  the  State,  at  the  usual

Thus  showing  a  very  considerable  addition  to  the  income  of 
the  Fund  which  accrues  to  the  benefit  of  the  schools.  The 
amount  due  the  Fund  for  loans  of  this  description  on  the  1st 
day  of  April,  1862,  was  $6,150.  The  amount  outstanding  on 
the  1st  day  of  April,  1863,  as  appears  by  the  treasurer's  state- 
ment annexed  was  $875. 

The  whole  amount  of  revenue  received  into  the  treasury  for 
the  year  ending  March  31st,  1863,  was  $137,993.51.  This 
amount  exceeds  the  amount  received  last  year  by  $6,907.38. 
This  result  shows  a  good  degree  of  punctuality  on  the  part  of 


the  debtors,  and  illustrates  the  thorough  system  of  collections 
which  has  been  adopted  to  make  the  payment  of  the  interest 
prompt  and  punctual. 

The  number  of  children  who  are  this  year  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  the  income  of  the  Fund,  exceeds  that  reported  last 
year  by  1449.  This  class  of  our  population  is  constantly  in- 
creasing, and  thus,  although  there  is  no  diminution  in  the 
gross  amount  of  the  revenue,  the  amount  divided  to  each 
scholar  will  gradually  diminish. 

A  dividend  of  1.20  to  each  scholar  was  made  on  the  1st  clay 
of  March,  and  paid  to  the  several  towns  and  societies  entitled 
to  receive  it.  The  whole  sum  thus  paid  out  amounted  in  the 
aggregate  to  $132,589.20,  of  which  sum  had  been  paid  on  the 
1st  day  of  April,  1863,  $131,744.05,  and  there  remained  in 
the  treasury  after  such  payments  had  been  made,  the  sum  of 
$26,934.88  subject  to  future  orders.  Thus  every  school  dis- 
trict in  the  State  which  observed  the  law  in  regard  to  making 
its  annual  returns  and  in  sustaining  schools,  has  received  its 
full  proportion  of  the  revenue  of  the  Fund,  to  be  laid  out  in 
advancing  the  cause  of  education  and  intelligence  through  the 
instrumentality  of  its  common  schools. 

In  the  present  aspect  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  nation, 
great  watchfulness  is  demanded  in  guarding  the  interests  of 
the  Fund,  and  in  every  possible  way  increasing  its  usefulness. 
To  the  people  of  the  State  it  has  already  dispensed  untold 
blessings.  That  its  influence  in  future  for  good  may  continue 
and  increase,  should  be  the  desire  of  every  one  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  the  State.

REPORT. 


To  THE   LEGISLATURE    OF   THE    STATE  OF    CONNECTICUT  I 

During  another  year  the  State  Normal  School  has  success- 
fully prosecuted  its  appropriate  work  of  educating  and  train- 
ing teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  the  State.  The  testimo- 
nials to  its  value  and  usefulness,  as  the  central  and  solar  influ- 
ence in  our  public  school  system,  have  multiplied  greatly 
during  the  past  year.  School  Visitors,  and  other  active  friends 
of  education,  have  been  pleased  to  express  their  high  apprecia- 
tion of  its  merits,  and  of  its  adaptation  to  the  cause  of  common 
school  education  and  progress.  The  attendance  has  increased 
over  that  of  several  of  the  next  preceding  years,  and  the  call 
on  the  Principal  for  teachers  to  supply  the  schools  in  all  parts 
of  the  State,  have  been  more  numerous  and  urgent  than  ever 
before.

The  last  Legislature  having  refused  to  make  the  usual  ap- 
propriation for  the  support  of  the  Normal  School,  and,  through 
two  or  three  of  its  prominent  members,  brought  charges  against 
the  institution  which  they  were  unwilling  to  submit  to  a  com- 
mittee for  investigation,  the  Trustees  deemed  it  to  be  their 
duty  to  present  the  facts  in  refutation  of  those  charges  to  the 
people  of  the  State,  in  a  Circular,  which  is  herewith  submit- 
ted. If  the  people  wish  the  school  to  be  discontinued,  and 
choose  to  return  to  the  former  condition  of  things,  the  Trus- 
tees, when  so  informed,  will  feel  it  to  be  their  unpleasant  duty 
to  shut  its  doors,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  But  they  are 
loth  to  believe  that  the  last  Legislature  reflected  the  sentiment 
of  their  constituents  on  the  subject,  or  that  the  people  of 
the  State  would  be  willing  to  discard  an  institution,  which 
has  already  done  so  much  for  the  improvement  of  our  public 
schools,    and   which    promises   so   much   more   for   their  fu- 


ture  advancement.  Politicians  may  hope  to  serve  their  own 
petty  and  paltry  ambitions,  or  gratify  a  morbid  craving  for  ex- 
citement, by  running  a  tilt  against  a  noble  young  state  institu- 
tion, which  they  fancy  has  not  yet  become  enshrined  in  the 
affections  of  the  people  ;  but  so  long  as  they  betray  a  conscious- 
ness of  their  own  guilt  and  shame,  by  denying  any  investiga- 
tion of  their  garrulous  complaints,  the  public,  it  is  thought, 
will  justly  suspect  their  veracity  and  disbelieve  their  utter- 
ances. The  Trustees  know  each  and  all  these  allegations  to  be 
utterly  false,  and  as  unjust  to  the  school  as  unworthy  of  their 
authors,  as  they  have  shown  in  their  address  to  the  public. 

The  Normal  School  was  established  to  educate  and  train 
teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  the  State,  and  in  the  act 
which  gave  it  birth,  every  applicant  for  its  privileges  is  re- 
quired to  make  a  declaration  of  intention  to  teach  in  our 
schools.  Faithful  to  the  great  purpose  for  which  it  was  found- 
ed, it  has  steadily  pursued  its  course  for  thirteen  years,  and 
has  sent  out,  with  different  degrees  of  preparation,  over  two 
thousand  teachers,  nearly  all  of  whom  have  taught  in  our 
schools.  Six  hundred  have  been  teaching  in  the  State  during 
the  past  year.  It  furnishes  one  hundred  or  more,  every  year, 
for  the  public  service.  During  the  last  two  terms,  the  Princi- 
pal of  the  school  has  supplied  over  sixty  applications,  which 
were  sent  directly  to  him,  and  he  supposes  that  a  still  lar- 
ger number  of  schools  have,  meanwhile,  employed  teachers 
who  have  been  connected  with  the  school  during  the  past 
year.  During  its  brief  existence,  great  improvement  and 
progress  have  been  made  in  all  the  departments  of  the  educa- 
tional field.  In  the  modes  of  teaching,  the  developments  of 
mind,  the  mitigation  of  punishments,  the  adaptation  of  disci- 
pline, the  renovation  and  improvement  of  school-houses,  the 
construction  of  the  seats  and  desks  of  the  school-room,  and  the 
apparatus  therein  to  aid  in  interesting  the  pupils  and  impart- 
ing knowledge ;  in  short,  the  results,  though  far  from  full  at- 
tainment, are  cheering  and  auspicious.  Moreover,  they  have 
been  produced  at  a  cost  to  the  State  of  less  than  one  half  of 
the  pecuniary  outlay  which  Normal  School  education  has 
averaged  in  the  other  States. 
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The  School  of  Practice,  in  all  its  intermediate  grades,  from 
the  Primary  to  the  ITigh  School  Departments,  is  the  largest 
and  best  in  the  country,  for  the  practical  cultivation  of  the 
Normal  pupils.  The  State  has  a  large  pecuniary  interest  in 
the  premises  occupied  by  the  school,  and  its  central  location, 
amid  a  people  highly  enterprising,  liberal  and  appreciative  of 
its  worth,  could  not  be  more  eligible  and  conducive  to  its 
prosperity.  The  cause  of  Normal  School  education  has  won 
it  way  over  all  the  more  civilized  nations  of  Europe  ;  and  is 
onward  in  all  the  free  States  of  our  country.  Maine,  even, 
whose  latitude  is  many  degrees  more  northern  and  frigid  than 
that  of  Connecticut,  has  abandoned  her  scheme  of  educating 
her  teachers  in  connection  with  academies,  after  a  three  years' 
trial,  and,  by  a  recent  act  of  her  legislature,  established  two 
Normal  Schools,  to  go  into  operation  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Can  Connecticut,  then,  suicidally  lift  her  hand  to  strike 
down  an  institution  so  fraught  with  blessings  to  all  her  homes, 
and  hopes  to  all  her  hearts  ?  Will  she  make  it  a  sacrifice  to 
the  shades  of  darkness  and  thus  tarnish  the  lustre  of  her  old 
school-fame  ?  "Who  of  her  citizens  can  be  so  recreant  as  not 
only  to  turn  the  shadow  on  her  school-dial  backward,  but  to 
extinguish  the  light  itself  that  casts  the  shadow,  and  bring 
back  the  reign  of  the  old  pedagogism,  with  its  birch  blunder- 
ing and  brutality  ?  Shall  Brutus'  dagger  be  invoked  to  stab,  not 
a  treacherous  foe,  but  a  faithful  friend  of  the  State,  that  is  oc- 
cupied with  its  grand  mission  of  diffusing  the  blessings  of 
knowledge,  and  making  every  child  in  the  State  so  well  in- 
formed, that  if  he  should  fail  to  grow  up  to  the  stature  of  a 
good  citizen,  it  shall  not  be  for  "  lack  of  vision  ?  " 

Now  to  turn  and  step  backward  in  the  cause  of  public  edu- 
cation, when  the  people  of  eleven  States  are  wading  deep  in 
the  blood  of  a  rebellion,  which  found  its  strongest  ally  in  popu- 
lar ignorance,  would  be  to  spurn  the  admonitions  which  come  to 
us  from  that  quarter,  and  ignore  the  plainest  lessons  of  the  past. 
All  political  wisdom  which  denies  the  truism  that  common 
schools  are  the  indispensable  aliment  and  support  of  free  insti- 
tutions, is  the  starkest  folly.  All  statesmanship  that  does  not 
concern  itself  earnestly  in  the  cause  of  universal  education,  and 


seek  its  advancement,  by  all  wise  measures,  belongs  to  the 
Dark  Ages,  rather  than  to  our  age  and  the  country  of  Wash- 
ington, whose  earnest  utterance  on  this  subject  cannot  be  too 
often  repeated  or  too  constantly  heeded  : 

"  PROMOTE,  THEN,  AS  AH  OBJECT  OF  PRIMARY  IMPORTANCE,  IN- 
STITUTIONS FOR  THE  UNIVERSAL  DIFFUSION  OF  KNOWLEDGE.  In 
PROPORTION  AS  THE  STRUCTURE  OF  A  GOVERNMENT  GIVES  FORCE  TO 
PUBLIC  OPINION,  PUBLIC  OPINION  MUST  BE  ENLIGHTENED." 

The  sum  annually  expended  for  the  support  of  the  public 
schools  of  Connecticut,  amounts  to  nearly  half  a  million  of 
dollars.  Can  it  be  wasteful  or  unwise  to  expend,  yearly, 
five  thousand  dollars,  or  one  hundredth  part  of  this  sum,  for 
the  professional  education  and  preparation  of  the  teachers  on 
whose  fitness  or  unfitness  it  depends  whether  this  large  expend- 
iture shall  be  well  or  wastefully  made  ?  Under  thoroughly 
qualified  teachers,  it  is  the  most  productive  and  wise  disburse- 
ment that  the  State  can  make ;  but  under  unqualified  and  in- 
competent teachers  it  is  a  most  wasteful  and  worthless  expend- 
iture. For  while  a  good  school  is  the  greatest  temporal  bless- 
ing to  a  community,  a  bad  one  is  an  unmitigated  curse. 

The  Trustees,  after  so  many  years  of  experience  in  superin- 
tending the  Normal  School,  and  with  a  consequent  knowledge 
of  its  pecuniary  wants,  believe  that  the  sum  required  for  its  suc- 
cessful operation,  each  year,  cannot  be  considered  less  than 
five  thousand  dollars.  They,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  the 
Legislature  to  make  a  continuous  grant  of  that  sum,  that  the 
Trustees  may  know  what  they  can  depend  upon,  from  year  to 
year,  for  the  management  of  the  school,  and  be  spared  the 
necessity,  time  and  trouble,  of  going  before  each  successive 
Legislature,  to  obtain  the  means  to  carry  it  on.  As  the  patri- 
otic friends  of  education  they  cheerfully  perform  all  their 
necessary  duties,  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  in  directing  its 
affairs,  with  "  no  compensation  for  their  services;"  but  they 
ask  to  be  spared  all  unnecessary  burdens,  especially  that  of  an 
annual  application  to  the  Legislature  for  the  necessary  funds. 

The  Reports  of  the  Committees  appointed  by  the  Trustees 
from  their  own  Board,  to  inspect  the  school  during  each  term,

are  appended  to  this  Report.  They  give  an  interior  view 
of  the  daily  life  of  the  school,  and  show  the  manner  of  its 
progress. 

The  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  occur  at  the 
present  time,  to  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, occur  in  Tolland,  Windham,  and  New  London  counties.

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To  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Nor- 
mal School : 

Sir — Having  been  appointed  by  the  Board,  at  their  annual 
meeting  in  July  last,  a  Committee  to  visit  the  School  during 
the  Winter  Term,  in  company  with  Hon.  James  F.  Babcock, 
and  learning  from  the  Principal,  early  in  March,  that  Mr. 
Babcock  would  not  be  able  to  attend,  the  undersigned  visited 
said  School  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  March  12th  and  13th. 

On  the  13th  inst.  we  were  happy  to  meet  the  Hon.  Francis 
Gillette,  the  President  of  the  Board,  who  accompanied  us  in 
the  examination. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Faculty  of  Instruction  during 
the  past  year.  We  found  the  teachers  at  their  posts,  earnest,  labo- 
rious and  faithful.  The  Principal  is  well  sustained  by  Professors 
Buckham  and  Ripley  and  by  Miss  Bartholomew,  whose  long 
experience  and  "  aptness  to  teach"  render  them  powers  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties  ;  and  whose  pleasant  and  happy 
methods  of  imparting  instruction,  were  evidently  interesting 
to  the  pupils  and  satisfactory  to  the  visitors,  and  such  as  should 
secure  to  them  the  gratitude  of  the  State. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  was  one  hundred  and 
five.  Of  these,  ninety-one  were  ladies,  and  only  fourteen  were 
gentlemen.  They  were  divided  into  three  classes,  to  wit: 
Senior,  Middle  and  Junior.  The  recitations  at  the  time  we 
were  present,  were  as  follows:  Physiology,  History,  Moral 
Philosophy,  Algebra,  Geography,  Professional  Studies,  Natu- 
ral Philosophy,  Arithmetic,  Spelling,  English  Literature, 
Analysis,  Reading,  Astronomy,  Book-keeping,  and  Grammar. 

At  intervals  other  exercises  were  introduced.  One,  a  phys- 
ical exercise,  was  attended  during  each  day  we  were  present, 
in  which  all  the  school  engaged;  and  which  consisted  in 
varied  and  rapid  motions  of  the  hands,  arms,  &c,  together 
with  marches  and  counter-marches,  the  whole  being  respon. 
sive  to  music  on  the  melocleon  by  one  of  the  students.      We 
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noticed  that  this  exercise,  which  was  engaged  in  with  spirit, 
sent  the  blood  coursing  through  the  system  with  new  energy, 
bringing  a  flush  upon  the  countenance  and  giving  to  all  the 
pupils  a  joyous  hilarity,  well  calculated  to  fit  them  for  renewed 
study. 

On'  the  whole,  we  were  well  pleased  with  the  appear- 
ance of  the  school,  in  all  its  departments.  We  think  it  is 
accomplishing  a  good  and  noble  work  for  those  who  are  pre- 
paring to  teach  ;  and  we  most  confidently  trust  that  the  com- 
ing Legislature  will  not  permit  this  noble  institution  of  our 
State  to  languish,'  but  will  furnish  for  it,  as  they  have  hereto- 
fore, the  necessary  funds  for  its  continued  support.

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To  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Normal 
School : 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
State  Normal  School,  in  July,  1862,  Lewis  Williams,  M.  D.  of 
Windham  County,  and  myself  were  appointed  a  committee  of 
examination,  for  the  Fall  Term  of  the  School. 

In  conformity  with  this  appointment  Dr.  Williams  met  me 
on  the  22d  of  December,  and  we  devoted  two  days  to  a  thor- 
ough examination  of  all  the  classes  in  the  studies  of  the  term. 
The  first  class  we  examined  was  the  middle  class  in  analysis 
of  the  English  language.  The  class  seemed  to  be  familiar 
with  the  construction  of  sentences,  and  exhibited  proof  of  thor- 
ough instruction.  This  exercise  was  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  Buckham.  The  junior  class,  under  Professor  Rip- 
ley, presented  an  intimate  knowledge  of  higher  arithmetic, 
both  at  the  blackboard  and  in  answer  to  questions  proposed. 

The  Senior  class  recited  to  Prof.  Camp  on  the  mode  of  in- 
struction by  object-lessons,  and  discussed  the  most  successful 
mode  of  communicating  knowledge  to  children,  leading  them 
from  the  lower  to  the  higher  branches  of  moral  and  intellectual 
education. 

The  next  recitation  was  to  Prof.  Buckham  in  Rhetoric.  The 
particular  point  of  the  lesson  was  the  tracing  of  words  from 
their  roots  down  to  their  present  form  and  signification.  We 
considered  this  a  very  important  exercise  for  the  student  who 
wishes  to  acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  English  lan- 
guage. The  recitation  of  the  senior  class  to  Prof.  Ripley  in 
Algebra  exhibited  a  very  satisfactory  acquaintance  with  that 
science.  The  readiness  manifested  in  solving  Quadratic  Equa- 
tions would  have  done  credit  to  any  institution  in  the  State. 

Our  next  visit  was  to  Miss  Bartholomew's  elass  in  Reading 
and  in  History.  The  junior  class  showed  that  they  had  the 
benefit  of  thorough  instruction  in  Reading,  and  had  learned  to 
read  with  spirit  and  to  pronounce  with  accuracy.     The  recita- 
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tion  in  History  was  by  the  middle  class,  and  was  an  interest- 
ing exercise.  The  text-book  used  was  Palmer's,  but  the  lesson 
required  reference  to  standard  authors.  Members  of  the  class 
were  asked  their  individual  opinions  of  the  policy  of  the  nations 
whose  history  they  were  studying,  viz :  the  English  and  the 
French.  This  course  of  instruction  implants  important  prin- 
ciples in  the  scholar's  mind  for  future  development. 

The  first  exercise  in  the  afternoon  was  a  spelling  lesson,  con- 
ducted by  Prof.  Buckham.  The  whole  school  took  part  in  this, 
writing  words  as  they  were  dictated  by  the  teacher.  The  slips 
of  paper  on  which  the  lesson  was  written  were  carefully  exam- 
ined and  returned  to  the  pupil  with  the  understanding  that  he 
•  must  correct  all  the  mistakes  pointed  out  and  rewrite  the  paper. 
A  record  is  kept  of  the  number  of  words  misspelled.  Several 
pupils  had  made  no  mistakes  during  the  term. 

A  division  of  the  junior  class  made  a  recitation  in  Grammar 
to  Prof.  Buckham.  The  class  were  allowed  to  ask  each  other 
questions  on  difficult  sentences  and  exhibited  evidence  of  care- 
ful instruction.  We  attended  another  recitation  in  the  Middle 
class  in  Analysis,  to  the  same  teacher. 

The  Senior  class  made  an  admirable  review  of  their  studies 
to  Prof.  Camp,  in  Mental  Philosophy. 

Miss  Bartholomew  heard  a  class  in  Mathematical  Geography. 
The  exercise  was  conducted  on  slate  globes.  Pupils  are  re- 
quired to  find  the  distance  between  places  on  this  globe. 
Eclipses  are  calculated  and  other  problems.  The  student  is  al- 
so required  on  his  recollection  to  represent  countries  with  boun- 
dary lines,  rivers,  location  of  cities,  mountains,  and  to  answer 
any  questions  which  may  be  asked  by  the  teacher. 

Prof.  Buckham's  class  in  Rhetoric  and  Prof.  Eipley's  in  Al- 
gebra were  again  visited,  and  also  Miss  Bartholomew's  recita- 
tion in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  all  were  sat- 
isfactory. 

We  also  visited  classes  in  model  schools  taught  by  Normal 
Teachers,  in  which  the  pupils  teach  all  the  branches  required  by 
statute  in  our  common  schools.  The  pupils  are  thus  employed 
three-fourths  of  an  hour  in  the  day  under  the  supervision  of  the 
professors — a  most  profitable  exercise  for  the  professional  teach-

ers.  Most,  if  not  all,  of  the  senior  class  have  taken  lessons  in 
practical  teaching  during  the  term. 

The  High  School,  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Bartlett, 
next  came  under  our  observation.  The  recitation  of  the  class 
in  book-keeping  and  of  the  class  in  Physiology,  were  very 
satisfactory. 

The  recess,  both  morning  and  afternoon,  was  occupied  by 
the  pupils  in  gymnastic  exercises.  The  intimate  connection 
which  exists  between  the  mind  and  the  body  is  of  great  import- 
ance. Several  colleges  in  this  country  have  made  a  distinct  pro- 
fessorship of  physical  training,  on  the  great  principle  that  a 
sound  mind  requires  a  sound  body.  This  training  is  import- 
ant in  a  school  in  which  the  scholars  are  taken  from  active  life, 
for  many  would  suffer  in  health  from  the  change  of  employ- 
ment, were  this  overlooked  or  disregarded.  "We  were  gratified 
to  observe  that  the  pupils  exhibited  indications  of  good  health, 
as  well  as  the  observance  of  habits  of  order  and  neatness. 

All  study  drawing,  writing,  spelling  and  composition. 

We  examined  specimens  of  drawing  made  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  Prof.  Bail.  Much  improvement  was  manifested  in  this 
department. 

The  composition  exercises  shown  to  us  exhibited  careful  in- 
struction in  penmanship.  In  this  respect  the  Normal  School 
has  been  more  careful  of  the  interest  of  the  community  than 
most  public  schools  where  no  provision  is  made  for  a  professor- 
ship of  this  most  important  qualification  of  the  teachers  of 
Common  Schools. 

The  cultivation  of  the  voice  is  here  made  an  object  of  much 
importance.  The  instruction  in  vocal  music  is  such  as  to  se- 
cure the  most  satisfactory  results. 

Each  scholar  is  called  upon  to  render  a  report  of  the  manner 
in  which  the  rules  of  the  school  have  been  observed  at  the  close 
of  each  week.  This  report  includes  the  conduct  at  home  as  well 
as  in  school,  and  a  full  record  of  these  reports  is  kept. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  punctuality  of  the  pupils  we  were 
pleased  to  learn  from  the  Principal  that  there  were  several 
members  of  the  school  who  had  not  been  absent  or  tardy  during 
the  term. 
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About  twenty-five  gentlemen  and  several  ladies  had  left  the 
institution  for  the  purpose  of  teaching — a  privilege  granted 
during  the  term  in  cases  of  necessity. 

Several  students  and  graduates  have  also  left  their  employ- 
ment to  fill  the  ranks  of  the  federal  army,  and  a  few  have 
already  sacrificed  their  lives  in  defending  their  country,  its 
laws  and  institutions.  The  education  which  they  here  obtain 
largely  increases  their  usefulness  in  every  sphere  in  which. 
they  move,  and  repays  the  appropriations  of  the  State  with 
ample  interest. 

Additions  are  being  constantly  made  to  the  library,  by  the 
purchase  of  necessary  books  and  by  the  liberal  contributions 
of  our  distinguished  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress. 

We  were  pleased  to  observe  that  proper  care  was  taken  of 
the  Normal  building,  and  that  as  much  as  could  be  well  spared 
from  the  funds  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  school,  is  ex- 
pended for  repairs,  painting,  etc. 

After  the  particular  allusion  which  we  have  made  to  the 
several  classes  in  all  the  departments  of  study  embraced  in  the 
course  of  instruction  in  the  institution,  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  dwell  at  length  in  general  commendation  of  the  able  and  ef- 
ficient  manner  in  which  the  school  has  been  conducted  for  the 
term  alluded  to  in  our  report.  I  will,  however,  add,  that  as 
senior  member  of  the  Board  I  have  visited  the  school  for  sev- 
eral years,  at  its  annual  examination,  and  as  a  sub-committee 
for  the  examination  of  the  school  during  some  one  of  its  terms 
during  each  year,  and  at  no  previous  time  have  I  been  so  well 
satisfied  as  I  now  am  with  its  efficiency  and  usefulness,  and 
the  obligation  which  devolves  upon  every  friend  of  education 
and  friend  of  his  country  to  use  his  influence  in  its  behalf; 
and  to  furnish  it  with  all  needful  facilities  for  carrying  on  its 
important  work. 

Our  ancestors  knew  the  importance  of  education  to  the  wel- 
fare and  existence  of  the  infant  republic.  They  laid  the  founda- 
tion of  Colleges  that  they  might  educate  teachers  for  the  Common 
Schools.  They  knew  that  in  order  to  be  successful  teachers 
they  must  themselves  be  taught.  The  business  or  employment 
of  the  teacher  has  now  become  a  profession.     The  most  im- 
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portant,  perhaps,  of  all  the  learned  professions,  inasmuch  as  it 
prepares  the  youthful  mind  for  all  other  professions.  Of  what 
avail  is  our  magnificent  school  fund  and  other  educational  ap- 
propriations of  nearly  half  a  million  of  dollars,  which  are  an- 
nually expended  for  our  Common  Schools,  unless  teachers  can 
be  educated  for  their  important  work. 

But  we  have  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  progress  already  made. 
The  School  is  exerting  a  salutary  influence  in  this  and  other 
States,  and  elevating  all  conditions  of  the  people  to  an  advanc- 
ing civilization.  We  believe  that  the  appropriation  which  the 
State  has  already  made,  not  exceeding  an  average  of  $5,000 
per  year  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  school,  has  been  sat- 
isfactory to  the  citizens  of  the  State.  It  is  an  axiom  which 
should  be  familiar  to  our  people,  that  it  is  "  far  better  to  edu- 
cate the  people  than  to  build  jails,  penitentiaries,  and  prisons 
to  punish  the  vicious,  or  alms-houses  to  support  those  whom 
ignorance  has  brought  to  improvidence  and  want." 

What  is  paid  for  the  support  of  this  school  is  only  about  the 
twentieth  part  of  what  is  expended  for  the  judicial  expenses  of 
the  State,  and  which  the  influence  of  this  school  is  calculated 
materially  to  diminish.  But  we  have  pursued  the  report  at 
greater  length  than  we  should  have  done,  except  for  the  mis- 
apprehension which  exists  in  relation  to  the  school  and  its  in- 
fluence on  the  educational  interests  of  the  State. 

In  conclusion,  and  in  justice  to  the  school,  I  would,  say  that 
I  have  been  familiar  with  collegiate  examinations  in  several 
States,  and  attended  the  exercises  of  the  Normal  Schools  of 
other  States,  but  I  have  not  seen  an  institution  so  quiet  and 
unpretending,  with  so  able  a  faculty  of  instructors,  where,  at 
so  small  an  expense  to  the  public,  so  much  good  has  been  ef 
fected  in  the  substantial  elements  of  a  practical  and  useful  edu- 
cation, as  in  the  Connecticut  State  Normal  School,  which  it 
should  be  the  pride  of  the  State  to  maintain  by  adequate  ap- 
propriations, and  thus  perpetuate  its  life-giving  influences  to 
the  Common  School  system.

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CIRCULAR. 


ESTABLISHMENT   AND   ORGANIZATION. 

The  State  Normal  School  or  Seminary, -for  the  training  of 
teachers  in  the  art  of  teaching  and  governing  the  Common 
Schools  of  Connecticut,  was  established  by  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, May  Session,  1849. 

The  entire  management  of  the  Institution,  as  to  the  applica- 
tion of  its  funds,  the  location  of  the  school,  the  regulation  of 
the  studies  and  exercises,  and  the  granting  of  diplomas,  is 
committed  to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Common  Schools,  ex-officio,  and  one  member  for 
each  of  the  eight  counties  of  the  State.  The  Trustees  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  Legislature,  two  in  each  year,  and  hold  their 
office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  without  compensation  for 
services.  The  Board  must  submit  an  annual  report  as  to  their 
own  doings,  and  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  Seminary. 

On  the  first  of  February,  1850,  the  Normal  School  was  per- 
manently located  in  New  Britain. 

This  location  was  selected  on  account  of  its  central  position 
and  its  accessibility  from  every  section  of  the  State  by  rail- 
roads, and  also  in  consideration  of  the  liberal  offer  on  the  part 
of  the  citizens  of  the  town  to  provide  a  suitable  building,  ap- 
paratus and  library,  for  the  use  of  the  Normal  School,  and  to 
place  all  the  schools  of  the  village  under  the  management  of 
the  Principal  of  the  Normal  School,  as  schools  of  practice. 

The  school  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  pupils,  on  "Wed- 
nesday, the  15th  of  May,  1850,  since  which  time,  two  thousand 
and  thirty-five  pupils  have  been  connected  with  the  school. 
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OBJECT   AND    AIM. 

The  design  of  the  Normal  School,  as  set  forth  in  the  Act  of 
Incorporation,  is  the  training  of  teachers  in  the  art  of  teaching 
and  governing  Common  Schools.  Its  objects  are  distinct  from 
those  of  Academies,  High  Schools  and  Colleges,  and  in  its 
operations  it  aims  to  perform  a  work  not  secured  or  attempted 
by  any  other  educational  institution  in  the  State.  It  bears 
the  same  relation  to  the  all-important  work  of  teaching  that 
theological,  law  and  medical  schools  do  to  the  clerical,  legal  and 
medical  professions. 

The  demand  for  teachers  trained  in  this  institution  has  been 
steadily  increasing,  till  a  large  number  of  the  schools  of  the 
State  are  supplied  directly  from  the  Normal  School. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  school  to  furnish  the  State  with  teachers 
of  a  high  grade  of  qualifications,  and  the  course  of  instruction 
has  been  laid  out  with  reference  to  the  wants  of  those  persons 
who  intend  to  engage  permanently  in  the  business  of  teaching, 
while,  at  the  same  time,  it  is  designed  to  furnish  important 
advantages  to  those  teachers  who  can  spend  but  one  or  two 
terms  at  the  school. 

CLASSIFICATION. 

The  course  of  study  is  designed  to  occupy  three  years,  and 
the  school  is  divided  into  three  classes  :  Junior,  Middle  and 
Senior.  Upon  entering  the  school,  pupils  are  examined  in 
Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  History  of  the  United 
States,  Heading,  Writing  and  Spelling.  The  object  of  this 
examination  is  to  ascertain  whether  the  pupil  needs  to  review 
those  studies.  For  this  purpose,  printed  questions  on  all  the 
above  subjects  but  Spelling,  Reading  and  Writing,  are  given 
to  the  pupil,  and  he  is  required  to  answer  them  in  writing.  If 
less  than  three-fourths  of  the  questions  be  answered,  or  if  the 
papers  written  show,  in  any  way,  a  need  of  further  review 
of  those  studies,  the  pupil  is  expected  to  remain  at  least  one 
term  in  the  Junior  Class,  otherwise  he  enters  the  Middle  Class 
at  once.  Below  are  the  questions  which  have  been  used  for 
those  examinations  for  the  past  year. 
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If  any  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  Middle  Class  desire  to 
enter  the  Senior  Class,  they  may  do  so  by  passing  satisfactory 
examination,  conducted  in  the  same  manner  in  the  studies 
pursued  by  the  Middle  Class. 

It  will  be  obvious  that  it  requires  a  much  lower  grade  of 
qualifications  to  enter  an  advance  class  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  than  at  any  other  time.  Pupils  entering  the  school 
the  Winter  or  Summer  Sessions  should  be  acquainted  with  all 
which  the  class  they  join  has  passed  over  from  the  beginning 
of  the  Autumn  Session.

COTJESE    OF   INSTRUCTION. 

The  course  of  instruction  and  training  includes  : 

First.  A  general  review  of  the  studies  required  by  Taw  of 
Common  School  Teachers.  This  is  not  required  of  those  who 
are  found  competent  in  these  studies  when  they  enter  the 
school. 

Second.  A  course  of  advanced  studies,  designed  for  mental 
discipline  and  as  a  preparation  for  High  Schools  and  the  higher 
departments  of  Graded  Schools. 

Third.  Special  instruction  in  Mental  and  Moral  Science, 
with  reference  to  lessons  in  the  science  of  Education  and  the 
art  of  Teaching. 

Fourth.  Instruction  in  School  Organization,  and  Discipline 
in  the  School  Laws,  and  in  the  powers  and  duties  of  teachers 
and  school  officers. 

Fifth.  Lectures  on  the  different  branches  of  Natural  Science 
and  their  application  to  the  arts  of  life,  and  on  the  Philosophy 
of  Education  and  Methods  of  Instruction. 

Sixth.  "  Teaching  Exercises  "  given  by  the  students,  while 
the  members  of  the  Normal  School  are  considered  pupils, — or 
more  generally  with  classes  of  children  taken  from  the  Model 
School,  and  taught  in  the  Normal  Hall  in  the  presence  of  the 
Normal  School. 

Seventh.  Observation  and  practice  in  the  Model  and  Experi- 
mental School.  This  school  includes  pupils  in  all  stages  of 
advancement  from  the  Primary  to  the  High  School. 
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Tuition,  is  free  in  all  the  regular  classes  and  studies  of  the 
school.  Pupils  who  desire  it  can  receive  lessons  in  instru- 
mental music  by  paying  the  usual  tuition. 

STUDIES   OF   THE   JUNIOK   CLASS. 

Reading,  Orthography  and  Phonetic  Analysis;  Geography 
and  Map  Drawing ;  English  Grammar  and  Composition  ; 
Analysis ;  Arithmetic,  Oral  and  Written ;  History  of  the 
United  States;  Mechanics ;  Algebra ;  Drawing  with  Pencil 
and  Crayon  ;  Yocal  Music  ;  Declamation. 

STUDIES    OF   THE   MIDDLE   CLASS. 

Rhetorical  Reading,  comprising  Analysis  of  the  Language, 
Grammar  and  style  of  the  best  English  Authors,  their  errors 
and  beauties ;  Orthography,  with  Phonetic  and  Etymological 
Analysis;  English  Grammar,  with  Analysis  of  Sentences; 
Composition  and  Declamation;  Algebra;  Arithmetic  reviewed ; 
Physical  Geography ;  Physiology  and  Hygiene ;  History ; 
Natural  Philosophy ;  Astronomy,  with  the  use  of  Globes  ; 
Geometry ;  Psychology  ;  Drawing  continued ;  Yocal  Music. 

STUDIES    OF   THE    SENIOR   CLASS. 

Rhetorical  Reading,  Orthography,  and  Critical  Phonetic  and 
Etymological  Analysis  continued  ;  Composition  and  Declama- 
tion ;  Logic,  Mental  Philosophy,  Moral  Philosophy,  English 
Literature  and  Rhetoric ;  Evidences  of  Revealed  Religion  and 
Natural  Theology  ;  Geometry  and  Trigonometry  ;  Chemistry, 
Botany  and  Meteorology ;  Rhetorical  Analysis  of  "  Paradise 
Lost ;  "  Drawing ;  Art  of  Teaching  ;  Yocal  Music. 

Instruction  is  given,  if  desired,  in  the  French,  German, 
Latin  and  Greek  languages.  Pencil  and  Crayon  Drawing  is 
taught  by  an  accomplished  Professor,  and  also  Yocal  Music. 

Lectures  are  given  on  Mineralogy,  Geology,  Botany,  As- 
tronomy, PhysiDlogy,  and  the  Science  of  Education. 

Physical  exercise  is  required  as  a  regular  school  duty. 
During  part  of  the  year,  all  the  pupiis  practice   Calisthenics, 
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under  the  direction  of  one  of  the  teachers,  with  such  instru- 
ments— dumb-bells,  &c,  &c. — as  can  be  used  in  the  school- 
room ;  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  may  take  their 
choice  between  these  and  out-door  exercise. 

PRACTICE  LN  THE  ART  OF  TEACHING  AND  GOVERNING  SCHOOLS. 

The  several  schools  of  the  First  School  District  of  New 
Britain  are  placed,  by  a  vote  of  the  District,  under  the  instruc- 
tion and  discipline  of  the  Principal,  as  Model  Schools  and 
schools  of  practice  for  the  formal  School.  These  schools 
contain  more  than  five  hundred  children,  and  are  classified 
into  four  Primary  and  two  Secondary  Schools,  one  Grammar, 
and  one  High  School. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

The  Library  of  Text-Books,  belonging  to  the  school,  numbers 
upwards  of  four  thousand  volumes.  At  a  small  charge,  the 
pupils  are  allowed  the  use  of  such  Text-Books  as  they  need, 
and  are  thus  relieved  from  the  necessity  of  purchasing. 

APPARATUS. 

The  school  is  provided  with  globes,  maps,  charts,  diagrams 
and  collections  of  objects  for  the  study  of  Natural  History.  It 
has  also  apparatus  for  the  illustration  of  Chemistry  and  Natural 
Philosophy.  The  pupil  will  be  taught  the  use  of  Holbrook's 
Common  School  Apparatus. 

LIBRARY. 

The  school  is  furnished  with  the  best  works  on  the  theory 
and  practice  of  education,  which  the  Normal  pupils  are 
expected  to  read«,  and  on  some  of  which  they  are  examined. 
The  Library  has  recently  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  the 
best  standard  works  in  English  literature,  and  the  members  of 
the  school  have  free  access  to  the  best  dictionaries  and 
encyclopedias  in  the  language. 

The  Beading  Boom  is  supplied  with  most  of  the  educational 
periodicals  published  in  this  country,  and  is  open  at  certain 
hours' of  the  day  to  all  the  members  of  the  school. 
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ADMISSION    OF  PUPILS. 


Pupils  are  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  a  term,  and 
they  are  required  to  remain  through  the  term  upon  which 
they  commence,  except  in  the  Autumn  term,  when  pupils  who 
are  to  teach  in  the  Winter  will  be  excused  to  leave  before  the 
expiration  of  the  term. 

The  highest  number  of  pupils  which  can  be  received  in  any 
one  term  is  two  hundred  and  twenty. 

Each  town  is  entitled  to  have  one  pupil  in  the  school.  Un- 
til, however,  the  whole  number  of  pupils  in  actual  attendance 
shall  reach  the  highest  number  fixed  by  law,  the  Principal  is 
authorized  to  receive  all  applicants  who  may  present  them- 
selves duly  recommended  by  the  School  Visitors  of  their 
respective  towns. 

Any  person,  either  male  or  female,  may  apply  to  the  School 
Visitors  of  any  town  for  admission  to  the  school,  by  making  a 
written  declaration  thus:  "  his  [or  her]  object  in  so  applying  is 
to  qualify  himself  [or  herself]  for  the  employment  of  a  com- 
mon school  teacher ;  and  that  it  is  his  [or  her]  intention  to 
engage  in  that  employment  in  this  State."

The  School  Visitors  are  authorized  to  grant  a  Certificate  of 
Admission  to  the  school  to  any  person  who  shall  have  been 
found,  on  examination  by  them,  possessed  of  the  qualifications 
(required  of  teachers  of  Common  Schools  in  this  State,  and 
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suitable  in  respect  to  age,  character,  talents  and  attainments, 
to  be  received  as  a  pupil  in  the  Normal  School. 

As  the  usefulness  of  the  school  depends  in  a  great  measure 
upon  the  character  and  qualifications  of  the  persons  recom- 
mended, the  School  Visitors  are  particularly  requested  to 
select,  as  far  as  possible,  candidates  who  possess  strength  of 
moral  and  religious  character,  good  health,  cheerful  spirits, 
and  agreeable  manners — who  have  a  love  for  the  occupations 
of  the  school-room,  and  who  can  sympathize  with  children, 
and  engage  earnestly  in  the  work  of  education. 

CERTIFICATE   OF   RECOMMENDATION. 

The  following  is  the  form  of  Certificate  which  should  be 
given  by  the  School  Visitors  to  the  Candidates  whom  they 
recommend  for  admission.

son, by  his  [or  her]  age,  character,  talents  and  attainments,  to 
be  received  as  a  pupil  in  that  Institution.

Applicants  duly  recommended  by  the  said  Visitors,  can  for- 
ward their  Certificate  directly  to  the  Principal  of  the  Normal 
School  at  New  Britain,  who  will  inform  them  of  the  time  when 
they  must  report  themselves,  to  be  admitted  to  any  vacant 
place  in  the  school. 

All  persons  once  regularly  admitted  to  the  school,  can  re- 
main connected  with  the  same  for  three  years,  and  will  not 
lose  their  places  by  temporary  absence  in  teaching  Common 
Schools  in  this  State — such  experience,  in  connection  with  the 
instruction  of  the  Institution,  being  considered  a  desirable  part 
of  a  teacher's  training. 
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TERMS   AND   VACATIONS. 

There  are  three  Terms  in  each  year.  The  first,  or  Autumn 
Term,  commences  on  the  third  "Wednesday  of  September,  and 
continues  till  the  last  school-day  before  the  25th  of  December. 

The  second,  or  Winter  Term,  commences  on  the  second  day 
of  January,  and  continues  till  the  last  Tuesday  in  March. 

The  third,  or  Spring  Term,  commences  on  the  "Wednesday 
following  the  third  Tuesday  in  April,  and  continues  till  the 
Wednesday  preceding  the  last  Thursday  but  one  in  July. 

BOARD. 

Pupils  must  board  in  such  families  and  be  subject  to  such 
regulations  in  their  boarding-places  as  the  faculty  may  direct. 
Arrangements  are  made  for  pupils  to  live  with  private  families 
exclusively.  Suitable  accommodations  will  be  provided  for 
those  who  desire  it  on  their  making  application  for  the  same 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  beginning  of  a  term.  The  price  of 
board  is  from  $2.75  to  $3.00  a  week,  including  washing  and 
lights.  As  the  work  of  school  is  sufficient  to  occupy  the 
pupil's  time  fully,  it  is  generally  not  best  that  anything  else 
should  engage  his  attention  ;  but,  to  a  limited  extent,  when 
circumstances  make  it  necessary,  arrangements  can  be  made 
for  pupils  boarding  themselves,  or  for  past  payment  of  board 
by  work. 

TEACHERS  FOR  COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

School  Committees  desiring  to  secure  competent  teachers, 
and  who  wish  to.  employ  those  trained  in  the  Normal  School, 
are  requested  to  address  the  Principal,  stating  the  terms  to'  be 
offered  and  the  qualifications  required.  No  pains  will  be 
spared  to  secure  for  any  post  designated  a  competent  teacher. 

As  applications  for  teachers  are  numerous  in  Spring  and 
Autumn,  it  is  desirable  that  such  applications  be  made,  when 
convenient,  sometime  before  the  teacher  is  needed. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  or  the  Faculty  of  the  School,  cannot 
be  held  responsible  for  the  success  of  those  teachers  who  are 
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employed  upon  the  mere  representation  that  they  have  been 
Normal  Pupils. 

Contributions  of  books,  pamplets  and  papers  for  the  Library 
and  Reading  Room,  and  of  minerals,  shells  and  other  speci- 
mens of  natural  history,  and  objects  of  interest  for  the  Cabinet 
and  Museum,  will  be  gratefully  received. 


The  Terms  and  Vacations  of  the  High  School  Department 
correspond  with  those  of  the  Normal  School.  Pupils  are 
received  from  any  section  of  the  country.

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REPORT. 


State  of  Connecticut. 
General  Assembly,  May  Session,  1863. 

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Education,  having 
been  instructed  by  resolution  of  both  Houses,  to  inquire 
into  the  affairs  and  management  of  the  State  Normal 
School,  respectfully  submit  the  following 

REPORT. 

Your  Committee  find  that  strong  prejudices  exist 
against  the  School,  in  many  parts  of  the  State,  arising 
principally  from  the  fact  that  inexperienced  and  incompe- 
tent persons,  purporting  to  be  from  that  Institution,  have 
at  different  times  attempted  to  teach  in  those  localities, 
and  have  proved  a  failure ;  but  much  to  the  surprise  and 
embarrassment  of  the  Committee,  they  have  not  been  able 
to  find  any  person  in  the  State  who  was  willing  to  appear 
before  them  and  prefer  a  single  specific  charge  against  the 
School. 

In  the  absence  of  specifications  there  was  no  other 
course  left  but  to  investigate  such  grounds  of  objection  as 
might  be  imagined  to  exist,  and  such  as  were  presented 
in  the  course  of  the  debates  in  the  Legislature  of  last 
year.  The  following  statements  are  from  the  debates  in 
the  House  of  Representatives,  in  June,  '62,  as  published 
in  the  New  Haven  papers  of  that  date. 

"  Mr. said  he  didn't   think  the  money  well  expended. 

It  was  under  control  of  a  set  of  crack-brained  visionaries  and  im- 
practical theorists.     He  would  be  the  last  man  to  attack  the  school 


if  it  was  properly  conducted.  But  it  cost  more  to  attend  this 
school  than  at  the  best  academies.  Instead  of  benefiting  the 
school  system,  it  had  added  confusion  to  confusion.  Their  humbug 
agents  insisted  upon  changing  the  school  books,  at  great  expense, 
without  system  or  reason.  Many  of  these  agents  had  nothing  to 
recommend  them  but  some  impracticable  notions.  The  appropria- 
tion was  constantly  increasing,  while  the  number  of  scholars  was 
decreasing.  The  graduates  of  Normal  Schools  came  out  with  their 
heads  full  of  crack-brained  theories.  He  had  no  objection  to  the 
management  of  the  school  under  Mr.  Francis  Gillette — nor  that 
he  is  an  abolitionist,  or  has  theories  about  ventilation,  &c. ;  but  he 
did  object  that  he  should  take  pains  to  impress  his  notions  and  wild 
theories  upon  the  scholars.  There  may  be  persons  of  sound  mind 
who  can  go  through  the  school  without  being  affected  by  these 
notions — but  in  his  section,  they  came  home  with  very  unreason- 
able theories.  The  school  committees  were  obliged  to  nail  down 
the  windows  of  the  school  houses,  to  prevent  them  from  setting 
them  all  open,  on  the  theory  that  they  must  have  so  many  cubic 
feet  of  air  to  breathe.  He  thought  the  Institution  cost  too  much. 
The  traveling  agents  were  nuisances.  He  was  opposed  to  sustain-  . 
ing  an  Institution  to  teach  abolitionism,  or  any  other  system  of 
religion  or  politics. 

Mr. had  been  opposed  to  any  appropriation,  but  had  be- 
come convinced  that  there  had  been  improvements  of  late  which 
induced  him  to  go  for  it. 

Gen. thought  the  fact  that  the  State  was  largely  in  debt, 

was  a  reason  why  this  appropriation  should  not  be  made  at  this 
time.  The  appropriation  was  not  desired  by  the  people  of  the 
State  under  the  present  circumstances.  We  must  make  large  ap- 
propriations for  the  care  of  her  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  and 
other  expenses  connected  with  the  war,  and  he  deemed  it  the  duty 
of  the  Legislature  to  cut  oflP  this  appropriation. 

Mr. was  in  favor  of  the  full  appropriation,  and  also  in 

favor  of  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  investigate  the  affairs 
of  the  Institution. 

The  Normal  School  had  greatly  degenerated.  He  again  over- 
hauled the  traveling  agents  and  lecturers — a  set  of  broken  down 
priests,  etc.,  who  couldn't  get  a  living  in  any  other  way,  and  were 
worth  very  little  in  this. 

Mr. explained   his   position   on  this   question.     Those 

who  favored  this  appropriation,  tried  to  make  it  appear  that  its  op- 
ponents were  opposed  to  common  schools.  He  believed  the  com- 
mon school  system  of  Connecticut  was  adequate  to  the  wants  of 
the  people,  and  that  the  Normal  School  had  not  promoted  the 
cause  of  education.  The  State  had  been  seduced  into  the  estab- 
lishment of  this  Institution,  and  carried  it  on  step  by  step  until  it 
was  costing  nearly  $10,000  to  graduate  a  dozen  pupils,  who  were 
not  to  be  found  a  year  afterwards.     He  regarded  the  demand  of 


the  trustees  for  a  fixed  appropriation  as  a  piece  of  impudence 
which  should  be  rebuked.  He  referred  to  the  immense  expenses 
of  the  State  in  aiding  the  government  to  carry  on  the  war. 

Mr. opposed  the  appropriation  entire  ;  there  are  sys- 
tems in  the  school  which  are  vastly  objectionable ;  there  are  too 
many  "  isms"  promulgated. 

Mr. did  not  believe  that  the  common  school  system  of 

the  State — the  cause  of  education — had  been  promoted  by  this 
School.  The  credit  Connecticut  had  obtained  for  her  educational 
liberality  dated  back  of  the  time  this  School  was  created ;  the 
Normal  School  is  a  modern  affair." 

In  view  of  these  suggestions,  and  others  from  various 
individuals,  your  Committee  have  investigated  the  follow- 
ing points,  which  in  their  opinion,  cover  nearly  if  not 
quite  every  .subject  of  interest  connected  with  the  School, 
at  least  so  far  as  is  necessary  to  settle  the  question 
whether  it  ought  or  ought  not  to  be  longer  maintained 
from  the  Treasury  of  the  State.  If  from  the  facts  herein 
set  forth  it  should  be  found  wise  and  expedient  to  con- 
tinue the  School,  and  establish  it  on  a  firm  and  enduring 
basis,  your  Committee  will  then  have  some  suggestions 
to  make  with  a  view  to  perfect  its  internal  arrangements. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  principally 
directed  to  the  testimony  on  the  following  points,  viz. : — 

1.  Are  Normal  Schools,  or  schools  for  the  special  train- 
ing of  teachers,  an  essential  auxiliary  to  the  public  school 
system  ? 

2.  Is  the  Connecticut  Normal  School  equal  to  similar 
institutions  in  other  States  ? 

3.  What  proportion  of  the  graduates  or  undergraduates 
of  the  school  are,  or  have  been  engaged  in  teaching  in  the 
State,  and  with  what  success  ? 

4.  What  qualifications  are  required  of  pupils  entering 
the  school,  and  upon  what  conditions  are  they  received  ? 

5.  Could  the  school  be  made  self-supporting  ? 

6.  What  has  been  the  expense  of  the  school  to  the 
State  ? 

7.  Has  the  Institution  employed  any  traveling  or  other 
agents  or  lecturers  ? 


8.  Have  there  been  any  unreasonable  theories  taught, 
or  any  partizan  or  sectarian  doctrines  ? 

1st.  Are  Normal  Schools,  or  schools  for  the  special  train- 
ing of  teachers,  an  essential  auxiliary  to  the  public  school 
system  ? 

To  argue  this  question  in  the  affirmative  may  be  regarded 
by  some  as  a  work  of  supererogation,  notwithstanding  a 
large  number  of  persons  may  be  found  who  deny  that  they 
are  essential.  The  question  turns  upon  another.  Is  teach- 
ing an  art?  Does  it  require  something  more  than  the  mere 
possession  of  knowledge  to  communicate  that  knowledge 
successfully  to  others  ?  May  a  person,  by  studying  superior 
methods  of  awakening  the  attention,  arousing  the  faculties, 
and  impressing  the  mind  of  a  child,  be  more  successful  in 
teaching  to  the  child  what  he  himself  understands  ? 

Men  of  all  professions  make  it  a  large  part  of  their  study 
to  ascertain  the  best  methods  of  communicating  their  ac- 
quirements to  others,  and  vast  stores  of  knowledge  are  often 
utterly  unproductive  for  want  of  this  power  of  communica- 
tion. If  those  who  would  educate  children  require  but  the 
same  aptness  for  communication  which  is  necessary  to 
other  professions,  then  education  becomes  at  once  an  art. 
If  an  art,  then  it  is  to  be  studied  like  other  arts,  and  the 
only  question  is,  how  can  this  study  be  best  conducted  ? 

It  will  be  at  once  seen  that  an  individual  who  would 
study  any  mechanic  art,  by  obtaining  a  lot  of  materials  and 
secluding  himself  in  his  own  house,  would  make  but  sorry 
progress  and  spoil  a  large  amount  of  material  before  pro- 
ducing one  perfect  article.  He  would  need  the  knowledge 
and  experience  of  others  to  assist  his  own  crude  notions 
and  prevent  a  useless  waste  of  time. 

In  like  manner  the  old  plan,  of  every  man  by  himself, 
working  out  the  problem  of  how  to  best  educate  a  child  by 
practice,  without  direction  or  system,  on  the  unfortunate 
children  themselves,  will  occasion  a  like  waste  of  time  and 
energy. 


Two  plans  have  been  tried  to  educate  young  men  and 
women  as  teachers — at  the  ordinary  seminaries  and  institu- 
tions of  learning,  or  in  institutions  established  for  the  spe- 
cific purpose.  The  first  plan  has  been  thoroughly  tried  in 
New  York  and  Maine,  and  after  years  of  experiment  aban- 
doned. The  ordinary  seminaries  of  learning  are  not  de- 
signed to  make  teachers  but  to  educate  pupils.  Academies 
would  scarcely  be  able  to  give  the  necessary  instruction  in 
the  art  of  teaching  without  appropriating  a  large  portion  of 
the  time  of  that  large  majority  of  their  pupils  who  neither 
need  nor  desire  specific  instruction  on  this  subject. 

The  failure  of  this  method  of  educating  teachers  leaves 
us  with  no  resource  but  the  Normal  School.  The  want  of 
such  institutions  was  long  felt  before  their  establishment. 

Such  men  as  Dr.  Channing,  John  Quincy  Adams,  Rev. 
Calvin  E.  Stowe,  Governor  Clifton,  and  a  host  of  others,  em- 
bracing the  most  renowned  practical  educators,  have  ex- 
pressed themselves  in  language,  of  which  the  following  ex- 
tract from  Dr.  Channing  is  a  fair  representation : 

"The  most  crying  want  in  this  commonwealth  is  that  of 
accomplished  teachers.  We  boast  of  our  schools,  but  our 
schools  do  comparatively  little  for  want  of  educated  in- 
structors. Without  good  teachers  a  school  is  but  a  name. 
An  institution  for  training  men  to  train  the  young  would  be 
a  fountain  of  living  waters  sending  forth  streams  to  refresh 
present  and  future  ages.  As  yet  our  legislators  have  denied 
to  the  poor  and  laboring  classes  this  principal  means  of 
their  education.  We  trust  they  will  not  always  prove  blind 
to  the  highest  interests  of  their  state." 

I.  B.  Chapin,  Esq.,  Commissioner  of  Public  Schools  in 
Rhode  Island,  says,  (report  of  1860 :) 

"  Twenty  years  of  experience  has  established  not  merely 
the  advantage  but  the  necessity  of  Normal  Schools  to  main- 
tain and  complete  the  advancement  which  we  boast  of  in 
our  system  of  popular  education." 
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The  Hon.  J.  Tenney,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, New  Hampshire,  says:  "No  one  questions  the  utility 
of  Normal  Schools  except  the  ignorant,  narrow-minded  and 
penurious.  The  time  has  come  when  it  is  admitted  that 
general  or  scientific  knowledge  alone  does  not  make  a 
teacher.  Nor  even  does  native  aptness  without  proper  dis- 
cipline make  a  fit  teacher,  any  more  than  like  aptness  would 
make  a  trustworthy  physician  without  proper  study,  or  a 
skillful  mechanic  without  proper  apprenticeship  in  his  art." 

The  fact  that  every  northern  state  establishing  these 
schools  has  continued  them,  many  multiplied  them,  and  that 
yearly  this  list  of  states  is  increased,  may  be  regarded  as  an 
evidence  that  they  are  an  essential  adjunct  of  the  common 
school  system. 

2d.  Is  the  Connecticut  Normal  School  equal  to  similar 
institutions  in  other  states  ? 

Dr.  McJilton,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  having  been  appointed  a  delegate  to 
represent  the  Board  in  the  American  Normal  School  and 
National  Teachers'  Association,  and  also  to  inquire  into 
the  operation  of  the  different  Normal  Schools ;  reported 
as  follows, 

"It  may  be  said  of  Connecticut  that  she  has  the  lead  in 
the  success  of  the  Normal  School.  There  is  no  State  in 
the  Union  that  has  sent  out  so  many  Teachers  in  propor- 
tion to  its  population,  or  that  can  compare  with  Connecti- 
cut in  the  proportion  of  Normal  School  Teachers  to  the 
whole  number  of  Teachers  employed  in  the  Schools.  She 
can  boast  of  one-third  of  such  teachers  to  the  whole  number 
employed  in  the  public  service." 

(Dr.  McJilton' s  Report,  page  21.} 

Without  disparagement  to  the  excellent  schools  in  other 
states,  it  may  be  said  that  the  Connecticut  School  com- 
pares favorably  with  any  of  them,  according  to  the  opinion 
of  all  who  have  had  an  opportunity  to  observe. 

The  following  testimony  is  from  Rev.  B.  G.  Northrop, 


State  Agent  and  agent  of  Board  of  Education  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  member  of  the  commission  of  examination 
of  West  Point  Military  Academy.  Mr.  Northrop  is  a  man 
exceedingly  well  qualified  to  judge,  being  familiar  with 
most  of  the  Normal  Schools  in  the  States  and  British 
Provinces. 

Legislative  Investigating  Committee. 

"  You  ask  my  opinion  of  Normal  Schools.  In  the  seven 
years  I  have  labored  in  the  cause  of  education,  visiting 
schools  has  been  a  prominent  part  of  my  work.  I  have 
been  to  nearly  every  town  in  Mass.  and  visited  schools 
somewhat  extensively  in  other  states. 

The  more  I  visit  schools  and  observe  their  methods  and 
results,  the  stronger  is  my  conviction  of  the  necessity  and 
usefulness  of  Normal  Schools. 

Most  of  the  improvements  in  the  Methods  of  instruction 
introduced  into  the  schools  of  Mass.  within  the  last  twenty 
years  came  from  our  Normal  Schools.  Take  a  single  ex- 
ample suggested  by  the  place  from  which  I  write.  The 
lamented  Tillinghast,  formerly  Prof,  at  West  Point  Mili- 
tary Academy  carried  hence  to  the  Normal  School  at 
Bridgewater,  the  new  and  greatly  improved  method  of 
teaching  Geometry,  which  through  the  Bridgewater  Nor- 
mals, was  soon  introduced  into  our  public  schools  and 
which  in  a  short  time  became  universal  through  the  coun- 
try. 

That  is  but  a  simple  illustration  of  many  other  improved 
processes  which  might  be  named.  My  observations  in 
schools  and  among  the  people  assures  me  that  our  Normal 
Schools  have  widely  diffused  better  ideas  of  education  and 
awakened  increased  popular  interest  in  the  cause  of  public 
instruction. 

They  have  greatly  elevated  the  standard  of  qualifica- 
tions for  teaching,  both  among  teachers  and  in  the  popular 
estimate.    The  Normal  Graduates,  as  a  general  fact,  have 
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shown  greater  thoroughness  and  skill  in  teaching,  more 
system  in  arrangement  of  studies  and  in  the  programme  of 
daily  duties,  more  enthusiasm  in  their  work  and  devotion 
to  their  profession. 

The  Normal  School  ean  not  of  course  create  talent.  In- 
competent and  unsuccessful  teachers  may  be  found  among 
the  graduates  of  Normal  Schools.  But  the  proportion  of 
those  who  fail  of  success  is  I  confidently  believe,  not 
greater  than  the  graduates  of  Medical,  Law  and  other  pro- 
fessional schools. 

Excellent  teachers  no  doubt  are  often  found,  who  have 
not  had  the  advantages  of  Normal  Schools,  as  also  are 
found  eminent  men  in  all  professions  who  are  essentially 
self  educated,  and  who  have  had  no  opportunities  of  Col- 
legiate culture.  But  even  in  these  cases,  higher  early  ad- 
vantages would  have  secured  still  greater  eminence. 

So  I  believe  our  best  teachers  would  have  been  made 
better  by  the  special  professional  traning  of  the  Normal 
School. 

Some  time  since  circulars  were  sent  to  all  the  towns  in 
Mass.,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education,  soliciting 
from  the  town  school  committees  a  full  and  free  expres- 
sion of  their  views  as  to  the  success  or  failure  of  Normal 
graduates.  All  but  eleven  of  the  replies  received  were 
favorable  to  the  Normal  Schools.  Having  visited  most  of 
the  Normal  Schools  in  this  country  I  am  confident  that 
the  Normal  School  of  New  Britain  stands  among  the  very 
best.  The  methods  of  instructing  there  adopted  seem  to 
me  very  thorough  and  philosophical.  The  Model  School 
connected  with  the  Normal  School  is  truly  worthy  of  the 
name.  It  is  the  largest  and  best  of  the  kind  I  have  any- 
where seen.  As  a  native  of  Conn.  I  feel  a  deep  interest 
in  the  prosperity  of  her  schools.  Their  improvement  and 
efficiency  can  not  be  secured  in  a  high  degree  without  the 
efficient  aid  of  the  Normal  School."

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The  plan  of  the  Connecticut  School  has  been  partially 
adopted  by  several  States  in  the  establishment  of  similar 
ones,  especially  by  New  Jersey,  Illinois,  and  Minnesota. 
Our  plan  of  model  schools,  or  schools  of  practice. has  met 
with  particular  favor. 

3.  What  proportion  of  the  graduates  or  undergradu- 
ates are,  or  have  been  engaged  in  teaching  in  the  State, 
and  with  what  success  ? 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  that  have  been  received 
into  the  school  during  the  thirteen  years  since  its  estab- 
lishment, is  2,070,  and  the  whole  number  of  graduates 
180. 

OP  THE   GKADUATES. 

A  three  years'  course  being  required  of  most  of  the 
pupils,  the  graduating  class  of  the  first  term  was  of  course 
small,  and  the  last  two  have  been  small  from  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  young  men  in  these  classes  have  left  them  to 
join  the  army. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  eighty  graduates,  one  hundred 
and  seventy-six  have  taught  since  graduating,  and  one 
hundred  have  been  teaching  in  the  State  the  past  year. 
The  graduates  had  taught  seven-ninths  of  a  year  each,  or 
one  hundred  and  forty  years  in  the  aggregate,  before  en- 
tering the  school,  and  also  rendered  one  hundred  and  six- 
ty-three years  of  service,  or  eight-ninths  of  a  year  each, 
between  the  time  of  entering  and  graduating.  The  sev- 
eral classes  have  taught  since  graduating,  on  an  average,  as 
follows :

The  present  class,  or  the  class  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  consisting  of  nineteen  members,  have  rendered 
in  the  aggregate,  fifteen  years  of  service  in  the  public 
schools  since  entering. 

More  than  one-fourth  of  the  young  men  who  had  grad- 
uated since  1855,  and  previous  to  the  last  call  for  troops 
from  Connecticut,  have  enlisted  in  the  army,  their  places 
in  a  majority  of  cases  being  filled  by  others  from  the 
school,  and  in  some  instances  by  young  ladies. 

UNDER-GRADU  ATES . 

Of  those  who  have  attended  the  school,  and  have  not 
remained  to  finish  the  course,  a  large  proportion  have 
taught  in  the  common  schools.  Six  hundred  are  known 
to  have  been  teaching  in  Connecticut  the  past  year.  It  is 
possible,  and  even  probable,  that  the  number  is  much 
larger  than  that. 

It  has  been  found  impracticable  to  ascertain  definitely 
in  reference  to  the  time  taught,  or  the  proportionate  num- 
ber of  all  who  have  attended  the  Normal  School,  but  the 
following  facts  have  been  ascertained  in  reference  to  those 
who  were  members  of  the  school,  and  reported  as  such  to 
the  Legislature  in  1862,  for  the  year  ending  March  31st, 
1862. 

The  whole  number  in  attendance  that  year  as  reported 
by  the  Trustees,  was  174.  In  the  junior  class  there  were 
92  ;  of  this  number  20  have  continued  members  of  the 
school,  3  entered  the  army,  2  left  on  account  of  ill  health, 
one  has  died  since  leaving ;  46  are  known  to  have  taught, 
11  are  supposed  not  to  have  been  teaching,  several  of 
these,  however,  are  at  work  to' earn  the  means  to  enable 
them  to  return.  Of  the  other  members  of  the  class,  it  is 
unknown  whether  they  have  taught  or  not. 
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In  the  middle  class  there  were  56.  Of  these  7  contin- 
ued in  the  Normal  School,  5  entered  the  army,  1  married ; 
all  the  others,  with  the  exception  of  two  not  heard  from, 
are  known  to  have  taught. 

In  the  senior  class  were  26,  of  whom  5  out  of  13  gen- 
tlemen entered  the  army ;  2  of  the  ladies  were  prevented 
from  teaching  by  ill  health  ;  all  the  others,  with  a  single 
exception,  have  taught,  and  the  person  excepted  is  intend- 
ing to  teach. 

Thus  112  went  from  the  school  last  year,  who  have  since 
been  teaching  in  common  schools,  11  have  entered  the 
army,  and  nearly  all  the  others  are  those  who  have  not 
completed  their  studies  in  the  school,  and  are  either  now 
in  attendance,  or  preparing  to  attend. 

Your  committee  have  taken  special  pains  to  ascertain 
the  standing  as  teachers  of  the  graduates  and  under-grad- 
uates  of  the  State  Normal  School,  and  to  learn  of  their 
success  as  compared  with  that  of  other  teachers,  and  for 
this  purpose  have  sought  and  received  testimony  from  all 
parts  of  the  State. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  every  one  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  a  teacher  will  be  found  thoroughly  fitted, 
either  by  natural  or  acquired  endowments,  for  his  chosen 
position  ;  yet,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  all  the  regular  grad- 
uates of  the  school,  without  exception,  have  been  more 
than  ordinarily  successful  as  teachers,  and  many  of  them 
are  filling  places  of  responsibility  in  our  largest  and  best 
public  schools. 

The  demand  for  these  teachers  in  our  own  State  greatly 
exceeds  the  supply,  and  such  is  their  reputation  that  the 
diploma  of  the  Connecticut  Normal  School  gives  the  hold- 
er a  higher  position  in  some  States  than  the  diploma  of 
their  own  normal  schools. 

Your  committee  find  that  from  various  causes  some  who 
have  for  a  short  period,  been  pupils  in  the  Normal  School, 
have   failed  of  success  as  teachers,  thus  detracting  from 
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the  reputation  of  the  school,  and  that  most  of  the  opposi- 
tion to  the  institution  is  the  result  of  these  failures. 

The  faculty  of  the  Normal  School  having  no  power  to 
reject  applicants,  even  when  evidently  unfitted  for  the  po- 
sition they  seek,  receive  all  who  bring  certificates  of  re- 
commendation from  the  Educational  Board  of  their  towns. 
Many  of  these  remain  but  a  single  term  or  part  of  a  term, 
and  thus  secure  places  as  "  teachers  from  the  Normal 
School." 

Many  of  the  residents  of  two  towns  had  imbibed  a  bit- 
ter prejudice  against  the  institution  from  the  failure  of 
one  teacher,  who  upon  investigation,  we  found  had  been 
in  the  Normal  School  less  than  six  weeks,  and  that  during 
the  first  year  of  its  existence.  He  was,  it  is  claimed,  a 
good  teacher  before  attending  the  Normal  School,  and  was 
afterwards  good  for  nothing.  The  committee  can  not  see 
how,  if  a  good  teacher,  he  could  have  been  spoiled  so  soon. 

Testimony  has  been  received  from  members  of  Boards 
of  Education,  District  Committees,  Principals  of  large 
public  schools,  and  others  interested  in  educational  pur- 
suits, from  every  county  in  the  State, — testimony  which 
is  confirmed  by  a  careful  investigation  of  all  seeming  oppo- 
sition— that  as  a  class,  the  graduates  and  undergraduates 
of  our  State  Normal  School  are  more  sought  for  as  teach- 
ers, pass  better  examinations,  are  stricter  disciplinarians, 
are  more  thorough  and  systematic  in  teaching,  waste  less 
time  in  educational  experiments,  are  more  ready  to  im- 
prove by  suggestions,  have  more  laudable  pride  in  their 
profession,  show  larger  results,  and  give  to  school  com- 
mittees, parents  and  guardians,  better  satisfaction  than 
teachers  from  other  sources.  One  teacher,  however,  who 
was  reputed  a  very  successful  disciplinarian  before  enter- 
ing the  Normal  School,  and  who  came  to  the  school  well 
recommended,  after  remaining  a  part  of  two  terms,  failed 
to  pass  examination  as  a  teacher.  It  is  said  she  could  not 
compute  interest  or  read  intelligibly. 
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The  committee  are  in  possession  of  statements  from  the 
Boards  of  school  visitors  in  a  large  number  of  towns  in 
the  State,  all  of  which  are  decidedly  favorable  to  Normal 
School  Teachers,  with  the  exception  of  the  following  re- 
turn made  to  the  Superintendent  of  common  schools  by 
the  Board  of  school  visitors  of  the  town  of  Bethel,  in 
1858. 

BETHEL. 

Normal  Teacher.  Over  the  school  in  the  Center  District, 
was  placed  one  of  the  graduates  of  the  Normal  School — a  good 
teacher  he  is  too — but  he  was  a  little  too  normal  for  the  abnormal 
state  of  the  community  of  the  Center  District — which  is,  we  think, 
a  fault  with  a  majority  of  the  normal  teachers,  especially  those 
who  have  come  into  this  section.  This  may  seem  a  little  strange, 
but  to  explain :  they  are  not  willing  to  take  the  schools  as  they 
find  them,  and  gradually  remodel  them,  but  they  want  to  make 
them  normal  at  once.  In  many  of  the  schools  the  change  is  too 
great ;  it  takes  too  long  to  get  the  machinery  in  operation ;  the 
public  are  not  satisfied,  and  many  begin  to  think  the  old  way  the 
best ;  thus  a  division  is  caused  at  once,  and  the  school  fails. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  year  the  teacher  was  discharged,  and 
another  teacher  from  the  Normal  School  obtained,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  second  year  shared  the  same  fate,  the  district  being  in  a 
very  tumultuous  condition,  and  a  majority  decided  against  Normal 
Teachers.  Now  the  school  is  back  upon  the  old  plan,  and  the 
number  of  scholars  in  attendance  is  eighty-eight,  and  those  of  a 
class  unfavorable  to  a  flourishing  school,  very  unsteady  in  their 
attendance  and  little  cared  for  at  home. 

4.  Qualifications  of  pupils  and  conditions  of  receiving 
them. 

The  pupils  received  into  the  school  are  required  by  law 
to  give  to  the  school  visitors  of  the  town  which  they  rep- 
resent a  written  declaration  signed  by  their  own  hand, 
that  their  object  in  seeking  admission  to  the  school  is  to 
qualify  themselves  for  the  employment  of  common  school 
teachers,  and  that  it  is  their  intention  to  engage  in  that 
employment  in  this  State. 

The  school  visitors  examine  the  candidates  who  present 
such  declarations,  and  give  to  those  whom  they  find  quali- 
fied, a  certificate,  stating  that  the  candidate  has  been  ex- 
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amined  and  approved  as  possessed  of  the  qualifications 
required  of  teachers  of  common  schools  in  the  State,  and 
that  he  (or  she)  is  recommended  by  the  said  visitors  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  State  Normal  School  as  a  suitable  per- 
son by  his  (or  her)  age,  character,  and  attainments,  to  be 
received  as  a  pupil  in  that  institution. 

This  certificate,  when  received  by  the  Trustees  or  prin- 
cipal of  the  Normal  School,  entitles  the  person  mentioned 
to  a  seat  in  the  school. 

The  students  upon  entering  fill  out  a  blank  form,  with  age. 
experience  in  teaching,  town  represented,  wages  received, 
&c,  which  is  filed  in  the  institution  for  future  reference. 

As  the  Boards  of  school  visitors  in  the  several  towns, 
in  the  selection  of  pupils  for  the  Normal  School,  as  well 
as  teachers  in  the  public,  are  often  guided  by  their  own 
caprice  rather  than  by  any  uniform  rule,  it  is  rather  to  be 
expected  that  incompetent  persons  will  sometimes  obtain 
certificates. 

5.  Could  the  school  be  made  self-supporting,  that  is,  by. 
tuition  of  its  pupils  ? 

The  committee  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  it  could 
not,  especially  while  the  wages  of  teachers  are  as  low  as 
at  present,  being,  in  a  majority  of  the  schools  of  the  State 
not  more  than  the  wages  of  ordinary  servant  girls.  We 
give  below  a  few  figures  to  demonstrate  this. 

The  average  monthly  wages  of  female  teachers  in  the 
State  (as  per  last  annual  report  of  Superintendent  Com- 
mon Schools,  page  53,)  is     -  -  -  $15.80

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No  established  institutions  of  learning  in  the  State  are, 
or  ever  have  been  self-supporting,  but  are  principally  de- 
pendent upon  endowments  by  benevolent  individuals,  or 
from  the  public  treasury.  Even  Yale  College  has  often 
been  the  recipient  of  State  bounty.  The  present  Normal 
School  buildings  and  ground,  valued  at  $25,000,  of  which 
the  State  has  a  lease  so  long  as  the  school  shall  be  con- 
tinued at  New  Britain,  were  furnished  principally  by  the' 
New  Britain  Educational  Fund  Company. 

EXPENSES. 

6th.  What  has  been  the  expense  of  the  school  to  the  State? 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  State  to  complete  the 
buildings  furnished  by  the  New  Britain  Educational  Fund 
Co.,  amounted  to  $4,500. 

The  Legislature  has  appropriated  for  the  annual  expen- 
ses of  the  school,  on  an  average,  between  four  and  five 
thousand  dollars,  and  by  special  appropriations  for  repairs 
and  additions  to  the  apparatus  and  library,  $4,750. 

The  average  expense  to  the  State  for  each  pupil  educa- 
ted at  the  school,  exclusive  of  the  amount  appropriated 
for  the  building  has  been  $25.  The  average  expense  of 
each  pupil  educated  at  the  Normal  Schools  of  Massachu- 
setts, has  been  $48.04,  in  New  York,  $58.54,  and  in 
New  Jersey,  in  1862,  $107.

As  will  be  seen  by  the  above  statement,  the  salaries  of 
the  professors  and  teachers  of  the  Normal  School  are  less 
than  those  of  similar  ones  in  other  States ;  less,  also,  than 
the  principals  of  public  schools  in  Hartford  and  other  cit- 
ies. The  salary  of  the  Principal,  Prof.  Camp,  together 
with  his  compensation  as  State  Superintendent,  amounts  in 
all  to  less  than  fourteen  hundred  dollars,  while  his  services 
would  readily  command  twenty-five  hundred  in  some  other 
field  of  labor.  One  of  the  teachers,  who  has  been  en- 
gaged in  the  school  almost  from  its  commencement,  and 
the  loss  of  whose  services  could  be  regarded  as  little  less 
than  a  calamity  to  the  school  and  the  State,  has  at  this 
time  the  offer  of  another  situation,  with  an  increase  of 
two  hundred  dollars  salary.  It  has  ever  been  the  misfor- 
tune of  Connecticut  that  while  she  has  reared  the  most 
eminent  persons  for  every  profession,  the  offer  of  more 
liberal  compensation  has  secured  their  services  to  other 
States. 

7.  Has  the  institution  employed  any  traveling  or  other 
agents  or  lecturers  ? 

It  has  not,  nor  has  any  of  the  money  appropriated  to 
the  school  been  employed  for  this  purpose.  The  Teach- 
er's Institute,  and  lectures  on  educational  subjects,  which 
some  persons  not  well  informed,  have  associated  with  the 
school,  are  entirely  independent  of  it,  having  no  connec- 
tion with  it  whatever.  It  is  also  proper  to  state  in  this 
connection,  that  the  institution  has  no   book  agents,  and 
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no  connection  with  book  agents  or  publishers.  It  has 
been  objected  to  the  Normal  School,  that  it  had-  created 
much  confusion  by  the  introduction  of  new  text-books 
into  the  public  schools.  Your  committee  have  made  dil- 
igent search  in  this  direction,  and  have  not  been  able  to 
find  any  proof  that  the  school,  or  any  of  its  officers,  have 
at  any  time  introduced,  or  assisted  to  introduce,  new  books 
into  the  public  schools.  If  book  agents  and  publishers 
have  claimed  as  a  recommendation  for  their  books,  as  is 
likely  the  case,  that  they  are  used  in  the  Normal  School, 
it  is  a  matter  over  which  the  school  has  no  control,  and 
for  which  it  cannot  be  held  responsible.  If  the  public 
has  been  imposed  upon  by  unscrupulous  book  agents  and 
publishers,  it  is  not  the  fault  of  the  school  or  its  officers. 
It  has,  however,  at  all  times,  endeavored  to  inculcate  the 
importance  of  a  uniformity  of  books  as  far  as  practicable. 

8th.  Have  there  been  any  unwarrantable  theories  taught 
in  the  school,  or  any  partizan  or  sectarian  doctrines  ? 

Upon  this  subject  the  committee  have  only  to  say  that 
they  summoned  numerous  graduates  of  the  school  repre- 
senting the  school  for  the  last  ten  years,  of  both  sexes,  and 
of  all  religious  persuasions,  both  Catholics  and  Protestants, 
a  s  well  as  persons  of  every  political  complection  ;  all  of 
whom  testified  that  there  had  been  nothing  of  this  charac- 
ter to  offend  the  most  sensitive.  On  the  other  hand,  such 
teachings  have  been  most  studiously  avoided,  more  so  than 
was  deemed  expedient  by  some  of  the  witnesses. 

It  has  been  urged  by  some,  that  the  State  can  not  afford 
to  support  the  Normal  School  at  this  time,  on  account  of 
the  increased  military  expenses,  and  consequent  indebted- 
ness of  the  State. 

The  committee  can  conceive  of  no  condition  in  which 
the  State  could  be  placed  financially,  that  would  warrant 
any  neglect  of  its  educational  interests.  It  is  assumed  that 
the  education  of  each  youth  in  the  State  is  a  matter  of 
paramount  importance,  not  to  parents  and  relatives  only, 
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but  to  the  State  and  community  at  large,  and  that  it  would 
be  unwise  in  the  extreme,  either  in  times  of  war  or  peace, 
to  relax  any  of  the  efforts  now  being  put  forth  for  the 
accomplishment  of  so  desirable  an  object. 

Virtue  and  intelligence  in  the  masses  of  the  people  form 
the  only  safe  .basis  of  a  republican  government,  and  if  these 
can  be  obtained,  are  cheap  at  any  cost.  The  merits  of  the 
institution,  have,  therefore,  been  considered,  rather  than 
the  financial  condition  of  the  State. 

South  Carolina  is  the  only  instance  where  a  Normal 
School  has  been  established  and  afterwards  abandoned,  but 
it  is  believed  that  the  general  diffusion  of  learning  and 
intelligence  has  never  been  the  policy  of  that  State.

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut : 

In  obedience  to  the  laws  relating  to  Education,  1  respect- 
fully submit  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Common  Schools. 

The  last  year  has  been  a  remarkable  one  for  our  state  and 
country.  The  new  scenes  through  which  the  nation  has  been 
passing,  and  the  varied  circumstances  induced  by  the  war  in 
which  it  has  been  engaged,  have  had  their  influence  upon  the 
educational  institutions  of  the  State.  A  large  number  of 
school  officers  and  teachers  have  entered  the  army.  Some 
have  fallen  upon  the  field  of  battle,  or  sickened  and  died  in 
the  camp,  and  their  places  have  been  left  vacant,  or  have  been 
filled  by  those  of  less  experience.  The  excited  state  of  the 
public  mind  has  been  unfavorable  to  close,  connected  thought, 
or  to  healthful,  intellectual,  and  moral  culture.  While  the 
attention  of  communities  was  so  fully  occupied  with  the  great 
but  novel  question  of  the  probabilities  or  conditions  of  nation- 
al existence,  the  questions  relating  to  education  and  the  im- 
provement of  Common  Schools,  could  not  be  so  calmly  and 
thoroughly  considered. 

But  there  are  lessons  which  come  from  the  strange  events 
through  which  the  nation  is  passing,  which  will  not  be  lost  in 
their  influence  on  public  education.  The  love  of  country,  of 
liberty  and  nationality,  will  be  more  fully  developed ;  his- 
torical studies  will  be  pursued  to  a  greater  extent,  and  with 
higher  practical  results  ;  the  principles  of  government,  and 


especially  of  our  National  Constitution,  will  be  better  under- 
stood, and  the  youth  in  our  schools  will  be  better  acquainted 
with  the  laws  of  national  life  and  growth.  The  reports  of 
Sanitary  Committees,  the  necessary  attention  to  the  laws  of 
health,  to  physical  training,  which  the  life  of  the  soldier  and 
the  conduct  of  the  war  imposes,  may  serve  to  direct  the 
attention  of  the  community  to  the  importance  of  physical 
culture  in  times  of  peace.  The  self-denial  which  has  been  re- 
quired, the  patriotism  which  has  been  awakened,  and  the  sym- 
pathies which  have  been  called  out,  may  all  help  to  soften  the 
rougher  aspects  which  war  produces,  and  give  to  individual 
character  more  of  thoughtfulness,  benevolence,  and  the  spirit 
of  Christianity. 

The  increased  taxation  on  account  of  the  expenses  of 
Government  has  led  to  the  feeling  that  economy  must  be 
practiced  in  all  expenditures,  and  this  has  extended  to  the 
support  of  schools.  "When  it  has  resulted  in  a  rigid  scrutiny 
into  the  manner  of  expending  public  funds  and  private  contri- 
butions, it  has  been  well ;  but  when  the  effect  has  been  to 
cheapen  knowledge  and  lessen  the  value  of  education,  and  has 
resulted  in  a  refusal  to  furnish  the  indispensable  requisites  for 
successful  school  operations,  it  has  been  disastrous.  In  some 
towns  and  districts,  there  has  been  a  disposition  to  employ 
cheap  teachers,  and  to  suffer  those  who  had  rendered  an  equiv- 
alent for  fair  wages  to  leave  for  other  schools.  The  conse- 
quence has  been,  in  these  cases,  a  deterioration  in  the  cha- 
racter of  the  instruction,  and  a  corresponding  diminution  of 
the  effects  of  well  disciplined  schools.  In  a  few  instances  the 
employment  of  incompetent  teachers  has  led  to  insubordina- 
tion and  the  suspension  of  the  school ;  so  that  the  ostensible 
economy  which  would  save  a  few  dollars  by  the  employment 
of  a  cheap  teacher,  has  resulted  in  the  payment  of  a  much 
greater  proportional  sum  for  the  education  received,  and  some- 
times to  the  entire  loss  of  all  the  educational  funds  employed. 

But  such  action  has  not  been  general.  The  increased  ex- 
penses which  have  been  necessary  in  many  instances,  have 
been  cheerfully  met  and  provided  for.  Towns  and  districts 
have  taxed  themselves  freely  for  the  support  of  good  schools. 


The  aggregate  sum  raised  by  taxation  has  been  greater  than  in 
any  previous  year. 

In  a  few  places  where  steps  had  already  been  taken  for  the 
consolidation  of  districts  and  the  establishment  of  graded 
schools,  the  work  has  been  suspended  on  account  of  the  unset- 
tled state  of  the  country.  But  in  a  majority  of  cases,  there  has 
been  found  a  disposition  to  watch  over  and  foster  the  interests 
of  Common  Schools,  and  increase  the  facilities  for  universal 
education. 

The  general  influence  of  the  war  on  many  schools  is  well 
illustrated  in  the  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the 
School  Visitors  of  Woodbury  : 

"  Undoubtedly  the  all-absorbing  events  transpiring  in  our  country  have,  in  some 
respects,  retarded  the  progress  of  our  schools.  Still,  we  believe  our  children  have 
acquired  a  more  definite  knowledge  of  the  geography  and  of  the  prominent  men  of 
our  country  than  they  would  have  done  in  five  or  six  years  under  ordinary 
events.  Especially  has  this  been  the  fact  in  those  schools  where  the  teachers 
have  kept  themselves  daily  informed  by  papers  and  letters.  In  one  school  we 
noticed  the  Avails  of  the  school  room  were  covered  with  daily  papers  containing 
maps  showing  the  locality  of  stirring  scenes.  Upon  inquiry,  we  learned  that  not 
only  in  regular  recitations  were  these  maps  used,  but  that  the  attention  of  the 
whole  school  was  frequently  called  to  them,  and  a  very  useful  lesson  was  drawn 
from  them  in  course  of  ten  or  fifteen  minutes.  The  pupils  were  also  required  to 
draw  on  their  slate,  or  paper,  some  particular  section,  giving  places,  streams,  &c. 
"We  noticed  one  little  boy,  ten  years  of  age,  who  had  drawn  the  Mississippi  river 
from  Cairo  to  the  gulf,  giving  its  windings,  all  the  important  places  and  fortifica- 
tions. This  was,  as  we  understand,  after  giving  the  pupils  two  or  three  days  for 
examining  books  and  papers,  and  enquiring  of  their  parents  and  others  out  of 
school,  made  the  subject  of  a  lesson,  thus  fixing  indelibly  in  the  mind  of  the  pupil 
the  localities,  &c,  of  said  section." 

IMPROVEMENTS  IN  SCHOOL-HOUSES  AND  APPLIANCES. 

In  the  city  district  of  New  Haven,  a  fine  and  convenient 
school-house,  which  will  accommodate  six  hundred  pupils,  has 
been  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  $22,700  for  the  building  and  site. 
The  center  district  of  Norwalk  has  erected  a  substantial  school 
house  at  a  cost  of  about  $10,000,  on  the  site  of  the  one  burned 
in  1860.  "With  these  exceptions,  the  school-houses  erected  the 
past  year  have  been  in  agricultural  districts,  and  the  average 
cost  has  been  less  than  those  reported  in  previous  years.  The 
whole  number  of  school-houses  erected  during  the  year  was 


twenty-four,  and  the  aggregate  expense  of  new  houses  and  re- 
pairs, was  $51,623.  The  number  of  school-houses  reported  in 
good  condition,  is  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-one,  or 
sixty-one  more  than  last  year,  and  the  number  of  poor  school- 
houses  is  two  hundred  and  fifty-four,  or  forty-one  less  than  last 
year.  The  number  of  school-houses,  with  inclosed  yards,  con- 
nected with  them,  is  two  hundred  and  nineteen,  or  forty-two 
more  than  last  year. 

Seventy-one  districts  have  raised  money,  by  tax  or  sub- 
scription, to  establish  school-libraries,  or  to  add  to  those  already 
established ;  a  few  have  purchased  school  apparatus,  and  a 
larger  number  outline-maps.  Improvements  have  also  been 
made  in  regularity  of  attendance,  in  methods  of  teaching,  and 
in  studies  pursued ;  these  will  be  noticed  under  their  appro- 
priate heads. 

For  the  last  ten  years,  the  efforts  of  this  department  have 
been  constantly  directed  to  measures  for  securing  better  school- 
houses,  grounds,  and  appurtenances.  It  has  been  found,  in  a 
large  number  of  instances,  that  a  district  with  a  poor  school- 
house  was  less  ready  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  secure  the 
other  appliances  of  a  good  school.  A  lack  of  interest  in  all 
that  pertained  to  the  school  was  too  often  apparent,  and  some- 
times amounted  to  entire  indifference.  The  erection  of  a  new 
and  convenient  school-house,  and  the  interest  awakened  by 
action  for  this  purpose,  has  usually  resulted  in  the  adoption  of 
measures  to  provide  other  things  indispensable  to  a  good 
school,  and  to  more  frequent  visiting  of  the  school  by  parents. 
A  pleasant  school-room  is,  of  itself,  an  element  in  the  educa- 
tional influences,  often  felt,  and  exerting  a  powerful  influence 
over  the  children  meeting  in  it.  The  following  comparison  of 
the  condition  of  school-houses  in  1852  and  in  1862,  with  the 
change  which  this  comparison  shows,  is  gratifying  as  a  sign 
of  progress. 

In  1852,  there  were  but  two  hundred  and  forty  school- 
houses  reported  in  good  condition  ;  in  1862,  there  wrere  one 
thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-one.  In  1852,  there  were 
four  hundred  and  twenty  school  houses  condemned  by  School 
Visitors,  as  so  bad  that  they  should  be  abandoned,  while  in 


1862,  there  were  but  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  classified  as 
poor  school-houses,  and  many  of  these  are  superior  to  some 
considered  as  good  in  1852. 

Within  the  last  nine  years  there  has  been  expended  in 
building  school-houses  and  in  repairing,  $883,504. 

The  average  length  of  time  during  which  Common  Schools 
were  maintained,  was  twenty-eight  and  one-quarter  weeks 
in  1852,  and  thirty-five  and  three-quarters  in  1862 ;  an  in- 
crease of  seven  and  one-half  weeks,  or  26  per  cent,  in  the 
length  of  the  school  year. 

The  number  of  teachers  who  taught  the  same  school  two 
consecutive  seasons  in  1852,  was  two  hundred  and  seventy ; 
the  number  in  1862,  was  seven  hundred  and  forty-eight. 

The  reports  of  Acting  School  Visitors,  who  have  held  the 
office  for  many  years,  and  have  had  excellent  opportunities  to 
observe  the  operations  of  our  school  system,  speak  in  emphatic 
terms  of  the  improvements  made. 

Hamden. — "  I  have  been  well  acquainted  with  the  public  schools  in  this  town  for 
the  last  twenty-four  years.  For  about  twenty  years  I  have  served  as  Acting 
Visitor.  In  looking  over  these  years  I  can  see  that  there  has  been  decided  im- 
provement in  our  schools.  Our  school-houses  are  in  much  better  condition.  In 
several  of  these  there  are  libraries,  outline-maps,  school  apparatus,  Webster's 
Unabridged  Dictionary,  and  in  oue  of  them  a  very  large  and  fine  globe.  Twenty 
years  ago  there  was  nothing  of  the  kind.  On  the  whole,  teachers  are  better 
qualified.  But  there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement,  particularly  in  respect  to 
teachers.  Some  districts  and  Committees  are  still  disposed  to  employ  those 
teachers  who  will  work  for  the  lowest  wages.  And  one  great  evil  is  the  almost 
perpetual  change  of  teachers.  In  many  of  the  districts,  as  often  as  there  is  a 
change  of  Committee,  we  are  pretty  sure  to  have  a  new  teacher.  Almost  every 
Committee  seems  to  have  some  niece,  or  cousin,  or  special  friend,  who  wants  the 
school,  and  he  hires  her.  This  is  a  great  evil.  Decidedly  the  best  school  in  town 
has  been  kept  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time  for  twenty  years  by  two  teachers, 
both  of  them  females."

Plymouth. — "  Within  six  years  our  schools  have,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Com- 
mittee, made  decided  advance  in  attainment,  and  the  standard  of  scholarship  has 
been  gradually  rising.  Six  years  ago  there  were  not,  we  think,  a  dozen  students 
of  grammar  or  history  in  them.  Wow  there  are  eighty-seven  of  the  former  and 
fifty-seven  of  the  latter,  and  many  of  these  have  become  familiar  with  the  leading 
events  of  history,  especially  of  our  own  country,  and  not  a  few  of  them  under- 
stand well  the  anatomy  of  their  mother  tongue."

Canterbury. — "  There  i3  progress  in  this  community  in  reference  to  public 
schools.  Within  three  years  two  new  houses  have  been  erected,  one  has  been 
enlarged  and  improved,  and  two  have  been  re-arranged,  and  a  little  more  advance 
in  this  direction  and  all  our  school-houses  may  be  made  good  ones.  There  is,  also, 
an  approximation  to  a  uniformity  of  books,  and  some  improvement,  we  hope,  in 
punctuality  of  attendance."

SUPPORT  OF  COMMON"  SCHOOLS. 

The  means  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools  are  derived 
from  the  following  sources : 

1st.  Income  of  School  Fund. — The  State  School  Fund, 
originally"  derived  from  the  sale  of  public  lands,  has  been  very 
wisely  managed  and  safely  invested.  The  principal  of  this 
fund  now  amounts  to  $2,050,460.49,  invested  in  bank  stock,  or 
loaned  on  bond  and  mortgage.  The  income  from  the  fund, 
annually  distributed  to  the  towns  of  the  State  for  the  support 
of  Common  Schools,  is  about  $130,000.  The  rate  of  distribu- 
tion for  the  last  four  years,  has  been  on  an  average  $1.20  for 
each  child  enumerated  between  the  ages  of  four  and  sixteen. 
The  income  from  this  fund  varies  but  little  from  year  to  year, 
and  the  aggregate  dividend  is  nearly  the  same  ;  but  the  divi' 
dend,jp<?r  capita,  varies  with  the  number  of  children  enumera- 
ted, and  is  necessarily  diminished  as  the  number  of  children 
returned  increases. 

2d.  Interest  of  Town  Deposit  Fund. — The  capital  of  the 
Town  Deposit  Fund  amounted  to  $763,661,  at  the  time  of  dis- 
tribution to  the  towns  in  1837.  As  the  law  requires  this  fund 
to  be  loaned  at  6  per  cent,  interest,  the  annual  income  should 
be  $45,819,  which  is  by  law  appropriated  to  Common  Schools. 

3d.  Town  School  Tax. — Each  town  is  required  to  raise  by 
tax,  annually,  an  amount  equal  to  three-tenths  of  a  mill  on 
each  dollar  of  valuation.  Some  towns  raise  more  than  this 
amount.  The  aggregate  amount  from  this  tax  list  last  year, 
was  $78,540. 

4th.  District  School  Tax. — The  school  laws  authorize 
School  Districts  to  lay  a  tax  for  the  support  of  Common 
Schools,  or  for  any  of  the  purposes  that  rightly  involve  an  ex- 
penditure by  the  action  of  the  district.     The  districts  in  all  the 


cities,  in  many  of  the  manufacturing  villages,  and  in  several 
agricultural  towns,  make  up  for  all  the  deficiences,  after  apply- 
ing the  public  moneys,  by  a  property  tax.  In  these  districts 
the  schools  are  free,  and  these  schools  are  usually  the  best  in 
the  State.  The  amount  raised  voluntarily  by  the  districts  has 
been  gradually  increasing,  and  amounted  the  past  year  to 
$103,943. 

5th.  Hate  Bills  or  Tuition. — -Districts  by  a  direct  vote  upon 
the  subject  can  fix  or  authorize  the  District  Committee  to  fix  a 
rate  of  tuition  to  be  paid  by  the  term,  by  all  persons  attend- 
ing school.  About  districts,  under  this  provision  of 
the  laws,  tax  resident  pupils  or  collect  a  rate  of  tuition.  The 
amount  from  this  source  the  past  year,  was  $31,339,  or  a  sum 
a  little  less  than  was  received  from  this  source  the  preceding 
year. 

6th.  Income  of  Local  Funds. — There  are,  in  several  towns, 
local  funds  derived  from  legacies  or  other  sources,  the  annual 
income  of  which,  appropriated  to  Common  Schools,  is  $15,000. 

In  a  portion  of  the  districts,  schools  are  sustained  or  con- 
tinued hit  six  months,  and  in  some  instances  the  qualifications 
of  teachers  employed,  and  the  whole  expense  of  the  school, 
are  measured  by  the  amount  of  public  money  received.  The 
schools  in  these  districts  are  free,  not  because  the  liberal  spirit 
of  the  inhabitants  makes  them  so,  but  because  the  citizens  are 
content  to  receive  the  legacy  of  past  generations  and  apply  it, 
so  far  as  it  may  be  made  available,  to  the  education  of  the 
children  and  youth,  without  contributing  by  tax  or  rate  bill 
a  single  dollar  to  make  the  public  funds  more  beneficial  or  to 
continue  the  schools  beyond  the  minimum  time  required  to  ob- 
tain these  funds.  In  this  class  are  usually  found  the  poorest 
schools  in  the  State. 

In  another  class  of  districts,  schools  are  supported  for  a 
longer  time,  or  are  made  more  efficient,  by  adding  to  the  pub- 
lic funds  so  much  as  is  necessary  to  secure  competent  teachers, 
but  the  amount  thus  raised  is  assessed  upon  the  parents  and 
guardians  of  children  attending  school,  in  rate  bills  or  tuition 
fees.  The  assessment  and  collection  of  these  bills  has  caused 
mere  annoyance  and  made  more  trouble  than  the  providing  of 
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all  the  other  moneys  appropriated  to  Common  Schools.  The 
operation  of  this  plan  has  kept  from  schools  some  children  who 
need  the  educational  privileges  which  the  schools  furnish,  but 
who  have  parents  or  guardians  unable  or  unwilling  to  pay  the 
school  bill. 

In  a  third  class  of  districts,  the  schools  are  made  efficient  by 
the  employment  of  competent  teachers  and  providing  all 
necessary  helps,  and  the  amount  required  in  addition  to  pub- 
lic funds  to  make  the  schools  good  and  continue  them  as  Jong 
as  is  best  for  the  children  attending,  is  raised  by  a  tax  upon 
property.  The  schools  in  these  districts  are  not  only  free  to 
all,  but  are  usually  superior  in  the  advantages  which  they 
afford.  The  number  of  districts  supporting  schools  in  this 
manner  is  constantly  increasing.  The  amount  raised  the  past 
year  by  towns  and  districts  for  this  purpose,  is  not  only  greater 
than  ever  before,  but,  for  the  first  time  in  forty  years,  exceeds 
the  amount  received  from  the  State  School  Fund  and  Town 
Deposit  Fund. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  four  and 
sixteen,  enumerated  as  residing  in  the  State  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  1862,  was  one  hundred  and  nine  thousand  and  forty- 
two.*  The  whole  number  of  children  registered  as  attending 
the  Common  Schools  in  the  winter  of  1861-62,  was  sevent}r- 
five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1862,  it  was  sixty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  and 
forty-one.  If  the  usual  allowance  is  made  for  those  who 
attended  school  in  the  summer  and  not  in  the  winter,  the 
whole  number  of  different  pupils  registered  during  the  year, 
would  be  ninety-one  thousand  and  fifty-seven.  The  propor- 
tionate number  in  Common  Schools  varies  in  different  counties. 
The  number  enumerated  between  the  ages  of  four  and  six- 
teen,  and  the  number  registered  in  attendance  in  the  winter 
of  1861-62,  in  each  county,  are  shown  in  the  following

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The  highest  per  cent,  of  registered  attendance  is  in  Tolland 
County, — a  County  in  which  very  much  has  been  done  for  the 
improvement  of  Common  Schools.  The  small  per  cent,  of 
registered  attendance  in  New  Haven  County,  when  compared 
with  the  enumeration,  is  accounted  for,  in  part,  at  least,  by  the 
fact  that  there  are  large  Parish  Schools  in  New  Haven,  Meri- 
den,  and  Wallingford,  which  contain  many  of  those  enume- 
rated between  four  and  sixteen,  but  none  of  these  children  are 
registered  in  Common  Schools. 

The  average  attendance,  in  winter,  was  fifty-four  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  or  72  per  cent,  of  the  number 
on  the  school  registers ;  in  summer,  forty-eight  thousand  one 
hundred  and  sixty-six,  or  70  per  cent,  of  the  number  registered. 
The  highest  average  attendance  of  either  sex,  was  of  boys  in 
winter,  which  was  more  than  73  per  cent,  of  the  number  of 
boys  enrolled. 

The  highest  average  attendance  in  any  County,  was  that  of 
Hartford  County,  which  was  over  80  per  cent,  for  the  whole 
year. 

In  the  winter  term  there  were  registered  six  thousand  one 
hundred  and  thirteen  more  boys  than  girls  ;  in  summer,  the 
girls  exceeded  the  boys  by  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
thirty-five. 

Of  the  whole  number  registered  in  Common  Schools,  three 
thousand  six  hundred  and  eighteen  were  over  sixteen  years  of 
age.     There    were,  in    Private   Schools,  nine    thousand    two 
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hundred   and   thirteen, — of  whom   a  large   proportion   were 
under  sixteen  years  of  age. 

From  the  statistics  of  attendance,  the  following  general  con- 
clusions may  be  drawn  : 

1.  The  number  of  pupils  registered  in  Common  Schools  is, 
in  winter,  TO  per  cent,  of  the  number  enumerated  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  public  money,  and  in  summer,  62  per  cent,  of 
the  same  number. 

2.  The  average  attendance  in  Common  Schools  is,  in  winter, 
72  per  cent,  of  the  number  registered ;  and  in  summer,  70 
per  cent. 

'  3.  The  relative  proportion  which  the  number  registered 
bears  to  the  number  enumerated  as  between  four  and  sixteen 
years  of  age,  is  much  greater  in  the  country  districts,  while  the 
average  attendance  is  greater  in  the  city  districts. 

4.  More  than  ten  thousand  of  the  children  enumerated  be- 
tween four  and  sixteen  years  of  age  are  in  no  school  whatever 
for  any  portion  of  the  year.  The  fact  that  so  large  a  number 
have  no  direct  participation  in  the  privileges  which  our  school 
system  affords  is  one  that  should  lead  to  serious  thought  and 
prompt  action,  to  devise  means  by  which  the  blessings  of  Com- 
mon Schools  may  be  more  universally  received.  It  is  un- 
doubtedly true  that  a  considerable  part  of  the  number  not  in 
school  at  all  is  composed  of  young  children,  or  those  between 
four  and  six  years  of  age,  who  are  kept  from  school  by  parents 
who  wisely  judge  that  their  children  can  be  better  educated  at 
home  than  in  the  mixed  district  school,  as  too  often  constituted. 
A  part  are  lads  employed  in  offices  and  stores  on  account  of 
their  qualifications,  and  may  be  said  to  have  a  good  common 
school  education,  but  far  too  many  are  comprised  in  that  class 
known  in  cities  as  "  street  boys,"  and  have  no  school  educa- 
tion whatever,  or  are  found  in  manufacturing  establishments, 
employed  in  direct  violation  of  the  laws.  The  laws  relating  to 
education,  provide*  that  "All  parents,  and  those  who  have  the 
care  of  children,  shall  bring  them  up  in  some  honest  and  lawful 
calling  or  employment,  and  shall  instruct  them,  or  cause  them

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to  be  instructed,  in  reading,  writing,  English  grammar,  geog- 
raphy, and  the  elements  of  arithmetic." 

Sec.  23.  "  The  Selectmen,  in  their  respective  towns,  shall 
inspect  the  conduct  of  the  heads  of  families,  and  if  they  find 
any  who  neglect  the  education  of  the  children  under  their  care, 
they  may  admonish  them  to  attend  to  their  duty  ;  and  if  they 
continue  to  be  negligent,  whereby  the  children  grow  rude, 
stubborn,  and  unruly,  they  shall,  with  the  advice  of  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  take  such  children  from  their  parents,  or  those 
who  have  charge  of  them,  and  bind  them  out  to  some  proper 
master — males  till  twenty-one  and  females  till  eighteen  years 
of  age — that  they  may  be  properly  educated  and  brought  up 
in  some  lawful  calling  or  employment." 

The  enforcement  of  this  statute  has  been  too  much  neglected 
in  some  parts  of  the  State.  If  the  selectmen,  whose  duty  it  is 
to  look  up  those  whose  education  is  neglected,  were  faithful  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  many  of  this  neglected  class  would 
be  brought  into  the  public  schools. 

The  law  also  provides*  that  (Sec.  25)  "  No  child  under  the  age 
of  fifteen  years  shall  be  employed  to  labor  in  any  manufactur- 
ing establishment,  or  in  any  other  business  in  this  State,  unless 
such  child  shall  have  attended  some  public  or  private  clay 
school  where  instruction  is  given  by  a  teacher  qualified  to  in- 
struct in  orthography,  reading,  writing,  English  grammar, 
geography,  and  arithmetic  at  least  three  months  of  the  twelve, 
next  preceding  any  and  every  year  in  which  such  child  shall 
be  employed ;  and  the  owner,  agent,  or  superintendent  of  any 
manufacturing  establishment,  who  shall  employ  any  child  in 
such  establishment,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  each  offense,  a  ]3enalty  of  twenty-five 
dollars  to  the  treasurer  of  the  State." 

Sec.  26.  "A  certificate  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  instruc- 
tor of  the  school  where  any  child  may  have  attended,  that  such 
child  has  received  the  instruction  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed 
sufficient  evidence  of  that  fact ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
school  visitors  of  the  several  school  societies,  personally,  or  by

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a  committee  appointed  by  them  annually,  and  as  often  as  they 
shall  think  proper,  to  examine  into  the  situation  of  the  children 
employed  in  the  several  manufacturing  establishments  in  their 
several  societies,  and  to  ascertain  whether  the  foregoing  re- 
quirements are  duly  observed,  and  to  report  all  violations 
thereof  to  some  informing  officer,  to  the  intent  that  prosecu- 
tions may  be  instituted  therefor;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
all  informing  officers  to  prosecute  for  all  such  violations." 

In  some  of  the  manufacturing  districts  of  the  State  this  law 
is  faithfully  executed  and  the  school  visitors  have  wisely 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  proper  officers  all  violations  com- 
ing under  their  notice.  The  well-being  of  society  and  the  best 
interests  of  the  State  require  that  the  children  of  the  State 
should  be  educated.  The  public  funds  provided,  and  the  sum 
raised  by  voluntary  contributions  and  tax,  already  amount  to 
nearly  half  a  million  of  dollars  annually,  and  it  is  of  the  first 
importance  that  all  the  children  of  proper  age,  not  educated  in 
private  schools,  should  receive  the  advantages  which  the  Com- 
mon School  is  designed  to  furnish. 

Several  of  the  agricultural  towns  have  registered  in  their 
Common  Schools  a  greater  number  of  children  than  that  upon 
which  public  money  is  drawn,  and  some  manufacturing  towns 
have  registered  nearly  as  many  as  enumerated.  In  the  city  of 
New  London,  in  1861,  with  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  eigh- 
ty-one children  enumerated,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-five,  or  more  than  ninety  per  cent.,  were  in  Common 
Schools.  It  may  be  many  years  before  all  towns  and  cities  of 
the  State  are  brought  up  to  the  relative  position  in  relation  to 
the  education  of  all  the  children  which  some  now  occupy,  but 
there  is  certainly  in  these  facts  much  encouragement  for  teach- 
ers, school  visitors  and  friends  of  Common  Schools. 

STUDIES  AND  METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Nearly  all  the  pupils  in  our  Common  Schools  are  in  the 
reading  and  spelling  classes  ;  two-thirds  study  arithmetic ;  near- 
ly one-half  geography ;  one-fifth  grammar,  and  about  one-six- 
teenth history.  In  addition  to  these  studies,  which  all  teach- 
ers of  Common  Schools  are  required  to  be  competent  to  teach, 
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there  have  been  the  past  year,  in  the  Common  Schools  of  the 
State,  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirteen  pupils  in  Alge- 
bra, one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  in  Astronomy,  two  hundred 
and  thirty-seven  in  Botany,  five  hundred  and  thirty-seven  in 
Book-keeping,  twenty-five  in  Butler's  Analogy,  one  hundred  and 
forty-nine  in  Chemistry,  thirteen  in  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  in  Drawing,  twenty-five 
in  Evidences  of  Christianity,  seventy-one  in  English  Literature, 
one  hundred  and  thirty-two  in  French,  twelve  in  Familiar  Sci- 
ence, two  hundred  and  thirty-one  in  Geometry,  fifty-two  in 
Greek,  twenty-two  in  Geology,  sixteen  in  German,  four  hun- 
dred and  seventy-eight  in  Latin,  eight  in  Logic,  thirty-nine  in 
Mental  Philosophy,  two  hundred  and  thirty- six  in  Moral  Phi- 
losophy, sixteen  in  Meteorology,  four  hundred  and  forty-five  in 
Natural  Philosophy,  fifteen  in  Navigation,  fifty-eight  in  Natu- 
ral Theology,  four  hundred  and  nine  in  Physiology,  eighty- 
three  in  Rhetoric,  twenty-three  in  Surveying,  and  a  few  in 
Natural  Sciences,  the  departments  not  specified. 

If  the  instruction  in  the  common  branches  were  thorough, 
and  the  pupils  understood  the  subjects  presented  in  the  differ- 
ent text-books,  the  aspects  of  our  Common  Schools  would  be 
encouraging.  There  is  much  reason  for  the  gratification,  so 
often  expressed,  in  what  they  have  accomplished.  In  some 
parts  of  the  State  there  has  certainly  been  great  improvement 
in  methods  of  instruction  and  discipline,  and  the  foundations  of 
education  have  been  well  laid,  but  a  personal  examination  of 
more  than  a  thousand  schools,  comprising  those  of  every  grade 
in  city  and  country,  in  manufacturing  and  agricultural  dis- 
tricts, compels  me  in  justice  to  say,  that  in  some  of  these 
».  schools  there  is  little  thorough  instruction,  such  as  will  develop 
the  different  powers  of  the  mind  and  furnish  it  with  that 
knowledge  which  is  most  important  for  the  active  duties  of 
life.  In  some  schools,  the  pupils,  even  in  the  higher  classes, 
seem  never  to  have  been  taught  how  to  study.  They  sit  with 
a  book  before  them,  but  the  wandering  eye,  the  dull  counte- 
nance, the  listless  appearance,  show  too  plainly  that  the  atten- 
tion is  not  fixed  nor  the  mind  active.     If  reciting,  the  hesita- 
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ting,  faltering  manner,  proves  clearly  that  the  lesson  is  not  un- 
derstood. 

Questioning  the  class  as  to  the  meaning  of  terms  and  the 
relation  of  principles  and  ideas  expressed,  at  once  discloses  the 
fact  that  the  recitation  has  had  little  instruction  in  it.  Some 
teachers  and  parents  attempt  to  make  up  for  this  deficiency  in 
thoroughness,  by  multiplying  studies  and  increasing  the  num- 
ber of  recitations,  but  no  amount  of  high-sounding  talk  in  high- 
er branches  can  supply  the  deficiency  in  elementary  studies. 

Reading  and  spelling  are  too  much  neglected  in  many 
schools,  or  are  hurried  over  in  a  manner  which  forbids  accura- 
cy in  these  departments,  and  is  prejudicial  to  mental  discipline. 
If  is  believed  that  in  schools  properly  conducted,  every  intelli- 
gent child  at  twelve  years  of  age  might  be  an  accurate  speller 
and  a  good  reader.  However  desirable  a  knowledge  of  other 
branches  may  be,  it  will  be  too  dearly  purchased  if  obtained 
at  the  expense  of  these. 

Experience  has  fully  demonstrated  that  few  persons  who 
have  not  learned  to  spell  with  a  good  degree  of  accuracy  at 
the  age  of  thirteen,  ever  become  good  spellers  in  Common 
Schools. 

Reading  and  spelling  occupy  a  large  proportion  of  the  time 
of  pupils  under  fourteen  years  of  age.  But  if  the  schools  were 
properly  classified,  and  a  certain  specified  portion  of  words  al- 
lotted to  each  term,  and  the  exercise  properly  conducted,  good 
spelling  might  be  secured  in  much  less  time  than  is  now  given 
to  it.  So  with  reading,  if  this  branch  is  taught  properly  from 
the  beginning,  there  is  no  good  reason  why  eveiy  child  in 
school,  with  perfect  organs  of  speech,  should  not  be  a  good 
reader  at  twelve  years  of  age. 

Without  any  hindrance  to  progress  in  spelling  and  reading, 
the  principles  of  arithmetic,  the  elements  of  geography,  and 
United  States  history,  may  be  taught  to  children  at  this  age, 
and  with  these  branches  so  much  of  grammar  as  is  necessary  to 
enable  the  pupil  to  speak  and  write  the  English  language  well. 

But,  better  than  all  mere  acquisition,  the  mind  may  be  prop- 
erly disciplined,  its  powers  healthfully  and  harmoniously  de- 
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veloped  and  the  individual  be  better  fitted  for  further  study  or 
for  the  duties  of  life. 

To  secure  this  amount  of  instruction,  the  schools  should  be 
properly  classified,  well  qualified  and  skillful  teachers  employ- 
ed, especially  in  primary  schools,  or  wherever  there  are  young 
children  to  be  taught.  Progress  in  primary  schools  depends 
almost  entirely  upon  the  successful  efforts  of  the  teacher,  while 
in  a  high  school  well  trained  scholars  may  learn,  though  the 
teachers  are  ignorant,  incompetent,  and  deficient  in  many  of 
the  qualifications  of  good  teachers.  There  have  been  the  past 
year,  as  there  are  every  year,  many  instances  where  the  re- 
sults obtained  have  demonstrated  that  much  more  can  be 
accomplished  than  is  now  secured,  on  an  average,  in  Common 
Schools.  The  principal  schools  in  all  the  cities,  in  ten  of  the 
boroughs,  and  in  many  manufacturing  villages,  are  well  clas- 
sified, and  most  of  them  well  taught.  The  School  Visitors  in 
these  places  have  prescribed  "  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
studies,  books,  and  classification  of  the  schools."  In  most 
cases,  the  teachers  have  been  selected  with  care,  pupils  have 
been  passed  from  one  grade  to  another  at  stated  times  and 
only  upon  careful  examination.  The  result  has  been  that  the 
pupils  in  the  higher  classes  of  many  of  these  schools  are  full 
two  years  in  advance  of  those  of  the  same  age,  who  were  in  the 
same  schools  eight  years  ago.  The  instruction  given  in  these 
schools  is  good,  and  the  benefits  of  well  classified  schools,  reg- 
ularly assigned  studies  and  systematic  instruction  and  training, 
may  be  seen  not  only  in  the  present  members  of  the  schools, 
but  in  those  who  have  gone  out  from  them  to  other  institutions 
or  to  the  active  duties  of  life. 

There  are  many  excellent  primary  schools  in  the  State,  in 
which  philosophical  methods  of  instruction  have  been  intro- 
duced, in  which  little  children  are  made  happy  while  their 
perceptive  faculties  are  cultivated  and  the  whole  mind  is  wise- 
ly educated.  In  some  of  these  schools  "object  teaching"  has 
been  successfully  introduced,  and  the  •  children  have  been 
taught  to  study  nature  as  well  as  books.  Reading  has  been 
made  an  interesting  exercise,  spelling  has  been  better  taught, 
and  the  children  have  been  trained  to  right  habits,  while  they

have  been  taught  to  think.  This  may  be  illustrated  by  an  ac- 
count of  two  schools,  visited  the  same  day  in  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober last.  In  each  school  was  a  class  just  beginning  to  read, 
about  twenty  children  of  nearly  the  same  age  and  capabilities 
in  each  class. 

In  one  room  the  teacher  was  endeavoring  to  teach  a  class 
from  the  book  by  pointing  to  a  letter  and  naming  it,  or  perhaps 
spelling  out  a  word  and  then  requiring  the  child  to  do  the 
same, — and  while  one  was  reading  most  of  the  others  in  the 
class  were  gazing  about  the  room.  The  children  were  not  in- 
terested, the  recitation  was  dull  and  monotonous,  the  teacher 
was  tired  and  discouraged,  and  she  remarked,  "I  have  been 
proceeding  in  this  way  with  these  children  for  six  months,  and 
I  do  not  see  that  they  learn  anything." 

In  the  other  school,  the  teacher  had  her  class  arranged 
around  her  platform ;  the  reading  lesson  consisted  of  familiar 
words  printed  upon  the  blackboard  or  on  sheets  suspended  on 
the  wall.  Every  eye  was  fixed  at  the  same  time  upon  the  same 
word,  the  questions  were  skillfully  put  and  promptly  answered. 
The  exercise  was  full  of  life  and  interest ;  some  fact  was  stated 
or  illustration  used  to  fix  the  word  in  the  minds  of  the  children, 
and  the  pupils  were  all  happy  and  the  teacher  cheerful  and 
hopeful.  Upon  examination  it  was  found  that  nearly  the 
whole  class  had  learned  more  in  three  weeks  than  had  been 
attempted  in  the  other  school  in  six  months,  and  what  was  still 
more  worthy  of  notice,  one  class  loved  the  school  and  its  work, 
while  the  other  appeared  to  regard  them  as  intolerably  irk- 
some. 

There  is  great  necessity  for  an  entire  change  in  the  methods 
of  instruction  and  training  in  a  large  number  of  the  primary 
schools  and  classes.  There  are  needed  methods  by  which  all 
the  faculties  will  be  developed  and  educated,  instead  of  load- 
ing the  memory  with  a  quantity  of  words.  The  habit  of  obser- 
vation needs  to  be  cultivated  and  directed  and  the  activities  of 
the  child's  mind  to  be  skillfully  directed,  that  they  may  ever 
be  employed  for  a  noble  purpose. 

In  the  last  annual  report  from  this  office  the  subjects  of  pri- 
mary instruction  and  methods  of  teaching  were  dwelt  upon  at 
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considerable  length.  They  are  again  referred  to  from  the  fact, 
that  notwithstanding  great  improvement  has  been  made,  there 
are  still  many  schools  where  the  time  and  labor  of  the  teacher 
are  nearly  lost  from  the  want  of  a  knowledge  of  method,  or 
from  a  lack  of  proper  studies  and  exercises  for  young  children. 
The  changes  which  seem  desirable  are  these  : 

1.  That  the  school  hours  for  young  children  should'  be  re- 
duced so  as  not  to  exceed  two  or  two  and  a  half  each  half  day, 
including  changes  and  recesses. 

2.  That  in  the  assignment  of  studies  and  exercises  two  great 
truths  should  be  recognized :  1st,  that  there  is  a  natural  order 
of  development  of  the  human  faculties  ;  2d,  that  the  attention 
of  a  young  child  can  profitably  be  directed  to  a  subject  only 
for  a  few  minutes  at  a  time. 

The  best  informed  and  most  skillful  educators  are  unanimous 
in  the  opinion  that  it  is  folly,  or  worse  than  folly,  to  require  a 
little  child  to  learn  lessons  from  books  by  studying  the  words, 
till  his  powers  have  been  so  far  developed  that  the  attention 
can  be  fixed  for  a  length  of  time  without  injury,  and  the  mind 
is  in  a  condition  to  receive  and  digest  what  is  given  it  to  learn. 

In  England  many  important  facts  relating  to  the  subject 
have  been  published  by  E.  Chad  wick,  in  pursuance  of  an  ad- 
dress from  the  House  of  Lords.  Mr.  Chad  wick  directed  ques- 
tions to  many  distinguished  teachers.  Mr.  Donaldson,  head 
master  of  the  Training  College  of  Glasgow,  says,  "  The  limits  of 
voluntary  and  intelligent  attention  are,  with  children  from  five 
to  seven  years  of  age,  about  fifteen  minutes,  and  from  seven  to 
ten  years  of  age,  about  twenty  minutes."  Other  statements 
go  to  show  that  young  children  should  not  be  required  to  fix 
their  attention  on  a  book  for  many  minutes  at  a  time.  One 
great  mistake  of  teachers  of  young  children  is  in  attempting  to 
teach  what  the  children  are  not  able  to  receive,  and  in  contin- 
uing the  exercises  after  their  powers  are  exhausted.  If  the 
teachers  of  primary  and  intermediate  schools  could  be  in- 
duced to  give  their  attention  to  the  cultivation  of  the  powers 
of  observation  and  attention,  and  to  teach  the  child  a  few 
things  well,  not  overloading  the  memory,  but  exercising  it 
wisely   in    retaining   facts   and    ideas    well    understood,   the 
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foundation  of  right  education  would  be  better  laid,  and  the 
work  of  the  teacher  of  the  higher  school  made  easier  and  more 
productive  of  good. 

In  Grammar  Schools,  and  in  the  higher  class  of  district 
schools,  arithmetic,  grammar,  geography  and  history,  should 
be  well  learned.  If  but  two  of  these  studies  were  taken  at  a 
time,  and  the  attention  given  to  these  nntil  they  were  mastered, 
and  then  others  taken,  with  the  usual  exercises  in  reading, 
spelling,  writing,  &c,  it  is  believed  that  the  results  would  be 
more  satisfactory.  There  is  a  gradual  increase  in  the  number 
ursuing  grammatical  studies  which  is  hopeful  in  its  general 
influence  upon  the  schools  and  upon  society.  But  there  is 
need  of  more  attention  being  given  to  history,  and  especially 
to  the  history  of  our  own  country,  and  to  the  constitution  and 
theory  of  our  government. 

More  attention  is  given  to  physical  education  than  formerly 
and  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  observe,  with  very  gratifying 
results.  The  system  of  free  gymnastics  has  been  introduced 
into  the  Normal  School  and  into  many  of  the  other  schools  of 
the  State  with  great  benefits  to  the  pupils,  especially  to  girls 
and  young  ladies.  The  reports  of  some  of  these  schools  indi- 
cate a  much  less  amount  of  absence  from  sickness  than  in  for- 
mer years,  and  the  increased  vigor  with  which  students  have 
been  able  to  engage  in  intellectual  pursuits  has  more  than  com- 
pensated for  all  the  time  occupied  in  physical  exercises,  when 
these  exercises  have  been  introduced  at  intervals  in  school 
hours. 

Some  arrangements  for  ventilation  are  made,  in  most  school 
houses  recently  erected  or  repaired,  but  it  is  often  the  case  that 
these  arrangements  are  entirely  inadequate  to  the  necessities 
of  the  case,  where  fifty  or  more  children  study  and  recite  in  the 
same  room;  There  is  still  need  of  the  attention  of  School 
Visitors  and  District  Committees  to  this  subject.  In  many 
cases  the  neglect  of  proper  ventilation  is  due  chiefly  to  the 
ignorance  or  want  of  attention  on  the  part  of  the  teacher. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  whether  the  time  has  not  ar- 
rived, when  the  teachers  of  Common  Schools  should  be  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  qualified  to  teach  the  Constitution  of  the 
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United  States,  Physiology,  and  Drawing.  Higher  studies 
may,  in  some  instances,  be  successfully  pursued  in  the  common 
or  mixed  schools,  and  there  are  some  excellent  classes  in  Alge- 
bra, Philosophy,  etc.,  in  these  schools,  but  for  the  successful 
prosecution  of  these  studies,  reliance  must  be  had  chiefly  on 
another  class  of  schools. 

TOWN  SCHOOLS. 

In  places  where  graded  schools  have  been  established,  if 
these  schools  are  well  classified  and  a  course  of  study  adopted 
which  shall  be  fixed  and  uniform  for  ordinary  pupils,  and  varied 
to  meet  special  cases,  we  believe  that  these  schools,  with  little 
change,  will  meet  the  wants  of  all  classes  needing  school  in- 
struction in  elementary  studies,  and  the  higher  departments 
of  these  schools  and  the  high  schools  of  the  cities  wTill  afford  an 
opportunity  for  higher  or  academical  instruction  for  those  who 
are  prepared  for  it.  The  mixed  schools  may  be  better  classi- 
fied and  instructed,  by  employing  more  competent  teachers 
and  securing  greater  regularity  in  attendance. 

But  there  Avill  still  be  needed,  in  addition  to  these  institu- 
tions, town  high  schools,  or  some  arrangements  for  those  per- 
sons who  have  mastered  the  elementary  studies  of  the  mixed 
school  and  desire  to  continue  at  school  longer  and  pursue  high- 
er studies. 

There  are  in  the  State  sixty-seven  towns  in  each  of  which 
there  are  more  than  five  hundred  children  enumerated.  In 
thirty  of  these  towns  there  are  higher  departments  of  graded 
schools  or  high  schools  in  which  a  gentleman  is  engaged 
as  principal  for  nine  or  ten  months  of  the  year.  In  only 
six  of  these  towns,  however,  are  the  schools  opened  on  the  same 
terms  to  all  the  children  of  the  town  wrho  are  qualified.  In  a 
portion  of  the  others  there  are  academies  or  private  schools 
which  furnish  higher  instruction  to  those  who  are  able  to  pay 
the  expense.  It  would  be  very  much  to  the  advantage  of  all 
if  good  high  schools  were  permanently  established  and  opened 
on  such  terms  that  all  qualified  would  be  able  to  attend.  In 
several  of  the  towns  mentioned,  there  is  annually  expended 
upon  the  education  of  six  or  eight  pupils,  sent  abroad,  more 
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than  sufficient  to  support  a  high  school.  In  towns  with  a  less 
number  of  children,  a  high  school  might  be  opened  for  six 
months  in  a  year,  giving  to  the  older  and  more  advanced 
pupils  an  opportunity  to  continue  their  studies  for  a  limited 
time  after  leaving  the  district  school. 

These  schools,  if  properly  organized,  would  not  only  provide 
for  better  instruction  to  the  older  and  more  advanced  scholars 
of  other  schools,  but  by  removing  them  from  the  mixed  school 
they  would  relieve  these  schools  of  smaller  classes,  which  oc- 
cupy most  of  the  teacher's  time,  and  give  a  better  opportunity 
for  the  proper  instruction  and  training  of  the  younger  children. 
Such  an  organization  of  the  schools  as  is  here  indicated  would 
in  some  places  involve  no  additional  expense,  while  in  others 
the  outlay  would  be  comparatively  small,  and  fully  justified 
by  the  additional  advantages  such  a  system  would  afford. 
Some  have  objected  to  the  organization  of  town  high  schools, 
fearing-  that  they  would  interfere  with  existing  seminaries, 
academies,  or  private  schools.  This  need  not  be  the  case. 
Where  there  are  endowed  institutions,  or  those  of  a  permanent 
character  unendowed  and  well  supported,  these  may  take  the 
place  of  a  town  high  school  and  furnish  all  the  facilities  re- 
quired. Such  are  Bacon  Academy,  Colchester,  and  the 
Staples  Free  School,  Easton.  A  certain  class  of  expensive 
seminaries  will  be  supported  by  those  who  are  unwilling  to 
send  their  children  to  any  public  school.  But  these  schools 
are  few  in  number  in  Connecticut,  and  they  by  no  means  fur- 
nish the  opportunities  required  for  the  education  of  the  chil- 
dren of  the  great  mass  of  our  population,  neither  will  they  be 
found  sufficient  to  inculcate  the  truth  and  teach  the  principles 
needed  in  our  State  and  country,  unless  democratic  institutions 
shall  be  overthrown,  and  aristocratic  or  monarchical  govern- 
ment established. 

Boarding  schools  would  still  be  needed  and  supported,  as  now, 
principally  by  pupils  from  abroad.  But  there  is  a  class  of  pri- 
vate schools  which  exert  an  unhealthy  influence  over  the  pub- 
lic schools  and  are  not  an  advantage  to  community.  We  re- 
fer to  those  schools  existing  in  many  places,  which  are  estab- 
lished without  any  authority,  are  under  the  supervision  of  no 
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one,  and  are  continued  just  so  long  and  in  such  a  way  as  suits 
the  convenience  of  the  teacher  or  some  influential  patron. 
These  schools  often  take  from  the  public  schools  those  children 
that  are  most  needed  to  give  character  to  those  schools.  In 
the  withdrawal  of  the  children,  the  interest  of  the  parents 
is  too  often  withdrawn  from  the  public  school.  In  some 
instances  this  takes  away  all  that  class  of  persons  in  a  dis- 
trict, whose  education,  position,  and  experience  are  most 
needed  in  the  cause  of  public  schools,  and  those  schools  are 
left  to  be  sustained  just  so  long  as  the  public  money  will  con- 
tinue them,  simply  for  the  children  of  the  poor.  After  a  term 
or  two,  the  private  school  is  closed,  some  of  the  children  come 
back  to  the  public  school  with  all  the  prejudices  which  a  divis- 
ion of  classes  founded  on  wealth  has  established,  with  differ- 
ent books  to  introduce  greater  confusion  in  text-books,  and 
too  often  with  a  superficial  knowledge  of  many  things  and 
an  entire  want  of  accuracy  and  proper  training  in  any,  and 
especially  in  those  elements  which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  all 
true  education.  There  have  been  several  instances  the  past 
year  where  private  schools  have  been  established  by  young 
ladies  who  had  been  rejected  upon  an  examination  for  a  public 
school,  or  who  had  failed,  in  keeping  a  Common  School,  and  yet 
through  the  intercession  of  friends,  or  appeals  to  the  benevo- 
lence of  others,  have  secured  a  private  school,  which  has  been 
successful  only  in  withdrawing  interest  and  support  from  the 
public  schools. 

It  is  undoubtedly  the  duty  as  well  as  the  inalienable  right  of 
every  parent  or  guardian  to  provide  the  best  possible  educa- 
tion for  his  children  or  wards,  but  it  is  a  question  which  every 
patriotic  citizen  should  answer  for  himself,  whether  it  is  right 
or  just  for  him  to  withdraw  his  countenance  and  support  from 
the  public  schools,  which  must  be  the  great  fountain  of  intelli- 
gence and  morality  for  the  rising  generation  in  the  State. 

Provision  is  made  by  law  for  establishing  and  maintaining 
town  High  Schools,  but  there  is  no  specific  provision  for  main- 
taining other  town  schools.  As  some  towns  have  already  es- 
tablished such  schools,  and  others  have  taken  the  initiatory 
steps  towards  such  a  measure,  it  seems  desirable  that  an   act 
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should  be  passed  which  will  fully  meet  all  the  requirements  in 
these  cases,  and  afford  all  the  facilities  necessary.  The  im- 
provements in  Common  Schools  naturally  tend  to  the  consoli- 
dation of  districts.  The  number  of  districts  in  the  State  is 
gradually  diminishing,  though  the  number  of  children  is  an- 
nually increasing,,  In  1850,  there  were  one  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  fifty-three  districts  in  the  State,  in  which  were  ninety 
thousand  seven  hundred  children  enumerated,  or  on  an  aver- 
age less  than  fifty-five  to  each  district.  In  1862,  there  were 
but  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-one  districts,  or  on 
an  average  sixty-seven  to  each  district.  ISTo  person  who  is 
conversant  with  our  school  system  will  question  the  importance 
of  continuing  this  process  of  consolidation  in  many  instances. 

In  some  cases  the  object  sought  will  be  accomplished  by 
uniting  two  or  more  contiguous  districts,  but  there  are  many 
cases  where  the  greatest  benefit  can  be  secured  by  abolishing 
all  the  districts  in  town,  and  establishing  schools  by  the  town 
authorities. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  reports  of  school  visitors 
will  show  that  a  necessity  for  action  is  felt. 

Tolland. — "  We  greatly  need  a  Common  School  of  a  higher  grade  for  all  the 
scholars  in  town  qualified  to  attend  it,  and  secure  its  advantages.  The  law  pro- 
vides for  such  a  school  under  the  proper  action  of  the  town.  Its  usefulness  is 
manifest.  Our  children  should  have  a  longer  and  higher  course  of  education  at 
home  than  they  now  enjoy.  It  cannot  be  had  by  our  spasmodic  efforts,  from  time 
to  time,  in  regard  to  select  schools.  True  it  is  better  to  have  a  select  school  one 
or  two  terms  in  a  year,  at  uncertain  periods,  than  to  be  without  them  or  without 
anything  besides  our  common  district  schools.  But  few  parents  can  afford  to  send 
their  children  abroad  to  academies  or  high  schools  to  obtain  abetter  education. 
Most  of  our  children  do  and  must  finish  their  education  in  our  own  town.  They 
are  comparatively  young  when  they  cease  to  attend  school.  If  there  were  a 
Common  School  of  a  higher  grade  established  as  our  law  provides,  by  the  town,  the 
wants  of  our  children  would  be  largely  met,  as  they  will  not  be  in  any  other  way. 
The  importance  of  such  a  school  is  confessedly  great.  The  question  of  establishing 
a  school  of  this  kind,  if  the  way  were  prepared  for  it  in  the  public  mind,  might  be 
submitted  to  a  committee  chosen  by  the  town  to  deliberate  upon  and  confer  with 
their  fellow  citizens,  and  see  what  might  be  done  toward  bringing  to  pass  apian 
of  so  much  importance.  Are  there  not  youth  enough  to  justify  our  attempt  to 
establish  such  a  school  ?  Are  not  the  advantages  great  enough  to  encourage  the 
attempt  ?  Can  we  not  be  united  in  a  plan  that  will  be  just  to  all,  and  harmonize 
our  judgments  and  our  interests  ?     If  we  were  to  have  half  or  more  of  our  win- 
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ter  schools  taught  by  females,  it  would  fall  in  with  the  plan  of  such  a  school  for 
all  older  scholars  in  town  at  such  a  season  of  the  year,  and  for  so  long  a  time  as 
should  seem  best.  All  children  would,  in  their  turn,  by  such  a  school  have  a 
common  privilege,  and  the  rich  and  the  poor  would  meet  together  in  the  common 
advantages  to  all,  and  all  interests  of  all  in  the  community  would  be  promoted." 

Ciiomwell. — "  It  would  be  one  of  the  greatest  blessings  to  our  community  could 
three  of  our  schools  be  united  into  one, — having  two  or  three  departments  and  a 
good  Normal  scholar  at  its  head.  The  remaining  two  districts  could  send  their 
larger  and  more  advanced  scholars  to  this  school.  The  cause  of  education 
among  us  is  suffering  amazingly  for  want  of  such  an  arrangement." 

Beanford. — "  There  is  a  large  class  of  individuals  of  both  sexes  within  our  limits 
who  are  not,  yet  ought  to  be,  pursuing  the  higher  branches  of  a  Common  School 
education.  They  are  too  old  (at  least  they  think  they  are)  to  continue  longer 
under  the  tuition  of  teachers  such  as  are  employed  in  the  respective  districts,  most 
of  them  females, — and  from  real  or  supposed  inability  on  the  part  of  parents  and 
guardians,  they  are  not  privileged  to  study  at  academies  and  higher  schools 
abroad. 

"  Is  there  any  way  in  which  the  wants  of  this  class  can  be  met  ?  The  expense 
of  'select  schools,'  so  called,  has  now  become  so  considerable  that  in  a  small  par- 
ish it  is  difficult  to  obtain  the  requisite  number  of  pupils  to  sustain  such  schools. 
Is  there  not  some  other  and  better  way  in  which  such  advantages  can  be  secured  ?  " 

Old  Satbrook. — "  Scattered  as  our  population  is,  I  do  not  know  as  we  shall  ever 
be  able  to  have  a  Union  School,  which  I  think  would  be  exceedingly  useful,  as  it 
is  a  self-evident  fact  that  children  of  all  ages  from  four  to  sixteen  cannot  reap 
the  advantages  in  one  school  that  they  could  in  a  school  where  they  could  be 
better  classed,  and  receive  more  attention." 

TEACHERS. 

Allusion  has  been  made,  in  another  part  of  this  Report,  to 
the  change  which  has  taken  place,  in  the  last  ten  years,  in 
school-houses  and  the  appliances  for  Common  Schools.  Much 
yet  remains  to  be  done  before  the  State  is  fully  supplied  with 
these  instrumentalities.  But  the  greatest  want,  and  the  one 
most  frequently  alluded  to,  in  the  reports  of  School  Visitors, 
is  that  of  thoroughly  qualified  teachers.  There  is  no  lack  of 
persons  who  are  willing  to  take  charge  of  a  school,  but  it  is 
obviously  true  that  our  schools  are  not  supplied  with  good 
teachers.  The  bold  and  persistent  applications  of  the  super- 
ficial, who,  with  little  thought  of  fitness,  are  ready  to  engage 
in  any  situation ;  the  remissness  of  District  Committees  who 
neglect  to  obtain  competent  teachers,  or  who  employ  their  own 
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relations,  or  friends  for  relation's  sake,  rather  than  for  the  good 
of  the  school ;  and  the  policy  which  in  a  few  districts  limits 
the  Committee  to  a  "  cheap  "  teacher,  and  considers  cheapness 
the  highest  qualification,  have  too  often  placed  in  the  school- 
room persons  entirely  incompetent,  when  better  qualified  teach- 
ers might  have  been  obtained.  In  our  best  schools,  there  are 
earnest,  .thoughtful  -men  and  women  who  possess  the  necessary 
literary  qualifications,  and  with  these  an  aptness  to  teach  and 
a  love  for  the  work  which  have  induced  them  to  make  the  re- 
quisite preparation  to  educate  a  human  soul  skillfully  and  suc- 
cessfully, but  the  number  of  such  is  too  small,  and  notwith- 
standing all  that  has  been  done  for  the  improvement  of  schools, 
there  is  yet  a  great  loss  of  effort  and  great  waste  of  money  on 
account  of  the  failure  of  teachers  to  secure  the  results  which 
the  community  have  a  right  to  demand. 

There  are  many  who  keep  school,  that  do  not  teach  :  some 
teach,  who  know  nothing  of  skillful  training,  while  a  few,  and 
a  few  only,  really  educate.  As  a  consequence,  the  children 
in  some  schools  make  less  progress  in  intellectual  and  moral 
culture  in  a  year  than  those  of  other  schools  in  a  single  week. 
And  from  some  schools  there  go  out  annually  a  class  of  scholars, 
disciplined,  thoughtful,  active,  and  ready  for  any  of  life's 
duties,  while  in  other  schools  there  is  no  harmonious  culture, 
and  those  who  graduate  from  them  have  little  of  true  educa- 
tion except  such  as  life's  toil  and  trial,  and  the  intercourse  with 
others  out  of  the  school  have  given  them. 

The  remedy  for  these  evils  is  to  be  sought, — 1st.  By  District 
Committees,  in  exercising  great  care  and  prudence  in  the  se- 
lection of  teachers.  2d.  By  the  School  Examiners,  in  fairly 
and  thoroughly  examining  candidates,  and  giving  certificates 
only  to  such  as  are  found  well  qualified.  3d.  By  encouraging 
earnest  young  men  and  women  who  possess  the  requisite  natu- 
ral gifts  and  literary  attainments  to  study  the  philosophy  of 
the  human  mind,  to  become  acquainted  with  the  science  and 
art  of  education,  and  to  prepare  themselves  well  for  the  work 
of  teaching  before  attempting  it. 

Another  evil  is  the  frequent  change  of  teachers.  Less  than 
one  half  the  schools  of  the  State  employ  the  same  teachers 
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through  the  whole  year.  The  changes  are  most  frequent  and 
regular  in  agricultural  districts,  where  male  teachers  are  em- 
ployed in  the  winter  and  female  teachers  in  summer.  In  some 
districts  the  condition  of  the  school  and  the  circumstances  of 
the  people  may  demand  this  change,  but  in  a  majority  of  in- 
stances a  competent  teacher  of  either  sex  would  accomplish 
much  more  by  retaining  the  same  school  through  the  year. 
Forty-six  per  cent,  of  the  teachers  employed  in  winter,  and 
eighty-eight  per  cent,  of  those  emploj^edin  summer,  are  women, 
and  yet  a  majority  of  the  schools  which  have  been  broken  up 
the  past  year  on  account  of  the  incompetency  of  the  teachers, 
were  taught  by  men. 

It  has  been  clearly  demonstrated  that  a  woman  properly 
qualified,  can  manage  and  instruct  most  of  the  ordinary  mixed 
schools  in  summer  or  winter  as  well  as  the  men  usually  em- 
ployed. During  the  past  winter,  several  of  the  higher  depart- 
ments of  graded  schools  have  been  placed  under  the  charge 
of  young  women  from  necessity, — so  great  was  the  scarcity  of 
competent  male  teachers.  In  almost  every  instance,  these 
schools  have  been  successfully  conducted,  and,  in  some  cases, 
assurance  has  been  given  that  they  were  never  better  managed 
or  taught  than  the  last  winter.  The  graded  schools  in  cities 
and  villages,  and  the  high  schools  of  towns,  should  have  a  male 
principal  the  whole  year.  But  while  the  higher  department 
of  these  schools  requires  a  man  well  educated,  a  good  disci- 
plinarian, and  a  skillful  teacher,  the  lower  departments  may 
usually  be  as  well  or  better  taught  by  young  women.  In  many 
of  the  large  mixed  schools  in  agricultural  districts,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  men  of  tact  and  ability  be  employed,  but  if,  instead 
of  second  and  third  rate  male  teachers  employed  in  many  of 
our  smaller  schools,  well  educated  and  experienced  young 
women  were  appointed  to  the  same  places,  the  schools  would 
be  better  taught,  at  much  less  expense.  There  are  many  ex- 
cellent teachers  in  the  State, — some  who  have  taught  the  same 
school  for  five,  ten  or  twenty  years,  and  have  established  a 
name  and  character  for  skill  in  government,  and  success  in 
training  and  educating,  which  secure  for  them  the  confidence 
of  an  intelligent  community.     These  should  be  retained  as  long 
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as  may  be,  and  as  large  additions  as  possible  be  made  every 
year  to  the  number.  Then  statements  like  the  following,  from 
the  reports  of  School  Visitors,  would  not  be  found  in  the  an- 
nual documents : 

Bloomfield. — "  Teachers  are  not  sufficiently  qualified  for  their  work,  either  in  lit- 
erary attainments  or  in  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  teaching.  Though  much  has 
been  done  for  the  improvement  of  our  schools,  it  is  quite  evident  that  much  more 
may  be  done.  In  these  war  times  great  demand  is  made  for  cheap  teachers,  and 
when  certificates  are  denied  to  such  by  the  School  Visitors,  both  teachers  and 
parents  cry  out  'injustice,'  and  are  unsparing  in  their  epithets  of  condemnation." 

Lebanon. — "  One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  progress,  is  the  want  of  competent 
teachers.  Our  teachers  do  not  make  teaching  their  profession,  but  turn  aside  to 
it  as  an  occasional  employment,  and  seldom  teach  more  than  one  term  in  the 
same  place.  The  efforts  of  teachers  and  scholars  are  to  a  great  extent  broken  and 
desultory." 

Mansfield. — "The  principal  defect  in  our  summer  and  winter  schools  has  been  a 
want  of  energy  and  decision, — and  as  a  consequence,  a,  failure  in  government.  A 
capacity  to  govern  discreetly  is  a  qualification  not  sufficiently  appreciated  by  pa- 
rents generally, — nor  by  many  of  our  teachers.  The  requisite  literary  attainments 
for  teaching  a  Common  School  may  be  easily  acquired,  and  this  seems  to  be  regard- 
ed as  the  main  thing,  if  not  as  all-sufficient,  whereas  the  grand  desideratum  with 
the  candidate  for  teaching  should  be,  'Have  I  the  capacity  to  govern  as  well  as 
teach  ? '  Until  this  is  made  a  matter  of  parmount  importance  on  the  part  of  pa- 
rents as  well  as  teachers,  many  of  our  schools  will,  doubtless,  prove  a  failure  or 
little  else  than  a  nuisance.  It  is  indeed  surprising  that  Committees  whose  busi- 
ness it  is  to  hire  teachers,  should  not  be  more  discriminating,  and  still  more  so 
that  parents  should  be  so  well  satisfied  with  schools  rendered  worse  than  useless 
for  want  of  wholesome  discipline." 

TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES. 

An  Institute  has  been  held  in  each  of  the  counties  of  the 
State,  the  past  year. 

That  for  New  London  county  was  held  at  East  Lyme  during 
the  week  commencing  April  29th.  This  town  is  in  nearly  one 
corner  of  the  county,  and  the  place  of  meeting  was  several 
miles  from  the  railroad,  and  yet  nearly  sixty  teachers  assem- 
bled for  instruction.  The  evening  lectures  were  well  attended 
by  the  citizens.  The  various  day  exercises  and  lessons  were 
intended  especially  to  meet  the  wants  of  teachers  in  our  sum- 
mer schools.    They  were  mostly  given  by  Kev.  B.  G.  ISTorthrop, 
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State  Agent  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education,  and  by- 
Charles  Northend,  Esq.  The  long  experience  of  both  these 
gentlemen  in  the  work  of  teaching,  and  particularly  in  the 
special  field  of  Teachers'  Institutes,  with  their  practical  know- 
ledge of  the  wants  of  schools,  enabled  them  to  introduce  just 
those  subjects  and  methods  which  were  most  important  for  the 
teachers  in  attendance.  The  presence  of  Hon.  W.  Williams  of 
Norwich,  and  Hon.  Henry  P.  Haven  of  New  London,  on  one 
day  of  the  session,  gave  additional  interest  to  the  exercises,  and 
encouragement  to  the  teachers. 

The  Institute  for  Hartford  County  was  held  at  New  Britain 
early  in  May.  The  exercises  at  this  session  were  somewhat 
more  varied  and  extended  than  at  the  preceding  Institute.  A 
course  of  lectures  on  Physical  Geography  and  Geology  was 
given  by  Professor  Sanborn  Tenney  of  Cambridge,  Mass.  and 
another  course  on  the  use  of  Philosophical  and  Chemical  Ap- 
paratus, and  the  principles  of  Chemistry,  by  Professor  A.  W. 
Sprague  of  Boston,  Mass. 

These  lectures,  given  by  gentlemen  so  thoroughly  versed  in 
the  subjects  which  they  presented,  were  eminently  useful. 
They  were  full  of  important  suggestions,  and  were  practical  in 
their  bearing  upon  the  work  of  the  teacher.  It  is  to  be  regret- 
ted that  there  was  not  a  still  larger  number  of  teachers  present 
to  be  instructed.  Lectures  were  also  given,  during  the  session, 
by  Rev.  F.  T.  Russell,  Professors  Buckham  and  Ripley  of  the 
Normal  School,  C.  Northend,  Esq.,  and  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent. Illustrative  methods  of  object  teaching  were  given  by 
Miss  A.  P.  Funnell  of  Oswego,  N.  Y.  This  was  anew  feature 
in  the  Institutes,  but  the  success  of  the  effort  more  than  com- 
pensated for  the  extra  expense  of  securing  the  services  of  this 
accomplished  teacher.  In  the  presence  of  more  than  a  hun- 
dred teachers,  Miss  Funnell  took  classes  of  children,  from  five 
to  twelve  years  of  age,  and  in  a  very  happy  manner  illustrated 
the  methods  of  object  teaching  pursued  in  the  schools  of  Os- 
wego, and  demonstrated  to  every  unprejudiced  mind  present 
that  these  methods  in  the  hands  of  skillful  teachers  would 
prove  of  incalculable  benefit  in  elementary  schools. 

The  Institute  for  Windham   County  was  held  at  Chaplin, 
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commencing  September  15th.  The  exercises  were  conducted 
by  Mr.  Northend,  assisted  by  Professor  Ripley,  Rev.  F.  T. 
Russell,  and  Rev.  L.  Burleigh.  An  evening  address  was  also 
given  by  the  State  Superintendent.  The  presence  for  a  part  of 
the  time  of  Dr.  Lewis  Williams  of  Porn  fret — a  Trustee  of  the 
State  Normal  School — and  the  kind  words  of  counsel  from  his 
lips,  cheered  many  a  teacher.  Though  the  place  of  meeting 
was  in  the  extreme  western  part  of  the  county,  the  Institute 
was  attended  by  more  than  a  hundred  teachers,  showing  that 
the  educational  interest  which  has  characterized  Windham 
County  in  the  past,  still  exists,  and  that  her  teachers  are  still 
glad  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  provided  by  the 
State,  to  become  better  fitted  for  their  work. 

The  New  Haven  County  Institute  was  held  at  Wallingford 
the  last  week  in  September.  Rev.  B.  G.  Northrop  of  Mass., 
Hon.  Henry  Barnard  of  Hartford,  Rev.  Mr.  Russell,  Professor 
Buckham  and  Mr.  Northend  of  New  Britain,  Rev.  Mr.  Beebe 
and  Professor  Bail  of  New  Haven,  took  part  in  the  exercises. 
The  attendance  at  this  Institute  was  not  large,  (about  sixty),  but 
many  of  those  present  were  experienced  teachers,  who  respond- 
ed promptly  to  the  questions  proposed,  and  materially  added 
to  the  interest  of  the  meetings. 

The  Institute  for  Middlesex  County  was  opened  at  West- 
brook,  Sept.  29th.  The  wTeek  of  this  Institute  proved  a  very 
stormy  one,  and  the  attendance  of  teachers  was  comparatively 
small — thirty-three — but  a  very  good  class.  The  local  interest 
manifested,  and  the  prompt  attendance  of  citizens  at  many  of 
the  day  sessions  and  every  evening,  in  darkness  and  storm,  de- 
monstrated that  the  efforts  here  were  not  without  an  adequate 
benefit. 

The  day  exercises  were  mostly  conducted  by  Messrs.  North- 
rop and  Northend.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Field  of  New  London  and 
the  State  Superintendent  each  gave  an  evening  lecture. 

In  Litchfield  County,  the  Institute  was  held  at  West  Corn- 
wall, commencing  October  20th.  The  Superintendent,  aided 
by  Mr.  Northend  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Russell  and  Beebe,  con- 
ducted the  day  exercises,  and  each  gave  an  evening  lecture. 
An  evening  lecture  was  also  given  by  Hon.    S.  W.  Gold  of 
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West  Cornwall.  S.  W.  Ensign,  Esq.,  an  experienced  teacher 
from  Morris,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Powell  of  Cornwall,  gave,  each,  a 
lesson  in  one  of  the  day  sessions,  and  thus  added  to  the  interest 
of  the  occasion. 

On  one  afternoon,  the  School  Visitors  of  Litchfield  County 
held  a  meeting  in  connection  with  the  Institute,  and  listened, 
to  Reports  from  Committees  appointed  the  previous  year,  on 
the  following  subjects  : 

The  examination  of  Teachers, 
The  selection  of  Text-Books, 
The  present  Condition  of  Schools, 
The  Powers  and.  Duties  of  School  Visitors, 
The  Qualification  and  Compensation  of  Teachers, 
The  Duties  of  Parents. 
These  reports  and  the  discussions  attending  the  same,  gave 
additional  variety  and  interest  to  the  exercises  of  the  week. 

In  Tolland  County,  the  Institute  was  held  part  of  the  term 
at  Union,  and  the  remainder  at  Staffordville.  At  Union  the 
Town  Hall,  in  which  the  sessions  were  held,  was  crowded  each 
evening,  and  well  filled  at  the  day  sessions.  About  sixty  teach- 
ers were  present.  Through  the  kind  efforts  of  Mr.  Corbin  and 
others  of  Mashapaug,  a  conveyance  was  provided  for  about 
twenty  teachers,  who  were  accommodated  with  board  in  this 
village,  and  went  to  the  exercises  of  the  Institute  each  clay  and 
evening. 

The  sessions  at  Staffordville  were  on  the  5th,  6th,  and  7th 
November,  immediately  succeeding  the  sessions  at  Union. 
Owing  to  a  very  severe  snow  storm,  the  number  in  attendance 
was  not  very  large,  but  an  excellent  spirit  prevailed  on  the 
part  of  those  present,  and  also  on  the  part  of  the  citizens. 

The  Fairfield  County  Institute  wras  held  at  Ridgefield  from 
the  10th  to  the  11-th  November.  About  sixty  teachers  were 
present,  and  the  attendance  upon  the  evening  lectures  was  very 
good,  notwithstanding  the  unfavorable  state  of  the  weather. 

The  exercises  at  this  Institute,  as  also  at  those  in  Tolland 
County,  were  under  the  immediate  charge  of  Messrs.  Northern! 
and  Beebe,  who  gave  interest  and  variety  to  the  exercises, 
and  by  many  valuable  suggestions  in  addition  to  the  subjects 
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assigned,  led  teachers  to  think  more  deeply  upon  the  work  in 
which  they  were  engaged.  At  the  Institute  in  Bidgefield, 
Professor  Mark  Bailey  of  Yale  College,  gave  lessons  in  read- 
ing to  very  great  acceptance.  The  Superintendent  of  Com- 
mon Schools  gave  a  lecture  or  day  exercises  at  each  of  these 
Institutes. 

Five  of  the  Institutes  were  held  in  towns  in  which  no  simi- 
lar meetings  had  ever  been  held  before.  Though  some  of  these 
towns  were  sparsely  populated,  and  appeared  to  be  wanting  in 
those  conditions  which  have  been  supposed  to  be  necessary  to 
make  a  Teachers'  Institute  successful,  the  attendance  of  teach- 
ers and  the  interest  manifested  by  citizens  fully  established  the 
fact  that  it  is  good  policy  to  hold  a  portion  of  these  annual  meet- 
ings in  towns  not  previously  visited.  In  our  agricultural  dis- 
tricts, there  are  many  teachers  who  have  not  enjoyed  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  Normal  School,  and  who  seldom  have  an  op- 
portunity of  hearing  an  educational  lecture,  but  who  are  glad 
of  an  opportunity  to  pass  a  few  days  at  a  Teachers'  Institute 
convenient  of  access.  These  teachers  are  less  constantly  em- 
ployed than  those  who  teach  in  cities  and  villages.  But  the 
frequent  change  of  teachers  in  agricultural  districts,  and  the 
inexperience  of  many  employed  in  the  schools  of  these  dis- 
tricts, are  important  reasons  for  holding  the  Institutes  where 
this  class  of  teachers  can  be  most  benefited. 

It  has  also  been  found  that  the  citizens  of  the  agricultural 
towns  are  as  ready  to  attend  the  exercises,  and  cooperate  in 
promoting  the  objects  of  the  Institutes,  as  any  in  the  State. 

Since  the  first  organization  of  Institutes,  one  hundred  and 
forty-six  have  been  held  in  one  hundred  and  seven  different 
places,  and  in  one  hundred  different  towns.  Their  influence 
has  been  favorable  on  the  schools  of  the  State,  both  by  the  ef- 
fect upon  the  teachers,  in  securing  better  methods  of  teaching 
and  better  plans  of  organization,  and  also  by  the  increased  in- 
terest awakened,  and  the  information  disseminated  on  matters 
pertaining  to  education,  in  the  different  places  in  which  the 
Institutes  have  been  held.

The  School  Visitors  and  others  who  contributed  in  many- 
ways  to  the  interest  of  the  Institutes  ;  the  various  Committees 
who  made  the  local  arrangements,  and  the  citizens  who  gener- 
ously accommodated  the  members  in  attendance,  have  the 
thanks  of  the  Superintendent,  and  those  associated  with  him 
in  conducting  these  meetings. 

STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  some  opposition 
was  manifested  to  the  Normal  School,  and  the  usual  appropri- 
ation, though  twice  voted  by  the  Senate,  was  refused  by  the 
House  of  Representatives.  As  the  continuance  of  this  institu- 
tion will  depend  upon  the  action  of  the  present  General  As- 
sembly, I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  present  to  this  body  the 
following  facts  in  relation  to  Normal  Schools : 

The  first  State  Normal  Schools  in  this  country  for  the  profes- 
sional training  of  school  teachers,  were  instituted  in  Massa- 
chusetts, which  has  four  of  these  schools. 

The  oldest  was  established  at  Lexington,  and  was  opened  in 
July,  1839,  with  three  students.  It  is  now  at  Framingham. 
The  second  school  was  opened  in  September,  1839  ;  the  third 
in  September,  1840 ;  and  the  fourth  in  September,  1854.  The 
whole  number  of  pupils  educated  in  these  schools  to  1861,  in- 
clusive, was  four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty. 

These  schools  have  been  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  who  annually  submit  to  the  Legislature  a  report 
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in  regard  to  them.  This  Board,  in  their  report  for  1S59,  say  : 
"  These  institutions,  occupying,  as  never  before,  the  attention 
of  the  State,  are  sustaining  the  reputation  they  have  previously 
earned,  and  exhibiting  increased  evidence  of  the  wisdom  of 
those  through  whose  influence  they  were  founded,  and  of  the 
liberality  by  which  they  have  been  sustained  and  encouraged. 
No  appropriation  of  the  State  returns  a  larger  dividend  of  real 
efficient  wealth,  nor  accomplishes  more  successfully  the  object 
for  which  it  was  made."  In  1862,  they  say :  "  The  Normal 
Schools  always  occupy  a  large  share  of  the  attention  of  the 
Board.  Through  their  agency,  more  than  by  any  other  means, 
the  Board  is  enabled  to  exert  an  influence  upon  the  common 
schools." 

The  State  Normal  School  of  New  York  was  established  in 
1844.  The  whole  number  of  different  pupils  who  have  been 
connected  with  it  from  the  beginning  to  the  present  time,  is 
three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-one.  This  school  was 
established  after  the  State  had  for  sixteen  years  tried  the  ex- 
periment of  educating  teachers  in  the  principal  academies  of 
the  State,  and  had  made  large  appropriations  for  that  purpose. 
The  school  was  first  established  for  five  years  as  an  experiment ; 
it  was  then  permanently  established,  and  has  ever  been  sup- 
ported by  liberal  appropriations. 

Connecticut  was  the  third  State  in  the  Union  to  introduce 
the  Normal  School  as  an  instrumentality  in  its  Common  School 
system.  Since  the  commencement  of  this  school  in  1850,  State 
Normal  Schools  have  been  established  in  Rhode  Island,  New 
Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minne- 
sota, Iowa,  Maine,  and  California. 

The  Hon.  E.  S.  Field  of  New  Jersey,  Trustee  of  the  Normal 
School,  in  his  report  to  the  Legislature  in  1860,  says,  the  State, 
by  "that  single  act "  of  establishing  the  Normal  School,  "  did 
more  for  the  cause  of  popular  education  in  New  Jersey,  than 
had  ever  been  done  by  the  combined  efforts  of  all  who  had 
gone  before  them.  They  saw,  that  without  good  teachers,  it 
was  utterly  impossible  to  have  good  schools,  and  that  the  only 
way  to  secure  a  constant  supply  of  persons  competent  to  teach, 
was  by  educating  them  for  it,  by  training  them  to  it 
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And  now  look  at  the  condition  of  Common  Schools  in  New 
Jersey  at  this  time,  as  compared  with  what  it  was  when  the 
act  went  into  operation.  An  entire  revolution  has  taken  place 
in  the  character  of  them.  New  life  has  "been  infused  into  the 
whole  system." 

The  Hon.  Thomas  EL  Burrowes,  in  his  last  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Common  Schools  in  Pennsylvania,  says  : — "These 
institutions  (the  Normal  Schools)  are  again  cordially  and  ur- 
gently commended  to  the  favor  of  the  Legislature.  They  are 
rendering  service  to  the  public  of  an  incalculable  value,  and  a 
portion  of  the  means  of  the  public  cannot  possibly  be  invested 
in  any  manner  that  will  be  more  productive  of  good  to  the 
cause  of  general  intelligence." 

Similar  testimony  in  abundance  might  be  produced  from  the 
published  reports  of  educators  in  nearly  every  State  where 
Normal  Schools  have  been  established. 

Normal  Schools  are  also  supported  by  the  principal  cities,  as 
Boston,  New  York,  Brooklyn,  Newark,  Philadelphia,  Chicago, 
&c,  for  the  training  of  teachers  for  the  city  schools.  All  of 
these  cities  have  excellent  High  Schools,  but  they  are  not  con- 
sidered sufficient  for  the  training  of  teachers.  "Wm.  H.  "Wells, 
Esq.,  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Chicago,  in  his  report  for 
the  present  year,  says : — "  Careful  observation  of  the  two 
classes,  (teachers  from  the  classical  and  general  departments, 
and  from  the  Normal),  demonstrates  very  fully  that  a  course 
of  two  years  in  the  Normal  department  is  worth  more,  as  a 
preparation  for  the  business  of  teaching,  than  a  course  of  four 
years  in  either  of  the  other  departments." 

There  are  several  Normal  Schools  in  the  British  Provinces. 
Every  country  in  Europe  which  has  a  system  of  public  educa- 
tion, has  its  Normal  Schools.  No  State  Normal  School,  prop- 
erly organized,  has  been  discontinued  in  this  country,  unless 
it  be  in  some  one  of  the  seceding  States.  The  question  of  the 
discontinuance  of  these  schools  has  arisen  in  two  or  three 
States,  on  petitions  from  some  of  the  citizens ;  but  in  every 
instance,  committees  appointed  to  inquire  into  their  necessity 
and  usefulness,  have  reported  unanimously  in  favor  of  their 
continuance,  and  the  Legislatures  of  these  States  have  voted

the  necessary  appropriations.  It  has  been  well  said  by  another, 
that  "  Normal  Schools  are  preeminently  schools  of  the  people. 
To  maintain  a  Normal  School  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  is 
to  use  a  portion  of  the  public  funds  for  the  direct  benefit  of 
every  citizen.  Every  poor  man  who  has  a  child  to  educate  is, 
by  the  influence  of  such  a  school,  to  see  that  child  raised  more 
nearly  to  an  equality  in  culture  and  intelligence  with  that  of 
his  wealthy  neighbor.  Its  natural  effect  is,  by  improving  the 
qualifications  of  public  school  teachers,  to  make  these  schools 
as  good  as  the  best,  and  thus  to  place  within  the  reach  of  the 
poorest  child  as  thorough  and  useful  an  education  as  the  weal- 
thiest can  purchase  for  money." 

•  The  Connecticut  Normal  School  has  had  pupils  in  attendance 
from  every  town  in  the  State.  The  larger  proportion  of  its 
pupils  are  young  ladies,  who  must  be  educated  for  teaching  at 
the  Normal  School,  or  be  without  that  preparation  which  this 
institution  gives.  The  whole  number  educated  at  the  School 
since  it  was  opened  in  1850,  is  two  thousand  and  thirty-five. 

The  applications  for  teachers  from  this  institution  have  never 
been  more  numerous  or  urgent  than  for  the  last  eight  months. 
These  applications  have  been  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  and 
from  every  grade  of  school.  More  than  fifty  teachers  have 
been  sent  from  the  Normal  School  to  different  schools,  since 
the  commencement  of  the  present  school  year,  and  more  than 
five  hundred  graduates  and  undergraduates  have  been  teaching 
in  the  schools  of  the  State  the  past  year. 

The  present  condition  and  wants  of  the  School  will  be  more 
fully  exhibited  in  the  report  of  the  Trustees. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  last  reports  of  the  School 
Yisitors  to  this  department,  are  a  fair  sample  of  the  statements 
voluntarily  offered  by  this  class  of  school  officers,  and  afford 
some  evidence  of  the  influence  of  the  Normal  School  on  the 
schools  of  the  State  : 

Bristol. — "  Our  best  schools  have  been  those  taught  by  teachers  who  have  en- 
joyed the  advantages  of  the  Normal  School,  or  others  which  may  be  considered 
as  equivalent.  Yet,  notwithstanding  this  result,  there  is  found  in  a  majority  of 
districts  a  decided  reluctance  to  employ  competent  teachers, — favoritism  or  cheap- 
ness being  the  first  and  about  the  only  points  considered  in  engaging  teachers  in 
many  instances."

Brookfield. — "  During  the  past  year  our  schools  have  been  better  taught  than 
previously,  chiefly  because  the  teachers  have  been  better.  We  have  had  three 
teachers  educated  at  the  State  Normal  School,  and  the  result  in  the  schools  they 
have  taught,  shows  the  benefits  derived  from  that  school.  In  almost  all  things 
they  have  shown  their  superiority  in  teaching  over  those  who  have  not  had  the 
opportunity  of  attending  that  institution." 

Cornwall. — "  The  school  in  the  Fifth  or  "  Cream  Hill "  District,  taughtby  Miss 
,  a  Normal  teacher,  was  the  most   successfully  taught  and  managed 


school  I  have  ever  visited.  This  district  has  the  two  thousand  dollar  school- 
house,  and  the  people  think  it  is  not  a  bit  too  good  for  such  a  school.  The  visits 
from  parents  and  others  have  been  numerous,  and  on  examination  day  some  four 
hundred  were  present,  and,  in  the  language  of  Goldsmith, — 

'  Still  they  gazed,  and  still  the  wonder  grew, 
That  such  small  heads  could  carry  all  they  knew.1 

"  Send  us  more  of  those  natural  teachers,  and  we  will  give  a  better  account  of 

ourselves  in  our  reports." 

Canterbury. — "  The  best  teacher  in  town  is  a  graduate  of  the  State  Normal 
School.  He  has  no  equal  in  the  District  Schools  of  the  County,  and  but  few,  if 
any,  in  the  State.  Four  among  the  best  of  our  winter  schools,  and  two  of  the 
teachers  of  the  summer  schools,  were  trained  by  him,  and  several  of  his  pupils 
have  taught  in  other  towns  with  success.  His  influence  as  a  teacher  in  this  town 
for  four  years,  justifies  the  belief  that  if  each  school  in  the  State  could  have  such 
a  teacher  for  a  series  of  years,  and  all  the  children  come  under  their  influence, 
the  reform  would  be  most  gratifying,  if  not  complete.  The  Normal  School  is  de- 
signed and  adapted  to  supply  such  teachers,  and  is  every  year  adding  to  their 
number.  It  tends  to  raise  the  standard  of  qualifications  for  teaching,  and  in  various 
ways  helps  on  the  cause  of  education.  As  an  efficient  means  of  good  to  the  State, 
it  should  be  well  sustained." 

Scotland. — "  In  District  No.  4,  the  school  was  kept  both  terms  by  a  Miss , 

who  had  previously  taught  in  that  district; — a  teacher  of  uncommon  tact 
and  energy,  who  devoted  her  whole  soul  to  her  work.  The  school  excelled  in 
every  branch  taught  in  it,  from  the  A,  B,  C  to  Greenleaf 's  X,  Y,  Z.  The  teach- 
er's very  respectable  literary  qualifications  were  highly  seasoned  with  common 
sense.     She  had  attended  a  Normal  School." 

Woodbury. — "  Our  teachers,  on  the  whole,  have  been  earnest,  persevering,  and 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  Hence  the  progress  of  our  schools  will 
compare  favorably  with  that  of  previous  years.  Yet  to  attain  that  degree  of 
progress  which  the  Board  desire  and  have  a  right  to  expect,  we  must  have  teach- 
ers of  a  higher  grade,  such  as  have  not  only  a  knowledge  of  school  books,  but 
such  as  have  a  knowledge  of  '  men  and  things,'  and  have  been  trained  especially 
for  the  position  they  assume.  From  close  observation  for  years,  we  find  our  most 
successful  teachers  have  been  those  who  have  received  instruction  at  the  Normal 
School." 
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OTHER  STATE  SCHOOLS. 

The  State  Reform  School  has  been  prosperous  in  its  opera- 
tions the  past  year.  "With  a  large  number  of  boys  in  attend- 
ance, its  Trustees  and  Superintendent  have  been  constantly  in- 
creasing its  opportunities  for  good.  The  school  exercises  are 
arranged  with  reference  to  the  class  who  are  the  inmates  of 
such  an  institution.  The  thoroughness  of  instruction  in  the 
fundamental  brauches  of  a  common  business  education,  is  well 
calculated  to  prepare  those  who  leave  the  institution  better  to 
maintain  themselves  and  to  discharge  the  ordinary  duties  of 
the  position  to  which  they  may  be  assigned. 

The  School  for  Imbeciles,  at  Lakeville,  is  quietly  operating 
on  that  unfortunate  class  of  persons  that  cannot  well  be  edu- 
cated in  the  public  schools.  These  individuals  have  a  special 
claim  on  society,  and  the  instincts  of  humanity  require  that  all 
possible  influences  should  be  thrown  around  them  for  good. 
The  patient,  skillful  management  of  the  Superintendent  and 
his  assistants,  have  resulted  in  much  good  to  those  who  have 
been  members  of  this  School. 

SCHOOL  LIBRARIES. 

Seventy  orders  have  been  drawn  for  money  for  school  libra- 
ries, in  as  many  different  districts  the  past  year.  Of  these 
twenty-six  were  for  the  first  installment  of  ten  dollars  each ; 
nine  were  for  the  second,  eleven  for  the  third,  seven  for  the 
fourth,  seven  for  the  fifth,  eight  for  the  sixth,  and  two  for  the 
seventh  installments,  each  five  dollars,  for  districts  which  had 
previously  received  other  installments. 

The  first  installment  of  library  money  has  been  paid  to  the 
following  districts,  between  March  31,  1862,  and  March  31, 
1863.

The  distribution  of  library  money  depends  very  much  upon 
the  action  of  district  committees  and  teachers,  or  upon  some 
members  of  the  district,  specially  interested  in  the  progress  of 
education.  In  districts  where  this  interest  has  resulted  in  rais- 
ing, by  taxation  or  subscription,  the  amount  necessary  to  re- 
ceive the  appropriation  from  the  State,  each  year,  the  schools 
are  now  provided  with  valuable  circulating  libraries,  or  with 
reference  books,  maps,  and  apparatus,  which  are  invaluable  not 
only  in  their  direct  influence  in  term  time  as  helps  to  the  ordi- 
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nary  work  of  the  teacher,  but  also  in  forming  habits  for  read- 
ing and  investigation  which  will  affect  all  the  future  of  the 
scholar. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  mention,  in  this  connection,  the  libe- 
rality of  Moses  Y.  Beach,  Esq.,  of  Wallingford.  For  three 
years  Mr.  Beach  has  annually  placed  several  hundred  dollars 
in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  School  Visitors,  to  be  distributed 
in  books  and  other  presents  to  the  pupils  in  the  public  schools, 
as  rewards  for  punctual  and  regular  attendance,  for  correct 
spelling,  and  for  proficiency  in  other  studies.  The  past  year, 
in  addition  to  his  usual  liberality  in  this  respect,  he  has  also 
contributed  sufficient  to  enable  each  school  district  in  "Wallino-- 
ford  to  receive  the  amount  appropriated  from  the  State,  and 
the  whole  sum  has  been  judiciously  expended  in  the  purchase 
of  books  of  permanent  value  for  school  libraries.  The  influ- 
ence of  these  libraries  was  already  manifest  before  the  close  of 
the  winter  schools. 

CONNECTICUT  COMMON  SCHOOL  JOURNAL. 

"While  the  increased  price  of  paper  and  the  influence  of  the 
national  troubles  have  caused  the  suspension  of  some  educa- 
tional journals,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say  that  our  State 
Journal  is  still  published  and  doing  good  service  in  the  cause 
of  education.  It  is  now  twenty-five  years  since  it  was  first 
started  by  Hon.  Henry  Barnard.  For  two  years  the  "  School 
Manual "  was  issued  in  its  stead,  and  for  a  part  of  the  time 
neither  were  published.  The  Journal  has  now  entered  upon 
the  tenth  volume  of  the  new  series.  The  influence  of  a  good 
educational  periodical  is  great,  and  the  necessity  of  sustaining 
one  in  this  State  has  been  felt  by  those  who  have  best  known 
the  condition  and  wants  of  the  schools.  It  is  important  that 
information  upon  educational  subjects  should  be  diffused,  that 
parents  and  citizens  in  one  portion  of  the  State  may  know 
what  is  being  done  in  other  sections.  There  are  improvements 
in  methods  of  teaching,  and  in  the  general  plan  and  arrange- 
ments for  schools  which  are  communicated  through  the  Journal 
to  all  its  readers.  Teachers  especially  need  such  a  periodical, 
and  it  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that  a  larger  proportion  of 
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the  teachers  of  the  State  do  not  subscribe  for  one  and  read  it. 
The  Journal  is  made  the  medium  by  which  the  Superintendent 
communicates  with  School  Visitors  and  District  Committees. 
The  school  laws  of  each  General  Assembly  are  also  published 
in  its  pages.  The  State  Teachers'  Association  have  the  general 
charge  of  the  publication  of  the  Journal.  It  should  be  libe- 
rally supported  by  teachers  for  their  own  sake  ;  and  if  it  were 
taken  and  read  by  every  parent  in  the  State,  higher  and  more 
correct  views  of  the  aim  and  province  of  Common  Schools 
would  be  entertained  in  every  school  district. 

GENERAL  SUPERVISION". 

It  is  believed  that  in  most  of  the  towns  of  the  State  the 
duties  of  School  Visitors  have  been  faithfully  performed. 
Teachers  have  been  examined  and  have  received  certificates 
on  evidence  of  proper  qualifications,  and  the  schools  have  gen- 
erally been  visited  according  to  law.  There  have  been  a  few 
failures  from  the  fact  that  in  some  instances  the  office  of  Act- 
ing School  Visitor  and  that  of  District  Committee  had  been 
suddedly  left  vacant  by  the  absence  of  persons  in  the  army. 
The  condition  of  Common  Schools  depends  very  much  upon 
the  manner  in  which  School  Visitors  perform  their  duties.  If 
the  Board  is  composed  of  men  of  intelligence,  who  have  an 
active  interest  in  the  improvement  of  schools,  and  exercise  due 
vigilance  in  their  supervision,  the  influence  of  the  visitors  will 
soon  be  seen  and  felt  on  all  the  educational  interests  of  a  town  ; 
but  if  the  School  Visitors  are  negligent  or  backward  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  the  schools  will,  almost  invariably,  de- 
teriorate in  character  and  efficiency. 

The  laws  relating  to  education  provide  for  the  appropriation 
of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars,  annually,  for 
the  benefit  of  Common  Schools.  Towns  and  districts  are  en- 
titled to  a  portion  of  the  public  money  upon  complying  with 
certain  conditions,  and  the  expenditure  of  school  money  is  also 
regulated  by  provisions  which  it  is  the  duty  of  School  Visitors 
to  see  enforced.  Every  School  district,  before  receiving  any 
money  from  the  State,  is  required  to  have  a  school-house  and 
out-buildings  pertaining  thereto,  which  shall  be  satisfactory  to 
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the  Board  of  School  Visitors.  The  judicious  enforcement  of 
this  requirement  has  secured  proper  school  buildings  in  nearly 
all  the  districts  of  the  State.  Whenever  a  district  shall  have 
voted  to  erect  a  new  school-house,  the  law  provides  that  "the 
same  shall  be  built  according  to  a  plan  approved  by  the 
Board  of  School  Visitors."  The  enforcement  of  this  provision 
has  secured  more  convenient  and  better  school-houses  at  less 
cost  than  would  have  been  the  case  if  the  plan  had  been  left 
to  the  fancy  of  the  builder.  In  some  States,  thousands  of  dol- 
lars have  been  expended  on  structures  which  are  inconvenient 
and  entirely  unsuitable  for  schools. 

Another  duty  of  School  Visitors  is  that  of  examining  teach- 
ers. The  law  establishes  the  minimum  of  qualifications  with- 
out which,  no  person  can  legally  teach  in  a  school  supported 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  public  funds,  but  it  leaves  for  the  School 
Visitors  to  ascertain  by  actual  examination  whether  the  can- 
didate possesses  these  qualifications,  and  such  others  as  will  ren- 
der him  fit  to  teach  successfully.  It  is  often  a  delicate  and  per- 
plexing matter  for  a  School  Visitor  to  decide  whether  a  certifi- 
cate shall  be  given  to  one  whose  moral  character  is  unexcep- 
tionable, but  who  appears  deficient  in  the  qualifications  re- 
quired. Peculiar  religions,  political  or  social  relations  often 
make  the  refusal  of  a  certificate  unpleasant,  but  the  responsi- 
bility of  permitting  an  incompetent  person  to  take  charge  of  a 
school,  even  for  a  single  term,  is  so  great,  that  it  is  believed 
few  efficient  School  Visitors  will  long  hesitate  as  to  the  course 
to  be  pursued. 

This  part  of  the  duties  of  School  Visitors  would  be  render- 
ed much  pleasanter  if  district  Committees  were  more  particu- 
lar to  employ  no  teacher  except  such  as  are  supposed  to  possess 
the  requisite  qualifications. 

The  cases  of  neglect  to  visit  the  schools  as  required  by  law 
are  very  rare,  and  will  be  referred  to  in  another  place. 

The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  School  Visitors  "  to  prescribe 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  management,  studies,  books,  clas- 
sification and  discipline  of  the  schools  in  the  town." 

In  several  towns  the  School  Visitors  have  adopted  rules  and 
regulations,  and  published  the  same.     These  serve  as  impor- 
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tant  helps  to  the  teachers,  and  also  as  guides  to  parents  and 
guardians  in  their  endeavors  to  cooperate  with  teachers  and 
the  School  Yisitors  in  the  improvement  of  schools. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Acting  School  Yisitors  to  make  an  an- 
nual report  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  the  condition  of 
Common  Schools,  and  of  all  the  important  facts  concerning 
the  same.  During  the  last  ten  years  there  has  been  a  great  im- 
provement in  the  general  character  and  in  the  exactness  of  de- 
tail in  these  reports.  Last  year,  from  a  majority  of  towns,  re- 
ports were  full  and  complete,  and  they  were  forwarded  from 
more  than  five-sixths  of  the  towns  in  due  time.  But  the 
visitors  of  a  few  towns  from  a  misunderstanding  of  the  law, 
.or  from  some  other  cause,  fail  to  comply  with  its  provisions. 
The  law  is  explicit  that  no  town  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  its 
share  of  the  public  money  from  the  treasury  of  the  State,  un- 
less this  report  shall  have  been  made. 

Much  complaint  is  made  in  some  places  of  the  neglect  of 
District  Committees.  There  are  various  duties  imposed  upon 
this  class  of  officers,  a  failure  to  perform  which,  entails  incon? 
venience  to  the  members  of  the  district  and  disaster  to  the 
school,  but  a  failure  to  make  the  annual  report,  as  required  by 
law,  deprives  the  district  of  the  right  "  to  receive  its  share  of 
the  public  money  from  the  State  Treasury."  It  is  recommend- 
ed that  in  cases  were  the  District  Committee  fails  to  make  out 
the  report  as  prescribed  and  within  the  time  limited  by  law, 
that  power  be  given  to  the  Clerk,  or  to  one  of  the  School  Vis- 
itors, to  make  out  the  same. 

SCHOOL  LAWS. 

The  General  Assembly,  May  session,  1856,  repealed  all  pub- 
lic acts  relating  to  the  subject  of  education,  except  such  as  re- 
ferred to  Colleges,  the  State  Normal  School  and  the  School 
Fund.  The  new  law  passed  at  that  session  embraced  many  of 
the  provisions  of  the  old  laws,  but  it  abolished  school  societies 
and  changed  the  local  administration  and  superintendence  of 
schools  to  towns.  It  also  made  new  provision  for  the  payment 
of  annual  school  expenses  over  and  above  the  amount  of  State 
and  town  appropriations. 
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The  school  laws  passed  in  1856  were  published  in  pamphlet 
form  and  ordered  to  be  distributed  to  each  school  district  in  the 
State.  From  some  cause  many  districts  failed  to  get  a  copy, 
or  after  receiving  one,  it  was  soon  lost.  A  number  of  questions 
arose  as  to  the  application  of  the  provisions  of  the  law.  The 
number  of  inquiries  addressed  to  this  department  were  so  great 
that  the  answers  to  the  same  required  the  writing  of  more  than 
a  thousand  letters  during  the  first  twelve  months  of  the  oper- 
ation of  the  new  laws.  Very  little  alteration  was  made  in  the 
laws  in  1857.  With  the  exception  of  the  validating  act,  the 
only  important  act  was  one  giving  districts  power  to  take  land 
for  certain  school  purposes.  The  act,  chap.  IV,  sec.  13,  re- 
vision of  1S56,  relating  to  rate  bills  or  providing  means  for  the 
payment  of  expenses  over  and  above  the  money  received  from 
town  and  State  appropriations  was  amended  in  1858,  in  1859, 
1860,  1861,  and  1862.  It  was  evidently  the  design  of  the 
framers  of  the  law  of  1856,  and  of  the  Legislature  which  pass- 
ed it,  to  provide  for  two  things  ;  first,  for  a  gradual  adoption 
of  the  plan  of  free  schools,  and  second,  that  the  operation  of  the 
laws  should  not  induce  irregular  attendance,  or  be  a  premium 
on  the  same.  By  act  of  1856,  any  school  district  might  fix, 
or  authorize  its  district  Committee  to  fix,  a  rate  of  tuition,  pro- 
vided that  said  rate  should  not  exceed  one  dollar  per  scholar 
for  any  term  of  twelve  weeks,  except  in  graded  schools  where 
the  rate  for  higher  grades  might  be  two  dollars  per  scholar  for 
the  same  time.  Districts,  or  district  Committees  were  author- 
ized to  exempt  therefrom  all  persons  whom  they  considered 
unable  to  pay  the  same.  Under  this  law,  quite  a  number  of 
districts  laid  a  small  tuition  fee,  raising  the  greater  portion  of 
the  amount  required  to  meet  deficiencies  by  a  tax  on  property. 
The  number  of  districts  which  assessed  a  rate  bill  decreased 
from  nine  hundred  and  ninety  in  1856,  to  seven  hundred  and 
forty-seven  in  1857,  or  more  than  twenty  per  cent.  In  1858 
the  law  was  amended  so  as  to  require  the  abatement  of  tuition 
to  be  paid  from  the  town  treasury,  but  required  the  rate  to  be 
established  before  the  commencement  of  a  term  of  school,  and 
the  following  year  there  were  but  six  hundred  and  ninety-one 
districts  in  the  State  that  collected  tuition  of  resident  pupils, 
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but  in  1859  the  proviso  requiring  the  rate  to  be  fixed  before 
the  commencement  of  a  term  was  repealed,  and  in  1860  there 
were  seven  hundred  and  seventy-eight  districts  which  assessed 
a  rate  of  tuition. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  between  seven  and  eight  hundred 
districts,  or  less  than  half,  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
provisions  of  the  law  in  regard  to  rate  bills,  and  to  collect 
tuition  of  resident  pupils. 

It  seems  very  desirable  that  the  sections  of  the  school  laws 
pertaining  to  this  subject  be  distinct,  explicit,  and  so  stated  as 
to  be  readily  comprehended.  And  when  thus  stated,  for  ob- 
vious reasons,  it  is  very  desirable  that  they  remain  unaltered 
•for  a  term  of  years,  that  Committees  and  districts  may  become 
acquainted  with  their  requirements.  More  differences  of  opin- 
ion and  more  difficulties  have  arisen  in  connection  with  the 
application  of  this  part  of  the  law  than  any  other. 

The  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly 
will,  perhaps,  more  nearly  meet  the  wants  of  all  parts  of  the 
State  than  any  other  which  has  been  on  the  statute  book. 

By  the  general  laws  of  1856,  the  powers  and  duties  of  school 
societies  were  transferred  to  towns,  and  the  appointment  of 
School  Yisitors,  and  the  general  arrangements  for  the  schools, 
were  made  by  towns.  Special  acts  continued  in  force  by  the 
laws  of  1856,  or  passed  since,  have  created  seven  independent 
districts,  each  with  a  Board  of  Education  entirely  distinct  from, 
and  independent  of,  the  Board  of  Yisitors  of  the  towns.  Three 
of  these  districts  comprise,  respectively,  the  greater  part  of  the 
cities  of  New  Haven,  Middletown  and  Waterbury ;  three  are 
within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Norwich,  and  one  embraces 
that  part  of  the  village  of  Fair  Haven  which  lies  in  the  town 
of  New  Haven. 

The  locality  and  size  of  some  of  these  districts  have  seemed 
to  require  special  provisions  in  the  laws;  but  if  the  practice 
were  to  be  continued  of  incorporating  a  number  of  districts 
within  the  limits  of  the  town,  and  entirely  independent  of  the 
town  board,  the  object  endeavored  to  be  reached  by  bringing 
a  whole  town  under  the  same  supervision  would  seem  to  be 
frustrated. 
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The  laws  of  1856  required  that  all  the  schools  in  a  town 
should  be  visited  by  the  Board  of  School  Visitors,  or  by  "the 
Acting  School  Visitor  or  Visitors."  The  faithful  execution  of 
this  law  brought  all  the  schools  of  a  town  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  same  men  as  visitors,  and  thus  enabled  those  who 
visited  the  schools  to  secure  uniformity  in  methods  and  regula- 
tions through  a  town,  and  also  to  make  a  just  comparison  be- 
tween different  schools  in  their  reports  to  the  town,  and  to  the 
State  Superintendent.  In  1860  and  1861,  the  laws  were  so 
amended  as  to  allow  the  Board  of  Visitors,  in  certain  cases,  to 
appoint  a  sub-committee  for  a  portion  of  a  town. 

The  proper  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  Acting 
School  Visitors  has  been  deemed  by  the  General  Assembly  so 
important,  that  for  more  than  sixty  years  there  have  been  laws 
in  force  regulating  their  action.  In  many  matters  which  come 
before  them,  their  decision  is  final.  In  all  cases  where  it  has 
been  possible,  consistently  with  the  requirements  of  the  law, 
the  action  of  these  officers  has  been  sustained. 

In  cases  of  forfeiture  of  public  money  the  school  law  pro- 
vides for  an  application  to  be  made  to  the  Superintendent,  who 
is  directed  to  examine  the  facts  of  each  case,  and  decide,  ac- 
cording to  its  equity,  on  the  right  of  the  applicants  to  receive 
the  money  so  forfeited.  In  compliance  with  this  provision  of 
the  laws  there  were  received,  examined  and  decided  upon 
thirty-eight  applications  in  1857,  thirty-four  in  185S,  forty- 
two  in  1859,  thirty-eight  in  1860,  twenty-eight  in  1861,  and 
sixteen  in  1862.  In  every  case  there  has  been  an  endeavor  to 
place  the  district  in  a  position  not  only  legally  to  receive  the 
public  money,  but  also  to  continue  and  sustain  its  school  in  a 
way  which  would  afford  the  highest  educational  privileges  to 
all  the  children  in  the  district. 

~No  application  has  been  decided  upon  without  a  careful  ex- 
amination of  the  facts  in  each  case,  as  the  law  provides.  In 
many  instances  this  examination  has  been  made  by  visiting  the 
town  or  district  which  h*ad  forfeited  its  money.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  number  of  applications  has  been  annually  decreas- 
ing for  the  last  three  years.  The  number  of  districts  which 
have  failed  to  support  a  legal  school  has  also  correspondingly 
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diminished  in  the  same  time.  If  the  public  money  were 
always  granted  to  districts  upon  their  asking  for  the  same, 
without  requiring  the  fulfillment  of  the  conditions  which  the 
law  imposes,  the  public  treasury  would  be  robbed  of  sums 
which  are  due  to  those  districts  which  have  faithfully  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  as  a  still  greater  evil,  the 
schools  would  suffer  from  the  withdrawal  of  that  constant 
supervision  and  careful  scrutiny  which  the  law  requires.  Two 
or  three  cases  of  peculiar  character  are  reported  more  in 
detail. 

1st.  The  case  of  the  Fifth  District  of  Colchester,  and  the 
First  District  of  Salem. 

These  two  districts,  situated  in  two  different  towns,  have  one 
school-house  in  joint  possession,  which  is  so  located  as  to  be 
partly  in  each  district,  and  also  partly  in  each  of  the  two 
towns.  The  teacher  is  hired  by  the  committee  of  each  dis- 
trict, and  examined  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  each  town,  and 
the  school  is  visited  by  the  acting  School  Visitor  of  each  town, 
yet  there  is  but  one  school  kept  by  a  single  teacher,  as  is  usual 
in  small  districts. 

The  children  in  each  district  are  enumerated  in  the  town  in 
which  they  reside,  and  the  public  monej"  has  been  drawn  from 
the  State  treasury  the  same  as  if  a  legal  school  had  been  sup- 
ported for  at  least  six  months  in  each  district.  The  amount 
received  from  the  State  fund  being  less  than  thirty-five  dollars, 
the  deficiency  is  made  up  from  the  income  from  the  town  de- 
posit fund,  and  town  school  tax  of  each  town.  In  1861  there 
were  ten  children  enumerated  in  the  Colchester  district ;  the 
amount  received  from  the  State  fund  was  eleven  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  ;  deficiency  made  up,  twenty-three  dollars  and  fifty 
cents.  In  the  Salem  district  there  were  six  children  enume- 
rated ;  the  amount  from  the  State  fund  was  six  dollars  and 
ninety  cents,  and  deficiency  made  up,  twenty-eight  dollars  and 
ten  cents.  .  Thus  these  two  districts  received  from  the  town 
moneys  appropriated  for  schools,  fifty-one  dollars  and  sixty 
cents,  while  a  district  in  either  town  enumerating  the  same 
number  of  children,  and  supporting  a  school  for  the  same 
length  of  time,  would  have  received  but  sixteen  dollars  and 
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sixty  cents,  or  these  districts  received  on  an  average  three  dol- 
lars and  forty-two  cents  to  each  child,  enumerated,  while  any 
other  district  with  the  same  number  of  children  would  have 
received  but  one  dollar  and  four  cents  to  each.  If  the  divi- 
dend from  the  State  fund  be  included,  these  districts  received 
for  each  child  enumerated  of  school  age,  four  dollars  and  thirty- 
seven  and  a  half  cents,  while  every  other  district  with  the  same 
number  of  children,  and  sustaining  a  similar  school,  received 
but  two  dollars  and  nineteen  cents  ;  and  districts  numbering 
over  thirty  children,  but  one  dollar  and  fifteen  cents. 

The  excess  which  is  paid  to  these  districts  on  account  of  their 
anomalous  arrangement,  is  taken  from  the  school  money  which 
would  otherwise  go  to  other  districts,  to  be  distributed  for  the 
aid  and  support  of  their  schools.  Persons  residing  in  other 
districts  believe  the  plan  of  distribution  to  these  districts  to  be 
unjust,  and  have  protested  against  the  same.  But  the  ques- 
tion of  the  legality  of  the  proceedings  in  these  districts  has  not 
been  officially  brought  before  this  department  till  the  past 
year.  The  School  Visitors  of  Salem  have  excepted  the  first 
district  in  their  certificate  to  the  Comptroller,  and  the  dis- 
trict has  petitioned  the  Superintendent  for  a  certificate  author- 
izing the  payment  of  the  public  money,  but  rest  the  claim 
upon  the  legality  of  the  school.  The  statutes  relating  to 
schools  provide  "  that  no  school  district  shall  be  entitled  to  any 
portion  of  the  public  money,  unless  the  school  in  said  district 
has  been  kept  by  a  teacher  or  teachers,  duly  qualified,  for  at 
least  six  months  in  the  year."  Neither  of  the  districts  having 
a  joint  interest  in 'the  school-house  referred  to,  has  supported 
such  a  school.  The  school-house  is  located  partly  in  each,  but 
the  school  cannot  at  the  same  time  be  a  school  of  the  Salem 
district  and  a  school  of  the  Colchester  district.  For  if  it  can, 
then  any  two  or  more  districts  may  unite  their  schools,  and  by 
maintaining  separate  district  organizations,  be  entitled  to  the 
same  amount  to  each  as  if  a  separate  school  had  been  main- 
tained in  each. 

2d.  The  town  of  Greenwich  has  been  so  irregular  in  the 
management  of  its  schools,  that  it  is  my  duty  to  present  this 
case  specially  to  the  General  Assembly.

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After  the  enumeration  for  this  town,  for  January,  1862,  was 
sent  to  the  Comptroller's  office,  and  before  the  payment  of 
the  March  dividend,  a  protest  was  received  at  that  office 
against  the  payment  of  the  dividend  to  the  Byram  District,  for 
the  reason  that  the  school  had  not  been  kept  according  to  law. 
The  communication  was  referred  to  the  Superintendent  for 
examination,  and  the  money  paid  over  to  the  town  for  the  re- 
maining districts,  as  all  were  certified  as  having  maintained 
schools  according  to  law.  A  petition  was  soon  received  by 
the  Superintendent  for  a  certificate  authorizing  the  Comp- 
troller to  pay  the  money  for  this  district.  In  compliance  with 
the  laws,  the  facts  in  the  case  were  examined.  In  the  course 
.of  this  examination,  it  became  evident  that  other  schools  in 
town  had  not  been  kept  according  to  law.  In  some  cases 
District  Committees  and  teachers  stated  that  the  schools  had 
not  been  visited  by  the  Acting  School  Yisitor  during  the  year ; 
in  others  they  had  been  visited  once  in  a  term,  or  once  in  a  year ; 
in  one  district,  at  least,  the  school  had  not  continued  six 
months.  The  District  Committees,  instead  of  signing  the  cer- 
tificates sent  out  from  the  Comptroller's  office,  that  the  schools 
had  been  kept  according  to  law,  in  many  instances,  returned 
the  form  without  signing  it,  or  altered  it,  so  that  it  would  not 
state  that  the  schools  had  been  legally  visited. 

The  irregularity  the  past  year  is  not  so  great,  but  the  money 
is  at  present  withheld  for  an  examination  of  the  facts. 

The  law  relating  to  the  supervision  of  schools  is  explicit, 
and  has  been  upon  the  statute  book  with  little  alteration  for 
more  than  half  a  century.  It  provides  "  that  no  school  district 
shall  be  entitled  to  any  portion  of  the  public  money,  unless 
the  school  in  said  district  has  been  kept  by  a  teacher  or  teach- 
ers, duly  qualified,  for  at  least  six  months  in  the  year,  and 
visited  twice  during  each  season  by  the  visitors  of  the  town" 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  way  may  be  provided,  by  which 
the  districts  of  this  town,  which  have  faithfully  performed 
their  duty  in  providing  for  continuing  their  schools  the  time 
required  by  law,  may  receive  the  share  of  the  public  money 
to  which  they  would  have  been  entitled  had  the  schools  been 
properly  visited. 
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In  1862,  at  the  May  Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  a 
bill  for  the  punishment  of  truancy  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Education,  and  discussed  in  that  committee.  It  was  so 
late  in  the  session  when  the  matter  was  first  brought  before  the 
Legislature  that  it  was  believed  to  be  impracticable  to  perfect 
and  pass  a  bill  at  that  session,  and  the  subject  was  postponed. 
At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Teacher's  Association, 
a  committee  was  appointed  to  report  on  the  matter.  This 
committee  recommended  that  steps  be  taken  "  to  bring  the 
subject  before  the  next  Legislature,"  with  a  hope  of  definite 
action. 

The  question  is  one  of  importance  not  only  to  Comm 
Schools,  but  to  the  other  interests  of  society.  The  boys,  who 
constitute  the  principal  part  of  the  class,  who  are  truants  from 
school,  are  usually  ready  to  take  part  in  most  of  the  petty 
offenses  against  society  and  good  morals.  Other  states  have 
special  laws  upon  this  subject.  The  enforcement  of  these 
laws  has  been  productive  of  good.  The  evil  is  confined  prin- 
cipally to  cities  and  manufacturing  villages.  It  is  believed 
that  a  law  may  be  framed  which  will  give  the  cities  and  large 
towns  power  to  make  regulations  which  will  very  much  lessen 
the  evil,  without  infringing  upon  the  rights  or  liberties  of  the 
citizen. 

A  faithful  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  school 
laws  has  almost  universally  resulted  in  the  improvement  of  the 
schools.  But  this  alone  will  not  secure  the  highest  results 
from  Common  Schools. 

There  must  still  be  that  parental  interest  and  that  watchful 
care  which  are  necessary  to  the  well-being  of  the  household. 
When  society  rightly  estimates  the  value  of  education,  and 
justly  measures  the  blessings  which  it  brings,  school  officers 
will  have  less  trouble  in  the  enforcement  of  school  laws  and 
more  satisfaction  in  the  progress  of  school  improvements.'

CIRCULAR. 

The  school  law  provides  for  the  payment  from  the  State  Treasury,  of 
money  to  school  districts,  for  library  purposes,  on  the  following  condi- 
tions : 

Every  district  in  the  State  which  shall  raise  ten  dollars,  by  tax  or 
subscription,  for  the  school  library,  or  for  philosophical  and  chemical 
apparatus,  is  entitled  to  ten  dollars  from  the  State  the  first  year,  and 
five  dollars,  annually,  afterwards,  upon  condition  that  a  like  sum  be 
raised  for  the  same  purpose. 

Districts  that  would  avail  themselves  of  this  offer  from  the  State, 
must  actually  raise  the  amount  required,  either  by  a  district  tax  or  by 
subscription,  and  send  a  certificate  of  the  fact  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Common  Schools,  New  Britain,  who  will  draw  an  order  for  the  same.

STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 


The  design  of  the  Normal  School  is  the  training  of  teachers  in  the 
art  of  teaching  and  governing  Common  Schools  of  different  grades. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  school  to  furnish  the  State  with  teachers  of  a  high 
grade  of  qualifications,  and  the  course  of  instruction  has  been  laid  out 
with  reference  to  the  wants  of  those  persons  who  intend  to  engage  per- 
manently in  the  business  of  teaching,  while  at  the  same  time  it  is  de- 
signed to  furnish  important  advantages  to  those  teachers  who  can  spend 
but  one  or  two  terms  at  the  school. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION". 

The  course  of  instruction  and  training  includes,  First,  A  general  re- 
view of  the  studies  required  by  law  of  Common  School  Teachers.  This 
is  not  required  of  those  who  are  found  competent  in  these  studies  when 
they  enter  the  school. 

Second.  A  course  of  advanced  studies,  designed  for  mental  discipline 
and  as  a  preparation  for  High  Schools  and  the  higher  departments  of 
Graded  Schools. 

Third.  Special  instruction  in  mental  and  moral  science,  with  refer- 
ence to  lessons  in  the  science  of  education  and  the  art  of  teaching. 

Fourth.  Instruction  in  school  organization  and  discipline,  in  the 
school  laws,  and  in  the  powers  and  duties  of  teachers  and  school  officers. 

Fifth.  Lectures  on  the  different  branches  of  natural  science  and  their 
application  to  the  arts  of  life;  and  on  the  philosophy  of  education  and 
methods  of  instruction. 

Sixth.  "Teaching  exercises"  given  by  the  students,  while  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Normal  School  are  considered  pupils,  or  more  generally 
with  classes  of  children  taken  from  the  model  school  and  taught  in  the 
No.-mal  Hall  in  the  presence  of  the  Normal  School. 

Seventh.  Observation  and  practice  in  the  model  and  experimental 
school.  This  school  includes  pupils  in  all  stages  of  advancement  from 
the  primary  to  the  high  school. 

Tuition  is  free  in  all  the  regular  classes  and  studies  of  the  school. 
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Pupils  who  desire  it  can  receive  lessons  in  instrumental  music  by  pay- 
ing the  usual  tuition. 

ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS. 

Pupils  are  admittted  only  at  the  beginning  of  a  term,  and  are  ex- 
pected to  remain  through  an  entire  term,  unless  excused  to  fill  vacan- 
cies, as  teachers,  occurring  before  its  close. 

Any  person  may  apply  to  the  school  visitors  of  any  town  for  admis- 
sion to  the  school.

The  first,  or  Autumn  Term, 
commences  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues  till 
the  last  school-day  before  the  25th  of  December. 

The  second,  or  Winter  Term,  commences  on  the  second  day  of  Janu- 
ary, and  continues  till  the  last  Tuesday  in  March. 

The  third,  or  Spring  Term,  commences  on  the  Wednesday  following 
the  third  Tuesday  in  April,  and  continues  till  the  Wednesday  preceding 
the  last  Thursday  but  one  in  July. 

TEACHERS  FOR  COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

School  Committees  desiring  to  secure  competent  teachers,  and  who 
wish  to  employ  those  trained  in  the  Normal  School,  are  requested  to 
address  the  Principal,  stating  the  terms  to  be  offered  and  the  qualifica- 
tions required.  No  pains  will  be  spared  to  secure  for  any  post  designa- 
ted, a  competent  teacher. 

As  applications  for  teachers  are  numerous  in  Spring  and  Autumn 
it  is  desirable  that  such  applications  be  made,  when  convenient,  some 
time  before  the  teacher  is  needed. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  or  the  Faculty  of  the  School  cannot  be  held 
responsible  for  the  success  of  those  teachers  who  are  employed  upon  the 
mere  representation  that  they  have  been  Normal  Pupils,

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REPORT   OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  General  Assembly,  May  Session,  1863  : 

In  obedience  to  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  establish  the 
State  Reform  School,"  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1851,  the 
Trustees  of  the  State  Reform  School  present  to  your  honorable 
bodies  this,  their  eleventh  annual  report,  ending  March  31, 
1863. 

It  is  at  all  times  a  light  task  to  do  a  pleasant  duty,  and  to  be 
the  bearers  of  good  tidings  makes  happy  hearts.  The  Trus- 
tees, in  presenting  their  report  of  this  institution,  feel  as  they 
have  never  felt  before,  that  the  State  Reform  School  is  one  of 
the  fixed  institutions  of  the  State.  For  it  they  have  no  pecu- 
liar claims  to  urge,  no  point  to  strain  to  make  their  case  appear 
well;  but  the  object  of  this  report  is  simply  as  concisely  and 
tersely  as  possible  to  present  the  actual  condition  of  affairs  at 
the  institution  which  they  have  the  honor  to  represent.  The  in- 
stitution is  no  longer  a  stranger  to  the  good  people  of  this  State. 
Never  was  its  condition  so  well  known,  never  was  the  neces- 
sity for  its  continuance  so  fully  realized,  never  was  the  noble 
work  it  is  yearly  achieving  so  fully  appreciated  as  at  the  present 
time.  Hundreds  of  the  people  of  the  State  who  had  never 
before  been  informed  as  to  its  actual  condition,  now  have  by 
visiting  it,  and  by  the  good  reputation  it  has  achieved,  become 
fully  acquainted  with  its  value,  its  present  condition,  and  its 
adaptedness  for  the  work  for  which  it  was  established.  "We 
think  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  uncommon  success,  if  we 
view  it  in  any  light.  In  its  moral  aspect  who  can  estimate 
the  good  done  these  two  hundred  boys  by  the  teaching  in  the  day 
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school  five  hours  each  day,  and  in  the  Sabbath  school  and  other 
religious  exercises  of  the  week  and  of  the  Sabbath.  Who  is 
there  that  has  visited  the  institution,  and  made  a  thorough  ex- 
amination of  its  internal  workings,  and  has  not  been  charmed 
by  its  spirit  and  the  admirable  harmony  and  cheerfulness  that 
prevails  there.  The  neatness  and  orderly  arrangements  of  the 
institution,  the  cheerful  disposition  of  the  boys  in  their  labor, 
their  orderly  deportment  in  the  school-room,  and  their  general 
good  deportment  at  all  times  and  in  all  places,  speak  volumes 
in  its  favor.  Who  can  estimate  the  value  of  these  home  influ- 
ences and  their  wholesome  restraints  ?  The  beautiful  singing 
of  the  boys  is  admired  by  all.  Will  the  harmony  of  the 
delightful  sacred  hymns  and  patriotic  songs  be  lost  on  them  ? 
Will  it  not,  through  all  their  future  lives,  exercise  a  restraining 
influence?  If  the  State  owes  a  duty  to  any  class  of  its  unfor- 
tunate fellow-citizens,  does  it  to  any  more  than  to  these  ?  And 
is  there  any  class  on  whom  such  labor  can  be  expended  with 
greater  hope  of  reward  ?  Can  the  State  do  more  for  these  boys 
than  it  is  doing?  Can  the  money  expended  be  expended  more 
judiciously,  and  does  the  State  owe  these  boys  any  duty  that  it  is 
not  fully  discharging  ?  We  think  not.  We  think  that  the  ex- 
perience we  have  had  in  the  management  of  this  institution 
for  the  past  few  years,  and  the  opportunities  we  have  had  for 
observation  here,  justifies  us  in  saying  that  we  believe  the  peo- 
ple of  this  State  are  fully  and  honorably  discharging  their  duty 
here.  We  believe  the  boys  are  having  rare  opportunities,  and 
we  rejoice  to  believe  that  many  of  them  are  honestly  and  ear- 
nestly improving  them,  and  that  the  power  entrusted  to  the 
officers  here  by  the  State,  is  exerted  to  the  utmost  to  make 
them  good  and  virtuous  citizens.  The  daily  teaching  embraces 
all  classes,  from  the  boy  who  can  only  read  his  alphabet,  to 
the  highest  classes  in  arithmetic.  We  are  gratified  at  the  pro- 
ficiency made  the  past  year.  The  classes  in  any  of  the  com- 
mon branches  will,  we  think,  compare  favorably  with  classes 
of  similar  ages  in  any  school  in  our  State.  Pecuniarily,  the 
school  is  a  decided  success.  The  labor  of  the  boys  has  been 
more  successful,  and  has  resulted  in  the  increase  of  the  funds 
more  than  in  any  former  year  since  the  school  was  in  existence. 
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Labor  has  been  more  abundant,  and  that  which  was  well 
adapted  to  the  boys  has  been  obtained  in  the  immediate  neigh- 
borhood. 

For  a  full  report  of  the  amount  of  labor  performed,  and  for 
an  accurate  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  treasury,  we  re- 
fer you  to  the  several  tables  herewith  submitted  in  the  report 
of  the  Superintendent  and  Treasurer.  We  are  gratified  to 
show  you  our  flourishing  pecuniary  condition,  and  to  be  able 
to  state  that  notwithstanding  the  enormous  increase  in  the  price 
of  provisions  and  clothing,  which  we  estimate  to  be  fully  equal 
to  forty  per  cent.,  that  by  the  judicious  management  and  rare 
talent  of  our  Superintendent,  not  only  in  the  business  of  the 
institution,  but  by  his  economy,  promptness,  fidelity,  and  en- 
ergy, displayed  in  the  whole  management  of  all  the  affairs 
entrusted  to  him,  we  shall  not  ask  the  Legislature  for  any  pecu- 
niary aid.  The  Trustees  would  call  particular  attention  to  this 
fact,  as  worthy  of  especial  notice,  and  unprecedented,  we  be- 
lieve, in  the  history  of  such  institutions. 

The  religions  exercises  of  the  institution  have  been  con- 
ducted the  past  year  with  the  usual  interest.  Some  changes 
have  occurred  in  the  pastoral  relations  of  the  various  churches, 
and  now  we  are  supplied  by  the  reverend  gentlemen,  Hayden, 
Jerome,  Woolley,  and  Mason.  The  farm  is  conducted  with 
increasing  interest.  The  amount  and  value  of  the  farm  crops 
is  much  greater  than  ever,  and  the  improvement  of  the  farm 
in  general  appearance  excites  the  admiration  of  all  who  see  it. 

"While  we  remember  with  gratitude  to  God  the  mercies  of  the 
past  year,  a  sadness  comes  over  us  as  we  remember  that  our  cir- 
cle, small  as  it  is,  has  been  invaded  by  death.  The  Hon.  Philip 
Ripley,  for  the  last  nine  years  a  member  of  this  Board,  died  at 
his  residence  in  Hartford,  July  8th,  1862,  aged  sixty-eight.  It 
gives  us  great  pleasure  to  render  a  tribute  of  respect  to  his 
memory.  No  man  ever  labored  for  this  school  with  more  zeal 
and  fidelity.  He  was  its  earnest  friend  in  its  adversity  and 
prosperity,  and  it  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  know  that  his  last 
days  were  cheered  by  the  fact  that  this  institution,  the  prime 
object  of  his  benevolent  and  philanthropic  efforts  for  so  many 
years,  had  finally  achieved  so  great  a  success.     The  Board  at 
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the  meeting  subsequent  to  his  decease,  passed  appropriate  reso- 
lutions, which  are  recorded  in  the  archives  of  this  institution. 
At  the  special  session  of  the  Legislature,  in  August,  the  Hon. 
Roswell  Brown  of  Hartford,  was  appointed  his  successor.  The 
term  of  the  Trustees  for  Middlesex  and  Litchfield  counties  ex 
pires  with  this  year,  and  new  appointments  will  he  necessary 
"We  cannot  close  this  brief  report  without  commending  with 
entire  heartiness  and  perfect  unanimity  this  institution  to  you, 
and  through  you  to  all  the  good  people  of  this  State.  You 
may — as  we  believe  you  are — well  be  proud  of  it,  as  it  is  an 
honor  to  the  State,  and  well  expresses  the  philanthropic,  be- 
nevolent, and  Christian  sentiment  of  the  people  of  this  good 
old  Commonwealth. 

Thanking  you  for  the  trust  reposed  in  us,  and  assuring  you 
of  our  desire  to  serve  you  faithfully  in  the  position  which  you 
have  placed  us,  we  respectfully  submit  this  report.

BY-LAWS 

FOR   THE 

GOVERNMENT  AND  REGULATION  OF  THE  STATE 
REFORM  SCHOOL. 

A  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  a  regular  meeting  holden  at 

Meriden  on  the  5th  of  Oct.,  A.  D.  1853,  and  revised  by  a  Committee 
of  Trustees  in  1861.

The  Trustees. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  organized  at  the 
regular  meeting  in  July,  annually,  by  the  election  by  ballot, 
of  a  Chairman,  Secretary,  and  an  Executive  Committee  of 
three  members,  except  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  pres- 
ent year,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  meeting  held  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  these  by-laws. 

A  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
business. 

The  chairman  shall  preside  at  each  meeting  when  present. 
In  his  absence,  one  may  be  appointed  by  the  Board  for  the 
time. 

The  Chairman  shall  call  special  meetings,  whenever  requested 
by  any  two  members  of  the  Board.  Such  meetings  may  be 
holden  wherever  the  Chairman  may  direct. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  holden  quarterly, 
at  the  Institution  in  Meriden,  on  the  first  Wednesdays  of  Janu- 
ary, April,  July,  and  October,  in  each  year,  the  annual  meet- 
ing being  in  July. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  such  other  times  and 
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place?  as  their  duties  may  require,  and  report  their  doings  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  in  a  book,  prepared  for  that  pur- 
pose, a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  which  shall  be 
subject  to  the  examination  of  each  member. 

He  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  all  documents, 
statements,  and  notices  which  may  be  directed  by  the  Board  or 
the  Chairman,  and  shall  give  notice  through  the  mail,  or  other- 
wise, to  each  member,  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  meeting 
of  the  Board. 

The  Officers. 

Sec.  2.  The  following  named  officers  of  the  State  Reform 
School  shall  be  appointed  bythe  Board  of  Trustees,  whenever 
their  services  may  be  required  by  the  Institution,  viz.  a  Super- 
intendent, an  Assistant  Superintendent,  a  Chaplain,  Physician, 
Matron,  Steward,  Teachers,  Overseers  of  the  "Workshop,  and 
a  Farmer. 

The  several  officers  shall  hold  their  appointments  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board,  and  no  resignation  shall  take  effect  until 
three  months  after  being  tendered,  in  writing,  except  by  con- 
sent of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  and  assistants  to  remain 
constantly  at  the  Institution,  and  no  one  of  the  subordinate 
officers  shall  leave  it  without  permission  from  the  Superin- 
tendent. t 

All  the  subordinate  officers,  in  addition  to  their  appropriate 
duties,  shall  act  as  aids  to  the  Superintendent,  in  preserving 
order  and  quiet  among  the  delinquents,  in  guarding  against 
escape,  and  generally  in  maintaining  the  rules  and  discipline 
of  the  Institution.  They  shall  also  perform  such  other  services 
as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  required  of  them  by  the  Super- 
intendent.* 

Sec.  3.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  the  general  charge 
of  the  inmates,  the  business  and  interests  of  the  Institution. 

He  shall  see  that  the  subordinate  officers  are  punctual  and 

*  Dr.  E.  W.  Hatch  is  acting  as  physician  also. 
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faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  and  that 
the  regulations  and  by-laws  are  carefully  observed. 

He  shall  keep  a  journal,  and  daily  make  record  of  all  occur- 
rences worthy  of  notice,  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  member  of  the  Board. 

He  shall  perform  all  the  correspondence,  keeping  files  of  all 
letters  received,  and  copies  of  those  sent,  so  far  as  of  import- 
ance for  reference.  As  Treasurer 'of  the  Institution,  in  suitable 
books  he  shall  keep  regular  and  complete  accounts  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures,  and  of  all  property  intrusted  to  his  care, 
showing  the  expenses  and  income  of  the  Institution. 

He  shall  make  ont  and  present  to  the  Comptroller  the  bills 
for  weekly  board  of  the  delinquents,  and  perform  all  the  duties 
of  this  department  according  to  law. 

Under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, he  shall  procure  the  necessary  supplies  for  the  Institution, 
and  purchase  all  such  articles  and  materials  as  may  be  wanted 
for  the  support  and  employment  of  the  boys,  and  dispose  of  all 
articles  raised  on  the  farm  or  manufactured  b}*-  them,  which 
are  not  wanted  for  use. 

In  a  suitable  book,  he  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  purchases, 
and  the  cost  of  delivering  the  same  at  the  Institution. 

He  shall  daily  inspect  every  available  part  of  the  premises, 
and  have  a  watchful  care  over  all  the  inmates,  and  be  respon- 
sible for  the  proper  care  and  discipline  of  the  boys. 

He  shall  see  that  they  receive  no  detriment  to  health,  from 
want  of  sufficient  clothing,  by  day  or  by  night,  from  wet  feet, 
or  from  any  other  exposure,  and  that  the  rooms  and  buildings 
are  properly  warmed  and  ventilated. 

He  shall  employ,  whenever  necessary,  suitable  persons,  for 
any  temporary  services,  not  provided  for  in  these  by-laws,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

At  each  quarterly  meeting  he  shall  report  to  the  Board  the 
number  of  boys  committed  to  the  Reform  School,  also  commu- 
nicate full  information  of  the  state  of  the  Institution,  and  make 
such  suggestions  as  he  may  think  proper  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Board. 

At  each  April  meeting  he  shall  furnish  the  Board  with  a  du- 
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plicate  copy  of  his  accounts,  presented  to  the  State  Comptroller 
of  Public  Accounts,  up  to  tbe  31st  of  March ;  also  a  full  sched- 
ule of  all  the  property  of  the  Institution,  including  everything 
in  the  care  of  the  Steward  and  Farmer. 

He  shall,  at  all  times,  be  ready  to  perform  whatever  other 
services  may  be  required  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Institution. 

Sec.  4.  The  Assistant  Superintendent  shall  assume  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  his  superior  during  his  absence  or 
inability. 

It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  aid  in  the  discipline,  instruction, 
supervision,  and  general  management  of  the  Institution,  and 
to  report  to  the  Superintendent  all  instances  of  impropriety  of 
conduct,  neglect  of  duty,  or  violation  of  the  rules  and  by-laws, 
which  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

He  shall  keep  the  account  books  of  the  Institution,  and 
books  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  admissions,  histories,  and 
discharges  of  the  boys,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  their  neat- 
ness and  accuracy.  He  shall  make  out  and  record  the  inden- 
tures, and  do  all  other  necessary  writing  which  may  be  re- 
quired. 

He  shall  receive  and  attend  visitors,  and  see  to  the  proper 
intercourse  between  the  boys  and  their  friends. 

He  shall  examine  all  packages  and  letters  received  for  the 
boys,  and  may,  by  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  examine 
their  letters  before  being  sent  away. 

Sec.  5.  The  Superintendent  acting  as  Chaplain  shall  have 
the  direction  of  the  moral  and  religious  instruction  of  the  in- 
mates. He  shall  perform  devotional  exercises  with  the  boys 
morning  and  evening,  have  charge  of  the  Sabbath  School,  con- 
duct the  religious  worship  in  the  chapel  on  the  Sabbath,  and 
obtain  such  aid  from  the  Reverend  Clergy  in  the  vicinity  as 
may  be  necessary,  and  on  all  other  days  set  apart  for  religious 
observance,  and  to  officiate  at  funerals. 

He  shall  occasionally  give  familiar  expositions  of  moral  and 
religious  duty,  in  such  a  manner  as  he  shall  deem  most  condu- 
cive to  the  good  of  the  boys,  and  at  such  times,  as  may  be  de- 
termined on,  by  consultation  with  the  Trustees. 
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He  shall  mingle  freely  with  the  boys  in  kind,  familiar  inter- 
course, and  spend  as  much  time  with  them  in  conversation  as 
he  may  think  will  be  for  their  benefit,  and  as  will  be  consistent 
with  the  proper  performance  of  his  other  duties,  and  his  posi- 
tion in  the  Institution. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Trustees  in  April,  the  Chap- 
lain shall  furnish  his  report,  embracing  the  condition  of  this 
department,  and  facts  respecting  the  reformatory  influences 
effectively  made  use  of  in  this  Institution. 

The  Physician.* 

Sec.  6.  The  Physician  shall  visit  the  School  and  inspect  in- 
mates with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  state  of  their  health,  at  least 
once  a  week,  and  as  much  oftener  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
by  the  Superintendent. 

He  shall  acquaint  himself  with  the  condition  of  the  boys, 
and  give  such  direction  to  the  Matron  respecting  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  sick,  as  shall  be  suited  to  their  wants. 

He  shall  also  make  any  examination  and  suggestions  he  may 
think  proper  as  to  the  best  means  of  preserving  health,  and 
with  reference  to  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  Insti- 
tution. 

He  shall  present  to  the  Trustees,  at  their  meeting  in  April,  a 
true  and  full  report  of  the  state  of  health  among  the  boys 
during  the  past  year." 

The  Matron. 

Sec.  7.  The  Matron  shall  have  the  general  charge  and  di- 
rection of  all  the  domestic  arrangements  of  the  family,  the 
sewing  rooms,  laundry,  and  hospital,  and  shall  see  that  cleanli- 
ness, order  and  propriety  are  uniformly  maintained  in  these 
apartments. 

She  shall  see  that  all  female  assistants,  except  teachers,  are 
diligent  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  appropriate  du- 
ties, discreet  and  regular  in  their  deportment,  and  strict  in  their 

*  The  Superintendent  performs  the  duty  of  Physician  since  1st  July,  1855. 
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observance  of  all  the  regulations  of  the  Institution,  and  shall 
report  to  the  Superintendent  any  remissness  that  may  come  to 
her  knowledge.  She  shall  see  that  the  sick  receive  proper-at- 
tention, and  that  the  directions  of  the  Physician  are  strictly 
complied  with  ;  and  she  shall  have  a  maternal  regard  for  the 
health  and  physical  welfare  of  the  boys. 

She  shall  confer  and  advise  with  the  Superintendent  respect- 
ing the  duties  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  departments  un- 
der her  charge,  and  also  as  to  the  general  management  of  the 
house. 

The  Steward.  * 

Sec.  8.  The  Steward  shall  have  the  general  oversight  of  the 
domestic  arrangement  of  the  boys,  their  food  and  clothing. 
He  shall  see  that  the  tables  are  seasonably  and  properly  fur- 
nished for  each  meal,  and  shall  have  the  care  of  all  apartments 
used  or  occupied  by  the  boys,  except  such  as  are  assigned  to 
the  Matron. 

He  shall  have  the  care  of  all  rooms  and  cellars,  in  which 
provisions,  stores,  and  general  furnishing  articles  are  kept,  and 
of  all  apartments  used  for  the  boys'  clothing,  bedding  and  ma- 
terials for  the  same. 

He  shall  personally  deliver  all  articles  for  them,  as  the  daily 
wants  of  the  house  may  require,  and  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of  all  apartments  and  articles 
under  his  charge  and  supervision.  He  shall  keep  accurate  ac- 
counts of  all  supplies  placed  in  his  care,  and  of  the  time  and 
quantity,  as  they  are  re-delivered  for  use,  which  accounts  shall 
be  subject  to  examination  by  the  Superintendent  and  Trustees. 
He  shall  make  such  arrangements  with  the  persons  having 
charge  of  the  culinary  department  of  the  boys,  as  to  secure 
the  presence  of  one  or  both  at  all  the  meals,  to  see  that  the 
food  is  properly  prepared,  economically  distributed  and  used. 

He  shall  keep  all  the  boys  comfortably  and  properly  clad, 
and  see  that  their  bathing  and  dressing  is  conducted  in  a 
proper  and  satisfactory  manner. 

*  There  is  no  such  officer  now  known  in  the  Institution. 
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Teachers. 

Sec.  9.  The  Teacher  or  Teachers  shall  instruct  the  boys  in 
such  branches  of  education  as  may  be  required  by  the  Super- 
intendent, and  shall  use  all  proper  means  to  inspire  them  with 
a  love  of  study,  and  lead  them  justly  to  estimate  the  value  of 
a  sound  practical  education,  and  shall  constantly  strive,  by 
precept  and  example,  to  impress  on  their  minds  the  importance 
of  good  order,  self-government,  and  purity  of  body  and  mind. 

They  shall  take  charge  of  the  boys  at  all  times  in  the  school- 
rooms, and  shall  require  them  to  be  promptly  in  their  places 
at  the  appointed  time,  unless  they  are  absent  by  permission. 

They  shall  attend  to  the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of  the 
school-rooms,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safety,  care,  and 
preservation  of  all  books,  furniture,  apparatus,  and  fixtures 
provided  for  the  same,  and  by  strict  personal  examination  see 
that  no  injury  or  waste  is  suffered. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  male  Teachers  to  see  the  boys  to 
their  beds,  to  close  and  secure  the  doors  of  their  dormitories, 
to  see  that  they  rise  in  the  morning  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell, 
and  make  their  beds  in  a  proper  manner,  and  attend  to  their 
washings,  before  assembling  in  the  chapel  in  the  morning ;  and 
when  they  come  from  their  work,  to  assemble  in  the  school- 
rooms. 

In  conjunction  with  the  overseers  of  the  workshops,  and  by 
a  just  and  equal  division  of  these  duties,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Superintendent,  the  Teachers  shall  have  charge  of  the  boys' 
recreations,  take  charge  of  them  at  their  meals,  and  have 
charge  of  them  during  the  night. 

The  Teachers  shall  assist  in  the  Sabbath  School  and  in  vocal 
music,  and  the  principal  Teacher  shall  act  as  librarian  to  the 
boys. 

Overseers  of  the  Workshops. 

Sec  10.  The  overseers  of  the  workshops  shall  take  charge 
of  all  tools,  apparatus,  stock,  and  materials,  furnished  or  used 
in  the  shops,  and  see  that  the  same  are  carefully  preserved, 
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worked  with  prudence  and  economy,  and  properly  manufac- 
tured. They  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  the  number  of 
boys  and  time  employed  each  day,  of  the  work  done,  and  of 
all  articles  made  and  how  disposed  of.  They  shall  attend  to 
the  cleanliness,  warming  and  ventilation,  and  keep  a  daily 
record  of  the  temperature  of  their  workshops.  They  shall  have 
charge  of  the  boys  during  work  hours,  in  the  shops  ;  shall  ex- 
ercise a  prudent  and  judicious  oversight,  see  that  industry  and 
good  order  are  constantly  observed,  and  return  them  to  the 
yard,  or  such  other  place  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Super- 
intendent, at  the  ringing  of  the  bell  at  the  close  of  work. 
They  shall  see  that  the  boys  are  furnished  with  shoes  properly 
fitted. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Teachers,  they  shall  have  the  over- 
sight of  the  boys'  recreations,  take  charge  of  them  during 
their  meals,  and  after  they  retire  at  night.  They  shall  also 
assist  the  Teachers,  if  requested,  in  their  duties  on  the  Sabbath 
and  in  the  Sabbath  School. 

Watchmen. 

Sec.  11.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  power,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  appoint  one  or 
more  "Watchmen  for  night  duty,  whenever  it  is  considered  ne- 
cessary for  the  safety  of  the  Institution. 

The  Watchman  on  duty  shall  perform  a  regular  patrol 
throughout  and  around  the  buildings,  for  the  purpose  of  using 
due  vigilance  of  all  occurrences,  to  prevent  escapes,  and  to 
discover  and  prevent  danger  from  fire.  He  shall  use  the  ut- 
most vigilance  to  guard  against  damage  by  fire,  and  promptly 
notify  the  Superintendent  on  the  first  cause  of  alarm.  He 
shall  ring  the  bell  in  the  morning,  and  at  other  times,  as  may 
be  directed,  and  perform  any  other  service  required  by  the 
Superintendent. 

The  Farmer. 

Sec.  12.  The  Farmer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  farming 
operation   *,nd  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper  manage- 
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ment,  good  order,  and  economical  use  of  everything  connected 
therewith.  He  shall  carry  forward  all  designated  improve- 
ments, shall  have  charge  of  all  the  help,  and  the  boys  employed 
on  the  farm,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  labor  and  conduct 
of  the  same  during  the  hours  of  work.  Every  evening  he 
shall  inform  the  Superintendent  of  what  work  he  intends  shall 
be  done  by  the  boys  on  the  following  day,  and  the  place  or 
places  where  they  are  to  be  employed,  that  in  assigning  boys 
to  the  work,  proper  regard  may  be  had  to  their  age,  character, 
qualifications  and  exposure,  and  that  such  assignments  may  be 
made  as  will  most  effectually  guard  against  escapes,  and  secure 
the  best  advantage  from  their  labor.  He  shall  have  charge  of 
the  boys  while  thus  employed,  shall  receive  and  return  them 
punctually  as  required  by  the  Superintendent,  and  see  that  the 
rules  of  the  Institution  respecting  their  discipline  are  strictly 
observed  while  they  are  under  his  care. 

He  shall  cause  all  supplies,  and  whatever  else  may  be  re- 
quired for  the  Institution,  to  be  drawn  by  the  teams  of  the 
farm,  and  shall  perform  any  other  labor  or  services  with  men, 
boys  or  teams,  at  the  request  of  the  Superintendent,  when  not 
inconsistent  with  his  duties  upon  the  farm.  He  shall  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  the  labor  performed,  and  of  every  kind  of 
produce  raised  or  furnished  on  the  farm.  He  shall  see  that  all 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution  are  strictly  observed 
by  all  persons  under  his  care,  and  shall  promptly  report  to  the 
Superintendent  any  one  who  may  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply 
therewith.  In  no  case  shall  he  be  absent  from  the  premises 
without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  Libeaby. 

Sec.  13.  It  is  necessary  that  a  Library  of  well-selected  books 
and  maps,  and  of  Sunday  School  books,  should  be  kept  at  the 
State  Reform  School,  for  the  use  and  improvement  of  the  delin- 
quents, and  it  is  thought  proper  to  solicit  donations  for  the  sup- 
ply and  increase  of  such  Library. 

The  Superintendent,  the  Librarian,  and  Chairman  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  the  Li- 
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brary,  who  shall  have  in  charge  the  efforts,  ways  and  means 
to  promote  this  department  of  the  Institution,  and  they  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  their  quarterly  meetings, 
the  progress  and  condition  of  the  Library,  with  a  full  list  of 
all  donations  received  for  this  object. 

General  Regulations. 

Sec.  14.  The  distribution  of  time  for  each  working  day 
shall  be  from  six  to  eight  hours  for  labor,  four  hours  for  school, 
not  less  than  nine  hours  for  sleep,  and  five  hours  to  devotional 
exercises,  incidental  duties,  and  recreations. 

The  time  of  rising  in  the  morning  shall  be  at  five  o'clock, 
from  the  first  of  March  to  the  first  of  November,  and  at  six 
o'clock  during  the  other  four  months. 

The  time  of  retiring  shall  be  at  eight  o'clock,  from  the  first 
of  November  until  the  first  of  March,  and  at  eight  and  a  half 
o'clock  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

All  persons  having  requisite  duties  to  perform  shall  rise  at 
the  ringing  of  the  morning  bell. 

]STo  lights  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  outbuildings,  the  cel- 
lars, workshops,  dormitories  or  laundry,  without  being  enclosed 
in  glass  or  in  a  lantern. 

No  spirituous  liquors  or  intoxicating  drink  shall  be  brought 
to  the  Institution,  unless  by  order  of  the  Physician.  No  officer 
or  assistant  shall  at  any  time  make  use  of  such  liquor,  nor  shall 
any  one  make  use  of  tobacco,  or  smoke  a  pipe  or  cigar  on  or 
about  the  premises. 

No  tobacco  shall  be  furnished  or  allowed  to  the  delinquents, 
in  any  form. 

No  person  regularly  employed  at  the  Institution  shall  be 
absent  from  his  duties,  without  permission  from  the  Superin- 
tendent or  the  Executive  Committee. 

All  persons  employed  at  the  Institution,  in  whatever  capacity, 
are  required  to  devote  their  whole  attention  to  the  performance 
of  their  respective  duties,  which  are  enjoined  in  these  by-laws, 
or  required  by  the  Superintendent. 

Each  officer  should  feel  it  incumbent  on  him  to  see  that  all 
the  rules   and  regulations  are  strictly  observed,  and  should 
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promptly  report  any  failures  therein.  As  the  great  object  is 
reform,  the  intercourse  of  all  with  boys  should  be  so  conducted 
as  to  convince  them  that  this  object  is  the  chief  end  and  aim 
of  the  Institution. 

Sec.  15.  Every  boy  shall,  at  all  times,  be  in  charge  of  some 
responsible  person,  unless  otherwise  directed;  and  that  person 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  until  returned 
into  the  house  or  yard,  or  intrusted  to  the  care  of  another  per- 
son duly  authorized. 

ISTo  officer  shall  permit  any  boy  to  examine  his  keys,  or  to 
pass  out  of  the  yard,  without  permission  from  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

JSTo  person  shall  take  or  detain  a  boy  from  the  performance 
of  one  duty  to  discharge  another,  without  direction  from  the 
Superintendent. 

The  teachers  or  overseers  having  charge  of  the  boys  during 
their  time  of  recreation,  shall  see  that  a  kind  and  proper  tone 
of  feeling  is  observed  among  them,  and  that  they  do  not  use 
violence,  or  injure  each  other's  clothing,  or  mark  or  deface  the 
buildings,  fixtures,  or  furniture. 

All  persons  employed  at  the  Institution,  who  are  in  health 
and  can  leave  their  appropriate  duties  at  the  time,  shall  attend 
the  daily  devotional  exercises  and  the  religious  services  on  the 
Sabbath,  unless  special  leave  of  absence  is  granted. 

]Sfo  officer  shall  be  compelled  to  perform  any  duty  inconsist- 
ent with  those  regularly  assigned  to  him  ;  but  as  this  Institu- 
tion is  to  be  a  family,  as  well  as  a  school  for  detention  and 
reformation,  duties  will  occur  growing  out  of  this  double  rela- 
tion, which  no  by-laws  can  clearly  indicate  or  provide  for  ; 
therefore,  all  must  be  expected  to  act  agreeably  to  the  spirit 
as  well  as  the  letter  of  these  rules  and  regulations,  by  holding 
themselves  ready  at  all  times  for  any  emergency,  and  by  gene- 
ral and  constant  acts  of  accommodation,  firmness,  and  kind- 
ness, accomplish  the  desired  object. 

Punishment  for  Misconduct. 

Sec  16.  If  any  delinquent  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey 
the  orders  of  the  Superintendent,  or  other  officer  having  charge 
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over  him,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  the  labor  or  duty- 
assigned  him,  or  shall  strike  or  resist  an  officer,  or  shall  will- 
fully or  by  gross  negligence  or  carelessness  injure  any  property 
of  the  Institution,  or  shall  strike  or  otherwise  abuse  a  fellow- 
delinquent,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  using  indecent  or  profane  lan- 
guage, or  shall  attempt  to  escape,  or  shall  knowingly  be  guilty 
of  any  other  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  Institution  or  of  good 
order,  he  shall  he  punished,  either  by  the  officer  having  charge 
at  the  time  the  offense  is  committed,  or  by  the  Superintendent, 
or  under  his  direction. 

In  cases  of  a  combination  among  the  delinquents  to  resist 
the  authority  of  the  officers,  and  in  flagitious  cases  of  willful 
offenses,  punishment  should  be  promptly  administered.  In 
other  cases  great  forbearance  and  caution  should  be  observed, 
but  some  punishment  should  follow  the  commission  of  every 
offense  of  a  serious  character. 

With  regard  to  minor  offenses  and  indiscretions,  gentle  ad- 
monition and  reproof  should  be  adopted. 

In  all  cases,  care  should  be  taken  to  impress  the  delinquents 
with  the  conviction  that  the  object  in  administering  punish- 
ment is  to  subdue  their  vicious  passions,  and  to  promote  their 
welfare  individually  and  secure  the  good  of  the  Institution, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  convince  them  beyond  a  doubt  that 
discipline  and  good  order  will  be  maintained  at  all  hazards. 

For  the  first  offense  the  punishment  should  be  as  light  as 
the  end  to  be  attained  by  it  will  allow.  In  cases  of  repetition 
of  the  offense,  or  oft-repeated  transgression,  the  punishment 
should  be  increased  in  severity. 

Punishment  may  be  inflicted  by  the  deprivation  of  amuse- 
ment and  recreation,  by  withholding  some  favorite  articles  of 
food,  or  some  privilege  or  indulgence,  by  loss  of  rank  and 
standing  in  the  class,  by  imposing  some  irksome  duty,  by  close 
or  solitary  confinement  for  a  limited  period,  and  when  it  be- 
comes absolutely  necessary  to  maintain  good  order  and  enforce 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution,  by  corporeal  inflic- 
tion by  the  Superintendent  or  under  his  direction. 

These  by-laws,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  altered,  amended, 
or  repealed,  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.

Leaving  in  the  Institution,  April  1st,  1863,     198 

Time,  in  its  never  ceasing  flight,  has  borne  us  rapidly  through 
another  year,  and  again  the  pleasant  duty  of  reporting  to  you 
devolves  upon  me. 

The  labors  and  duties  involved  in  the  care  of  so  large  an  In- 
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stitution  as  this,  and  the  constantly  increasing  business  which 
has  become  now  so  extended,  increases  the  care  and  responsi- 
bility in  a  due  proportion.  The  business  is  oftentimes  per- 
plexing, the  care  continuous  and  arduous  ;  there  are  dark  days 
and  bright  ones,  and  our  lives,  though  they  may  seem  monoto- 
nous, are,  nevertheless,  checkered  with  the  various  experiences 
attending  all  active  lives.  But  on  a  calm  review  of  the  year, 
the  bright  days  have  far  outnumbered  the  dark  ones  ;  the  year 
has  fled  almost  too  quickly,  and  its  past  record  is  to  be  future 
history. 

HEALTH. 

I  have  been  a  resident  of  this  town  for  the  last  thirteen 
years,  and  all  of  the  time  until  my  present  occupancy  en- 
gaged in  the  practice  of  medicine.  Never  in  my  residence 
here  has  this  town,  and  particularly  this  neighborhood,  experi- 
enced the  fatality  of  the  past  year.  Whole  families  of  chil- 
dren have  been  swept  away  by  diptheria  and  scarlet  fever,  but 
it  has  passed  by  us  unharmed.  None  in  the  Institution  have 
suffered  but  two  of  my  own  children,  who  had  scarlatina  se- 
verely, but  both  recovered,  and  not  one  death  has  occurred 
here  the  past  year.  We  have  been  wonderfully  blest  with 
health. 

Incipient  phthisis  developed  itself  in  one  boy,  who  was  kind- 
ly removed  by  his  friends,  and  one  had  typhoid  pneumonia  se- 
verely, but  recovered.  Aside  from  these  we  have  had  no  severe 
cases  of  illness ; — a  few  sore  throats,  occasional  derangement 
of  the  stomach,  a  few  colds,  with  slight  cough,  and  other  tri- 
fling cases  of  disease  incident  to  the  season.  The  sanitary  meas- 
ures to  secure  the  almost  perfect  health  of  the  inmates  seems  to 
be  complete.  A  few  cases  of  small  pox  have  been  reported 
in  town  and  in  this  neighborhood.  I  have  vaccinated  all  of 
the  boys  who  were  not  before,  to  the  number  of  about  one  hun- 
dred, and  vaccinated  many  that  had  before  been,  and  all  of  the 
officers.  I  hope  by  timely  precaution  to  prevent  the  loathsome 
disease  from  coming  among  us. 
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TEACHING — SCHOOLS. 


The  school  is  divided  into  two  departments,  not  according  to 
the  age,  but  degree  of  advancement.  They  have  been  contin- 
ued through  the  year  with  the  same  good  result  as  heretofore. 

Mr.  S.  B.  Little  has  the  general  charge,  and  teaches  the  ad- 
vanced classes,  with  the  aid  of  one  assistant. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  all  the  branches,  but  par- 
ticular attention  has  been  paid  to  reading,  writing,  and  spell- 
ing. The  primary  department,  in  charge  of  Mr.  M.  H.  Good- 
year, has  made  great  proficiency.  In  this  department  are 
many  that  are  only  beginning  to  read,  and  others  that  are  com- 
mencing primary  arithmetic,  geography,  &c.  This  winter  the 
schools  have  been  in  session  from  five  to  five  and  a  half  hours 
each  day.  In  the  summer  we  devote  a  little  more  time  to  la- 
bor. Our  Sabbath  exercises  consist  in,  first,  morning  devo- 
tions, (in  winter  half-past  six,  summer  half-past  five),  singing, 
reading  the  scriptures,  reciting  the  commandments  and  prayer. 
Second,  Sabbath  school  from  half-past  eight  to  half-past  nine. 
All  of  the  officers  who  are  not  otherwise  engaged  assist  as 
teachers,  and  some  very  kind  friends  from  the  village  supply 
the  rest.  We  have  now  fourteen  regular  teachers,  and  I  take 
great  pleasure  in  thus  publicly  thanking  those  who  come  to  labor 
with  us  in  this  noble  work.  Third,  a  short  exercise  each  morn- 
ing, conducted  by  myself,  consisting  of  singing,  prayer,  an  ex- 
position of  some  passages  of  scripture.  Fourth,  a  regular  re- 
ligious exercise,  conducted  by  one  of  the  clergymen  from  the 
village.  Fifth,  evening  devotions.  Our  Sabbaths,  thus  filled 
up,  are  not  long  and  tedious,  but  the  varied  exercises  keep 
alive  the  interest  and  may  be  the  means  of  great  good. 


BUSINESS. 


The  pecuniary  operations  of  the'  Institution,  with  the  farm, 
have  this  year  largely  exceeded  any  former  year.  We  have 
been  favored  with  constant  employment,  and  I  hope  the  result 
will  prove  satisfactory.  In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  the 
fact  that  we  had  just  begun  the  manufacture  of  hoop  skirts. 
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We  have  made  the  past  year  six  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eleven  dozen  of  skirts,  equal  to  eighty-one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  eighty-two  single  skirts.  We  are  now  manufacturing 
for  J.  Wilcox  &  Co.,  No.  84  Chambers  street,  1ST.  Y.,  and  are 
making  about  forty-five  dozen  per  day.  The  chair  shop  still 
continues  in  charge  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Parker,  and  has  been  conduct- 
ed with  great  ability.  We  now  employ  sixty-six  boys  in  this 
department,  and  have  made  the  past  year  thirty-one  thousand 
four  hundred  and.  eighty-eight  seats,  four  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  ninety-three  rocking  chair  backs,  and  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  settees.  The  labor  necessary  to  produce  such 
an  amount  of  material  is  enormous.  It  is  only  by  every  day 
active  endeavor  that  it  is  done.  For  the  pecuniary  results  in 
this  and  in  the  other  departments  I  refer  you  to  the  tables  an- 
nexed. The  manufacture  of  chairs  is  for  Ingersoll,  Watson  & 
Co.,  No.  71  Bowery,  and  J.  W.  Mason  &  Co.,  No.  379  Pearl 
street,  N.  Y.  These  constitute  the  principal  manufacturing 
branches.  We  make  for  ourselves  our  own  clothing,  beds  and 
bedding,  caps,  shoes,  &c,  &c. 

FARM. 

The  farm,  under  the  very  excellent  management  of  Mr.  L. 
P.  Chamberlain,  under  whose  supervision  it  has  been  for  the 
last  six  years,  and  who  is  now  assisted  by  Mr.  B.  Andrews, 
speaks  for  itself  better  than  any  report  can.  It  is  difficult  to 
speak  of  all  the  permanent  improvements  and  to  enter  into  all 
the  minutiae  of  slight  ones  made  during  the  year.  Our  motto 
is  onward  and  upward,  and  I  think  those  who  know  us  best  will 
give  us  credit  for  living  up  to  it.  The  report  in  the  tables 
herewith  presented  and  annexed,  prepared  by  the  farmer,  to 
which  I  would  call  your  especial  attention,  will  give  an  aggre- 
gate result  of  the  farm  operations.  Notwithstanding  the  in- 
crease of  our  barn  accommodations  for  the  last  two  o-r  three 
years  we  are  now  full,  and  it  is  in  contemplation  to  double  the 
size  of  our  root  cellar  the  present  year.  We  are  constantly 
improving  our  stock  of  cattle  and  are  breeding  now  grade  short 
horns.     We  were  obliged  to  slaughter  our  very  fine  thorough- 
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bred  bull  Humboldt,  for  which  we  obtained  the  first  premium 
at  the  State  Fair  in  Hartford  last  fall,  but  we  have  filled  his 
place  with  one  equally  fine,  we  think,  from  the  herd  of  H.  G. 
"White,  Esq.  of  South  Framingham,  Mass.  Our  stock  now 
consists  of  one  thorough-bred  bull,  Middlesex,  three  yokes  of 
oxen,  eleven  cows,  four  heifers,  eight  yearlings,  two  calves,  six 
shoats,  three  breeding  sows,  twelve  pigs,  two  horses,  sixty-six 
hens.  We  have  made  one  hundred  and  fifty  cords  of  manure 
and  drawn  out  four  hundred  loads  of  muck.  We  made  some 
successful  experiments  in  farming  last  year,  and  we  shall  attempt 
more  this  year.  We  planted  two  bushels  of  the  Cuzco  white 
potatoes,  and  the  product  of  them  was  one  hundred  and  three 
bushels.  All  but  two  bushels  of  these  were  of  good  size  to  eat. 
The  net  result  of  one-half  an  acre  of  chickory  raised  was  one 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars.  The  aggregate  result  of 
our  root  crops  was  about  twenty-five  hundred  bushels.  We 
hope  to  increase  it  some  this  year.  The  annexed  tables  show 
various  details  of  special  interest :

The  question  comes  to  us,  who  are  officers  here,  and  to  me 
particularly,  as  assuming  the  chief  responsibility,  wrhat  is  the 
result  of  all  this  care  and  teaching,  and  are  the  results  com- 
mensurate with  the  expense  involved,  and  the  care  bestowed 
by  the  State  ?  I  say,  then,  frankly  and  freely,  I  think  they 
are.  My  connection  with  this  Institution  for  the  last  four  years 
as  its  Superintendent,  and  for  most  of  the  time  previous  since 
its  establishment,  either  as  Trustee  or  Physician,  ought  to  en- 
able me  to  speak  with  a  good  degree  of  accuracy.  I  do  not 
believe  that  the  number  of  reformations  or  the  amount  of  good 
performed  can  be  reduced  to  a  mathematical  demonstration,  or 
that  any  one  would  be  justified  in  saying  that  such  a  per  cent, 
had  been  saved.  Time  alone  can  determine  the  genuineness 
of  any  reformation,  whether  of  a  youth  or  adult.  But  the 
State  is  doing  its  duty  in  educating  and  training  these,  so  that 
nothing  but  their  own  waywardness  and  perversity  can  pre- 
vent them  from  becoming  good  citizens.  I  do  not  think  the 
citizens  of  this  State  could  satisfy  their  consciences  and  do  less 
than  they  are  doing ;  they  might  do  much  more.  But  now 
every  boy  that  is  sent  here  has  a  chance  for  reformation.  If 
there  is  in  him  the  genuine  stuff,  if  there  is  in  him  the  germ 
of  a  true  manhood,  can  the  State  do  more  to  develop  it  ?  If 
in  many  cases  sent  here  to  be  reformed  there  is  a  failure,  is  the 
State  to  be  blamed  or  the  system  faulty  ?  If  they  are  con- 
ceived in  sin  and  born  in  iniquity,  and  their  youth  steeped  in 
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crime,  and  all  of  the  selfish  and  animal .  propensities  fully  de- 
veloped, can  anything  short  of  Almighty  power  change  those 
passions  ?  Within  a  short  time  a  boy  was  sent  here  as  a  com- 
mon drunkard.  His  mother  embraced  him  tenderly  at  part- 
ing, and  with  her  benediction  gave  him  three  papers  of  tobacco. 
His  conduct  here,  thus  far,  has  been  unexceptionable.  His 
sentence  is  three  years.  If  he  stays  his  time  out  he  will  have 
a  good  common  school  education.  Now  he  cannot  read,  and 
is  fifteen  years  old.  When  his  time  expires  he  majr,  if  he 
please,  return  to  his  home,  and  is  at  once  in  the  midst  of  his 
old  temptations.  If  he  falls,  who  is  to  blame,  the  School  or 
the  State  ? 

I  think  the  State  is  now  protected  against  imposition  if  the 
law  is  strictly  regarded  in  committing  boys.  None  but  those 
actually  guilty  of  a  crime  can  be  sent  here.  The  State  must 
sustain  its  laws  and  protect  itself.  Is  there  any  safeguard 
against  juvenile  crime  so  good  as  education?  Now,  if  the 
State  does  for  these  what  their  parents  ought  to  do,  and  all  that 
any  parent  can  do,  that  is,  restrain,  educate,  teach  them  good 
morals,  their  duties  as  citizens  and  men,  can  it  do  more  ?  The 
most  tender  solicitude  on  the  part  of  parents  often  fails.  Shall, 
then,  all  be  given  up  %  If  human  nature  is  perverse,  is  there 
not  so  much  the  more  a  necessity  laid  upon  us  to  do  all  that 
we  can  to  save  the  erring  and  unfortunate  ? 

Never  since  I  have  been  connected  with  the  Institution  in 
my  present  capacity,  have  we  had  a  year  of  so  much  quiet,  so 
few  attempts  to  escape,  and  so  few  flagrant  violations  of  the  rules 
of  the  School.  The  assistance  of  my  officers  seconding  my 
efforts,  and  laboring  in  harmony  for  the  best  good  of  the  School, 
has  prevailed  to  produce  such  a  result.  In  the  summer,  when 
we  could  drill  out  of  doors,  the  boys,  under  Mr.  M.  H.  Good- 
year, were  thoroughly  drilled  in  military  tactics.  This  winter 
we  have  been  obliged  to  suspend  our  drill,  but  shall  resume  it 
when  the  weather  is  favorable. 

We  are  now  as  full  as  our  present  accommodations  will 
allow.  But  we  are  constantly  changing.  Boys,  by  expiration 
of  sentence  and  otherwise,  are  leaving;  but  we  can  continue  to 
receive  for  the  present.

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  speak  of  him  as 
my  personal  friend,  and  I  bear  a  willing  testimony  to  his  zeal 
and  faithfulness  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  as  a  Trustee  of 
this  Institution. 

To  all  the  friends  of  the  Institution,  scattered  throughout 
the  State,  we  are  indebted  for  words  of  cheer  and  comfort. 
Mrs.  L.  II.  Sigourney  of  Hartford,  who  has  been  always  the 
friend  of  the  Institution,  has  renewed  and  redoubled  her  bene- 
factions the  past  year.  She  will,  while  living,  have  a  warm 
place  in  the  affections  of  all  connected  with  us,  whether  as 
teachers  or  scholars;  and  dying,  shall  be  embalmed  in  the 
holiest  memories  of  our  affections. 

Thanking  you,  gentlemen,  for  your  kindness  in  the  past,  and 
assuring  you  of  my  desire  to  merit  your  approbation  in  the 
future,  and  thanking  all  those  connected  with  me  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  Institution,  and  acknowledging  my  indebted- 
ness to  them  for  its  success  and  prosperity,  I  respectfully  submit 
this  report.

LAWS  RELATING  TO  THE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 


The  following  laws  relating  to  commitments  to  the  State  Re- 
form School,  are  now  in  force  : 

When  any  boy  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be  con- 
victed of  any  offense  known  to  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  pun- 
ishable by  imprisonment,  other  than  such  as  may  be  punisha- 
ble by  imprisonment  for  life,  the  Court  of  Justice,  as  the  case 
may  be,  before  whom  such  conviction  shall  be  heard,  may  at 
their  discretion,  sentence  such  boy  to  the  State  Reform  School, 
or  to  such  punishment  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  same 
offense. 

And  if  the  sentence  shall  be  t:>  the  Reform  School,  then  it 
shall  be  in  the  alternative  to  the  State  Reform  School,  or  to 
such  punishment  as  would  have  been  awarded  if  this  act  had 
not  been  passed.  Sec.  4th  of  "  An  Act  to  establish  the  State 
Reform  School,"  passed  1851. 

All  commitments  to  the  Reform  School,  of  boys,  of  whatev- 
er age  when  committed,  shall  be  for  a  term  not  longer  than 
during  their  minority,  nor  less  than  ninety  days,  [the  ninety 
days  limitation  has  been  altered  by  subsequent  statute,]  unless 
sooner  discharged  by  order  of  the  Trustees,  as  herein  provided, 
and  whenever  any  boy  shall  be  discharged  therefrom,  by  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  commitment,  or  as  reformed,  or  as 
having  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  such  discharge 
shall  be  a  full  and  complete  release  from  all  penalties  and  dis- 
abilities which  may  have  been  created  by  such  sentence. 

Sec.  7.  of  above  act. 

Any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  before  whom  any  juvenile  delin- 
quent may  be  lawfully  committed  to  the  State  Reform  School, 
may  sentence  such  delinquent  during  his  minority,  provided ?

DIRECTORS'  REPORT, 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut, May  Session,  A.  D.  1863  : 

The  Directors  of  the  Connecticut  State  Prison  respectfully 
Keport : 

That  on  the  31st  of  March,  1862,  William  Willard,  Esq., 
was  filling,  temporarily,  the  place  made  vacant  by  the  un- 
timely death  of  the  late  lamented  Warden.  On  the  11th  of 
April  following,  at  a  full  meeting  of  the  Board,  he  was  unan- 
imously appointed  Warden. 

His  long  experience  and  uniform  success  in  the  management 
of  Institutions  of  this  kind,  in  this  and  other  States,  left  no 
room  for  doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  inviting  him  to  the  posi- 
tion— and  we  may  here  be  permitted  to  say,  that  by  his  kind* 
humane,  yet  firm  and  decided  manner  of  enforcing  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Prison,  he  has  endeared  himself  to  the 
convicts,  while  he  has  fully  sustained  his  former  reputation  as 
a  disciplinarian. 

His  success  in  the  financial  department,  under  all  the  diffi- 
culties with  which  he  had  to  contend,  and  which  have  forced 
most  Institutions  of  this  kind  to  report  large  deficiencies, 
shows  conclusively  that  he  has  not  been  found  wanting  in  this 
important  part  of  his  duty. 

For  the  financial,  moral  and  physical  condition  of  the  Prison, 
we  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  several  reports  of  the  Warden, 
Chaplain,  and  Physician.  By  reference  to  the  report  of  the 
Warden,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  income  for  the  year  ending 
March  31st,  1863,  is  $13,026.80,— the  current  expenses  for  the 
same  period  $12,065.30,  leaving  a  balance  of  $961.50  as 
excess  of  earnings  over  expenses. 

While  the  income  has  been  greatly  reduced  from  a  variety 


of  causes,  some  of  which  we  shall  allude  to,  there  has  been  a 
corresponding  decrease  of  expenses,  so  that  better  pecuniary 
results  have  been  reached  then  we  could  have  anticipated. 

Some  time  previous  to  the  date  of  our  last  report,  the  Bald- 
win Tool  Co.,  contractors  for  Plane  Shops,  employing  thirty- 
three  men,  and  Willis  Thrall,  Esq.,  for  the  last  twenty-five 
years  contractor  for  the  Rule  Shop,  employing  eighteen  men, 
gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  throw  up  their  contracts,  thus 
leaving  us  liable,  at  the  will  of  the  contractors,  to  have  left  on 
our  hands,  unemployed,  fifty-one  men,  or  nearly  one-half  of  our 
producing  force. 

Measures  were  at  once  taken  by  advertisement,  and  other- 
wise, to  find  new  contractors.  It  was  found  no  easy  matter, 
however,  such  was  the  condition  of  our  national  affairs,  and 
such  the  derangement  of  trade,  to  induce  men  to  embark  in 
any  new  enterprise.  An  arrangement  was,  however,  entered 
into  with  Messrs.  Hunt,  Holbrook  &  Barber,  contractors  for 
the  Boot  Shops,  by  which  they  received  part  of  the  men  on  an 
already  existing  contract — and  early  in  the  season  twelve  men 
were  let  to  S.  Packard,  Esq.,  for  the  manufacture  of  shoemak- 
ers' tools.  About  twenty  remained  on  our  hands  some  months, 
during  which  time,  such  work  as  could  be  obtained  was  pro- 
vided for  them  by  the  Warden.  ' 

Had  the  law  been  such  as  to  have  justified  us  in  working  a 
dozen  hands  on  the  Horse  Railroad  near  by  the  Prison, — as 
we  think  might  have  been  done  with  perfect  safety — this  small 
force  would  have  earned  us  more  than  the  whole  number 
when  employed  in  the  shop.  In  this  connection,  allow  us  to 
suggest  the  propriety  of  such  a  change  in  the  law  as  will  give 
the  Warden,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Directors,  au- 
thority to  work  a  small  gang  of  men  off  the  Prison  grounds, 
but  within  a  reasonable  limit,  with  the  same  authority  as  if 
within  the  Prison  proper,  in  all  cases  to  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  officer  of  the  Prison.  The  fact  that  we  have  had, 
through  most  of  the  year,  a  proportion  niuch  larger  than  usual 
of  men  who,  from  mental  or  physical  ability,  could  not  be 
placed  on  contract,  and  were,  therefore,  unproductive,  has  also 
operated  against  us.     The  Steam  Engine,  formerly  a  source  of 


profit,  has  been,  up  to  the  1st  of  January,  run  at  a  great  loss, 
on  account  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  contracts  using  and  pay- 
ing for  steam-power ;  since  which  time  the  engine  has  not  been 
used,  as  no  power  is  now  required  by  the  contractors. 

These  are  some  of  the  difficulties  we  have  had  to  encounter, 
and  which,  without  a  corresponding  effort  to  keep  the  expen- 
ses clown  to  the  lowest  possible  sum,  must  necessarily  have  led 
to  unfavorable  pecuniary  results. 

On  the  1st  of  March  ult.,  all  the  unemployed  male  convicts 
able  to  labor  on  contract,  were  let  to  Messrs.  Hunt,  Holbrook 
&  Barber,  to  be  employed  in  the  man  ufacture  of  boots. 

From  frequent  visits  and  personal  inspection,  we  feel  justi- 
fied in  saying,  that  neatness,  order,  and  discipline,  are,  as  they 
ever  have  been,  prominent  characteristics  of  the  Institution, 
for  which  the  officers  generally  are  entitled  to  great  credit. 
The  prisoners  have  had  an  abundance  of  good,  wholesome 
food,  have  been  well  cared  for  when  sick,  and  in  every  respect 
made  as  comfortable  as  is  consistent  with  their  situation. 

The  usual  statistical  tables  will  be  found  in  the  Warden's 
report.  The  law  passed  at  the  last  session,  authorizing  the 
Warden,  with  the  consent  of  the  Directors,  to  deduct  a  certain 
percentage  of  time  from  the  sentence  of  the  convicts  for  good' 
behavior,  has,  we  are  satisfied,  been  attended  with  beneficial 
results.  It  has  proved  what  convicts  have  ever  been  loth  to 
admit,  that  the  public  have  an  interest  in  their  welfare  and  re- 
formation. There  has  been  some  difference  of  opinion  in  re- 
gard to  the  intent  of  the  law  in  certain  cases.  It  has,  however, 
been  administered  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  the  prisoner 
the  benefit  of  all  doubt.  It  may  be  advisable  to  so  modify  the 
law  that  there  may  be  no  doubt  as  to  its  true  intent  and  mean- 
ing. The  law  of  the  last  session,  requiring  the  Warden  to  keep 
a  record  of  all  punishments  inflicted,  has  been  strictly  com- 
plied with,  and  the  record  is  open  for  your  inspection. 

The  books  and  vouchers  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the 
Prison  have  been  duly  examined  and  found  correct. 

The  condition  of  the  work-shops  on  the  west  side  of  the  yard 
is  such  as  to  call  for  immediate  action  on  the  part  of  the 
General  Assembly.     The  new  shops  on  the  east  side  of  the 


yard  are  a  credit  to  the  Institution,  while  it  is  the  unanimous 
voice  of  visitors  that  those  on  the  west  are  a  disgrace. 

As  the  law  requires  us  to  make  such  suggestions  as  we  shall 
deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Prison,  we  would  respect- 
fully ask  your  Hon.  Body  to  authorize  the  removal  of  the  old 
and  erection  of  new  shops,  also  the  erection  of  a  new  and  sub- 
stantial fence,  in  front  of  the  Prison,  in  the  place  of  the  old 
unsightly  one,  which  should  have  been  removed  years  since. 

The  Watkinson  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  been  duly  organ- 
ized and  commenced  a  good  work,  which,  we  trust,  after  years 
will  develop  more  fully.  A  large  number  of  prisoners  have 
been  assisted  by  it  in  a  greater  or  less  degree. 

In  conclusion,  we  most  cordially  invite  every  member  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  visit  the  Prison  whenever  convenient, 
assuring  them  they  shall  have  every  facility  to  enable  them  to 
form  a  correct  estimate  of  the  internal  workings  of  the  Insti- 
tution.

To  Daniel  H.  Willard,  John  Tracy,  and  Marcus  Lillie,  Esq's.  , 
Directors  of  the  Connecticut  State  Prison : 

Gentlemen  : — 

Please  find  herewith  my  annual  report,  with  detail  and 
summary  of  financial  operations,  statistical  tables,  &c,  &c. 
Called  by  your  favor  to  take  charge  of  the  Institution  under 
exceedinly  trying  circumstances,  with  every  thing  save  your 
hearty  co-operation  and  that  of  the  officers,  against  me,  it  has 
cost  me  much  anxiety  and  no  small  amount  of  labor  to  carry 
it  safely  through  the  year,  and  show  a  small  amount  over  and 
above  current  expenses. 

Fortunately  for  the  Institution,  my  heaviest  purchases  of 
Flour,  Cloths,  and  Coal  were  made  before  the  present  high- 
prices  ruled,  of  all  of  which  articles  we  have  an  unusually 
large  supply ;  and  of  the  two  latter  nearly  enough  for  the 
coming  year,  which  accounts  for  the  increase  of  property  on 
hand  at  this  date. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that  in  my  efforts  to  keep 
up  the  reputation  of  the  Prison,  as  a  paying  Institution,  I  have 
been  most  cordially  supported  by  the  Deputy  Warden  and 
Matrons,  who  sustain,  in  a  great  degree,  the  relation  to  the 
Institution,  that  the  housekeeper  does  to  the  family. 

I  have  also  to  express  my  thanks  to  you,  gentlemen,  to  the 
officers  severally,  for  their  prompt  and  cheerful  support  ever 
rendered  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  uncommonly  arduous 
duties  the  past  year.

CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Connecticut  State  Prison  : 

Gentlemen  : — 

At  no  period  since  my  connection  with  this  Institution 
has  the  work  assigned  me  been  more  interesting  than  during 
the  past  year. 

Although  there  have  been  more  professed  conversions  dur- 
ing previous  years,  there  have  been  none  of  so  interesting  a 
character  as  three  or  four  which  have  occurred  since  the  last 
report;  besides  which,  there  has  been  a  marked,  moral  im- 
provement on  the  part  of  quite  a  number,  with  whom  there 
appears  a  fixed  determination  to  abandon  vicious  habits  and 
to  forsake  the  society  of  those  who  have  been  their  associates 
in  crime.  If  a  proper  influence  should  be  thrown  around  them 
when  they  go  out  from  imprisonment,  many  would,  probably, 
be  saved  from  further  disgrace,  and  would  lead  virtuous  and 
honorable  lives. 

Man,  in  general,  is  ambitious  and  proud-spirited.  If  his 
surroundings  can  be  such  as  to  stimulate  him  to  a  proper  exer- 
cise of  these  principles  of  his  nature,  they  will  prevent  his 
further  degradation,  even  though  he  has  been  an  inmate  of  a 
prison ;  but  the  moment  he  is  discouraged  by  meeting  cold- 
ness and  neglect,  his  spirit  is  broken,  and  his  ambition  and 
manliness  are  gone,  perhaps  forever;  and  when  he  takes  a 
position  beyond  the  influence  of  these  elements  of  his  social 
nature,  no  vice  will  be  too  degrading  for  his  participation. 
All  his  depraved  passions  are  then  released  from  restraint — he 
feels  that  no  man  cares  for  his  reputation — and  that  it  is  utter- 
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ly  useless  for  him  to  contend  against  the  forces  of  coldness  on 
one  hand  and  vice  on  the  other.  But  if  he  could  hear  the 
voice  of  public  opinion  speaking  to  him  in  the  words  of  the 
Savior,  "  Neither  do  I  condemn  thee ;  go  and  sin  no  more," 
his  courage  and  ambition  would,  doubtless,  be  aroused  to  act 
in  a  right  direction. 

If  the  sad  apprehensions,  often  expressed  by  the  unfortunate 
prisoner  in  reference  to  his  future  prospects,  could  be  heard, 
there  would,  doubtless,  be  a  greater  effort  made  by  the  com- 
munity to  give  him  a  cheering  start  in  the  pursuit  of  some 
honorable  business. 

The  Watkinson  Prison  Aid  Society,  recently  organized,  has 
commenced  this  important  work,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
friends  of  humanity  will  rally  to  its  support,  that  it  may  ex- 
tend its  kind  hand  of  encouragement  and  charity  to  the  down- 
cast and  despairing  convict,  that  he  may  be  assisted  "  out  of 
the  horrible  pit,  out  of  the  miry  clay"  of  sinful  degradation, 
and  be  placed  "  on  the  rock  "  of  public  confidence  and  self- 
respect. 

The  noble  act  of  the  last  Legislature  in  taking  off  from  three 
to  five  days  per  month  from  the  sentence  of  prisoners  who 
shall  behave  well,  has  been  received  with  marked  gratitude 
by  almost  every  man,  and  I  am  convinced  that  most  of  them 
are  ambitious  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  this  legisla- 
tive clemency. 

Attention  to  the  preached  word  has  been  remarkably  good, 
and  the  Sabbath  School  has  been  unusually  interesting  during 
the  past  year,  especially  the  Bible  classes.  The  Warden  has 
taken  much  interest  in  this  department,  and  I  am  happy  to 
say  that  this  is  one  branch  of  his  loved  work. 

The  Library  is  in  its  usual  condition.  I  have  expended  for 
books  $82.29  since  the  last  report. 

Once  in  a  week  I  visit  all  the  men,  and  exchange  books  with 
those  who  desire  it.  On  the  Sabbath,  I  visit  all  the  cells,  and 
converse  with  most  of  the  prisoners,  and  read  letters  to  such  as 
are  unable  to  read  ;  and  I  am  pleased  to  say,  that  these  pastoral 
calls  are  usually  well  received.  Every  Sabbath  afternoon,  I 
spend  about  an  hour  in  the  Female  Deparament,  in  hearing 
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the  prisoners  read  from  the  Scriptures,  making  such  remarks 
and  explanations  as  are  suitable,  and  occasionally  give  them  a 
sermon.     This  part  of  the  work  is  often  deeply  interesting. 

Of  the  females,  eleven  are  Americans,  and  seven  of  foreign 
birth ;  eleven  can  read,  and  only  three  are  able  to  write.  Of 
the  males,  eight-three  profess  to  have  attended  Sabbath 
School,  more  or  less,  while  in  their  youth  ;  eighty-two  were  of 
intemperate  habits ;  ten  cannot  read,  and  thirty  are  unable  to 
write,  though  most  of  the  latter  are  learning  to  do  so,  and  they 
and  many  other  of  the  prisoners  seem  anxious  to  avail  them- 
selves of  all  the  opportunities  of  improvement  which  can  be 
afforded  to  them  in  their  present  situation.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Connecticut  State  Prison : 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  herewith  to  submit  his  Keport 
of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Prison,  for  the  year  just 
closed. 

Notwithstanding  the  mortality  was  larger  than  sometimes, 
there  being  seven  deaths  from  disease,  the  health  of  the  con- 
victs generally  has  been  unusually  good. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  last  year's  report  to  your 
Hon.  Board,  that  there  were  in  the  Hospital  an  unusual  num- 
ber of  cases  hopeless — so  far  as  recovery  was  concerned,  or 
nearly  so.     Four  of  the  deaths  were  among  these  patients. 

Six  deaths  were  from  pulmonary  consumption,  one  from 
acute  disease.  The  following  is-  a  brief  account  of  these  cases 
as  they  occurred : 

April  7th.  A  man,  44  years  of  age,  had  for  some  days  been 
confined  to  his  cell  with  rheumatism.  April  4th.  He  was 
suddenly  attacked  with  very  severe  febrile  symptoms,  very  soon 
manifesting  symptoms  of  cerebral  disease.  Remedies  appeared 
to  avail  nothing,  he  rapidly  becoming  worse  till  his  death. 

April  10th.  A  young  man,  23  years  of  age,  died  of  con- 
sumption. He  had  been  in  the  Hospital  about  seven 
months. 

April  21st.  Although  in  the  termination  a  case  of  consump- 
tion, this  was,  in  its  commencement,  disease  of  the  liver.  An 
abscess  forming  there,  and  at  length  discharging  itself  into  the 
lungs,  had  so  impaired  a  constitution  naturally  very  strong  and 
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vigorous,   that  pulmonary  disease  at  length  supervened,  and 
the  patient  died  as  above  stated.     Age  27. 

June  25th.  A  man,  also  27,  died  of  consumption.  The 
patient  had  been  insane  during  the  whole  period  of  his  im- 
prisonment, and,  I  suppose,  for  a  considerable  period  previous. 

Sept.  14th.  This  case  was  one  where  pulmonary  disease 
was  developed  with  more  than  usual  rapidity.  The  patient 
had  suffered  much  from  gastric  disease  at  times,  but  manifest- 
ed no  symptoms  of  pulmonary  difficulty  till  about  two  months 
before  his  death.     His  age  was  32. 

Feb.  16th.  A  young  man,  aged  18,  died  of  consumption. 
The  patient  had  been  insane  for  more  than  a  year. 

March  18th.  The  patient  had  been  a  subject  of  tuberculous 
disease  of  the  bowels  during  nearly  the  whole  time  of  his  im- 
prisonment, (more  than  three  years),  and  at  times  it  had  been 
so  severe  as  to  afford  little  hope  of  improvement.  He  was 
sent  to  the  hospital  Feb.  27th,  his  disease  becoming  developed 
in  his  lungs  with  great  rapidity. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  man  committed  suicide  May 
5th,  aged  46  years. 

There  are  fewer  cases  of  severe  chronic  disease  now  than  at 
the  time  of  making  my  last  report. 

During  an  absence  of  several  months,  Dr.  Wilcox,  of  Hart- 
ford, very  kindly  took  the  medical  charge  of  the  Prison,  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 

There  are  in  the  Hospital,  at  the  present  date,  three  patients, 
one  with  disease  of  heart,  one  with  rheumatism,  and  one  with 
secondary  syphilis. 

There  are  six  cases  of  insanity,  the  subjects  being  confined 
to  their  cells. 

I  beg  leave  to  add,  that  I  believe  nothing  has  been  left  un- 
done by  the  Warden  which  promised  to  insure  the  health  of 
the  convicts.

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The  strength  of  some  of  the  foregoing  regiments  having 
become  reduced  by  discharges,  deaths  and  other  casualties, 
incident  to  the  life  of  the  soldier,  orders  were  issued  May  16, 
1862,  by  direction  of  your  Excellency,  upon  a  requisition 
from  the  Secretary  of  War,  for  the  enrollment  of  two  hun- 
dred volunteers  each  for  the  8th,  10th  and  11th  Regiments  as 
follows :

Upon  a  requisition  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief directs  that  Two  Hundred  Yolunteers  each, 
be  enrolled  for  the  8th,  10th  and  11th  Regiments. 

Those  enrolled  under  these  orders  will  be  entitled  to  the 
pay  and  allowances  of  soldiers  in  the  regular  service,  and  in 
addition  the  Bounty  allowed  by  this  State  to  Volunteers  and 
their  families. 

Officers  detailed  for  the  recruiting  service  will  be  required 
to  report  daily  to  this  Department. 

The  Recruits  will  rendezvous  at  New  Haven. 
By  Order  of  the  Commander-in-Chief, 

JOSEPH  D.  WILLIAMS, 

Adjutant-  General. 

In  accordance  with  these  orders  a  Military  Post  was  estab- 
lished at  New  Haven  and  a  number  of  recruiting  sergeants 
were  appointed  and  stationed  at  different  centres  in  the  State ; 
but  little  progress  however  was  made  in  obtaining  recruits. 

The  orders  from  the  War  Department  dated  April  3,  1862, 
discontinuing  the  recruiting  service  in  every  State,  had  a 
very  depressing  influence  on  the  people.  Many  who  were 
on  the  point  of  entering  the  army  turned  their  attention 
to  other  pursuits,  and  others  desirous  of  volunteering  were 
compelled  to  travel  from  home  at  their  own  expense  and  ask 
as  a  favor  permission  to  enter  the  service.  The  impression 
was  quickly  formed  that  the  army  was  amply  large  and  strong 
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to  meet  any  contingency  and  that  no  more  men  were  required 
or  would  be  received.  Men  thus  virtually  denied  the  oppor- 
tunity to  serve  as  soldiers  turned  their  attention  to  peaceful 
pursuits,  and  the  increased  demand  for  labor  consequent  on 
the  opening  of  spring,  with  the  prospect  of  ample  employment 
and  good  wages  determined  many  to  remain  at  home  who 
under  other  circumstances  would  have  been  added  to  our 
force  in  the  field. 

Without  any  formal  requisition  your  Excellency  was  advised 
by  a  dispatch  from  the  War  Department,  May  21st,  1862,  that 
an  additional  regiment  of  infantry,  for  three  years  service 
would  be  accepted  to  form  the  contingent  from  this  State 
as  its  proportion  of  the  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  men  designed 
to  form  the  "  Camp  of  Instruction"  at  Annapolis,  Md. 

The  plan  of  organization  was  at  once  promulgated  in 
General  Orders  No.  23,  as  follows:

4.  The  several  Companies  when  full  may  nominate  their 
commissioned  Officers.  Squads  of  sixty-six  may  nominate  two 
Lieutenants,  and  one  of  thirty-three  men  may  nominate  a  2d 
Lieutenant.  The  Commander-in-Chief  reserves  the  right — 
whenever  the  interests  of  the  service  may  require — to  consoli- 
date such  squads,  and  the  higher  Officers  in  a  Company  so  con- 
solidated will  be  nominated  by  the  Company  from  the  Lieuten- 
ants. The  Company  non-commissioned  Officers,  until  the  Com- 
panies shall  be  embodied  in  a  Regiment,  will  be  appointed  by 
the  Captain ;  afterward  by  the  Colonel,  on  recommendation  of 
the  Captain.

7.  The  Surgeon  and  Assistant  Surgeons  will  be  appointed  by 
the  Commander-in-Chief  after  they  shall  have  passed  an  exam- 
ination by  the  Medical  Board. 
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8.  The  non-commissioned  Staff  will  be  selected  by  the 
Colonel  from  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of 
the  Regiment ;  and  vacancies  so  created  will  be  filled  by  ap- 
pointment, as  is  prescribed  above. 

9.  The  Regimental  Chaplain  will  be  appointed  by  the  Reg- 
imental Commander  on  the  vote  of  the  Field  Officers  and 
Company  Commanders,  on  duty  with  the  Regiment,  at  the  time 
the  appointment  is  to  be  made.  The  Chaplain  so  appointed 
must  be  a  regularly  ordained  minister  of  some  Christian  de- 
nomination, and  will  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  of 
Captain  of  Cavalry. 

10.  No  man  under  the  rank  of  commissioned  Officer,  who  is 
under  eighteen,  or  over  forty-five  years  of  age,  or  who  is  not 
in  physical  strength  and  vigor,  will  be  received. 

11.  Persons  nominated  for  Company  Officers,  will  be  ex- 
amined in  the  school  of  the  Soldier  and  Company,  by  a  board 
of  examiners,  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief.  The 
examiners  will  also  inquire  into  the  moral  character  and 
habits  of  the  persons  examined,  and  report  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Commander-in-Chief.  When  a  person  designated 
as  an  officer,  shall  be  found  not  qualified,  another  nomination 
will  be  made  instead.  When  no  nomination  shall  be  made 
to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  he  will  fill  the  vacancy. 

12.  Arms,  equipments  and  uniforms  will  be  furnished  the 
troops,  and  when  they  are  accepted  into  service,  they  will 
receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  the  regular  army, 
and  in  addition,  from  the  State  of  Connecticut,  a  bounty  of 
Thirty  Dollars  a  year  and  "  six  dpllars  per  month  for  a  wife 
if  any  there  be,  and  two  dollars  per  month  for  each  child 
under  fourteen  years,  providing  the  sum  in  the  aggregate 
does  not  exceed  ten  dollars  per  month." 

13.  "  Every  volunteer  non-commissioned  officer,  private, 
musician  and  artificer,  who  enters  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  under  this  plan,  will  be  paid  by  the  United  States 
when  honorably  discharged,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
in  addition  to  the  regular  pay  and  allowances." 

"Any  volunteer  who  may  be  received  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  under  this  plan,  and  who  may  be  wounded  or 
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otherwise  disabled  in  the  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  ben- 
efits which  have  been  or  may  be  conferred  on  persons  disabled

For  the  reasons  cited  above,  recruiting  for  this  regiment  was 
Hot  so  prompt  as  was  desirable..  The  people  seemed  disin- 
clined to  make  any  active  exertions,  either  from  entire  confi- 
dence in  the  strength  of  the  army  already  in  the  field  or  from 
apathy.  For  several  weeks  this  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs 
continued  while  our  army  on  the  Potomac  was  experiencing 
strange  vicissitudes.  Its  losses  by  continual  fighting  and  the 
unusual  hardships  of  the  campaign  had  greatly  reduced  its 
strength,  and  contributed  to  the  necessity  of  its  changing  an 
offensive  position,  which  it  had  occupied  previously,  for  one  of 
mere  defense. 

Under  these  discouraging  circumstances,  your  Excellency 
united  with  the  governors  of  the  loyal  states  on  the  28th  of 
June,  in  the  following  request : 

"  To  the  President : 

"  The  undersigned  Governors  of  States  of  the  Union,  im- 
pressed with  the  belief  that  the  citizens  of  the  States  which 
they  respectively  represent,  are  of  one  accord,  in  the  hearty 
desire  that  the  recent  operations  of  the  federal  arms  may  be 
followed  up  by  measures  which  must  insure  the  speedy  resto- 
ration of  the  Union,  and  believing  that  in  view  of  the  import- 
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ant  military  movements  now  in  progress,  and  the  reduced 
condition  of  our  effective  forces  in  the  field,  resulting  from 
the  usual  and  unavoidable  casualties  of  the  service,  that  the 
time  has  arrived  for  prompt  and  vigorous  measures  to  be 
adopted  by  the  people  in  support  of  the  great  interests  com- 
mitted to  your  charge  ;  we  respectfully  request,  if  it  meets 
with  your  entire  approval,  that  you  at  once  call  upon  the  sev- 
eral States  for  such  numbers  of  men  as  may,  in  your  judg- 
ment, be  necessary  to  garrison  and  hold  all  of  the  numerous 
cities  and  military  positions  that  have  been  captured  by  our 
armies,  and  to  speedily  crush  the  rebellion  that  still  exists  in 
several  of  the  Southern  States,  thus  practically  restoring  to 
the  civilized  world  our  great  and  good  government. 

"All  believe  that  the  decisive  moment  is  near  at  hand,  and 
to  that  end  the  people  of  the  United  States  are  desirous  to 
aid  promptly  in  furnishing  all  re-enforcements  that  you  may 
deem  needful  to  sustain  our  government." 

In  accordance  with  this  request,  the  president  made  a  call 
for  an  additional  force  of  three  hundred  thousand  three  years 
volunteers,  whereupon  your  Excellency  issued  a  proclamation 
calling  for  volunteers  to  organize  six  or  more  regiments, 
which  was  followed  by  the  promulgation  of  General  Orders, 
No.  56,  from  this  department,  detailing  the  plan  of  organiza- 
tion. 

The  quota  of  this  State  was  fixed  at  seven  thousand  one 
hundred  and  forty-five,  (7,145.) 

EXECUTIVE  OFFICE. 

Citizens  op  Connecticut: — 

You  are  again  called  upon  to  rally  to  the  support  of  the 
government.  In  the  name  of  our  common  country,  I  call 
upon  you  to  enroll  your  names  for  the  immediate  formation 
of  six  or  more  regiments  of  infantry  to  be  used  in  suppressing 
the  rebellion.  Our  troops  may  be  held  in  check  and  our  sons 
die  on  the  battle  field,  but  the  cause  of  civil  liberty  must  be 
advanced — the  supremacy  of  the  government  must  be  main- 
tained.

Instructions  to  Recruiting  Officers. 

1.  Success  in  obtaining  recruits  depends  much  on  the  act- 
ivity and  personal  attention  of  recruiting  officers,  and  they 
will  not  entrust  to  enlisted  men  the  duties  for  which  them- 
selves only  are  responsible. 

2.  They  will  not  allow  any  man  to  be  deceived  or  inveigled 
into  the  service  by  false  representations,  but  will,  in  person, 
explain  the  nature  of  the  service,  the  length  of  the  term,  the 
pay,  bounty  and  allowances  to  which  a  soldier  is  entitled  by 
law,  to  every  man  before  he  signs  the  enlistment. 

8.  Experience  having  shown  that  minors  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  years  are  unprofitable  and  disastrous  to  the  govern- 
ment, and  in  view  of  the  frequent  applications  for  discharge 
of  minors,  the  attention  of  commanding  and  recruiting  offi- 
cers is  called  to  the  following  provisions  of  law : 

"No  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  is  to  be 
enlisted  or  re-enlisted  without  the  written  consent  of  his 
parent,  guardian  or  master.  The  recruiting  officer  must  be 
very  particular  in  ascertaining  the  true  age  of  the  recruit." — 
Revised  Army  Regulations,  paragraph  931. 

"Minors,  who  may  be  discharged  either  by  the  civil  author- 
ity, or  upon  the  personal  application  of  parents  or  friends, 
will  be  discharged  without  pay  or  allowance." — General  Or- 
ders No.  51,  from  the  War  Department,  August  3d,  1861. 

"  Hereafter  no  minors  will  be  mustered  into  the  service  oi 
the  United  States  as  Volunteers,  without  the  written  consent 
of  their  parents  or  guardians." — General  Orders  No.  6Q,from 
the  War  Department,  August  26th,  1861. 

"Hereafter  no  discharges  will  be  granted  to  Volunteers  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  on  the  ground  of  their  mi- 
nority."—  General  Orders  No.  73,  from  the  War  Department, 
September  1th,  1861.

From  these  several  provisions,  it  will  be  seen  that  while 
the  enlistment  of  minors  without  the  consent  of  parents  or 
guardians  is  unauthorized,  the  War  Department  will  not  au- 
thorize their  discharge  after  being  mustered  into  the  service 
of  the  United  States. 

4.  All  authorized  recruiting  officers  from  this  department 
are  hereby  forbidden  to  enlist  into  their  respective  commands 
any  recruit  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  none  be- 
tween the  ages  of  eighteen  and  twenty-one,  without  the  writ- 
ten consent  of  their  parents  or  guardians. 

5.  Enlistments  will  be  made  upon  printed  forms,  similar  to 
those  used  in  the  regular  service.  They  will  in  all  cases  be 
made  in  triplicates.  One  copy  will  be  transmitted  to  the  Ad- 
jutant-General immediately  after  being  signed  and  properly 
attested,  one  copy  to  the  head-quarters  of  the  Regiment  or 
the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Post,  and  one  copy  will  be 
retained  by  the  recruiting  officer,  to  be  delivered  to  the  dis- 
bursing officer  on  settlement  of  his  accounts. 

6.  Recruits  that  are  rejected  by  the  Surgeon  or  Mustering 
Officer,  will  receive  no  pay,  and  in  cases  of  apparent  incompe- 
tency of  enlisted  men,  all  the  expense  of  board  and  transport- 
ation of  such  men  will  devolve  upon  the  Recruiting  Officer. 

7.  Promise  of  promotion,  leave  of  absence,  or  other  favors 
or  privileges  are  unauthorized,  and  any  enlistment  antedated 
will  be  sufficient  cause  to  revoke  all  authority  to  any  Recruit- 
ing Officer. 

8.  Pay  and  subsistence  will  commence  with  the  date  of 
enlistment. 

9.  Should  it  become  necessary,  board  will  be  furnished  for 
recruits,  by  enlisting  officers,  at  rates  exceeding  in  no  case 
40  cents  per  day. 

10.  Officers  recruiting  are  authorized  to  insert  a  brief  no- 
tice for  recruits  in  not  more  than  two  newspapers,  or  if  pre- 
ferred, Posters  will  be  allowed  in  lieu  thereof,  at  an  expense 
not  to  exceed  85.00. 

11.  Rent  of  office  for  recruiting,  according  to  locality,  but 
not  to  exceed  $2  per  week,  will  be  allowed.  Transportation 
for  recruits  to  the  rendezvous  will  be  furnished  by  Captain 
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Samuel  Boss,  14th  Infantry,  United  States  Army,  Mustering 
and  Disbursing  Officer  for  Connecticut,  on  application  at  his 
office,  No.  24  Hungerford  &  Cone's  Building,  Hartford,  Conn. 
When  not  convenient  to  apply  to  Captain  Ross,  transportation 
will  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  two  cents  per  mile  for  railroad 
travel,  and  at  the  current  rates  for  stage  and  steamboat  fare. 

12.  All  persons  who  are  now,  or  who  may  hereafter  be, 
authorized  to  recruit  for  the  Volunteer  Regiments  of  this 
State,  will  be  paid  all  expense  allowed  in  the  Regular  Serv- 
ice, upon  presentation  of  proper  vouchers  to  the  Disbursing 
Officer. 

13.  Bills  must  in  all  cases  specify  the  date  of  expenditure, 
the  particular  item  and  amount,  and  the  Company  or  Regi- 
ment for  which  the  expense  was  incurred.  They  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  receipt  of  the  party  to  whom  payment 
was  made,  and  by  the  certificate  of  the  officer  or  person  in- 
curring the  expense,  that  the  amount  charged  is  accurate 
and  just,  and  that  it  was  necessary  for  the  public  service,  for 
troops  raised  for  the  United  States. 

14.  Blanks  for  Enlistments  will  be  obtained  at  the  office  of 
the  Adjutant-General,  and  all  blanks  for  bills  and  vouchers 
will  be  obtained  of  Captain  Ross. 

15.  Recruits  will  be  sent  to  the  rendezvous  once  a  week, 
and  oftener  if  practicable. 

16.  All  instructions  heretofore  given,  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  herein  contained,  are  hereby  rescinded. 

17.  As  it  is  desirable  that  recruiting  should  be  commenced 
immediately,  it  is  enjoined  on  all  recruiting  officers  to  enter 
at  once  upon  their  duties,  and  to  conduct  the  service  with 
diligence,  unceasing  personal  attention,  and  economy.

For  the  purpose  of  stimulating  the  public  zeal  and  direct- 
ing personal  effort  to  practical  results  by  means  of  co-opera- 
tion, a  circular  was  issued  to  the  Selectmen  of  towns,  a  copy 
of  which  is  herewith  annexed. 
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General  Head-  Quarters,  State  of  Connecticut.

To  the  Selectmen  of  the  several  Towns : 
Gentlemen, — 

The  necessities  of  the  government  are  such  that  the  imme- 
diate and  most  energetic  efforts  of  every  citizen  of  this  State, 
and  especially  of  those  who  hold  offices  of  responsibility  and 
influence,  are  urgently  demanded  to  enable  the  Governor  to 
place  at  the  disposal  of  the  President,  the  full  quota  of  men 
from  this  State  at  once. 

The  crisis  in  our  national  affairs  caused  by  the  late  battles 
and  the  present  position  of  our  army  before  Richmond,  is  of 
such  importance  that  more  than  ordinary  means  to  increase 
our  force  and  relieve  our  army  may  be  necessary. 

The  authors  and  aiders  of  this  shamefully  causeless  and 
outrageously  wicked  rebellion,  must  not  be  permitted  from 
their  stronghold  and  so-called  capital,  longer  to  defy  the  au- 
thority of  the  government  and  insult  a  loyal  people.  Prompt 
and  general  action  by  the  people  at  large,  will  at  once  vindi- 
cate the  authority  of  our  government  and  hasten  the  day  of 
honorable  peace.  With  twenty  millions  of  energetic  people, 
doubly  strong  in  the  consciousness  of  right,  and  resources 
such  as  no  other  nation  of  equal  population  can  exhibit,  we 
should  not  suffer  the  progress  of  our  arms  to  be  delayed  by 
want  of  men. 

I  advise  you  to  call  meetings  at  once  in  your  town,  to  set 
forth  to  the  people  the  exigencies  of  the  present  hour,  to 
pledge  your  private  means  to  assist  volunteers  and  their  fam- 
ilies, and  especially  to  appoint  a  town  committee  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  raise  money,  encourage  enlistments,  and  nomi- 
nate proper  persons  of  energetic  habits  and  patriotic  impulses 
to  act  as  recruiting  officers.  Such  men,  if  possible,  should  be 
selected  as  will  be  competent  to  receive  commissions,  and  any 
selections  your  committee  may  thus  make  will  be  confirmed 
by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  after  they  shall  have  enlisted  the 
requisite  number  of  men,  as  set  forth  in  the  accompanying 
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plan  and  instructions.  If  there  are  others,  prompt  and  ener- 
getic, who  do  not  desire  commissions,  but  who  are  anxious  to 
aid  the  country  as  recruiting  officers,  let  such  also  be  chosen. 

The  names  of  those  selected  for  recruiting  officers  should 
be  sent  to  this  office,  when  orders  with  the  necessary  blanks 
and  instructions  will  be  at  once  forwarded. 

The  quota  which  your  population  requires  can  not  be 
exactly  determined,  but  will  not  be  far  from  one  in  ten  men 
on  the  enrollment  for  the  militia  of  last  August.  The  appor- 
tionment by  the  last  enrollment  was  necessarily  imperfect,  but 
a  new  apportionment  will  be  soon  made  under  the  new  mili- 
tia law.  Do  not  wait  for  that,  but  see  that  you  do  your  duty, 
at  least,  and  if  you  overstep  the  number  to  which  you  are 
entitled,  you  will  have  additional  cause  for  rejoicing  when  by 
your  efforts  the  supremacy  of  the  government  and  the  liber- 
ties of  the  country  are  established  on  a  firm  basis.

The  response  was  spontaneous  and  patriotic.  Whatever 
differences  in  sentiment  had  hitherto  separated  men  of  vary- 
ing political  creeds  they  were  all  for  the  time  laid  aside,  and, 
with  a  unanimity  creditable  to  heart  and  head,  the  people 
showed  that  love  of  country  was  stronger  than  party  allegi- 
ance or  personal  preference.  The  prompt  organization  of 
prominent  citizens  in  the  different  towns  as  committees  to  for- 
ward enlistments,  and  the  personal  efforts  of  individuals  con- 
tributed much  to  a  rapid  filling  up  of  the  different  regiments. 
Bounties  offered  by  towns  stimulated  a  race  of  generous  rival- 
ry which  was  enhanced  by  the  plan  of  establishing  posts  of 
rendezvous  at  different  points,  viz. :  Hartford,  New  Haven, 
Norwich,  Bridgeport  and  Litchfield,  which  became  centres  of 
enlistment,  giving  a  locality  to  the  regiments,  and  awakening 
emulation  among  the  people  of  the  adjacent  counties.  The 
results  of  these  united  and  individual  exertions  may  be  seen 
in  the  fact  that  within  forty-five  days,  eight  thousand  and 
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thirty-six  (8,036)  men  had  volunteered  and  were  organized 
into  eight  full  regiments  and  one  light  battery.

The  President,  on  the  succeeding  4th  of  August,  issued  a 
proclamation  calling  for  an  additional  force  of  three  hundred 
thousand  (300,000)  men,  of  the  militia  of  the  loyal  States  to 
serve  for  nine  months,  an  Act  of  Congress  having  lengthened 
the  term  by  which  the  President  could  call  out  the  militia 
for  that  period  at  his  discretion. 

The  quota  under  this  call  was  fixed  at  seven  thousand  one 
hundred  and  forty-five,  (7,145)  making  the  aggregate  quota, 
under  the  two  calls  for  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000) 
men  each,  fourteen  thousand,  two  hundred  and  ninety  (14,290) 
men  from  this  State. 

As  more  than  half  of  this  quota  had  been  filled  by  Volun- 
teers who  had  enlisted  for  three  years,  and  as  it  appeared 
Probable  that  a  large  part  of  the  remainder  required  would 
volunteer  if  the  opportunity  was  offered,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  avoiding  a  draft,  your  Excellency  authorized  and  invited 
the  voluntary  formation  of  companies  from  the  inactive  mil- 
itia, and  directed  the  following  plan  of  organization,  detailed 
in  General  Orders,  No.  99,  to  be  promulgated: 
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General  Head- Quarters,  State  of  Connecticut.

General  Orders,  No.  99. 

1.  To  answer  the  requisition  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  for  seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-five  (7,145) 
men  from  the  Militia  of  this  State,  the  Commander-in-Chief 
hereby  authorizes  and  invites  the  voluntary  formation  of 
Companies  of  militia  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment for  nine  months,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  proper 
authority,  as  the  quota  called  for  by  the  President  in  his  or- 
der for  a  draft,  dated  August  4th,  1862.  Seven  regiments 
will  be  organized  from  Companies  which  now  compose  the 
active  militia,  and  from  those  which  may  be  organized  under 
these  orders  prior  to  the  1st  day  of  September  next. 

2.  The  organization  of  Companies  and  Regiments  will' be 
in  accordance  with  that  of  the  Volunteer  force  now  in  the 
field.

4.  When  forty  men  shall  be  enrolled  in  one  Company,  or 
when™  a  Company  shall  have  been  accepted,  the  members  of 
such  Company  may  elect  a  Second  Lieutenant  by  ballot, 
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and  when  full,  all  Company  officers ;  which  election  must 
be  certified  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  or  Notary  Public  as 
correct,  and  returned  to  the  Adjutant-General  with  the  en- 
listment roll  properly  filled  out.  The  Commander-in-Chief 
will  consolidate  all  squads  or  parts  of  companies  whenever 
he  shall  judge  that  the  public  interest  requires  such  consoli- 
dation, and  will  order  Companies  thus  formed  to  nominate  a 
Captain  and  First  Lieutenant  from  the  Second  Lieutenants 
which  have  been  previously  elected.  The  Field  Officers  will 
be  elected  by  the  Field  and  Commissioned  Officers. 

5.  Pay  and  subsistence  will  be  in  accordance  with  corre- 
sponding grades  in  the  Regular  Army,  and  will  commence 
from  the  date  of  arrival  at  the  rendezvous.  In  addition  will 
be  paid  from  the  State  of  Connecticut  a  bounty  at  the  rate  @f 
thirty  dollars  per  year  to  each  enlisted  soldier,  and  to  a  wife 
of  an  enlisted  soldier  six  dollars  per  month,  and  two  dollars 
per  month  to  each  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  pro- 
vided the  sum  in  the  aggregate  does  not  exceed  ten  dollars 
per  month.  And  in  case  there  shall  be  children  and  no  wife, 
the  sum  of  six  dollars  per  month  for  the  youngest  child,  and 
two  dollars  per  month  for  each  additional  child  under  four- 
teen years  of  age,  provided  the  sum  in  the  aggregate  shall 
not  exceed  ten  dollars  per  month  ;  which  bounties  shall  com- 
mence from  the  date  the  soldier  is  mustered  into  the  United 
States  service.  No  expenses  will  be  allowed  for  recruiting 
services. 

6.  Companies  will  assemble  at  the  rendezvous  upon  the 
receipt  of  orders  from  the  Adjutant-General's  Department. 

7.  Towns  which  furnish  volunteers  sufficient  in  number  to 
equal  the  quota  assigned  to  such  towns,  will  be  exempt  from 
a  draft  under  the  present  call  for  troops. 

8.  The  quota  required  from  each  town  will  be  published 
as  soon  as  it  can  be  prepared  after  the  returns  of  the  enroll- 
ment of  the  Militia  are  filed  in  the  Adjutant-General's  Office. 

9.  Blanks  necessary  for  enrollment  will  be  obtained  from 
the  Adjutant-General's  Office.

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On  the  9th  of  August,  General  Orders  No.  99  were  issued 
from  the  War  Department,  directing  the  Governors  of  the 
several  States  to  furnish  forthwith  the  number  of  men  re- 
quired by  the  quotas  assigned  them,  and  prescribing  the 
manner  in  which  the  draft  should  be  conducted  in  those 
States  where  no  law  existed  for  the  purposes  of  a  draft  or 
where,  if  the  law  existed,  its  provisions  were  in  any  manner 
defective. 

In  this  State  by  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  approved 
July  10th,  1862,  provisions  had  been  made  for  drafting  from 
the  inactive  militia  into  the  service  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment, and  the  draft  was  ordered  in  accordance  therewith, 
the  plan  of  the  "War  Department  being  adopted  only  so  far 
as  it  did  not  conflict  with  the  State  law. 

For  the  reception  of  the  militia  raised  under  these  orders 
military  posts  were  established  at  Hartford,  New  Haven, 
Norwich  and  Middletown.  Commandants  of  these  posts  were 
appointed  and  assigned  for  duty,  and  all  troops,  whether  "vol- 
unteers or  drafted  men,  were  ordered  to  rendezvous  as 
follows :

General  Orders,  No.  102. 

To  comply  with  the  requisition  by  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  upon  the  Commander-in-Chief  for  seven  thousand 
one  hundred  and  forty-five  (7,145)  able  bodied  men  to  be 
drafted  from  the  enrolled  militia  of  this  State,  for  the  service 
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of  the  United  States,  to  serve  for  nine  months,  unless  sooner 
discharged  by  proper  authority,  it  is  hereby  ordered  : — 

1.  The  time  of  meeting  of  the  enrolled  militia,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  such  draft,  shall  be  Wednesday,  the  third 
day  of  September  next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and 
notice  of  the  place  of  meeting  shall  be  given  in  the  manner 
provided  in  paragraph  No.  3  of  these  orders.  And  should 
the  draft  not  be  completed  before  five  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon of  that  day,  it  will  be  continued  on  the  next  day  between 
the  hours  of  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  five  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  and  from  day  to  day  between  the  same  hours 
until  the  draft  is  completed. 

2.  The  Selectmen  of  the  several  towns  shall  cause  an 
alphabetical  list  to  be  prepared  of  the  names  of  all  on  the 
enrollment  list  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  except  those  ex- 
empted and  who  are  hereinafter  named  in  paragraph  No.  10, 
and  cause  the  names  to  be  numbered  from  one  to  that  which 
expresses  the  entire  number  on  the  list,  commencing  with 
the  name  at  the  head  of  the  list. 

3.  On  the  receipt  of  orders  by  the  Selectmen  from  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  fixing  the  quota  for  such  town,  they 
shall  appoint  a  place  of  parade  for  the  inactive  militia  for  the 
purposes  of  a  draft,  and  forthwith  issue  orders  to  each  man 
on  the  enrollment  list  not  exempted,  either  orally  or  by  leav- 
ing a  written  or  printed  notice  with  him,  or  at  his  usual 
place  of  abode,  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  designated 
for  the  draft. 

4.  The  Selectmen  shall  cause  a  box  of  suitable  size  to  be 
prepared,  and  shall  place  therein,  in  the  presence  of  those 
assembled,  as  many  slips  of  paper  as  there  are  names  on  the 
enrollment  list  liable  to  draft,  and  upon  the  slips  shall  be 
numbers  corresponding  to  those  on  the  enrollment  list,  each 
slip  having  one  number  thereon.  The  box  shall  then  be 
closed  and  the  slips  therein  thoroughly  shaken  up,  when  a 
draft  shall  be  made  therefrom  under  the  direction  of  the 
Selectmen,  in  the  mode  hereinafter  prescribed. 

5.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  some  disinterested  person, 
who,  when  blindfolded,  shall  thereupon  draw  from  said  box, 
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singly,  the  number  of  ballots  or  slips  equal  to  the  number  of 
drafted  men  fixed  by  the  Governor  as  the  quota  from  such 
town,  and  the  men  whose  names  appear  against  the  corres- 
ponding numbers  on  the  enrollment  list  shall  be  those  drafted 
from  such  town.  Upon  each  ballot  or  slip  being  drawn  from 
the  box,  the  number  on  such  ballot  or  slip  shall  be  announced 
by  the  Clerk,  who  shall  enter  the  name  which  stands  against 
the  corresponding  number  on  the  enrollment  list  upon  a  roll 
or  book  prepared  for  that  purpose. 

6.  A  printed  or  written  notice  of  his  enrollment  and  draft, 
and  of  the  place  of  rendezvous  of  the  drafted  military  force, 
shall  thereupon  be  served  by  the  Selectmen,  or  by  a  person 
appointed  by  them,  upon  each  person  so  drafted,  either  by 
delivering  the  same  in  person,  or  by  leaving  it  at  his  last  known 
place  of  residence. 

7.  Any  person  so  drafted  may  offer  a  substitute  at  the  time 
of  the  rendezvous  of  the  drafted  military  force,  and  such 
substitute,  if  he  be  an  able  bodied  man,  between  the  ages  of 
eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  and  shall  consent  in  writing, 
(with  the  consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  if  a  minor,)  to 
subject  himself  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  to  which  his 
principal  would  have  been  subject  had  he  personally  served, 
shall  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  such  principal. 

8.  The  persons  thus  drafted  shall  assemble  at  some  con- 
venient place  in  their  respective  towns,  to  be  designated  by 
the  Selectmen,  within  five  days  from  the  time  of  the  draft, 
whence  transportation  will  be  provided  to  the  place  of  ren- 
dezvous. 

9.  Three  days  from  the  draft,  exclusive  of  that  day,  shall 
be  allowed  parties  claiming  exemption,  to  furnish  evidence 
establishing  their  claim  before  the  Selectmen,  and  no  decis- 
ion in  favor  of  such  exemption  shall  be  given  unless  within 
four  days  of  such  draft.  Immediately  upon  the  expiration 
of  said  period  a  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  persons  drafted, 
giving  name,  age,  residence,  occupation  and  whether  married 
or  single,  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Selectmen  to  the 
Adjutant-General  and  one  copy  also  to  the  Commandant  of 

the  rendezvous.

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10.  The  following  named  persons,  are,  by  the  laws  of  this 
State  and  of  the  United  States,  exempted  from  draft.

Upon 
evidence  furnished  the  Selectmen  that  they  come  within  this 
exemption,  a  line  will  be  drawn  across  their  names  upon  the 
record,  but  not  rendering  the  names  illegible,  stating  opposite 
the  grounds  of  exemption.  A  line  will  also  be  drawn  across 
the  names  of  persons  claiming  exemption  from  liability  to 
draft  on  grounds  of  physical  disability,  who  shall  establish 
the  validity  of  such  claim  before  the  Selectmen  by  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  Surgeon-General,  or  of  one  of  his  assistants  au- 
thorized in  section  4th  of  the  Militia  Law,  approved  July  10th, 
1862,  acting  within  the  county  in  which  such  claimant 
resides,  which  certificate  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the 
particular  ground  of  such  disability.  When  any  person  en- 
rolled as  aforesaid  is  sick  and  unable  to  present  himself  per- 
sonally before  a  surgeon  appointed  as  aforesaid,  such  surgeon 
may,  if  he  shall  deem  the  cause  sufficient,  issue  a  certificate 
of  exemption  upon  the  production  before  him  of  a  sworn 
statement  of  the  party  in  reference  to  the  nature  and  ex- 
tent of  his  disability  or  disease,  and  a  sworn  statement  in 
detail  concerning  the  same  by  a  physician  or  surgeon  of  good 
standing  in  the  county. 

11.  The  drafted  men  from  each  town,  after  arriving  at  the 
place  of  rendezvous,  will  be  organized  into  companies  and 
regiments  which  will  be  officered  as  provided  by  the  laws  of 
this  State  and  of  the  United  States. 

12.  Towns  furnishing  their  quota  of  able  bodied  volunteers, 
enlisting  for  nine  months  service,  upon  blanks  furnished  from 
this  office,  and  reported  to  this  department,  in  accordance 
with  general  orders  No.  99,  current  series,  previous  to 
Wednesday,  the  third  day  of  September  next,  will  be  relieved 
from  their  liability  to  draft,  (said  volunteers  being  accepted 
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in  lieu  of  drafted  men,)  and  no  draft  from  such  towns  will 
be  made  under  this  call.  Any  number  of  volunteers  fur- 
nished as  aforesaid  less  than  the  quota  will  be  received  in 
part  thereof,  provided  they  are  residents  of  the  city  or  town 
claiming  to  furnish  them,  and  the  draft  will  be  made  for  the 
residue  only. 

13.  In  ascertaining  the  quotas  of  counties  and  towns,  the 
regulations  of  the  War  Department  will  be  observed,  which 
are  as  follows :  "Additional  regulations  for  the  enrollment 
and  draft  of  militia.  Ordered — 8th,  That  in  filling  all  requi- 
sitions for  militia,  the  quotas  of  the  several  states  will  be  ap- 
portioned by  the  Governors  among  the  several  counties,  and 
when  practicable,  among  the  subdivisions,  for  all  volunteers 
heretofore  furnished  by  them,  and  mustered  into  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  and  whose  stipulated  term  of  service 
shall  not  have  expired." 

14.  The  Selectmen  are  authorized  to  employ  a  clerk  for 
assistance  in  the  performance  of  the  foregoing  duties,  and 
reasonable  compensation  will  be  allowed  and  necessary  ex- 
penses reimbursed. 

15.  The  Cities  of  Hartford,  New  Haven,  Norwich,  and 
Middletown,  are  designated  as  the  places  of  rendezvous  for 
the  drafted  men  and  the  nine  months  volunteers.

In  accordance  with  section  8  of  the  Militia  Law  approved 
July  10, 1862,  your  Excellency  determined  to  allow  the  several 
towns  due  credit  for  the  number  of  men  who  had  been  enlisted 
or  volunteered  from  each.  To  effect  this  and  to  insure  impar- 
tial justice  to  the  towns,  it  became  absolutely  necessary  to  de- 
termine the  residence  of  volunteers  who  had  already  enlisted. 
This  was  found  to  be  extremely  difficult,  as  in  very  many  in- 
stances the  volunteers  had  designated  the  town  in  which  they 
enlisted  instead  of  the  place  of  their  abode  as  their  residence, 
and  in  other  cases  neglected  entirely  to  give  any  residence. 
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In  order  to  afford  the  selectmen  of  towns  an  opportunity  to 
present  their  claims,  the  following  special  orders  were  issued :

1.  As  it  is  claimed  that  the  residences  of  some  Yolunteers 
in  the  military  service  have  been  erroneously  returned  to  the 
Adjutant-General,  appeals  will  be  received  at  his  office  until 
the  25th  inst.,  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  such  errors  ;  after 
which  time  no  corrections  will  be  made. 

2.  All  returns  and  appeals  must  be  made  in  writing,  stating 
the  name  of  the  Volunteer,  the  town  in  which  he  resides,  the 
town  from  which  he  is  erroneously  reported,  and,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  letter  of  the  Company  and  the  Regiment  to  which 
he  is  attached,  and  be  certified  by  the  town  authority.

The  period  for  receiving  these  corrections  or  appeals  was 
limited  to  the  25th  of  August,  as  the  labor  of  compiling  the 
tables  of  quotas  could  not  be  completed  until  after  their  re- 
ception, and  the  issue  of  the  schedule  of  quotas  must  necessa- 
rily precede  the  draft  which  was  fixed  at  September  3d. 

The  issue  of  the  above  special  orders  appeared  to  be  the  sig- 
nal for  the  most  scrutinizing  and  thorough  investigation  by 
the  town  authorities  into  the  local  status  of  those  who  had 
volunteered  from  their  vicinity.  Claims  conflicting  and  oppos- 
ing, endorsed  and  substantiated  by  affidavits  and  oaths,  were 
sent  from  the  different  towns,  in  some  instances,  (owing  prob- 
ably to  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  subject  of  the  claim  and 
the  proximity  of  boroughs  and  parishes,)  no  less  than  four 
towns  claiming  the  residence  of  one  volunteer.  In  addition 
to  written  communications  this  department  was  day  after  day 
besieged  by  personal  applications  of  the  agents  and  commit- 
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tees  of  towns,  in  many  instances  self-constituted  and  irrespon- 
sible. 

Owing  to  the  limited  time  between  the  period  of  the  recep- 
tion of  claims  and  the  day  set  for  the  draft,  and  the  extraor- 
dinary demand  upon  this  department  by  the  state  of  affairs 
mentioned  above,  it  became  necessary  to  employ  an  additional 
clerical  force  and  to  protract  the  hours  of  labor  often  until 
past  midnight. 

After  the  most  careful  investigation  of  the  claims  an  adjust- 
ment was  finally  made  which,  there  is  reason  to  believe,  was 
generally  satisfactory,  the  exceptions,  if  any,  being  in  those 
towns  from  which  the  returns  were  not  received  in  season,  the 
result  of  which  was  the  issue  of  the  schedule  of  quotas  here- 
with annexed.  Although  the  aggregate  of  men  required  under 
the  two  calls  for  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  men  each 
was  fourteen  thousand,  two  hundred  and  ninety,  (14,290)  it 
will  be  observed  in  the  schedule  of  quotas,  column  seven,  re- 
capitulation by  counties,  that  the  number  called  for  is  fourteen 
thousand,  four  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  (14,459)  showing  a 
surplus  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  (169.)  This  apparent 
discrepancy  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  although  no  ap- 
portionment of  the  quota  assigned  this  state  under  the  call  for 
five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  men  had  been  received,  yet 
in  making  up  the  schedule  of  quotas  the  same  ratio  was  ob- 
served in  calculating  for  that  number  as  was  employed  in  fix- 
ing the  quota  under  the  two  last  calls. 

In  accordance  with  this  ratio  the  number  required  under 
the  call  for  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  would  have  been 
eleven  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eight  (11,908)  ;  the  num- 
ber actually  furnished  was  about  ninety  men  less,  which  with 
the  impossibility  of  reducing  men  to  fractions  in  practical 
arithmetic,  makes  the  number  called  for  slightly  in  excess  of 
that  required. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  your  Excellency, 
founded  on  what  appeared  to  be  the  most  just  and  equitable 
plan,  the  quota  for  the  calls  for  five  hundred  thousand 
(500,000)  and  for  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  men  for 
the  three  years'  service  was  based  upon  the  enrollment  of  the 
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militia  of  1861,  and'  that  of  the  three  hundred  thousand  men 
for  the  nine  months'  service  on  the  enrollment  of  1862.

done  by  the  issue  of  orders  fixing  the  10th  day  of  September 
as  the  time  when  the  draft  would  take  place.

The  execution  of  Orders,  No.  102,  for  drafting  seven  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  forty-five  (7,145)  men  from  the  Militia 
of  this  State  On  Wednesday,  the  third  day  of  September  next, 
is  hereby  postponed  to  Wednesday,  the  tenth  day  of  Septem- 
ber next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  when  the  draft  will 
be  made,  in  accordance  with  General  Orders,  No.  102,  current 
series.  Paragraph  1  of  General  Orders,  No.  102,  is  so  modi- 
fied as  to  conform  to  this  Order.

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On  the  day  designated  in  the  foregoing  orders — September 
10th, — a  draft  was  made  in  those  towns  which  had  not  filled 
their  quotas,  and  the  number  thus  drafted  appears  from  the 
returns  made  to  this  office  to  be  thirteen  hundred  and  three  ; 
of  which  number,  seventy-nine  principals,  and  one  hundred 
and  forty-two  substitutes  were  mustered  into  the  United 
States  service,  and  eighty-eight  were  detailed  on  work  for  the 
General  Government,  making  an  aggregate  of  three  hundred 
and  nine  (309)  mustered  in  and  accounted  for.  Thirty-one 
principals  and  fifty  substitutes  (81)  deserted,  after  having 
been  sent  to  camp,  and  nine  hundred  and  thirteen  were  ex- 
empted on  surgeons'  certificates  and  by  selectmen  and  were 
otherwise  accounted  for. 

It  was  found  upon  the  examination  of  recruits  by  the  Post 
Surgeons,  that  in  addition  to  the  above  large  list  of  exemp- 
tions, a  very  great  number  of  those  who  had  volunteered  for 
nine  months  were  physically  unable  to  perform  military  duty 
and  consequently  were  discharged.  Owing  to  this  cause  it 
became  evident  that  more  volunteers  must  be  obtained  or  that 
it  would  be  necessary  to  resort  to  another  draft.  To  avoid  this 
unpopular  and  disagreeable  alternative,  your  Excellency  issued 
a  proclamation  calling  upon  those  towns  in  which  the  defi- 
ciency occurred  in  consequence  of  these  facts,  to  furnish  an 
additional  number  of  volunteers,  and  a  new  apportionment 
was  made  for  said  towns,  which  was  promulgated  in  General 
Orders,  No.  107. 

A  PROCLAMATION. 

State  of  Connecticut, 

Executive  Department, 
Hartford,  October  10th,  1862. 
Citizens  op  Connecticut  : 

The  President  of  the  United  States  recently  made  a  req- 
uisition on  this  State  for  seven  thousand  one  hundred  and 
forty-five  men  to  serve  in  the  army  three  years,  and  an  equal 
number  to  serve  nine  months,  making  a  total  of  fourteen 
thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety.? 

The  call  met  with  a  cordial  response,  and  eight  regiments 
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of  infantry,  and  one  battery  of  Artillery,  embracing  eight 
thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-three  men,  volunteered  for 
three  years'  service. 

Volunteers  also  offered  their  services  for  nine  months,  but 
before  the  requisite  number  was  secured,  a  draft  from  the 
State  militia  was  ordered  by  the  War  Department  to  make 
up  the  deficiency. 

The  State's  quota  of  the  five  hundred  thousand  required 
last  year,  and  of  the  three  hundred  thousand  recently  called 
for  three  years,  as  they  were  mostly  furnished  by  volunteers 
prior  to  the  completion  of  the  present  enrollment,  was  ap- 
portioned to  the  several  towns  on  the  enrollment  of  1861. 

If  a  town  had  furnished  more  or  less  than  the  number  re- 
quired for  three  years,  the  surplus  was  deducted  from,  or  the 
deficiency  added  to  the  quota  of  militia  required  for  nine 
months  and  apportioned  to  the  towns  upon  the  enrollment 
of  1862. 

Upon  this  basis,  the  selectmen  were  ordered  to  make  an 
enrollment  of  all  residents  of  the  several  towns  who  had  vol- 
unteered for  nine  months,  and  draft  from  the  enrolled  militia 
a  sufficient  number  to  complete  the  quota.  As  some  towns 
had  furnished  a  surplus  of  volunteers,  the  drafted  men 
would,  if  able-bodied,  have  been  more  than  sufficient  to  have 
met  the  requisition,  but  by  far  the  greater  part  thereof  have 
been  discharged  by  selectmen,  county  surgeons,  and  post 
surgeons,  on  the  ground  of  physical  inability  to  perform  the 
duties  of  a  soldier.  A  large  number  of  volunteers  was  also, 
for  the  same  reason,  discharged,  previous  to  fyeing  mustered 
into  the  United  States  service. 

There  are  now  rendezvoused  in  the  State  six  skeleton  regi- 
ments which  still  require  about  eight  hundred  men  to  com- 
plete their  organization,  and  meet  the  demands  of  the 
General  Government.  This  number  has  been  apportioned 
to  the  several  towns  which  have  not  yet  furnished  their 
quota — a  statement  of  which  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Select- 
men by  the  Adjutant-General — with  the  hope  that  volunteers 
in  sufficient  numbers  will  fill  the  ranks  within  a  very  brief 
period.    If  not,  the  Selectmen  will  be  ordered  to  make  a  new 
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draft,  and  continue  the  same  from  time  to  time  until  the  va- 
cancies which  may  occur  from  exemptions  shall  be  filled, 
and  the  quota  of  the  State  supplied. 

Fellow  Citizens:  Our  state  presents  a  bright  record  in  this 
war  for  the  Union.  From  Roanoke  and  Newbern,  from 
Pulaski  and  James  Island,  from  the  Department  of  the  Gulf 
and  the  Chickahominy,  from  the  gallant  retreat  down  the 
valley  of  the  Shenandoah,  in  itself  a  victory,  from  Cedar 
Mountain  and  Antietam,  the  testimony  is  uniform  to  the 
gallantry  and  patriotism  of  our  noble  volunteers.  An  im- 
mediate and  hearty  response  to  the  call  from  the  Executive, 
furnished  and  sent  into  the  field,  in  a  little  more  than  sixty 
days,  eight  regiments  fully  armed  and  equipped.  The  proud 
pre-eminence  thus  obtained  among  sister  States  is  in  danger 
of  being  lost.  I  would,  therefore,  urge  you  by  the  rich 
history  of  this  Commonwealth  which  you  would  preserve  un- 
tarnished for  your  children,  as  well  as  by  all  the  hopes  which 
are  dependent  upon  the  preservation  of  a  Democratic  Govern- 
ment and  republican  institutions,  and  by  the  deep  and  earn- 
est patriotism  which  has  led  you  to  offer  your  sons  upon  the 
national  altar,  to  meet  voluntarily  this  requisition,  and  thus 
sustain  the  Government  in  this  hour  of  its  necessity.

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on  the  17th  of  November,  indefinitely  postponing  the  execu- 
tion of  the  orders  for  a  draft,  and  in  subsequent  orders  it  was 
announced  that  the  State  quota  had  been  filled,  and  that  all 
persons  who  owed  military  service  to  the  State,  and  had  not 
been  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  were 
discharged.

The  above  number  is  exclusive  of  those  belonging  to  Con- 
necticut who  have  enlisted  in  regiments  from  other  States, 
which  can  not  number  less  than  two  thousand  (2000.) 

The  loss  to  Connecticut  troops  by  deaths,  discharges  for 
disability,  transfers  and  desertions,  and  including  three  regi- 
ments whose  term  of  service  having  expired  were  mustered 
out  of  service,  is  seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
(7,637)  men,  which  deducted  from  the  total  in  the  fore- 
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going  table,  leaves  twenty  thousand,  five  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  (20,582)  men  now  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States. 

The  Militia  Law  approved  July  10th,  1862,  directed  an 
enrollment  of  the  inactive  militia  to  be  made  and  returned  to 
this  department  on  or  before  the  sixteenth  of  August  of  the 
same  year.  It  also  created  the  office  of  Surgeon-General  and 
gave  him  power  to  appoint,  if  necessary,  three  experienced 
surgeons  in  each  county,  who,  with  himself,  were  authorized 
to  grant  certificates  of  exemption.  Through  defects  of  the 
law  the  limitations  of  power  in  granting  certificates  and  the 
exact  duties  of  the  surgeons  were  not  clearly  defined,  and  it 
has  been  reported  that  in  practice,  great  latitude  was  taken  in 
the  issue  of  certificates  of  disability  which  caused  much  dis- 
satisfaction in  some  parts  of  the  State.  Although  it  is  un- 
doubtedly true  that  there  were  cases  where  certificates  were 
granted  on  insufficient  evidence  of  physical  disability,  yet  it  is 
not  believed  that  such  cases  were  nearly  so  numerous  as  some 
have  supposed.  Men  do  not  always  proclaim  to  their  neigh- 
bors, or  friends  even,  their  physical  ailments,  and  there  are 
many  in  the  circle  of  every  one's  acquaintance  who  are  afflict- 
ed with  some  malady,  as  hernia,  &c,  which  would  unfit  them 
for  military  duty,  but  which  is  unknown,  except  to  them- 
selves, until  a  surgical  examination  is  made. 

Under  this  act,  the  number  enrolled  was  forty-two  thousand 
five  hundred  and  fifty-six  (42,556.) 

To  answer  numerous  questions  continually  propounded 
by  the  town  authorities  and  others,  the  following  synopsis  of 
the  Law  relative  to  the  provisions  for  enrollment  and  drafting 
was  prepared,  and  published  :

How  shall  an  exemption  by  reason  of  disability  be  proved  ? 

27.  By  procuring  a  certificate  of  disability  from  the 
Surgeon  or  Surgeon's  Mate  of  the  regiment  of  active  militia 
within  the  limits  of  which  such  person  resides,  or  from  the 
Surgeon-General,  or  from  one  of  the  Surgeons  appointed  by 
the  Surgeon-General  to  grant  certificates  of  exemption. 

Who  are  exempt  from  the  Commutation  Tax  ? 

28.  All  persons  enrolled  in  the  militia  who  have  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  any  militia  law  heretofore  existing  in 
this  State,  minors,  and  members  of  the  active  militia.

35.  He  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 
What  is  the  penalty  to  Selectmen  for  refusing  or  neglecting 

to  make  an  enrollment  ? 

36.  They  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 
What  is  the  penalty  to  Selectmen  for  refusing  or  neglecting 

to  make  a  draft  when  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief? 

37.  They  shall  pay  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

What  is  the  penalty  to  Selectmen  for  exempting  any  person 
without  a  certificate  from  an  authorized  Surgeon  ? 

38.  They  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  and 
not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

May  Selectmen  erase  names  from  the  Roll  ? 

39.  Yes  :  If  certificates  of  disability  from  authorized  Sur- 
geons are  presented  before  the  16th  of  August  of  the  present 
year. 

How  are  Selectmen  to  determine  the  active  from  the  inactive 
militia  ? 

40.  By  lists  of  names  and  certificates  signed  by  command- 
ers of  companies. 

REMARKS. 

By  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  the  following  named 
persons  are  exempt  from  military  duty  in  addition  to  those 
mentioned  above : 

Members  of  Congress,custom-house  officers  with  their  clerks, 
post  officers  and  mail  carriers,  ferrymen  employed  on  post 
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routes ;  inspectors  of  exports,  pilots,  mariners  actually  em- 
ployed in  the  sea  service  of  any  citizen  or  merchant  within 
the  United  States.

At  the  special  session  of  the  General  Assembly  convened 
in  December  last,  the  sections  of  the  Militia  Law  relative  to 
enrollment  were  repealed  and  an  "Amendment"  adopted 
which  contained  new  provisions  for  enrolling  the  inactive 
militia.  It  appears  that  from  anxiety  to  avoid  the  defects  of 
the  former  act  and  to  prevent  the  repetition  of  the  complaints 
alluded  to  above,  the  Legislature  in  its  zeal  reached  the  oppo- 
site extreme,  requiring  all  men  of  the  legal  ages  to  be  enrolled 
except  a  few  cases  specified  in  sections  3  and  4  of  the  Amend- 
ment. The  act  also  directed  a  new  enrollment  to  be  made 
in  the  month  of  January,  1863,  and  a  return  thereof  sent  to 
this  office  within  thirty  days.  This  enrollment  shows  the 
number  of  the  inactive  militia  to  be  forty-five  thousand  five 
hundred  and  twenty-six  men  (45,526.) 

It  will  be  observed  that  though  more  than  fourteen  thou- 
sand men  have  entered  the  service  of  the  United  States  since 
the  enrollment  in  August,  the  number  under  the  enrollment 
of  January  last  exceeds  the  former  enrollment  by  two  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  seventy  (2,970)  for  the  reasons  named 
below. 

The  act  contains  serious  imperfections.  In  section  1  it 
declares  that  every  able-bodied  white  male  citizen  of  the  pre- 
scribed age  shall  belong  to  the  inactive  militia.  Section  2 
provides  for  erasure,  by  drawing  a  red  line  across  the  names 
of  those  who  are  not  able-bodied.  Section  3  defines  the 
term  "able-bodied,"  as  used  in  this  law,  to  mean  all  except 
deaf  mutes,  such  as  are  blind,  insane,  imbecile,  wanting  an 
arm  or  leg,  or  have  a  difference  in  the  length  of  the  legs  of  at 
least  two  inches. 

No  provision  for  a  surgical  examination  is  made  except 
that  at  the  Military  Post  after  the  subject  is  drafted. 
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No  military  surgeon,  if  he  knew  his  duty,  and  certainly  no 
United  States  mustering  officer  would  accept  a  man  as  a  sol- 
dier who  was  ruptured,  or  one  who  was  really  lame,  even 
though  one  leg  was  not  two  inches  shorter  than  the  other. 

Neither  would  an  intelligent  surgeon  declare  a  man  a  fit 
subject  for  military  duty  who  was  half  blind,  or  who  was  deaf, 
(even  though  not  a  mute,)  nor  one  subject  to  epileptic  fits. 
And  there  are  many  more  diseases  and  causes  of  disability 
which  would  obviously  forbid  the  discharge  of  military  duty, 
yet  by  the  present  law  all  who  may  be  afflicted  in  any  other 
way  than  in  one  of  the  six  specified  in  section  3,  must  be 
enrolled  and  may  be  drafted,  after  which,  to  be  discharged, 
they  must  procure  certificates  from  a  Post  surgeon  or  assist- 
ant. It  would  not  be  an  over  estimate  to  state  that  of  the 
number  thus  enrolled  at  least  over  one-fourth  would  not  be 
accepted  as  physically  competent  to  perform  military  duty. 

Honest,  patriotic  citizens  are  to  be  thus  subjected  to  ex- 
pense, trouble  and  injury  in  their  business  for  the  simple 
reason  that  it  is  possible  that  certificates  of  exemption  may 
have  been  obtained  fraudulently  by  a  few  dishonest  or  dis- 
loyal persons.  Is  it  right  thus  to  compel  a  man  to  leave  his 
business  and  family,  proceed  to  a  Military  Post,  and  wait  for 
days  and  perhaps  a  week  to  be  examined,  while  at  the  same 
time  he  knows  and  others  may  know  that  he  can  not  pass  an 
examination  ?  Would  it  not  be  better  that  a  few  escape  the 
requirements  of  the  law  than  that  hundreds  or  thousands 
suffer  from  needless  severity  ? 

For  the  purpose  of  obtaining  correct  returns  and  informa- 
tion regarding  the  condition  of  the  regiments  in  the  field,  and 
for  the  guidance  of  commanders  in  the  transaction  of  business 
with  this  department,  the  following  circular  letter  dated  April 
22d,  1862,  was  prepared  and  copies  sent  to  the  commander  of 
every  regiment  and  cor,ps  in  the  field.

To 

Commanding' Conn.  Vols. 

Sir: 

I  am  directed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  inform  you  of 
the  principles  by  which  he  will  be  guided  in  making  appoint- 
ments to  fill  vacancies  occurring  in  the  volunteer  forces  of 
this  State,  and  to  give  you  some  directions  for  your  own 
guidance  in  the  transaction  of  business  with  this  department. 
These  directions  are  put  into  this  form  for  convenience  of 
reference,  and  for  preservation. 

In  nominating  persons  to  fill  vacancies,  you  will  base  your 
recommendation  both  upon  rank  and  merit,  and  nominate  no 
person  of  intemperate  habits.  Acts  of  extraordinary  bravery 
and  gallantry,  or  a  hazardous  duty  performed  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  prove  a  peculiar  fitness  for  the  responsibilities  of  a 
command,  for  such  deeds  are  worthy  of  public  commendation 
and  reward. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  desires  that  the  Commanders  of 
the  various  Connecticut  Regiments  shall  cooperate  with  him, 
in  order  that  appointments  may  be  justly  and  promptly  made, 
by  preparing  and  forwarding  to  this  department,  as  soon  after 
a  vacancy  occurs  as  possible,  a  recommendation  for  a  proper 
person  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Action  will  be  taken  on  these  recommendations  at  the  earli- 
est moment  after  official  notice  of  the  existence  of  the  vacan- 
cies is  received  at  this  department  from  the  office  of  the  Adju- 
tant-General of  the  United  States  Army,  from  which  office  all 
notices  of  vacancies  are  promulgated. 

Whenever  it  becomes  highly  probable  that,  from  disability, 
a  soldier  will  be  unable  to  render  further  service  to  the  gov- 
ernment, and  he  desires  to  be  discharged,  it  is  the  wish  of  the 
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Commander-in-Chief  that  the  Surgeon  recommend  such  dis- 
charge to  the  proper  authorities. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  particularly  requests  that  the 
Commanders  of  Regiments  in  the  field  shall,  as  often  as  pos- 
sible, report  to  this  department  the  condition  of  their  com- 
mands, with  any  suggestions  which,  in  their  opinion,  may 
enable  him  to  contribute  to  their  comfort,  discipline,  or  effi- 
ciency. Constant  inquiries  are  made  at  this  department,  by 
persons  interested,  which  can  be  answered  only  by  the  institu- 
tion of  such  a  correspondence.  Much  anxiety  would  be  alle- 
viated, and  much  trouble  prevented  by  a  closer  attention  to 
this  duty  by  the  commanders  of  regiments.  Among  the  facts 
which  is  desirable  should  be  stated  in  such  correspondence, 
are  the  names  and  rank  of  the  Generals  commanding  Brigades 
and  Divisions  to  which  any  Connecticut  regiment  or  company 
may  be  attached,  the  Post  Office  address  of  the  regiment,  and 
of  any  detachments  from  it,  and  especially  all  deaths,  whether 
by  sickness,  accident,  or  battle.  In  the  event  of  the  regiment, 
or  any  portion  of  it,  being  engaged  in  battle,  a  report  of  the 
casualties  should  be  forwarded  to  this  department  as  soon  as 
possible,  with  full  details  of  the  dead,  wounded,  and  missing ; 
and  any  discharge  from  disability,  or  any  other  cause,  should 
be  reported  immediately,  that  the  rolls  in  the  office  of  this 
department  may  be  altered  accordingly,  as  such  discharge 
may  affect  the  financial  disbursements  made  to  the  families  of 
soldiers  by  the  State  and  town  authorities. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  desires  to  impress  upon  the  Com- 
manders of  Regiments  the  duty  of  securing  to  discharged 
soldiers  the  pay  and  allowance  to  which  they  are  entitled  by 
law,  by  providing  them  with  a  correct  copy  of  their  descrip- 
tive rolls  and  other  necessary  papers,  so  that  they  may  reach 
their  homes  without  delay,  and  without  the  necessity  of 
soliciting  pecuniary  aid,  which  is  painful  to  every  honorable 
man. 

The  importance  of  a  return  of  full  descriptive  rolls  of  the 
men  under  your  command,  can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 
With  the  exception  of  some  recruits  for  one  regiment,  no 
descriptive  rolls  have  as  yet  been  received  at  this  office.     The 
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necessary  blanks  can  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Assist- 
ant Adjutant-General  of  your  Division,  or  if  he  can  not  furnish 
them,  they  will  be  forwarded  to  you  from  this  office  on  your 
application.  The  want  of  these  important  papers  greatly  com- 
plicates the  labors  of  this  department,  and  hinders  the  trans- 
action of  business  with  the  financial  department  of  the  State, 
and  with  the  municipal  and  town  authorities.  It  is  your  duty 
to  prepare  and  forward,  at  the  earliest  moment,  to  this  office, 
full  returns  of  these  papers,  and  your  attention  to  this  is  ear- 
nestly solicited. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  foregoing  suggestions  will  receive 
your  attention,  so  that  there  may  be  such  a  concert  of  action 
between  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  the  commanders  of 
Connecticut  regiments,  as  to  insure  the  efficiency  and  well- 
being  of  the  brave  volunteers  who  have  left  their  homes  to 
battle  for  their  country.

Responses  to  this  circular  have  been  very  generally  and 
cheerfully  made,  and  the  information  thus  obtained  has  been 
of  great  value  in  various  respects. 

Owing  to  the  large  amounts  paid  in  bounties,  both  personal 
and  to  families,  the  reception  of  prompt  and  correct  returns 
by  this  department  from  our  forces  in  the  field,  of  the  deaths, 
discharges  and  desertions,  is  of  the  highest  importance.  The 
previous  neglect  of  some  commanders  to  forward  returns  of 
these  changes  in  their  commands  has  caused  great  trouble  as 
well  as  anxiety  to  the  friends  of  deceased  soldiers,  preventing 
them  from  procuring  certificates  which  were  necessary  to 
enable  them  to  receive  the  balance  due  at  the  soldier's  death. 
This  neglect  has  also  been  the  means  of  loss  to  the  State 
Treasury,  as  the  necessary  information  to  the  Paymaster- 
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General  and  to  the  State  Comptroller,  whereby  the  State 
bounty  could  be  discontinued,  could  not  be  afforded  by  this 
department.  Accordingly  payments  of  the  bounty  were  con- 
tinued in  some  instances  after  the  soldier  had  been  regularly 
discharged  or  had  deserted. 

Since  the  issue  of  the  foregoing  circular,  however,  this  state 
of  affairs  has  greatly  changed.  Returns  are  received  from 
most  of  the  commanders  promptly  once  a  month.  As  soon  as 
received  a  transcript  of  the  changes  is  made  and  copies  are 
transmitted  to  the  State  Comptroller  and  the  Paymaster-Gen- 
eral. A  copy  of  the  discharges  and  desertions  of  those  who 
are  married,  is  also  sent  to  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns. 
By  this  course,  many  thousand  dollars  will  be  saved  to  the 
State  Treasury. 

By  means  of  these  returns,  in  addition  to  the  original  mus- 
ter-rolls, it  is  believed  that  a  correct  record  of  all  the  soldiers 
attached  to  Connecticut  corps  has  been  obtained  and  recorded, 
which  with  the  very  large  accumulation  of  other  valuable 
documents  is  now  preserved  in  this  department.  Should  this 
mass  of  official  documents  be  destroyed  by  fire  or  otherwise, 
the  loss  would  be  incalculable  and  irreparable,  and  the  pro- 
priety of  procuring  a  safe  building  or  room  furnished  with 
fire-proof  vaults  as  an  office  for  this  department  will  be 
obvious.  This  office  should  be  in  close  proximity  to  that  of 
the  State  Comptroller,  with  the  business  of  whose  department 
this  is  closely  connected.  The  attention  of  the  members  of 
the  Legislature  is  respectfully  invited  to  this  suggestion. 

As  a  necessity  demanded  by  the  business  of  the  State  de- 
partments, and  scarcely  less  so  by  the  authorities  of  towns, 
there  has  been  prepared  and  issued  by  this  department  the 
past  year  a  limited  edition  of  a  catalogue  of  all  the  regiments 
from  the  Fourteenth  to  the  Twenty-eighth  inclusive.  This 
with  those  published  before  completes  the  list  of  our  volun- 
teer forces  as  the  names  appear  on  the  original  muster-rolls. 
Many  changes  have  since  occurred  in  these  regiments  and 
corps ;  men  have  died,  been  discharged,  or  have  deserted, 
and  their  places  are  occupied  by  recruits ;  officers  have  re- 
signed and  others  been  appointed ;  in  some  instances,  as  in 
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that  of  the  1st  Artillery,  whole  companies  have  been  added 
to  our  force,  the  name  of  not  one  man  of  which  appears  on 
any  published  catalogue.  The  first  edition  of  these  cata- 
logues having  been  distributed,  and  the  demand  increasing 
rather  than  diminishing,  it  is  earnestly  suggested  to  the  Leg- 
islature that  an  enlarged  edition,  with  the  additional  names 
and  the  requisite  changes  and  corrections,  be  published. 

On  the  eighteenth  day  of  November  last,  immediately  after 
the  departure  of  the  regiments  for  the  seat  of  war,  a  Military 
Post  was  established  at  New  Haven,  and  placed  under  the 
command  of  Lieutenant  Charles  W.  Allen,  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  all  deserters  and  stragglers  who  owed  the  State 
service  and  who  had  not  been  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States.  A  large  number  of  men  were  arrested  and 
forwarded  to  the  Post,  where  they  were  surgically  examined 
and  found  to  be,  in  almost  all  cases,  physically  unsound,  and 
were  discharged.  As  the  State  quota  was  ascertained  to  have 
been  filled,  and  as  so  little  progress  was  made  in  securing 
men,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  discontinue  the  Post,  which 
was  done  January  22d,1863,  and  all  soldiers  at  the  Post  were 
sent  forward  and  assigned  to  the  Twenty-seventh  Regiment. 

The  exhibition  of  patriotic  zeal  in  Connecticut's  response 
to  the  calls  of  the  National  Government  for  troops  the  past 
year — the  noble  part  taken  and  sustained  by  the  State  and 
town  authorities,  the  extraordinary  exertions  of  committees 
of  citizens,  the  generous  spirit  of  private  individuals  and  the 
self-denying  and  earnest  efforts  of  the  whole  people  seemed 
to  repel  the  idea  that  any  other  means  might  ever  become 
necessary  to  raise  or  re-enforce  the  army  which  sustains  the 
government  and  defends  the  flag.  But,  although  having  the 
fullest  confidence  in  the  sincerity  of  the  patriotism  of  the 
people  of  Connecticut  and  in  their  untiring  devotion  to  the 
government,  I  question  if  any  considerable  force  can  now  be 
raised  in  the  State  by  voluntary  enlistments.  The  reasons 
for  this  opinion  are  obvious,  and  are  not  attributable  to  any 
decline  in  the  faith  of  the  people  that  their  cause  is  a  good 
one,  nor  to  any  change  in  their  views  on  the  objects  and 
probable  results  of  the  war. 
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Above  two-fifths  of  the  whole  number  of  our  enrolled  mili- 
tia are  now  in  the  field.  This  drain  from  the  producers  has 
greatly  increased  the  demand  for  labor,  thus  indirectly  en- 
hancing its  value  by  its  scarcity.  In  all  the  industrial  de- 
partments the  demand  for  labor  meets  an  inadequate  supply, 
and  consequently  the  work-shop  receives  those  who  in  other 
conditions  of  affairs  would  visit  the  recruiting  office.  Enthu- 
siasm stimulated  by  public  meetings  and  patriotic  demonstra- 
tions can  no  longer  be  relied  upon  to  fill  up  the  ranks.  Its 
effect  is  never  lasting,  and  we  may  congratulate  ourselves 
that  it  has  given  place  to  a  more  thorough  appreciation  of  the 
magnitude  of  the  present  struggle  and  our  duty  as  citizens. 
The  burden  then  of  supplying  recruits  for  the  old  and  of  pro- 
viding material  for  the  new  regiments  (if  any  are  ordered,) 
will  fall  mainly  on  a  class  of  our  citizens  whose  business 
interests  and  personal  preferences  unite  in  keeping  them  at 
home.  Men  with  dependent  families,  men  receiving  good 
wages  and  assured  of  steady  employment,  and  men  involved 
in  the  snares  of  business,  are  more  intent  on  their  own  per- 
sonal matters  than  upon  the  interests  of  the  country,  which 
affect  them  only  as  they  touch  their  means  of  subsistence. 
It  is  difficult  for  the  most  patriotic  to  detach  his  attentions 
from  his  own  affairs  and  to  transfer  them  to  his  country. 
The  one  is  an  object  present,  palpable  and  personal,  demand- 
ing and  receiving  the  fullest  allegiance  ;  the  other  is  distant, 
abstract  and  general,  exacting  only  a  nominal  tribute. 

It  is  evident  that  the  idea  of  conscription,  at  least  in  the 
form  generally  known,  is  distasteful  to  the  people.  This  may 
be  owing  partly  to  a  misapprehension  of  the  constitutional 
powers  of  the  government  and  the  consequent  duties  of  the 
citizen,  and  partly  to  the  provisions  for  organizing  and  the 
mode  of  conducting  a  draft.  The  burdens  of  a  conscription 
ought  to  be  distributed  judiciously.  The  condition  of  the 
subject  as  to  domestic  ties,  his  relation  to  society  and  his 
family  should  be  considered,  and  just  discrimination  made 
between  one  who  has  a  family  of  small  children  dependent 
upon  his  daily  exertions  and  another  on  whom  no  such  re- 
sponsibility rests. 
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The  "Conscription  Bill"  recently  enacted  by  Congress 
makes  some  discrimination.  But  while  it  exempts  from  draft 
the  man  who  has  motherless  children  of  a  tender  age,  it  does 
not  exempt  him  who  may  have  a  large  family  of  children 
whose  mother  is  living,  though  she  may  be  in  feeble  health 
and  therefore  unable  to  afford  them  any  support  and  defense 
in  place  of  that  lost  by  the  removal  of  the  father,  but  instead 
be  herself  an  additional  burden  upon  his  exertions.  Other 
cases  might  be  mentioned  which  it  would  seem  ought  to  be 
entitled  to  an  exemption  from  military  duty. 

The  drafts  upon  the  State  Treasurer  for  sustaining  the  vol- 
unteer force  in  all  its  branches  for  the  year  ending  March 
31st,  1863,  amount  to  fr#o  million  one  hundred  and  one  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and  twenty-one  cents 
(2,101,566.21)  details  of  the  disbursements  of  which  will  be 
found  in  the  reports  of  the  respective  departments.  These 
disbursements  are  classified  as  follows :

Advances  to  Paymaster-Gen's  department,  1,095,000.00

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Appended  is  a  summary  of  the  operations  of  the  different 
regiments  and  corps  in  the  field  at  the  close  of  my  last  report, 
and  of  those  since  organized  and  mustered  into  the  United 
States  service. 


FIRST  REGIMENT  CONNECTICUT  VOLUNTEER  ARTILLERY. 

This  regiment  was  formerly  stationed  in  the  fortifications 
about  Washington,  but  upon  the  commencement  of  the  Pen- 
insula campaign,  the  regiment,  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Robert  0.  Tyler,  accompanied  the  army  with  a  siege  train  of 
seventy-one  pieces  of  artillery.  This  regiment  took  a  promi- 
nent part  in  the  siege  of  Yorktown,  and  in  the  series  of  en- 
gagements at  Hanover  Court  House,  Games'  Mills,  Malvern 
Hill,  Chickahominy  and  Golden's  Hills.  The  services  and 
gallantry  of  the  regiment  in  these  hard  fought  battles  were 
acknowledged  by  an  order  directing  the  names  "Siege  of 
Yorktown,  Hanover  Court  House,  Chickahominy,  Gaines' 
Mills  and  Malvern,"  to  be  emblazoned  on  its  colors. 

The  high  character  of  the  regiment  acquired  by  arduous 
services  in  the  field  has  been  so  well  sustained  that  it  is  ranked 
by  competent  military  judges  as  the  best  volunteer  regiment 
of  heavy  artillery  in  the  field,  and  is  considered  equal  in  all 
respects  to  any  regiment  of  the  same  arm  in  the  regular  serv- 
ice and  a  model  for  imitation.  Among  the  reasons  for  its 
superiority  may  be  mentioned  its  material,  in  physique  and 
intelligence,  and  its  thorough  drill  and  excellent  discipline  ac- 
quired under  the  command  of  Colonel  Robert  0.  Tyler,  one 
of  the  most  efficient  and  thorough  disciplinarians  in  the  army. 
The  regiment  has  also  been  a  nursery  for  officers  for  other  reg- 
iments, many  of  whom  have  highly  distinguished  themselves, 
among  whom  are  Lieutenant-Colonel  Perkins,  Major  Clark  and 
Captain  Elijah  W.  Gibbons  of  the  14th,  Major  Washburn  and 
Captain  Mix  of  the  16th,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Kellogg  and  Cap- 
tain Ells  of  the  19th  regiment. 

Colonel  Tyler  having  been  promoted  to  be  Brigadier-General 
of  Volunteers  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  November,  1862,  Cap- 
tain Henry  L.  Abbott  of  the  United  States  Topographical  En- 
gineers was  appointed  to  the  command. 
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On  the  withdrawal  of  the  army  from  the  Peninsula,  the 
regiment  was  ordered  to  the  forts  at  Washington,  where  it 
is  now  stationed,  with  the  exception  of  two  companies  which 
remain  with  the  army  on  the  Rappahannock.  These  two  com- 
panies were  engaged  in  the  bombardment  of  Fredericksburg, 
but  no  official  report  of  their  operations  has  been  received. 

I  append  Col.  Tyler's  report  of  the  part  taken  by  the  regi- 
ment in  the  siege  of  Yorktown,  and  the  "seven  days'"  bat- 
tles before  Richmond,  with  the  report  of  Major  Alexander 
Doull,  ordnance  officer  of  the  siege  train  at  Yorktown. 

Head-Quartees  1st  Conn.  Aet't,  (Siege  Train,)  > 
Harrison's  Landing,  Va.,  July  15th,  1862.      \ 

General  : 

From  the  disembarkation  of  my  regiment  at  Cheeseman's 
Landing  on  the  12th  of  April,  to  this  date,  most  of  the  serv- 
ice of  the  Regiment  as  heavy  artillery  and  otherwise  has  been 
performed  directly  or  indirectly  under  your  command ;  at 
Yorktown,  as  director  of  the  siege,  and  at  Hanover  Court 
House,  Gaines'  Mill,  Chickahominy  and  Malvern  Hill,  the 
portion  of  the  regiment  engaged  has  been  under  your  imme- 
diate orders.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  would  respect- 
fully request  here  to  submit  a  report  of  the  services  of  my 
Regiment  upon  the  Peninsula. 

You  are  well  aware  that  at  Yorktown,  under  all  the  diffi- 
culties of  transportation,  my  Regiment  kept  pace  with  the 
engineers  in  laying  platforms  and  placing  guns  and  material 
in  position.  Batteries  1,  2,  4,  6,  11  and  14,  mounting  48 
guns  and  30  mortars,  were  fully  armed  and  equipped,  and 
23  guns  and  mortars  disembarked.  It  is  unnecessary  to  call 
attention  to  the  amount  of  labor  required  to  do  this  duty  for 
such  Batteries  as  No.  1,  mounting  five  100  p'd'r,  and  two  200 
p'd'r  guns,  and  No.  4,  mounting  ten  13  inch  seacoast  mortars, 
both  of  which  exceeded  in  weight  of  metal  any  Batteries 
hitherto  equipped,  or  to  say  how  much  the  heavy  firing 
from  No.  1  for  four  consecutive  days  may  have  had  to  do 
with  the  evacuation  of  that  place.  On  the  day  of  the  evacu- 
ation there  were  six  Batteries  of  48  mortars  and  guns  ready 
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to  throw  175  tons  of  metal  daily  into  Yorktown.  I  wish  to 
state  that  my  Regiment  removed  all  this  material  from  these 
Batteries  and  re-embarked  it. 

The  greater  portion  of  this  work  haying  been  completed,  I 
reported  with  ten  companies  of  my  Regiment  to  you  at  White 
House  on  the  28th  of  May.  Upon  the  services  performed  by 
the  Regiment  in  reconnoisances,  in  destroying  all  the  means 
of  crossing  the  Pamunkey,  and  at  the  action  near  Hanover 
Court  House,  a  report  has  already  been  forwarded  to  you. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
my  Regiment  formed  the  advance  of  the  infantry  under  Gen- 
eral Cook,  which  followed  the  rebels  in  Stewart's  raid,  when 
they  marched  forty-two  miles  in  thirty-seven  hours,  as  has 
already  been  reported  by  Col.  Warren,  5th  N.  Y.,  command- 
ing the  Brigade. 

Upon  June  20th,  I  was  ordered  to  bring  up  a  Battery  of 
five  4l\  inch  Rodmans  and  one  of  five  30  p'd'r  Parrots,  and  to 
place  them  in  position  near  New  Bridge.  The  disembarkation 
of  the  guns  and  material  at  White  House,  commenced  on  the 
21st  of  June,  and  upon  the  24th  of  June  these  guns  were  in 
position,  complete  with  ammunition  and  material  in  Batteries 
"  Sykes"  and  "Porter,"  under  the  command  of  Major  Kellogg, 
and  in  charge  of  Cos.  B,  D,  and  F,  commanded  by  Captains 
Dow,  Cook,  and  Brooker.  On  June  25th,  under  your  direction 
these  Batteries  opened  with  good  effect  upon  the  rebel  batter- 
ies on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Chickahominy,  doing,  as  re- 
ported by  the  Signal  Officer,  much  damage,  dismounting  the 
enemy's  heaviest  gun  and  compelling  them  to  remove  their 
camps.  Upon  the  26th,  the  Batteries  again  opened.  At  6 
P.  M.  of  that  day  they  were  moved  across  the  Chickahominy, 
where  they  reported  to  General  Smith.  Here  they  were 
joined  by  two  10  p'd'r  Whitworth  guns  under  command  of 
Lieutenant  Sedgwick,  which  had  been  brought  around  with 
their  material  by  way  of  Baltimore  Store  and  Bottom's  Bridge. 
Upon  the  following  day,  (June  27th,)  these  Batteries  were 
placed  in  position  upon  Golding's  Hill,  where  they  were 
fought  during  the  day  under  a  severe  fire.  When  the  servi- 
ces of  the  guns  could  no  longer  be  useful,  the  Companies 
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were  formed  by  Major  Kellogg,  and  led  into  the  line  of  In- 
fantry defending  that  position,  a  fact'  specially  noticed  by 
General  Smith  in  his  report.  The  casualties  of  this  day  were 
2  men  killed  and  1  wounded.  The  pieces  were  brought  off 
by  hand,  and  I  wish  specially  to  call  your  attention  to  Lieu- 
tenant Sedgwick  of  Co.  I,  in  charge  of  the  Whitworths,  which 
with  only  twenty  men  he  removed  by  hand  a  distance  of  1\ 
miles,  the  second  gun  being  brought  away  at  a  time  when 
our  most  advanced  pickets  were  retiring  past  it.  Upon  the 
night  of  the  27th  and  the  morning  of  the  28th,  the  guns  under 
command  of  Major  Kellogg  were  successfully  retired  behind 
White  Oak  Swamp  where  they  joined  the  remainder  of  the 
siege  train  which  had  been  in  position  and  in  depot  at  Fair 
Oak  Station  in  front  of  Sumner's  Corps,  under  command  of 
Major  Hemingway,  under  whose  orders  were  Co.  A,  Capt. 
Gilbert,  Co.  E,  Capt.  Rockwood,  Co.  H,  Capt.  Hubbard,  and 
Co.  K,  Capt.  Ager.  The  successful  removing  of  these  guns 
and  stores  from  Orchard  Station  is  greatly  due  to  the  ex- 
ertions of  these  Officers,  more  especially  of  Capt.  Hubbard 
who  was  left  in  charge  of  the  rearmost  trains.  Upon  June 
25th  the  Regiment  was  ordered  to  report  to  General  Barry 
for  duty  as  Heavy  Artillery  ;  the  Companies,  except  those  in 
battery  at  Gaines'  Mill,  and  those  employed  in  disembarking 
ordnance  and  ammunition  at  the  White  House,  were  marched 
to  Orchard  Station  by  Lieut.  Col.  White.  The  rapid  advance 
of  the  enemy  prevented  the  removal  of  my  hospital  from  New 
Coal  Harbor  where  many  of  my  sick  and  hospital  attendants, 
including  two  officers,  Lieuts.  Faxon  and  Harwood  were 
captured. 

On  the  30th  of  June,  I  received  an  order  to  report  to  you 
with  such  guns  as  there  was  still  ammunition  remaining  for. 
During  the  night  of  June  30th,  five  Rodmans,  five  30  p'd'r 
Parrotts,  two  8  in.  Howitzers,  and  two  10  p'd'r  Whitworths 
were  transported  from  our  camp  at  Turkey  Bend  by  Cos.  F, 
Capt.  Dow,  D,  Capt.  Cook,  B.  Capt.  Brooker,  K,  Capt.  Ager, 
and  I,  Lt.  Hatfield,  under  Majors  Hemingway  and  Kellogg, 
and,  under  difficulties  which  you  will  understand,  were  taken 
up  the  steep  ascent  of  Malvern  Hill  with  their  ammunition 
6 
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and  material,  the  Companies  working  all  night  after  their 
previous  tedious  marches.  The  guns  occupied  the  highest 
ground  of  Malvern  Hill,  and  were  served  under  your  personal 
orders  ;  and  caused  much  destruction  to  the  enemy's  advanc- 
ing column.  The  casualties  of  this  day  were  1  killed  and  3 
wounded. 

The  companies  after  working  all  the  night  of  the  30th  to 
place  these  guns  in  position,  and  fighting  them  during  the 
whole  day  on  the  first  of  July,  spent  that  night  in  retiring  the 
siege  train  to  the  present  depot  near  Westover  Landing  ;  the 
guns,  the  ammunition  of  which  had  been  expended,  were  also 
retired  to  Harrison's  Bar,  under  Lt.  Col.  White.  I  would 
respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  all  the  ammu- 
nition used  at  Malvern  Hill,  had  been  transported  by  way  of 
Gaines'  Mill,  Savage's  Station  and  White  Oak  Swamp  to  that 
place  ;  and  that  the  officers  and  men  with  the  guns  had  been 
almost  constantly  laboring  day  and  night  from  the  22d  of 
June, — and  to  the  fact  that  out  of  26  heavy  guns,  25  arrived 
safely  at  their  destination.  This  was  accomplished  under 
almost  unheard  of  difficulties,  with  mule  teams  constantly 
breaking  down — driven  by  frightened  citizen  teamsters,  who 
deserted  whenever  the  fire  became  heavy — frequently  teams 
had  to  be  pressed  into  the  service  to  replace  those  which  had 
been  exhausted  by  the  labor  of  drawing  the  guns,  and  some- 
times for  miles,  the  guns  were  drawn  by  hand  by  the  different 
companies  of  the  Regiment. 

One  howitzer  was  abandoned  at  Savage's  Station,  the  car- 
riage having  become  so  disabled  that  it  was  impossible  to 
renew  it ;  under  direction  of  Lieut.  Jackson,  the  carriage  was 
burned  and  the  howitzer  rendered  perfectly  unserviceable. 

To  the  Field  Officers  and  Company  Commanders  already 
mentioned,  I  feel  that  a  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  for  the  labors 
they  performed  and  the  difficulties  they  cheerfully  overcame. 
I  wish  in  addition  to  mention  the  services  of  Quarter-Master 
Robins  and  Lieuts.  Whittlesey  and  Jackson,  acting  Ordnance 
officers,  to  whose  energy  the  safe  bringing  through  of  the  am- 
munition trains  is  mainly  due, — and  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
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great  assistance  rendered  to  me  on  all  occasions  by  Lieut. 
Pratt,  my  Adjutant.

Ordnance  Report  of  the  Siege  Train  commanded  by  Col.  Rob- 
ert 0.  Tyler,  1st  Regiment  Connecticut  Artillery. 

Colonel: 

The  Siege  of  Yorktown  being  terminated  by  the  evacuating 
of  that  place  by  the  rebel  forces,  just  when  nearly  the  whole 
of  the  siege  batteries  were  ready  to  open  fire,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  report  of  the 
work  which  has  been  performed  by  the  officers  and  men  of 
your  regiment  in  arming  the  siege  batteries  at  that  place. 
,'  t  During  the  seven  days  that  elapsed  from  the  26th  of  April  to 
the  evacuation  of  Yorktown,  all  the  batteries  have  been  fired 
at  more  or  less  continuously,  and  though  the  regiment  has 
never  before  been  under  fire  and  is,  like  the  rest  of  this  army, 
composed  of  troops  who  have  not  been  twelve  months  in  the 
service,  and  who  would  therefore  be  considered  in  any  regular 
artillery  in  the  world  merely  as  recruits,  and  the  officers  have 
not  had  the  advantage  of  that  scientific  military  training 
which  is  usually  considered  necessary  for  this  branch  of  mili- 
tary service,  and  although  a  large  part  of  the  material  em- 
ployed has  been  of  a  weight  hitherto  unknown  in  sieges,  and 
has  therefore  necessitated  the  employment  of  carriages  and 
platforms  usually  confined  to  permanent  works  on  account  of 
the  labor,  care  and  accuracy  required  in  their  construction, 
t  yet  the  condition  of  the  batteries  and  the  accuracy  with  which 
all  the  platforms  have  been  laid  and  the  magazines  arranged, 
gives  no  indication  whatever  of  these  disadvantages. 
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The  siege  train  at  present  in  battery  and  under  my  charge

Conn.  Artillery,  and  the  six  10  inch  Sea  Service  Mortars  by 
the  5th  Regiment  N.  Y.  Vols.  For  the  maneuvering  and 
transportation  of  the  material  there  has  been  provided,

Three  Hand  Sling  Carts. 

In  addition,  one  treble,  two  double,  and  one  single  block 
were  obtained  from  Lieut.  Baylor,  Fortress  Monroe.  With 
these  and  with  temporary  derricks,  constructed  from  such 
timber  as  could  be  procured,  the  disembarking,  the  loading  of 
the  mortar  wagons,  and  the  mounting  of  the  4^-  inch  and  30 
p'r  Parrott's  at  Cheeseman's  Landing  have  been  performed. 
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The  mounting  of  the  200  p'r  and  100  p'r  Parrott's,  and  the 
13  inch  sea  service  mortars  (1861,)  was  done  with  the  gin. 
In  mounting  the  latter  a  treble  block  broke.  This  and  the 
slipping  of  the  block  of  a  gin  tackle  while  moving  one  of  the 
13  inch  mortars  on  rollers,  were  the  only  accidents  that  hap- 
pened during  the  whole  of  the  embarking,  disembarking  and 
mounting  of  this  armament,  although  a  very  large  amount  of 
the  duty  was  performed  at  night.  The  guns  and  mortars 
were  hauled  from  the  landing  by  the  horses  of  the  reserve 
artillery.  To  the  zeal  and  energy  displayed  by  the  Lieuten- 
ants who  have  been  detailed  for  that  service  in  the  perform- 
ance of  a  duty  in  which  as  Light  Artillery  officers  they  can 
not  be  expected  to  take  much  interest  and  which  was  especial- 
ly severe  on  horses  and  harnesses,  the  service  is  much  in 
debted. 

The  100  p'r  Parrott's  were  transported  upon  the  large  sling 
carts.  This  was  attended  with  severe  difficulty  even  when  the 
roads  were  moderately  good,  and  I  beg  to  suggest  that  advan- 
tage would  be  found  in  widening  the  tires  of  the  sling  carts 
so  as  to  give  a  larger  bearing  surface. 

The  hand  sling  carts  were  found  very  useful.  In  disem- 
barking the  mortars  and  mortar  beds  the  pole  of  one  of  them 
broke  at  the  junction  of  the  braces  and  the  pole.  It  has  been 
repaired  by  the  regimental  artificers  in  a  manner  which  appears 
to  be  an  improvement.  The  front  bolts  for  connecting  the 
upper  and  lower  straps  and  the  bolt  for  connecting  the  braces 
cross  through  the  pole  about  two  inches  apart.  These  are 
dispensed  with  and  the  braces  and  straps  are  shrunk  on  the 
pole  by  an  iron  ring. 

The  200  p'r  Parrott's  were  transported  to  the  battery  by 
water  at  night  and  landed  by  being  rolled  on  skidding.  The 
13  inch  mortars  and  the  mortar  shell  were  run  into  Warnsley 
Creek  at  night  in  a  barge,  taken  up  to  the  battery  and  landed 
at  a  wharf  constructed  for  that  purpose  at  one  end  of  the  bat- 
tery. This  was  done  by  raising  the  mortars  by  the  gin? 
placing  rollers  under  them,  rolling  them  to  a  port  cut  in  the 
side  of  the  barge,  raising  them  by  successive  lifts  with  the 
sling  cart  screw  worked  by  drag  ropes  until  hung  as  high  as 
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possible,  and  then  running  them  nearly  on  to  the  platform, 
when  they  were  again  placed  upon  rollers,  rolled  into  position, 
lifted  by  the  gin  and  the  carriage  placed  underneath. 

The  heaviest  pieces  placed  in  position  in  the  trenches  before 
Sebastopol  by  the  English  were  the  68  p'r  gun  of  10,640  lbs, 
and  the  13  inch  sea  service  mortar  of  11,300  lbs ;  and  by  the 
French  the  cannon  de  50  of  10,190  lbs,  and  the  mortier  de 
32c  of  9,615  lbs.  The  200  p'r  Parrott  weighs  16,570  and  the 
13  inch  sea  service  mortar  (1861)  17,120  lbs.  The  guns 
placed  in  position  before  Yorktown,  exceed,  therefore,  in 
weight  by  50  per  cent.,  any  guns  that  have  ever  before  been 
placed  in  siege  batteries.  I  have  therefore  been  thus  particu- 
lar in  detailing  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  placed  in 
position.  I  do  not  believe  that  any  very  great  difficulty 
would  be  found  in  moving  the  200  p'rs  by  the  sling  cart  over 
very  good  roads,  but  the  dimensions  of  the  13  inch  sea  service 
mortars  (43  in.  diam.,)  would  render  it  impossible  to  trans- 
port them  without  a  special  carriage,  as  the  mortar  when 
slung  on  the  sling-cart  hangs  20  inches  below  the  tires  of  the 
wheels.  In  the  battery,  ways  of  logs  with  planks  spiked  on 
top  were  constructed,  and  the  ground  excavated  between  to 
permit  the  passage  of  the  mortar,  but  this  could  only  be  done 
upon  hard  ground. 

In  the  arranging  and  maneuvering  of  the  guns,  the  follow- 
ing points,  in  which  improvements  might  be  made,  suggest 
themselves  and  are  respectfully  submitted  for  your  consider- 
ation. 

1st.  That  the  construction  of  the  pole  of  the  hand  sling  cart 
be  altered  as  above  mentioned. 

2d.  That  the  simplicity  of  the  siege  platform  be  still  further 
increased  by  making  no  distinction  between  hurters,  sleepers, 
and  front  and  rear  pieces,  and  deck  plank,  i.  e.,  by  being 
dowel  holes  in  all  the  pieces,  sending  the  dowels  in  bundles 
to  be  placed  in  where  necessary  and  leaving  the  bolt  holes  to 
be  bored  in  the  battery. 

3d.  That  a  certain  supply  of  tools,  most  of  them  now  found 
in  battery  wagons,  be  supplied  with  the  gun  and  mortar 
implements  at  the  rate  of  one  for  each  five  pieces,  viz. :  one 
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2  ft  rule,  one  augur,  a  mason's  level,  (the  gunner's  level  not 
being  convenient  for  laying  platforms,)  a  hand-saw,  one  cold 
chisel  and  a  battery  lantern ;  that  a  magazine  be  allowed  for 
every  five  guns  and  a  complete  set  of  magazine  implements, 
(Ord.  Manual,  p.  367,)  including  copper  adzes,  and  dark  lan- 
terns be  supplied  for  each  magazine.  Battery  wagon  D.  is 
admirably  suited  for  depot  purposes,  but  if  each  battery  and 
battery  magazine  is  supplied  with  them,  the  battery  wagons 
are  soon  exhausted  of  these  stores  without  the  other  stores 
which  they  contain  being  called  for  at  all. 

4th.  That  a  full  complement  of  the  machines  and  ropes 
specified  in  Ordnance  Manual,  page  367,  be  sent  with  each 
train,  and  that  in  addition,  3  in.  planking,  skidding,  blocking, 
spare  tackle  blocks  and  a  number  of  small  tackles,  consisting 
of  wooden  double  and  single  blocks  with  2f  in.  falls  be  pro- 
vided. 

5th.  In  maneuvering  the  13  in.  Mortars,  it  became  evident 
that  the  iron-shod  hand-spikes  provided  were  not  sufficiently 
strong. 

6th.  The  steps  of  the  wrought  iron  mortar  carriages  require 
an  upright  brace  or  the  upper  one  becomes  crushed  in,  in 
mounting  the  mortars. 

Only  one  battery — No.  1,  of  five  100  p'rs  and  one  200  p'r 
Parrott's — opened  fire  during  the  siege.  This  battery  opened 
fire  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  at  once  drove  all  the  rebel  ship- 
ping from  the  wharves  at  Yorktown.  In  all,  137  rounds  from 
the  100  p'rs  and  4  rounds  from  the  200  p'r  were  fired.  An 
inspection  of  the  batteries  on  the  river  front  of  the  Yorktown 
fortifications,  will  afford  the  best  indication  of  the  very  accu- 
rate practice  made  from  this  battery,  but  the  impossibility  of 
observing  with  equal  accuracy  the  results  of  firing  at  such 
long  ranges,  (3,800  to  4,700  y'ds,)  renders  it  extremely 
questionable  whether  any  useful  results  follow  a  large  expen- 
diture of  ammunition  at  distances  over  2,500  yards. 

The  following  points  of  importance  appear  to  have  been 
established  by  this  practice. 

1st.  That  the  wrought  iron  carriages  are  too  rigid  to  resist 
long  continued  firing  at  high  angles,  the  rivets  cutting  off 
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completely.  It  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that  a  few  rounds 
were  not  fired  from  the  13  inch  mortars  to  test  their  carriages, 
as  it  appears  probable  they  would  fail  more  completely  in  this 
respect. 

2d.  That  the  mode  of  supporting  the  pintle  and  traverse 
circle  used  in  this  battery  is  not  sufficiently  strong.  The 
object  of  the  platform  is  to  so  connect  these  two  parts  that  no 
relative  motion  can  take  place.  The  intermediate  pieces 
should  therefore  act  more  directly  than  in  these  platforms. 
The  pintle  plates  should  have  a  larger  bearing  surface  upon  the 
pintle  and  should  be  strengthened  by  ribs.  Probably  the  best 
plan  of  all  would  be  to  adopt  a  low  carriage  similar  to  that  sent 
by  Capt.  Parrott  for  the  last  200  p'r  with  four  trucks,  the  use 
of  the  platform  being  given  up  by  the  position  of  the  trucks. 
To  dispense  with  the  pintle  altogether,  using  rails  and  hollow 
trucks,  (Report  of  Major  Mordecai  on  recent  English  con- 
struction.) The  wooden  platform  would  then  consist  of  two 
traverse  circles  with  wooden  braces  and  iron  tie  bolts. 

For  the  service  of  these  guns  it  was  necessary  to  convey 
17,047  projectiles  weighing  in  all  857,417  lbs.  The  trans- 
portation of  these  projectiles  and  of  the  powder  and  small 
stores  into  depot  at  Fort  Grafton,  commenced  on  the  12th  of 
April  and  continued  till  the  evacuation  of  Yorktown  on  the 
morning  of  the  4th  of  May.  During  that  time  726  loads  were 
conveyed  from  Cheeseman's  Landing  to  the  depot,of  which  527 
loads  were  projectiles,  70  of  powder,  88  of  platforms  and  41 
of  small  stores.  This  does  not  include  the  projectiles  for  13 
inch  mortars  which  were  conveyed  to  the  battery  by  water. 

The  weather  during  the  siege  was  very  varied  and  the 
roads  consequently  sometimes  in  such  good  order  that  the 
wagons  made  two  and  even  three  trips  a  day,  sometimes  so 
bad  that  they  were  a  day  and  a  half  on  the  road.  On  Wed- 
nesday, the  16th,  62  wagons  brought  up  1,882  10  inch  mortar 
shells — 40  wagons  carrying  30  shells  each,  and  22  carrying 
31  shells,  weighing  2,700  lbs.  This  is  the  maximum.  On 
the  27th  of  April,  17  wagons  brought  only  125  bbls  of  powder, 
being  only  700  lbs  and  600  lbs  to  a  wagon.  This  was  the 
minimum.     The  average  taken  from  the  projectiles  was  1456 
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lbs  a  wagon.  This  estimate  of  transportation  is  exclusive  of 
that  between  the  depot  and  the  batteries,  for  which  purpose 
25  wagons  were  kept  constantly  employed  from  the  21st  of 
April.     In  all  613  wagon  loads  were  conveyed. 

In  the  three  weeks  during  which  these  siege  operations 
have  been  conducted,  your  regiment  has  worked  with  very 
little  relief  night  and  day.  As  soon  as  any  battery  has  been 
completed  the  companies  to  which  it  has  been  assigned  have 
moved  into  camp  near  it,  constructing  such  shelter  from  the 
enemy's  fire  as  they  could  and  remaining  with  their  guns, 
differing  in  this  respect  from  all  other  troops  employed  in  the 
trenches,  who  returned  to  camp  out  of  fire  as  soon  as  their 
duty  was  finished. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  first  siege  train  placed  in 
battery  by  the  English  before  Sebastapol  consisted  of  72  pieces, 
that  they  marched  into  Balaklava  on  the  25th  of  September, 
and  opened  fire  on  the  17th  of  October,  23  days  afterward, 
and  that  they  employed  to  accomplish  this  end  all  the  resour- 
ces of  a  powerful  navy  and  a  large  regular  artillery  skilled  by 
constant  practice  in  the  large  maritime  fortresses  of  Gibraltar, 
Malta  and  Corfu,  and  all  the  maneuvers  of  heavy  artillery  and 
that  only  the  same  time  (23  days,)  was  occupied,  (from  the 
12th  of  April  to  the  3d  of  May,)  in  placing  71  guns  in  battery, 
many  of  them  much  exceeding  in  weight  any  that  have  before 
been  used  in  a  siege,  it  is  evident  that  the  labors  of  the  1st 
Regiment  Connecticut  Artillery  will  compare  favorably  with 
any  thing  of  the  kind  that  has  been  done  before.

This  regiment,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  George  D. 
Chapman,  has  seen  much  active  service  and  has  performed 
longer  and  more  exhausting  marches  than  any  other  from 
this  State,  having  marched  more  than  fifteen  hundred  miles  ; 
at  one  time  marching  for  twenty-nine  consecutive  days,  and 
in  one  day  the  unusual  distance  of  forty-five  miles. 

On  leaving  the  State  the  regiment  had  orders  to  report  to 
Major  General  Banks,  then  at  Harpers  Ferry,  commanding 
what  was  termed  the  "  Department  of  the  Shenandoah."  On 
its  arrival  it  was  brigaded  with  two  New  York  and  one  Penn- 
sylvania Regiment  under  the  command  of  Colonel,  now 
Major  General,  George  H.  Thomas.  From  this  place  the 
regiment  made  its  first  march  to  Darnestown  and  thus  com- 
menced that  series  of  long,  frequent  and  rapid  marches  which 
have  given  to  it  the  name  of  the  "  Marching  Regiment "  or 
"  Foot  Cavalry."  At  Darnestown  the  regiment  was  re-brig- 
aded twice,  first  under  General  Gordon  of  Massachusetts, 
afterwards  relieved  by  General  A.  S.  Williams.  It  was  also 
incorporated  in  the  "Army  of  the  Potomac,"  Major  General 
McClellan.  In  October,  1861,  it  moved  from  Darnestown  to 
reinforce  General  Stone,  marching  all  night,  reached  Edward's 
Ferry  the  morning  after  the  battle  of  Ball's  Bluff  and  was  or- 
dered to  cross  the  river  to  renew  the  attack,  which  order, 
however,  was  subsequently  countermanded,  and  no  further 
demonstration  made  against  the  enemy  at  this  point.  The 
regiment  went  into  camp  at  Muddy  Branch.  During  the 
winter  it  was  marching  and  countermarching  from  Muddy 
Branch  to  Frederick,  Williamsport  and  Hancock,  crossed  the 
Potomac  at  Williamsport  the  first  of  March  1862,  drove  the 
enemy  from  Winchester  and  occupied  the  place.  At  the  first 
battle  of  Winchester,  March  21  st,  the  regiment  which  was,  with 
the  exception  of  two  Companies,  one  day's  march  from  that 
place,  having  been  ordered  to  Manassas  Junction,  turned  back 
and  joined  in  the  pursuit  of  Jackson  which  was  continued  to 
Harrisonburg. 

While    here  its   commanding    officer,  (Colonel  Orris   S. 
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Ferry,)  having  been  appointed  Brigadier  General  of  Volun- 
teers, took  command  of  a  brigade  in  the  division  of  General 
•  Shields,  which  division  was  soon  after  ordered  to  another 
command,  leaving  a  force  of  but  about  5000  men  under  Gen- 
eral Banks,  who  in  turn  was  obliged  to  fall  back  before  the 
superior  number  of  the  rebels  under  Jackson.  Detachments 
of  our  small  army  were  defeated  at  Front  Boyal,  and  on  the 
24th  of  May,  after  a  severe  and  well  fought  battle  at  Win- 
chester, the  army  was  obliged  to  recross  the  Potomac.  The 
conduct  of  this  regiment  in  the  battle  and  during  the  retreat 
is  mentioned  in  the  official  reports  of  the  brigade  and  divi" 
sion  commanders  as  deserving  the  highest  praise. 

In  little  more  than  a  week  it  again  crossed  the  Potomac 
and  the  corps  to  which  it  was  attached  assumed  the  offensive. 
Shortly  afterward  it  was  incorporated  into  the  "Army  of 
Virginia"  under  Major  General  John  Pope,  its  brigade  com- 
mander General  S.  W.  Crawford.  The  regiment  went  into 
battle  at  Cedar  Mountain  on  the  9th  of  August,  with  eight 
companies  numbering  about  400  men.  It  fought  most  gal- 
lantly, every  officer  that  entered  the  fight,  but  three,  being 
either  killed,  wounded,  or  taken  prisoner.  It  formed  part 
of  the  reserve  force  in  the  battles  near  Washington,  and  was 
with  General  Pope  through  all  that  campaign.  It  was  with 
McClellan  when  that  General  moved  into  Maryland.  The 
day  before  the  battle  of  South  Mountain  it  was  detached  in 
Frederick  City  for  provost  duty  and  there  remained  for  near- 
ly three  months.  In  the  latter  part  of  November,  1862,  it 
was  organized  as  part  of  the  "Grand  Keserve  Division"  of 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  under  General  Sigel,  and  ordered 
to  join  the  main  army. 

At  the  battle  of  Cedar  Mountain,  Ya.,  Aug.  9th,  1862,  the 
regiment  suffered  severe  losses,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  official 
reports  following.  Many  valuable  officers  were  killed, 
wounded,  and  taken  prisoners,  among  whom  Colonel  Chap- 
man was  taken  prisoner,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Stone,  Captains 
Corliss  and  Chapman,  and  Lieutenant  Whitney  were  wound- 
ed and  taken  prisoners,  Major  Edward  F.  Blake,  1st  Lieut, 
and   Adjutant  Heber  S.  Smith  and   Lieutenant  Henry  M. 
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Dutton  were  killed,  and  Lieut.  Col.  Stone  died  of  his  wounds 
January  20th,  1863,  while  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  Of 
Major  Blake,  formerly  Adjutant  of  the  regiment,  I  can  not* 
speak  too  highly  as  a  gentleman  and  an  officer.  In  all  his 
intercourse  with  this  department  he  was  always  courteous, 
prompt,  and  correct.  A  gentleman  of  strict  integrity,  of  high 
mental  endowments  and  culture,  and  possessing  in  a  noticea- 
ble degree  that  quality  of  business  tact  and  methodical  ex- 
actness so  desirable  for  an  officer  in  his  position,  and  not 
always  found  in  combination  with  the  experience  and  profes- 
sional ardor  that  so  enhances  its  value,  the  service  can  illy 
spare  his  labors. 

Col.  Chapman,  to  whom  the  regiment  mainly  owes  its  ef- 
ficiency in  discipline,  drill  and  endurance,  has  been  compelled 
to  resign  on  account  of  ill  health,  caused  by  severe  hardships 
and  exposure  in  the  field  and  confinement  in  a  military  pris- 
on in  Richmond  by  the  enemy.  The  regiment  is  now  under 
the  command  of  Colonel  Warren  W.  Packer,  and  is  stationed 
at  Stafford  Court  House,  Ya. 

Head-Quarters  5th  Eegiment  Conn.  Yolunteers, 
1st  Brigade,  1st  Division,  Department  of  the  Shenandoah, 
Camp  near  Williamsport,  Md.,  May  27th,  1862. 
Colonel: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows  concerning  the  late 
battle  at  Winchester,  on  Sunday,  May  25th,  1862,  in  which 
this  regiment  was  engaged. 

About  5  o'clock  Sunday  morning,  as  the  men  were  rising 
from  their  sleep  and  heating  their  coffee  in  a  field  which  we 
entered  late  the  night  before,  a  shell  suddenly  fell  amongst 
them.  This  was  followed  by  another  in  rapid  succession. 
The  men  quickly  seized  their  muskets  and  fell  into  line  as 
calmly  as  if  on  parade.  The  inquiry  was  sent  back  whether 
we  should  hold  the  spot  or  advance.  Before  receiving  a 
reply  I  ordered  the  regiment  to  a  hollow  in  the  field  next  to 
the  rear,  which  was  done  "by  the  right  of  companies  to  the 
rear"  in  good  order.  The  enemy's  infantry  soon  appeared 
on  the  hill  in  front  charging  directly  upon  us.     Companies 
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"A"  and  "P5"  immediately  moved  forward  and  delivered 
their  fire  with  effect  upon  the  enemy  now  within  a  few  rods. 
The  whole  battalion  then  moved  up  to  their  line,  and,  deliver- 
ing three  well  directed  vollies,  mowed  down  the  enemy  by 
scores,  shooting  away  their  flag  each  time.     At  the  third  vol- 
ley Companies  "I"  and  "B"  by  half  wheeling  to  the  right 
delivered  a  cross  fire.     At  this  the  enemy  broke  and  ran  in 
confusion.     The  order  then  came  from  yourself  for  the  regi- 
ment to  fall  back  to  a  line  of  stone  wall  in  the  rear  of  the  field 
next  behind.     During  this  movement  Company  "  D"  deployed 
as  skirmishers  to  hold  the  line  we  were  leaving.     A  fog  then 
settled  down  and  for  half  an  hour  firing  ceased.     As  it  lifted 
I  saw,  at  some  distance,  a  large  force  of  the  enemy  moving  by 
the  right  flank  to  turn  our  left.     Our  skirmishers  fired  upon 
them,  but  the  movement  remained  unchecked  till  a  few  shells 
from  our  artillery  forced  them  back.     After  this  their  infantry 
paid  but  little  attention  to  us,  but  their  artillery  on  the  right 
and  left  poured  a  heavy  shower  of  shells  about  us  as  we  lay 
behind  the  wall. 

About  9  o'clock,  my  regiment  being  in  advance  of  the  other 
two  of  the  Brigade,  I  ordered  it  back  to  their  line  and  while 
dressing  the  ranks  received  the  order  to  retreat. 

Company  "  D"  having  been  called  in*the  retreat  commen- 
ced in  closed  files  at  q'uick  march  through  the  streets  on  the 
eastern  side  of  the  city  under  a  heavy  fire  of  artillery  in  the 
rear,  and  frequent  shots  from  the  citizens  and  even  women  in 
the  houses.  After  leaving  the  city  the  regiment  fell  into  the 
column  of  the  Brigade,  and,  by  a  forced  march  of  forty-three 
miles  through  by-roads,  reached  the  Potomac  at  eleven  o'clock 
P.  M.  The  last  man  of  the  regiment  crossed  at  Dennis  Ferry, 
seven  miles  by  land  below  Williamsport,  Maryland,  at  1.20 
A.  M.  Monday  afternoon  we  moved  by  canal  boat  to  Wil- 
liamsport where  we  now  lie  in  camp,  four  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  men  subject  to  your  orders. 

During  the  fight  and  retreat  both  officers  and  men  acted 
calmly  and  readily.  When  all  have  done  exactly  as  ordered 
it  seems  invidious  to  discriminate.  Still,  I  desire  to  especially 
notice  for  gallant  conduct  Capt.  Betts,  (whom  I  learn  to  be 
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seriously  wounded,)  Capt.  Lane  and  Lieutenant  Dutton, 
Acting  Regimental  Quartermaster  Lieutenant  Rice  (since 
missing,)  and  Adjutant  Blake  also  rendered  me  efficient  ser- 
vice in  the  field.  I  enclose  the  Adjutant's  report  of  killed, 
wounded  and  missing.

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Sixth  Regiment. 

During  the  past  year  the  sixth  has  been  in  the  Department 
of  the  South.  Col.  John  L.  Chatfield,  its  able  and  popular 
commander,  has  brought  it  to  a  high  state  of  efficiency  and 
at  the  present  it  sustains  a  reputation  for  discipline  second 
to  that  of  no  other  in  that  department.  It  was  connected 
with  the  expedition  which  resulted  in  the  battle  of  James 
Island,  June  14th,  1862,  and  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of 
Pocotaligo,  October  22d,  1862,  when  it  lost  several  in  killed 
and  wounded  as  will  be  seen  by  the  reports  appended. 
Among  the  latter  were  Colonel  Chatfield  and  Lieut.  Colonel 
Speidel,  both  of  whom  were  severely  injured. 

Special  credit  is  due  this  regiment  for  the  promptness  and 
thoroughness  of  its  reports  and  monthly  returns  made  to  this 
department. 

Head-Quarters  6th  Regiment  Conn.  Volunteers, 
Edisto  Island,  S.  C,  July  12th,  1862. 
General : 
I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following  report : 
Since  the  expedition  to  James  Island  my  regiment  has 
been  in  good  condition.  We  were  ordered  from  here  on  the 
night  of  June  1st,  taking  three  days'  rations  and  nothing  but 
blankets,  leaving  all  camp  equipage  behind.  We  crossed  over 
to  Seabrook's  Island,  marching  the  next  day  to  a  point  oppo- 
site John's  Island,  where  we  bivouacked  until  2  o'clock  on 
the  morning  of  the  5th,  when  we  marched  across  John's  Island 
in  the  midst  of  a  very  heavy  rain  storm,  with  the  mud  knee 
deep,  reaching  Legaresville  on  the  Stono,  a  distance  of  fifteen 
miles,  at  two  o'clock  P.  M.  I  had  been,  the  day  before,  as- 
signed to  the  command  of  a  brigade  composed  of  the  6th 
Connecticut,  45th,  76th,  and  97th  Pennsylvania,  and  47th 
New  York  Regiments.  On  the  8th,  my  command  was  divid- 
ed into  two  brigades,  there  being  assigned  to  me  the  6th 
Connecticut,  47th  New  York  and  97th  Pennsylvania  Regi- 
ments, the  command  of  which  I  continued  to  hold  until  our 
return  here,  when  the  expedition  was  broken  up.   ■ 
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On  the  evening  of  the  8th  and  morning  of  the  9th,  we  pro- 
ceeded up  the  Stono  to  Grimball's  plantation  on  James  Island, 
about  four  and  a  half  miles  from  Charleston,  where  we  land- 
ed in  the  face  of  a  severe  fire  from  the  enemy.  Our  Division 
made  the  left  flank  of  the  position,  while  General  Stevens' 
Division  occupied  the  ground  two  or  three  miles  to  our  right 
and  covering  the  position  opposite  Legaresville  on  John's 
Island.  Early  in  the  evening  of  the  10th,  the  enemy  attacked 
us  in  front  and  were  met  by  the  97th  Pennsylvania  Regiment 
and  two  companies  of  the  47th  New  York  Regiment  of  my 
brigade,  who  kept  them  gallantly  in  check  until  the  arrival 
upon  the  ground  of  a  portion  of  Hamilton's*  battery,  sup- 
ported by  four  companies  of  the  6th  Connecticut,  soon  after 
which  the  enemy  retired  leaving  seventeen  dead  and  wound- 
ed upon  the  field. 

Things  remained  quiet  until  our  attack  on  the  enemy's 
works  on  the  morning  of  the  14th,  when  only  two  companies 
of  the  6th  Connecticut  were  in  the  field,  the  balance  of  the 
regiment  being  on  picket.  It  is  needless  to  give  you  a  de- 
scription of  the  battle,  though  too  much  can  not  be  said  in 
praise  of  the  conduct  of  all  the  troops  engaged,  who  fought 
so  bravely  while  laboring  under  such  fearful  disadvantages. 

"We  remained  on  the  Island  until  July  7th,  when  we  evac- 
uated it  entirely  to  await  reinforcements  and  a  more  favor- 
able opportunity. 

There  are  four  regiments  stationed  here,  the  6th  and  7th 
Connecticut,  and  the  55th  and  97th  Pennsylvania,  all  under 
the  command  of  Gen.  Wright. 

This  Island  is  probably  as  favorable  a  location  as  we  could 
obtain  for  preserving  the  health  of  the  men,  and  I  presume 
we  remain  here  in  summer  quarters.

General : 

The  Regiment  was  in  the  late  battle  on  the  main  land  near 
Pocotaligo  and  behaved  finely  during  the  entire  engagement. 
Colonel  Chatfield  was  in  command  of  the  1st  Brigade,  until, 
after  having  been  in  action  about  two  hours,  he  was  badly, 
but  fortunately,  not  dangerously  wounded,  being  struck  by 
canister  shot  in  the  right  hip.  Lieut.  Colonel  Speidel,  was 
also  badly  wounded  by  a  canister  shot  through  the  right  arm 
at  almost  the  same  moment  with  Col.  Chatfield. 

Our  casualties  were  five  (5)  killed  and  twenty-eight  (28) 
wounded,  of  whom  two  have  since  died  from  their  wounds. 

I  enclose  you  an  official  list  of  the  casualties.

Seventh  Regiment. 

The  Seventh  has  also,  the  past  year,  been  stationed  in  the 
Department  of  the  South.  Alfred  H.  Terry,  formerly  Colonel 
of  this  regiment,  was  promoted  to  be  a  Brigadier-General  of 
Volunteers,  May  19th,  1862,  when  Lieutenant-Colonel  Joseph 
R.  Hawley  was  promoted  to  the  colonelcy,  and  is  now  in  com- 
mand. The  ranks  of  this  regiment  are  full  and  the  state  of 
discipline  good.  It  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of  James  Island, 
June  14th,  1862,  where  it  suffered  severely,  being  one  of  the 
first  to  enter  the  action,  and  one  of  the  last  to  leave  the  field. 
The  officers  and  men,  without  exception,  behaved  gallantly, 
and  even  when  compelled  to  retreat,  its  brave  Colonel  refused 
to  turn  his  back  to  the  foe.  This  regiment  was  engaged  also 
in  the  battle  of  Pocotaligo,  details  of  which  will  be  found  in 
the  official  reports  below. 
Report  of  Lieutenant-  Colonel  Joseph  R.  Hawley,  commanding1

Head-Quabtees  7th  Regiment  Conn.  Vols., 
James  Island,  S.  C,  June  16th,  1862. 
General : 

I  herewith  send  you  my  official  account  of  the  part  taken  by 
the  Seventh  Regiment  Connecticut  Volunteers,  in  the  assault 
on  the  enemy's  earthworks,  about  two  and  a  half  miles  from 
our  present  position.  The  regiment  is  in  a  brigade  composed 
of  the  8th  Michigan,  7th  Connecticut,  and  28th  Massachusetts, 
and  commanded  by  Colonel  Fenton,  of  the  first  named  regi- 
ment. The  division  is  commanded  by  General  Isaac  W.  Ste- 
vens. Our  most  severely  wounded  are  being  removed  to  the 
General  Hospital,  Hilton  Head. 

A  portion  of  our  regiment  was  left  at  Fort  Pulaski — sick 

and  ineffective — also  another  detachment  in  like  condition  at 

Edisto.     Of  sick  and  wounded  there  must  be  at  least  175  in

Colonel : 

I  submit  a  brief  report  of  the  part  taken  by  this  regiment 
in  the  assault  upon  the  enemy's  earthworks  this  morning. 

Our  line  was  promptly  formed  at  one  o'clock  A.  M.,  as  or- 
dered. There  were  two  field,  five  staff,  two  non-commissioned 
staff,  and  eighteen  company  line  officers,  seventy-six  non-com- 
missioned officers,  and  four  hundred  and  ninety-seven  privates; 
total,  six  hundred.  In  addition,  ten  or  twelve  musicians  and 
nurses  accompanied  the  surgeons. 

We  were  assigned  the  centre  of  your  brigade — the  1st  brig- 
ade, 1st  division — and  as  we  approached  the  enemy  were 
ordered  to  move  forward  into  line  on  the  left  of  the  leading 
regiment,  the  8th  Michigan.  As  our  right  passed  the  build- 
ing afterward  used  as  a  hospital,  and  through  the  heavy  hedge, 
entered  the  first  of  two  fields  between  us  and  the  earthworks, 
it  formed  into  line  and  continued  to  move  on  at  a  rapid  step. 
It  was  impossible  for  all  of  the  left  to  get  forward  into  line  on 
the  run  across  the  high  ridges  of  the  cotton  fields,  encumbered 
as  they  were,  and  worn  down  with  fatigue.  I  halted  the 
right  for  one  single  minute,  the  left  still  running,  and  the  line 
moved  on  in  excellent  order  over  the  hedge  between  the  two 
fields,  and  steadily  advanced  upon  the  enemy,  whose  grape 
and  rifle  shots  came  in  showers.  When  within  two  or  three 
hundred  yards  of  the  earthwork,  the  left  wing  came  obliquely 
upon  an  unforeseen  ditch  and  morass,  so  that  in  advancing  it 
must  crowd  by  its  right  flank  toward  the  centre.  At  this  mo- 
ment a  terrible  fire  of  grape  and  musketry  opened  upon  us. 
The  line  was  inevitably  broken.  The  colors  stood  fast  pro- 
tected by  Capt.  Palmer's  Company  E,  Capt.  Hitchcock,  with 
part  of  Company  G,  and  Lieut.  Atwell,  with  part  of  Company 
C,  having  advanced  within  one  hundred  and  thirty  yards  of 
the  parapet.  These  and  a  portion  of  the  right  wing  conceiv- 
ing that  the  time  had  come  when  the  order  not  to  fire  might 
be  waived,  opened  a  brisk  discharge  upon  the  parapet.  The 
men  stood  bravely,  but  the  line  could  not  be  formed  until  the 
colors  were  brought  into  the  open  field.     As  soon  as  this  was 
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done  the  regiment  moved  by  the  right  flank  under  the  heavi- 
est fire,  the  wing  rapidly  closing  up,  and  under  your  order, 
when  well  across  the  field  toward  the  marsh,  filed  to  the  right 
and  advanced  upon  the  enemy.  After  moving  a  short  distance 
Capt.  Stevens  brought  me  an  order  from  General  Stevens  to 
call  the  men  off.  They  could  not  resist  the  temptation  offered 
by  the  enemy's  men  at  the  guns,  and  a  portion  of  the  right 
was  slow  to  get  the  order  and  fall  back,  preferring  to  pick  off 
the  gunners  and  riflemen.  Faced  by  the  rear  rank  the  bat- 
talion marched  to  the  hedge  and  lay  behind  it  until  an  order 
from  General  Stevens  brought  it  back  to  the  hedge  in  front  of 
the  hospital.  In  a  few  moments  the  General  again  sent  us 
forward  to  the  hedge  across  the  first  field,  where  we  lay  while 
three  pieces,  two  howitzers  and  a  rifle  of  the  Connecticut  Light 
Battery,  came  up  and  carried  on  a  rapid,  and  for  the  most 
part,  a  very  well  directed  fire.  Several  times  my  men  assisted 
with  the  utmost  eagerness  in 'moving  the  guns  and  giving 
other  aid.  A  portion  of  the  best  marksmen  were  permitted 
to  fire  at  the  enemy's  parapets.  When  the  pieces  had  retired 
beyond  danger,  by  order  from  General  Stevens,  we  again 
moved  in  regular  line  to  the  rear,  the  enemy's  rifled  cannon 
and  howitzers  playing  upon  us.  After  standing  behind  the 
hospital  hedge  a  short  time,  General  Stevens  ordered  us  to 
camp,  whither  we  returned  in  good  order. 

An  immediate  inquiry  showed  very  few  missing  men,  and 
the  number  absent  not  positively  known  to  have  been  left  on 
the  field  dead  or  severely  wounded  does  not  exceed  three  or 
four. 

I  find  it  impossible  to  select  individuals  for  praise.  Capt. 
Edwin  S.  Hitchcock  of  Co.  G,  among  the  foremost  and  en- 
thusiastically cheering  on  his  men  was  severely  wounded  in 
the  thigh.  He  continued  to  call  out  cheerfully  and  to  fire 
rifles  handed  him  by  his  men  until  he  received  a  rifle  ball 
straight  from  the  front  through  his  upper  lip.  Four  of  his 
men  undertook  to  carry  him  to  the  rear.  "While  they  were 
doing  this,  two  of  them,  Sergeant  Haynes  and  Private  Dexter, 
were  wounded  by  rifle  balls  and  they  were  obliged  to  leave  the 
gallant  Captain  dying  there. 
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Lieut.  Hooton  of  Co.  D  was  doing  his  whole  duty,  nobly- 
rallying  and  regulating  his  company,  when  a  heavy  grape 
shot  passed  entirely  through  his  right  thigh  nearly  up  to  his 
body.  He  was  carried  to  the  rear  praising  his  men  and  urging 
them  on  and  lived  but  a  short  time. 

Lieut.  Dempsey  of  Co.  E  while  in  the  full  discharge  of  his 
duty,  was  disabled  by  a  ball  through  the  left  shoulder  inflict- 
ing a  painful  but  not  dangerous  wound. 

Sergeant  (Acting  2nd  Lieut.,)  Upson  of  Co.  F  was  heroi- 
cally at  work  when  a  grape  shot  took  off  three  fingers  and 
dashed  through  his  right  shoulder.  There  are  but  very  slight 
hopes  of  his  recovery. 

Major  (Acting  Lieut.  Col.,) Gardner,  Capt.  (Acting  Major,) 
Rodman,  Adjutant  Mills,  Quartermaster  Terry  and  Sergeant 
Major  Sanger  of  the  field  and  staff  did  all  that  could  be  asked 
of  the  bravest  soldiers.  They  were  entirely  fearless  and  con- 
stantly active  and  near  me  every  moment.  The  same  I  may 
say  from  personal  observation  of  nearly  every  line  officer,  and 
for  aught  I  know  it  is  true  of  all.  At  a  most  critical  moment, 
when  we  were  rearranging  the  line  for  the  second  advance, 
nothing  could  have  been  better  than  the  conduct  of  Captains 
Gray,  Palmer  and  Skinner,  and  Lieutenants  Chamberlain, 
Atwell,  Thompson,  Townsend  and  Burdick. 

Formidable  as  were  the  obstacles  I  can  not  help  believing 
that  had  we  possessed  a  better  knowledge  of  the  ground  the 
highest  success  would  have  crowned  our  efforts. 

This  regiment  was  most  actively  engaged  in  the  reduction 
of  Fort  Pulaski,  but  this  was  the  first  time  it  had  encountered 
a  heavy  direct  infantry  fire.  To  meet  that  discharge  of  grape 
and  musketry  was  a  severe  test.  When  the  ditch  broke  up 
our  line  the  men  did  not  leave  the  ground ;  they  staid  patient- 
ly till  the  line  was  reformed,  and  our  advances  and  retreats 
were  in  regular  line  and  time.  Surgeon  Bacon  and  Assistant 
Surgeon  Porter  and  their  assistants  were  very  industrious  and 
fearless  in  bringing  off  the  wounded,  to  which  I  attribute  our 
small  number  of  missing.  Chaplain  Wayland  also  was  every- 
where present,  self-possessed  and  active.

Captain  : 

I  submit  to  the  consideration  of  the  Brigadier-General,  a 
report  of  the  part  taken  by  the  Regiment  in  the  late  expedi- 
tion and  the  actions  which  took  place  near  Pocotaligo  on  the 
22d  inst. 
Gen.  Terry  ordered  me  to  furnish  a  force  of  five  hundred 
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(500)  including  officers,  and  in  accordance  with  verbal  in- 
structions, I  organized  them  into  six  companies,  commanded 
by  Captains  Skinner,  (2d  Co.,)  Gray,  (3d  Co.,)  Dennis, 
(4th  Co.,)  Tourtellotte,  (5th  Co.,)  Chamberlain,  (1st  Co.,) 
and  Burdick,  (6th  Co.)  Capt.  Dennis  being  unable  to  walk, 
the  command  of  his  company  fell  to  Lieut.  E.  S.  Perry.  Capt. 
0.  S.  Sanford  acted  as  Major,  Lieut.  Col.  Gardiner  being  ill, 
and  Major  Rodman  absent  on  recruiting  service.  Capt.  Jas. 
A  Bunce,  acting  Quartermaster,  and  Capt.  C.  C.  Mills,  who 
returned  from  recruiting  service  after  the  force  was  organized, 
both  waived  all  questions  of  etiquette  and  went  upon  my  staff, 
the  latter  as  Adjutant — and  rendered  indispensable  and  con- 
stant aid  in  the  field  and  elsewhere.  Assistant-Surgeon 
Horace  P.  Porter,  (Acting  Surgeon,)  accompanied  us  ;  Dr. 
Hine  remaining  in  charge  of  the  sick  in  camp.  The  other 
officers  were  Chaplain  H.  L.  Wayland,  1st  Lieuts.,  John 
Thompson,  Wm.  E.  Phillips,  Edward  S.  Perry  and  S.  S.  At- 
well,  and  2d  Lieuts.,  Wilson,  Wildman,  Hutchinson,  Yan 
Keuren,  Barker  and  Marble.

This  includes  a  corporal  and  five  men  without  arms,  put  in 
charge  of  the  stores  on  the  "  Boston." 

We  embarked  on  the  "  Boston  "  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
21st.  At  11  P.  M.,  on  the  passage  up  Broad  River,  I  detailed 
Capt.  Gray,  Lieut.  Hutchinson  and  74  men,  to  whom  were 
added  about  20  men  of  the  3d  N.  H.,  under  Lieut.  Had,  to 
proceed  up  the  river  in  boats  manned  by  the  navy  and  guided 
by  two  negroes,  past  Mackay's  Point,  and  then  landing  on  the 
main,  to  cut  off  and  capture  the  rebel  picket,  said  to  number 
about  sixty,  on  duty  at  that  point.     A  barge  with  a  howitzer 
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from  the  "  Paul  Jones,"  accompanied  them.  They  safely 
passed  the  Point  apparently  without  being  noticed,  but  the 
negro  in  the  leading  boat  with  Capt.  Gray  conducted  them 
two  or  three  miles  beyond  the  proper  landing  place,  where  a 
causeway  might  have  been  reached  and  the  rebels  intercepted. 
The  fact  was  ascertained  by  inquiry  of  the  other  negro  in  Lieut. 
Hutchinson's  boat,  and  the  party  turned  about,  but  the  favor- 
able moment  had  passed.  Daylight  appeared  before  they  got 
back  to  the  spot,  and  they  kept  on  to  Mackay's  Point,  where 
they  found  our  troops  debarking,  the  enemy  of  course  having 
fled.  Lieut.  Smith  of  the  3d  N.  EL,  who  accompanied  Capt. 
Gray,  as  far  as  the  tug  boat  "  Eelief "  towed  the  party,  and 
then  went  up  the  Pocotaligo  with  twelve  men,  is  reported  to 
have  been  more  successful,  and  to  have-  captured  several  of 
the  enemy. 

The  "  Boston  "  reached  Mackay's  Point  about  8  A.  M.  on 
the  22d  inst.  and  the  regiment  promptly  debarked  and  formed 
line.  The  76th  Pa.,  Col.  Strawbridge,  of  this  Brigade,  being 
already  on  shore,  took  the  lead,  following  the  First  Brigade, 
Col.  Chatfield  commanding.  After  the  delays  and  halts 
arising  from  causes  of  which  I  know  nothing,  the  two  Bri- 
gades marched  on.  At  about  12^  o'clock,  we  heard  artillery 
firing  in  advance  of  the  column,  and  moving  on  rapidly  at  the 
double  quick,  we  passed  evidences  of  the  commencing  conflict, 
and  by  Gen.  Terry's  order,  I  detailed  half  of  my  fifth  company, 
under  Lieut.  Greene,  as  a  guard  for  the  field  hospital  being 
established.  They  did  their  duty  faithfully  for  fifteen  hours, 
and  rendered  great  aid  to  the  wounded,  constructing  tempo- 
rary litters  with  saplings  and  strips  of  their  own  blankets, 
bringing  off  the  disabled,  &c,  there  being  no  occasion  to  resist 
the  enemy.  A  few  minutes  after,  by  the  General's  order,  I 
detailed  the  remainder  of  the  fifth  Co.,  under  Captain  Tour- 
tellotte,  and  Lieut.  Phillips,  to  guard  and  help  draw  the  three 
boat  howitzers.    They  did  not  fail  in  their  duty  for  a  moment. 

The  remaining  five  companies,  by  the  General's  order, 
formed  in  column  by  company  and  continued  advancing. 
Approaching  the  two  strips  of  thick  wood  divided  by  a  marsh 
and  crossed  by  the  road  nearly  at  right  angles,  Gen.  Terry 
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ordered  us  into  line  on  the  right  of  the  Brigade  and  we  halt- 
ed. Advancing  a  few  paces,  the  Brigade  again  halted,  and 
the  men  lay  down,  the  enemy's  artillery  and  infantry  keeping 
up  a  lively  fire,  which  more  particularly  endangered  the  reg- 
iments (76th  Pa.  and  3d  N.  H.)  on  our  left.  Some  minutes 
passed,  our  artillery  working  fiercely,  and  the  First  Brigade 
which  had  been  hotly  engaged,  re-forming  its  lines.  A  gen- 
eral advance  followed,  there  being  one  brief  halt  after  jump- 
ing a  ditch. 

******* 

The  thick  and  almost  impassable  wood  was  entered,  and 
the  marsh  soon  reached,  but  the  enemy  had  left  the  opposite 
bank.  As  the  General  ordered,  we  moved  by  the  left  flank, 
until  we  touched  the  road,  then  countermarched  to  bring  our 
right  to  cross  the  causeway,  which  after  a  halt  we  did,  at  a 
lively  pace,  following  the  6th  regiment  C.  V.  A  rapid  march 
of  two  or  three  miles  followed,  much  of  it  at  the  double  quick, 
but  the  men  endured  it  remarkably  well.  The  sounds  of  a 
renewed  fight  reached  us,  and  we  hurried  along  the  narrow 
road,  through  a  heavy  wood,  towards  the  front,  where  I  was 
ordered  to  file  to  the  right  into  the  wood.  I  obeyed,  chang- 
ing direction,  a  little  to  the  right  to  go  behind  the  reserve  of 
the  4th  N.  H.,  halted,  reported  and  was  instructed  that  my 
duty  was  to  hold  the  position  and  the  marsh  in  front  at  all 
hazards.  Moving  by  the  left  flank  a  little  and  throwing  for- 
ward my  right  so  as  to  bring  my  line  more  nearly  perpendic- 
ular to  the  road,  I  dressed  the  line,  halted,  and  ordered  the 
men  to  lie  down,  the  artillery  of  the  enemy  sending  occasion- 
al missiles  in  our  direction,  one  of  which  instantly  killed 
private  Cook  of  Co.  "I,"  and  wounded  one  or  two  others.  I 
found  near  me  a  small  reserve  of  the  4th  N.  H.,  and  sending 
forward  to  the  edge  of  the  wood  skirting  the  marsh,  I  learned 
that  more  of  that  regiment  were  there,  deployed  as  skirmish- 
ers, and  maintaining  a  dropping  fire.  They  returned  word 
that  they  could  hold  their  position  if  well  supported.  I 
informed  their  commanding  officer,  Col.  Bell,  and  rested, 
having  no  instructions  to  transmit  to  any  other  regiment. 

Gen.  Terry  soon  ordered  me  to  send  forward  our  Sharps' 
riflemen  to  the  edge  of  the  wood  to  work  upon  the  enemy's 
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battery  across  the  marsh.     I  ordered  forward  Co's  "A"  and 
"B,"  Captains  Chamberlain  and  Burdick ;  Captain  Sanford, 
acting  Major,  superintending  the  movement — the  men  to  be 
deployed  at  short  intervals.     There  were  nearly  one  hundred 
of  them,  and  they  opened  a  fire  of  astonishing  rapidity,  with 
sights  ranging  from  400  to  600  yards,  and  I  must  believe, 
with  accuracy,  for  the  enemy's  field  pieces  and  even  his  in- 
fantry were  silenced  in  a  very  few  moments.     After  receiving 
Gen.  Terry's  instructions,  the  Regiment  rose  up  and  moved 
into  a  good  line  to  join  Co's  "A"  and  "B,"  at  the  edge  of  the 
wood,  and  commenced  firing  by  file  with  the  greatest  satis- 
faction to  the  men.     The  officers  cautioned  them  to  elevate 
the  sights  properly  and  fire  deliberately.     The  Sharps'  rifle- 
men were  ordered  to  cease  firing  that  they  might  reserve 
some  ammunition.     After  a  time,  the  enemy  being  nearly 
quiet,  I  caused  the  bugle  to  sound   "cease  firing,"  and  the 
men  promptly  obeyed  and  were  ordered  to  lie  down.     The 
moment  any  groups  of  the  enemy  appeared  in  the  edge  of 
the  not  very  thick  woods  opposite,  or  about  the  buildings,  or 
near  the  one  field  piece  which  we  could  see,  (the  other  had 
been  drawn  out  of  sight,)  our  fire  was  opened  for  a  short 
time,  and  the  Sharps'  riflemen  were  permitted  to  work   at 
intervals.     At  one  time  I  had  six  men  from  each  company 
detailed  to  maintain  such  a  fire  as  would  keep  down  the 
enemy. 

Again  and  again  the  Regiment  opened  and  ceased  firing, 
obeying  the  bugle  calls  as  promptly  as  if  simply  on  drill. 

Gen.  Terry  at  one  time  desired  us  to  charge  across  the 
marsh,  if  practicable,  and  to  send  some  one  to  examine  the 
ground.  I  called  for  half  a  dozen  volunteers,  and  thrice  the 
number  sprang  up  immediately.  I  selected  five,  and  after 
exploring,  they  reported  as  far  as  I  ordered  them  to  go  (150 
or  200  yards)  the  footing  was  very  fair  and  they  could  see  no 
creek.  Satisfied  that  there  was  one,  I  called  again  for  volun- 
teers, and  Lieut.  Perry  and  private  Crabbe  eagerly  offering, 
were  accepted  and  ordered  to  keep  low  and  find  the  creek. 
Our  men  were  notified  and  cautioned  not  to  hit  them.  They 
went  stooping  under  the  fire  of  both  parties,  two-thirds  of  the 
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way  across,  and  reported  a  deep  creek  of  the  character  com- 
mon here,  with  muddy  banks  and  low  water.  I  sent  the  Lieu- 
tenant to  Gen.  Terry. 

Though  we  prolonged  the  expenditure  of  ammunition  as 
much  as  possible,  I  was  obliged  to  report  that  if  any  was  to  be 
reserved  for  future  contingencies  it  would  be  necessary  to  re- 
lieve us.  We  had  sometime  previously  heard  a  locomotive 
whistle  during  a  lull,  and  there  was  repeated  cheering  among 
the  rebels,  for  which,  their  fire  having  been  repeatedly  silenced, 
there  was  no  apparent  cause  unless  their  reenforcements  had 
come  up  through  the  woods  in  their  rear.  Such  must  have 
been  the  case  for  it  required  more  constant  work  to  keep  their 
fire  quiet,  and  their  rifles  were  getting  a  better  range  of  our 
position.     But  they  never  showed  any  disposition  to  cross  to  us. 

The  47th  Pa., commanding,  was  ordered  to  take  our 

place,  after  a  time,  and  as  we  moved  by  the  right  of  companies 
to  the  rear,  they  promptly  advanced  and  opened  a  hot  fire. 
By  Gen.  Terry's  order  we  again  formed  line  a  few  hundred 
yards  back,  and  when  the  47th  Penn.  had  taken  position  back 
of  us,  we  filed  into  the  road  and  perhaps  a  thousand  yards  to 
the  rear,  filed  to  the  left  and  again  formed  a  line  perpendicu- 
lar to  the  road  faced  by  the  rear  rank,  our  right  resting  on 
the  road,  while  the  3d  N.  H.,  Col.  Jackson,  occupied  a  corres- 
ponding position  across  the  way. 

After  the  wounded  and  stragglers  had  passed,  by  the  Gener- 
al's order  we  took  the  road  and  proceeded  to  Mackay's  Point, 
five  or  six  miles  distant,  reaching  it  in  about  seven  hours  from 
the  time  we  ceased  firing.  Our  frequent  halts  were  owing  to 
regiments  ahead  and  to  the  necessity  of  caring  for  the  wound- 
ed. Upon  reaching  the  field  hospital,  all  our  wounded  were 
attended  to,  and  weary  as  our  men  were,  about  twenty  cheer- 
fully volunteered  to  go  back  and  assist  in  bringing  along 
others. 

We  bivouacked  at  the  Point,  and  during  the  night  obtained 
a  fresh  supply  of  ammunition.  In  the  morning,  (Oct.  23d,) 
we  embarked  on  the  "  Boston,"  on  which  were  also  about  120 
dead  and  wounded  of  various  regiments,  and  returned  to  Hil- 
ton Head. 
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Gen.  Terry  has  already  received  a  substantially  accurate 
statement  of  our  losses,  but  I  append  the  official  report  of  Dr. 
Porter.  A  number  of  slight  contusions  and  grazes  were  not 
entered  on  the  list. 

For  every  officer,  and  non-commissioned  officer,  (save  possi- 
bly one  of  the  latter,)  I  have  none  but  words  of  unqualified 
praise.  The  captains  have  made  written  reports  by  name  of 
all  privates  who  failed  to  keep  the  ranks  throughout.  The 
list  is  very  small,  and  those  against  whom  the  suspicion  of 
cowardice  or  desertion  arises,  are  very  few  indeed.  Of  the 
Regiment  as  a  body,  it  is  precisely  true,  that  it  was  regular, 
steady,  promptly  obedient,  and  fully  under  control  every  mo- 
ment. I  do  not  know  what  more  I  could  have  asked  of  it,  or, 
asking,  could  have  obtained.

Eighth  Regiment. 

This  veteran  regiment,  originally  attached  to  General  Burn- 
side's  expedition  to  North  Carolina,  accompanied  him  when 
he  was  ordered  to  join  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  after  the 
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series  of  battles  before  Richmond,  and  upon  the  withdrawal 
of  the  army  from  the  Peninsula  it  followed  its  fortunes  in 
Maryland,  and  was  engaged  in  the  sanguinary  battle  of  An- 
tietam,  where  it  suffered  severely,  and  at  Fredericksburg.  In 
the  former  engagement  the  regiment  was  exposed  to  a  cross 
fire  from  the  front  and  both  flanks,  losing  a  very  large  num- 
ber of  men,  and  having  every  sergeant  and  corporal  of  the 
color  guard  shot  down.  Lieut.  Col.  Appelman  was  severely 
wounded,  in  consequence  of  which  he  has  been  compelled  to 
resign,  and  has  been  honorably  discharged.  Colonel  Edward 
Harland  having  been  promoted  to  a  Brigadier-Generalship  of 
Volunteers,  the  regiment  is  now  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  John  B.  Ward.  The  regiment  is  now  stationed  at 
Newport  News,  Ya.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  part 
taken  by  this  regiment  in  the  late  engagement  near  Sharps- 
burg,  Md. 

Lieut.  Col.  Appelman  having  been  wounded  in  the  engage- 
ment, I  am  unable  to  state  what  orders  he  received,  but  can 
speak  only  from  the  time  I  took  command. 

The  2d  Brigade,  3d  Division,  9th  Army  Corps,  with  which 
we  were  connected,  held  the  extreme  left  of  our  line  of  bat- 
tle during  the  day,  and  about  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  were  ordered 
to  advance  to  the  support  of  General  Wilcox's  division  on 
our  right,  which  had  been  repulsed.  We  did  so,  and  held 
our  position  far  in  advance,  until  ordered  to  retire  by  Gen- 
eral Rodman,  but  not  until  we  had  lost  fifty  per  cent,  of  our 
regiment. 

The  fire  from  the  enemy's  artillery  and  musketry  was  very 
severe,  our  regiment  receiving  it  in  front  and  on  both  flanks. 
The  conduct  of  both  officers  and  men  was  all  that  could  be 
asked  for,  and  I  have  to  thank  the  officers  for  their  active  co- 
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operation  with  nie  in  the  performance  of  their  several  duties. 
Private  Charles  H.  Walker,  of  Co.  D.,  deserves  special  men- 
tion. He  brought  the  national  colors  off  the  field  after  the 
sergeant  and  every  corporal  of  the  color  guard  had  been 
either  killed  or  wounded.

General : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  "Report  of  the 
movements  of  the  8th  Regiment  Conn.  Yols.  during  the  recent 
operations  against  the  enemy's  position  near  Fredericksburg." 

For  a  few  days  previous  to  the  engagement,  the  Regiment 
had  been  stationed  upon  the  bank  of  the  river  opposite  the 
centre  of  the  city  in  support  of  Dickinson's  Battery.  On  the 
morning  of  Dec.  11th,  when  the  contest  commenced,  we  num- 
bered 238  enlisted  men,  and  16  commissioned  officers  for 
duty,  under  command  of  Major  J.  E.  Ward.  At  a  point  near 
our  camp  the  work  of  laying  a  double  Pontoon  Bridge  was 
commenced  before  daylight  on  the  11th,  but  when  about  half 
completed,  the  Engineers  were  driven  away  from  their  work 
by  the  fire  of  the  enemy's  sharpshooters,  who  were  concealed 
in  cellars  and  rifle  pits,  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river. 
Our  artillery  now  opened  fire  upon  the  enemy,  and  under 
cover  of  a  hundred  guns  the  Engineers  again  returned  to 
their  work,  and  were  again  repulsed  with  terrible  slaughter. 
At  this  point  of  affairs,  General  Getty  came  to  our  camp  and 
called  for  volunteers  from  the  8th  to  join  the  Engineers  in 
one  more  effort  to  complete  the  bridge.  About  90  of  our  men 
immediately  offered  their  services,  and  under  command  of 
Capt.  Marsh  and  Lieuts.  Ford  and  Morgan,  proceeded  to  the 
bridge,  and  commenced  the  work,  but  after  laying  one  length 
of  the  bridge,  they  were  ordered  to  retire  by  Major  Spaulding 
of  the  Engineers,  after  suffering  a  loss  of  two  men  wounded. 

On  the  morning  of  the  12th  we  were  ordered  by  Col.  Har- 
land  to  join  our  brigade,  which  was  about  crossing  into  the 
city  by  the  middle  bridge.  We  crossed  about  sunset,  and 
took  our  position  on  Caroline  Street,  stacked  arms  and  re- 
mained until  the  morning  of  the.  13th,  when  we  were  again 
moved  down  by  the  bank  of  the  river  near  the  middle  bridge 
and  remained  there  until  late  in  the  afternoon,  exposed 
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to  a  severe  raking  fire  from  our  own  artillery,  which  was 
posted  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river.  At  sundown  we 
were  ordered  forward,  and  marched  through  the  city  forming 
in  line  of  battle  on  a  street  in  the  rear  of  the  city  facing  the 
enemy's  position,  and  then  going  forward  to  the  support  of 
our  troops  who  were  fighting  fiercely  in  front.  After  advan- 
cing about  500  yards  under  a  sharp  artillery  fire,  we  received 
the  order  to  halt  behind  the  crest  of  a  hill,  and  remained  in 
this  place,  lying  on  our  arms  till  morning,  when  we  were 
ordered  to  return  to  the  city  and  resume  our  former  position 
in  Caroline  Street.  On  the  morning  of  the  15th,  Major 
Ward  was  compelled  to  retire  from  the  field  on  account  of 
illness,  and  the  command  of  the  Regiment  devolved  upon 
Capt.  H.  M.  Hoyt.  About  11  A.  M.,  on  the  15th,  the  Regi- 
ment was  ordered  to  the  front  of  our  lines  to  strengthen  and 
extend  the  advanced  line  of  videttes  under  Capt.  Charles  L. 
Upham  of  the  16th  C.  Y.  We  remained  here  exchanging 
occasional  shots  with  the  enemy's  sharpshooters  until  eve- 
ning, when  we  were  relieved  by  the  13th  New  Hampshire 
Regiment,  and  rejoined  the  Brigade  in  the  rear  of  the  city, 
with  them  recrossed  the  bridge  and  returned  to  our  former 
camp  near  the  Lacy  House.  There  is  no  necessity  of  saying 
anything  in  regard  to  the  conduct  of  the  men,  as  Connecti- 
cut soldiers  always  do  credit  to  their  native  State.

The  Ninth,  Col.  Thomas  W.  Cahill,  is  still  attached  to  the 
Department  of  the  Gulf.  In  the  part  taken  by  this  regiment 
in  the  several  engagements  in  which  it  has  participated,  it  has 
fully  sustained  the  character  for  gallantry  and  energy  which 
it  possessed  at  the  close  of  my  last  report. 

At  the  battle  of  Baton  Rouge,  General  Williams  was  killed, 
when  the  command  of  the  forces  engaged  devolved  upon  Col. 
Cahill.  I  append  his  official  report,  with  that  of  Lieut.  Col. 
Fitz  Gibbons. 

Official  Report  of  the  Battle  of  Baton  Rouge. 

Baton  Rouge,  La.,  Aug.  9, 1862. 

To  Capt.  R.  S.  Davis, 

A.  A.  A.  General,  Department  of  the  Gulf. 
Sir: 

Having  been  called  to  the  command  of  the  forces  at  Baton 
Rouge,  by  the  unfortunate  death  of  General  Williams  in  the 
action  of  Aug.  5th,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  report  the  circum- 
stances of  that  glorious  victory. 

Rumors  of  an  advance  of  the  enemy  in  heavy  force  had  pre- 
vailed for  some  days.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  4th,  General 
Williams  called  the  attention  of  the  commanders  of  regiments 
and  batteries  to  the  probability  of  an  attack  at  an  early  hour 
in  the  morning.  The  14th  Maine,  Col.  Nickerson  ;  the  21st 
Indiana,  under  Lieut.  Col.  Keith ;  the  6th  Michigan,  under 
acting  Lieut.  Col.  Clark  ;  and  the  7th  Vermont,  Col.  Roberts, 
were  encamped,  the  first  with  its  right  resting  on  the  inter- 
section of  the  Greenwell  Springs  road,  and  fronting  to  a  road 
running  to  the  intersection  of  the  Bayou  Sara  and  Clinton 
roads.  This  encampment  was  in  heavy  timber.  The  21st 
Indiana  were  encamped  on  about  the  same  line  front  and  on 
the  right  of  the  Greenwell  Springs  road.  On  nearly  the 
same  line  front,  but  still  farther  to  the  right,  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  Claygut  and  Perkins  roads,  was  the  6th  Michigan. 
The  7th  Vermont  was  some  distance  to  the  rear,  and  between 
the  positions  of  the  21st  Indiana  and  the  6th  Michigan,  with 
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their  camp  fronting  the  city.  Everett's  battery,  tinder  Lieut. 
Carruth,  was  in  bivouac  on  the  right  of  the  14th  Maine,  and 
on  the  left  of  the  21st  Indiana.  On  the  extreme  right  the 
guns  of  Nim's  battery,  under  Lieut.  Trull,  were  brought  into 
position  early  in  the  action.  The  30th  Massachusetts,  under 
Col.  Dudley,  was  brought  up  from  its  quarters  in  the  capitol 
on  the  night  of  the  4th,  and  took  position  on  the  left  of  the 
6th  Michigan.  On  the  extreme  left,  in  advance  of  the  left 
bank  of  the  Bayou  Gras,  with  an  oblique  front  towards  the 
intersection  of  the  Bayou  Sara  and  Clinton  roads,  with  two 
pieces  of  Manning's  battery,  were  the  9th  Connecticut  and  the 
4th  Wisconsin.  The  remaining  guns  of  the  battery  were  in 
position  on  the  right  bank  of  the  bed  of  the  Bayou  Gras. 

This  was  the  real  line  of  defense  for  the  left  flank,  covering 
the  north  and  east  of  the  arsenal  grounds.  General  Williams, 
in  his  instructions  to  myself  and  Lieut.  Col.  Bean,  command- 
ing the  4th  Wisconsin  Volunteers,  was  very  clear  and  positive 
in  his  orders  to  hold  the  position  at  all  hazards,  as  he  antici- 
pated the  enemy  would  advance,  under  cover  of  the  fire  from 
the  rebel  ram  Arkansas  with  the  gunboats  from  the  Yazoo 
river,  through  the  open  grounds  of  the  saw-mill  and  Dough- 
erty plantation,  and  take  possession  of  the  arsenal  grounds. 
The  above-mentioned  advance  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Bayou 
was  ordered  by  General  Williams  after  a  lengthy  consideration 
on  the  evening  of  the  4th  inst.,  with  the  intention  of  checking 
an  advance  on  the  same  position  by  the  Bayou  Sara  and  Clinton 
roads,  and  for  that  reason  we  brought  forward  only  the  light 
howitzers  of  Manning's  battery  to  the  advanced  position,  leav- 
ing the  heavy  guns  on  the  original  line. 

At  early  daylight  on  the  morning  of  Aug.  5th,  the  enemy 
threw  his  entire  force  on  the  camps  of  the  14th  Maine,  21st 
Indiana,  and  the  6th  Michigan,  with  the  batteries  attached  to 
each  regiment.  These  troops  stood  their  ground  nobly,  meet- 
ing the  tremendous  force  thrown  upon  them  with  unflinching 
bravery. 

On  looking  over  the  field  since  the  engagement,  I  can  not 
conceive  how  it  was  possible  for  so  many  men  to  have  been 
engaged  on  so  small  a  space  of  ground.     The  attack  was 
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nearly  simultaneous ;  but  the  first  fire  in  line  from  the  ene- 
my's right,  was  directed  on  the  14th  Maine,  and  was  instantly 
answered  by  that  regiment  by  a  solid  line  volley,  which  must 
have  done  terrible  execution.  The  companies  of  the  21st 
Indiana,  who  were  in  advance  as  pickets,  had  fallen  back  in 
order.  The  whole  regiment  advanced  towards  the  Magnolia 
Cemetery  and  east  of  it.  At  this  time  Major  Hayes  was  seri- 
ously wounded,  and  taken  from  the  field.  The  regiments 
worked  advancing  and  retiring,  changing  front  as  the  enemy 
showed  himself  through  the  smoke. 

Nearly  at  the  close  of  the  action,  Lieut.  Col.  Keith,  com- 
manding the  21st  Indiana,  had  to  leave  the  field,  badly 
wounded,  leaving  the  regiment  without  a  field  officer,  and  in 
command  of  Capt.  Grimsley.  It  was  at  this  stage  of  the  bat- 
tle that  General  Williams  fell  mortally  wounded.  He  had 
just  said  to  the  men  of  the  21st  Indiana  regiment,  "Boys, 
your  field  officers  are  all  gone,  I  will  lead  you."  The  men 
answered  with  three  cheers  for  the  General.  The  sound  had 
scarcely  died  away  when  he  fell.  He  had  previously  issued 
an  order  for  the  line  to  fall  back,  and  the  artillery  having 
done  so,  the  regiments  retired  in  good  order  to  the  positions 

now  occupied. 

******* 

More  undaunted  bravery,  coolness,  and  skill  in  the  handling 
of  their  commands  by  officers  commanding  regiments  and 
corps,  was  never  displayed  on  any  battle  field  than  on  that  of 
Baton  Rouge,  and  that  too  by  officers  who  never  handled 
troops  before  in  a  fight.  From  the  21st  Indiana,  and  the  6th 
Michigan,  myself,  in  common  with  others,  expected  a  good 
deal,  and  were  not  disappointed ;  but  when  I  look  back  a  few 
short  months,  and  bring  to  mind  the  arrival  of  the  14th  Maine 
at  Ship  Island,  and  to-day  consider  the  work  done  by  that 
regiment  in  the  action,  the  smoothness  and  steadiness  of  its 
evolutions  in  difficult  ground,  and  under  fire  from  the  vete- 
rans of  the  Confederate  service,  I  can  only  say  that  for  his 
efforts  in  building  up  his  regiment,  the  most  serious  task  of  a 
commander,  and  his  conduct  in  the  field,  Col.  Nickerson,  of 
the  14th  Maine,  deserves  the  highest  praise.     To  the  impetu- 
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ous  Col.  Keith  of  the  21st  Indiana,  no  language  of  mine  can 
do  justice.  He  was  in  every  place,  working  his  way  through 
tents,  trees  and  underbrush,  like  a  veteran,  and  when  serious- 
ly wounded  and  taken  from  the  field,  he  would  not  give  up, 
but  drove  around  among  his  officers,  counseling  and  assisting 
in  every  way,  to  the  irritation  and  injury  of  his  wounds. 

Col.  Koberts  of  the  7th  Vermont  fell  mortally  wounded  and 
has  since  died.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  a  generous  nature  and 
a  cultivated  mind.  Col.  Nickerson  had  his  horse  shot  from 
under  him  by  a  discharge  of  grape.  He  sprang  from  under 
his  horse,  and  waving  his  sword  called  upon  his  men  for  one 
more  charge.  The  men  started  forward  with  three  rousing 
cheers,  and  drove  back  the  advancing  foe.  At  this  time  the 
gallant  Captain  French,  of  Co.  K.,  of  this  regiment  received 
his  severe  wound.  This  charge  was  made  in  presence  of  Gen- 
eral Williams,  who  complimented  the  men  highly.  Captain 
French  was  placed  on  board  the  steamer  White  Man,  and  was 
lost  when  she  went  down.     His  name  deserves  special  mention. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  several  batteries 
was  everything  that  could  be  looked  for  by  the  Commanding 
General.  The  various  batteries  were  very  much  reduced  by 
sickness  and  death,  and  even  with  the  assistance  of  details 
from  the  infantry  were  short  handed. 

Lieut.  Hall,  in  command  of  the  2nd  piece  of  Nim's  Battery, 
wishes  special  mention  made  of  the  successful  rally  by  three 
men  of  the  21st  Indiana,  and  three  men  of  the  9th  Connecti- 
cut, who,  with  the  assistance  of  private  Taylor,  who  left  his 
sick  bed  and  acted  as  sergeant  gunner,  and  private  Shields 
and  Clogston,  and  also  Sergeant  Cheever  of  the  battery,  who 
left  the  hospital  sick  to  do  his  duty,  brought  off  the  gun  when 
every  man  and  horse  was  shot  down  and  the  piece  in  the 
hands  of  the  enemy.  The  names  of  the  privates  of  infantry 
engaged  in  this  gallant  exploit  will  be  forwarded  as  soon  as 
ascertained. 

The  9th  Connecticut  and  4th  Wisconsin  were  brought  up 
from  their  positions  early  in  the  action,  and  were  placed  by 
General  Williams  in  line  across  the  grounds  of  the  orphan 
asylum,  immediately  in  rear  of  the  21st  Indiana  and  14th 
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Maine.  The  regiments  moved  with  alacrity,  and  obeyed  all 
orders  promptly. 

Capt.  Silas  W.  Sawyer,  Co.  H.,  of  the  9th  Conn.,  deserves 
mention  for  his  bold  reconnoisance  on  the  morning  of  the 
6th,  going  out  on  the  Bayou  Sara  road  three  miles  and  find- 
ing no  trace  of  the  enemy ;  taking  a  cattle  path  through  the 
woods,  he  came  out  on  the  Clinton  road  beyond  the  original 
line  of  our  pickets.  He  scoured  the  country  to  Bird's  Planta- 
tion, in  scouting  round  which  he  found  one  of  the  enemy's 
caissons,  and  near  by  three  others.  Crossing  over  to  Ber- 
nard's Plantation,  he  found  another  and  a  damaged  ambu- 
lance. Returning  to  head-quarters,  he  proceeded,  by  order 
of  Col.  Payne,  and  in  command  of  a  detachment  of  our  men, 
a  platoon  of  his  own  company,  and  with  horses  from  Man- 
ning's battery,  and  brought  them  in. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Commanding  General  to  the  services  of  Lieut.  Henry  H. 
Elliot,  of  the  9th  New  York  "Volunteers,  Acting  Assistant 
Adjutant-General,  General  "William's  staff.  To  his  coolness 
and  intrepidity  in  action,  every  officer  can  bear  witness,  as 
also  to  the  prompt  discharge  of  the  still  more  trying  duties  of 
his  official  business.  I  am  under  deep  obligations  to  him  for 
his  cheerful  and  zealous  assistance  for  the  time  I  remained  in 
command.        ****** 

From  Col.  McMillan,  of  the  21st  Indiana,  who  has  been 
unwell  for  some  time,  I  have  received  counsel  and  advice  on 
every  occasion.

Battle  of  Baton  Rouge. 

Baton  Rouge,  La.,  Aug.  9th,  1862. 
General : 

In  accordance  with  General  Orders,  No.  2, 1  herewith  sub- 
mit my  report  of  the  engagement  of  the  5th  inst.  About  three 
o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  inst.,  the  9th  Regiment 
Conn.  Vols.,  according  to  previous  instructions,  marched  under 
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command  of  Col.  Cahill,  and  took  position  on  the  left  of  the 
line  of  defense,  the  4th  Wisconsin  on  the  left,  and  two  howit- 
zers of  Manning's  4th  Massachusetts  Battery  on  the  right  of 
the  9th  Connecticut. 

The  position  assigned  was  one  admirably  calculated  for  mil- 
itary movements,  being  situated  on  a  hill  overlooking  the 
"  Bayou  Gras,"  and  about  half  way  between  the  river  and 
"  Bayou  Sara."  About  four  o'clock  picket  firing  was  heard 
on  the  right,  followed  immediately  by  heavy  volleys  of  mus- 
ketry and  discharges  of  artillery.  The  position  of  the  enemy 
could  be  determined  only  from  the  firing,  owing  to  a  heavy 
fog.  As  the  center  was  the  principal  point  of  attack,  this  regi- 
ment and  the  battery  was  moved  to  its  support.  To  complete 
this  maneuver,  this  regiment  marched  along  the  "  North 
road  "  until  it  came  within  range  of  the  enemy's  guns,  when  it 
filed  across  the  road  in  the  midst  of  a  shower  of  grape  and 
canister,  and  formed  in  line  of  battle  in  a  corn-field,  the  bat- 
tery opening  fire  from  the  road.  The  enemy  at  this  juncture 
appeared  directly  in  front,  yelling  and  firing  volleys  of  mus- 
ketry, which,  however,  did  but  little  damage,  the  shot  mostly 
going  over  us,  owing  to  the  proximity  of  the  enemy,  who  on 
delivering  his  fire  fell  back.  The  left  flank  being  exposed  we 
were  ordered  to  its  defense,  and  the  regiment  resumed  its  first 
position,  which  it  retained  the  remainder  of  the  day  and  night. 

Major  Frye,  having  been  sent  to  the  right  for  orders,  return- 
ed with  the  sad  intelligence  of  the  death  of  General  Williams, 
when  Col.  Cahill  being  senior  officer  present,  assumed  com- 
mand of  the  brigade.  By  his  order,  Col.  Nickerson,  of  the 
14th  Maine,  took  command  of  the  left  wing,  including  this 
regiment.  Receiving  information  that  our  left  was  about  to 
be  attacked,  Everett's  Battery  was  sent  to  its  support,  five  men 
from  this  regiment  being  detailed  as  artillerists,  in  addition  to 
fifty  previously  detailed  to  Winn's  Battery.  The  threatened 
attack,  however,  was  not  made,  and  the  regiment  retained  its 
position.  Throughout  the  day  this  regiment  was  ably  support- 
ed by  the  4th  Wisconsin,  Lt.  Col.  Bean  commanding.  On  the 
morning  of  the  6th  inst.  Capt.  S.  W.  Sawyer,  of  Co.  H,  with 
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a  detachment  of  his  men,  captured  and  brought  in  five  cais- 
sons filled  with  ammunition. 

The  officers  and  men  of  the  regiment  deserve  credit  for  their 
good  conduct,  under  the  disadvantage  of  having  but  twelve 
line  officers  in  the  field,  most  of  the  others  being  on  detached 
service,  and  some  sick  in  hospital.  Adjutant  Kattensbroth 
and  Sergeant-Major  Curtis  rendered  efficient  service.  We 
took  twenty-four  prisoners,  one  a  commissioned  officer,  be- 
longing mostly  to  the  4th  Louisiana  Regiment,  of  whom  four- 
teen were  wounded. 

Our  loss  is  small,  owing  mostly  to  the  overshooting  of  the 
enemy.     The  casualties  are

General  : 

I  have  the  honor  of  enclosing  to  you  my  report  of  an  expe- 
dition against  the  enemy  in  the  neighborhood  of  St.  Charles 
Court  House,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river. 

The  expedition,  accompanied  by  the  armed  steamer  Missis- 
sippi, was  under  command  of  Acting  Brig.  Gen.  H.  E.  Paine, 
and  was  composed  of  the  4th  Wisconsin  and  6th  Michigan 
Regiments,  and  a  section  of  the  1st  Maine  Battery,  in  one 
division,  and  the  9th  Connecticut  and  14th  Maine  Regiments, 
with  another  section  of  the  same  battery  in  another  division. 

Word  had  been  received  that  the  enemy  were  establishing 
a  camp  and  had  already  concentrated  a  force  of  2,000  infantry, 
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a  full  battery  of  light  artillery,  and  about  500  cavalry.  In 
accordance  with  orders,  the  9th  Connecticut,  about  550  strong, 
embarked  at  Carrollton,on  the  transport  Morning  Light,  with 
a  section  of  battery,  at  11  o'clock  on  the  night  of  Sept.  7th, 
and  landed  at  daylight  at  a  point  above  Carrollton,  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  river,  with  the  14th  Maine,  the  other  divis- 
ion landing  five  or  six  miles  above,  all  to  converge  to  a  com- 
mon center,  proper  signals  having  been  arranged.  After 
moving  forward  about  a  mile,  signal  was  made  from  the  mast- 
head of  the  Mississippi,  "enemy  approaching."  The  artillery 
shelled  the  woods,  but  failing  to  dislodge  the  enemy,  the  9th 
Connecticut  were  thrown  forward  as  skirmishers.  After  mo- 
ving forward  several  miles  through  woods,  swamps,  bayous 
and  canebrakes,  everywhere  finding  traces  of  a  flying  enemy — 
abandoned  haversacks,  blankets,  bundles,  papers,  &c— it  was 
found  that  the  enemy,  mostly  cavalry,  attempting  to  break 
through  hi  this  direction,  had  been  driven  back,  and  abandon- 
ing their  horses,  saddles  and  equipments,  had  fled  into  an 
almost  impenetrable  swamp,  but  being  surrounded  on  all  sides, 
our  troops  killed  and  wounded  eight,  taking  about  forty  pris- 
oners, and  bringing  in  upwards  of  two  hundred  horses  ready 
equipped.  This  was  accomplished  without  loss  on  our  side. 
A  lot  of  sutler's  and  other  stores  was  also  recaptured,  which 
had  been  taken  by  the  enemy  from  the  steamer  White  Man, 
sunk  by  collision  after  the  battle  of  Baton  Rouge. 

The  regiments  were  re-embarked  at  about  six  o'clock,  P.M., 
the  Wisconsin  and  Michigan  regiments  with  their  section  of 
battery  and  the  captured  booty  returning  to  Carrollton,  while 
the  Connecticut  and  Maine  regiments  and  the  other  section  of 
battery  proceeded  up  the  river  to  cut  off  the  enemy's  retreat. 
Pickets  were  thrown  out  that  night  and  Capt.  Hennessey,  Co. 
E,  of  the  9th  Connecticut,  having  been  sent  out  with  his  com- 
pany, captured  a  colored  rebel  scout,  well  mounted,  who  had 
been  sent  out  to  watch  our  movements.  It  being  ascertained 
that  the  enemy  had  proceeded  in  another  direction,  we  re- 
embarked  and  returned  to  our  encampment,  arriving  at  six 
P.  M.,  Sept.  9th. 

The  men  deserve  great  credit  for  their  energy  and  deter-

mination,  for  though  not  recovered  from  the  effects  of  the 

Yicksburg  and  Baton  Rouge  expeditions,  not  a  man  lagged.

No  regiment  in  the  field  has  seen  more  active  service,  better 
sustained  the  reputation  of  Connecticut  troops  or  met  with 
greater  loss  of  officers  in  action  than  the  Tenth.  It  will  be 
recollected  that  Colonel  Charles  L.  Russell  was  killed  at  the 
battle  of  Roanoke  Island,  and  that  Colonel  Albert  W.  Drake, 
his  successor,  died  of  disease  caused  by  exhaustion,  June  5th, 
1862.  Colonel  Ira  W.  Pettibone  has  been  compelled  to  resign 
on  account  of  ill  health,  and  the  regiment  is  now  under  the 
command  of  Colonel  John  L.  Otis. 

Engaged  in  the  battles  of  Roanoke  Island,  Newbern,  and 
Kinston,  the  regiment  has  never  faltered,  but  has  always  up- 
held its  well  earned  reputation  for  courage  and  endurance. 
It  is  now  with  the  expedition  at  Hilton  Head,  S.  C.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  part  taken  by  this  regiment 
in  the  action  of  December  14th,  and  the  losses  sustained  by  it. 

According  to  an  order  received  from  General  Foster,  I  ad- 
vanced my  regiment  over  three  regiments  already  formed  in 
line  in  the  woods.  On  reaching  the  second  line  the  regi- 
ment came  under  a  severe  fire  from  the  enemy,  but  went 
steadily  forward  to  the  first  line  which  was  engaged  with  the 
enemy  and  somewhat  in  disorder.  The  regiment  formed  in 
line  with  the  advance  and  opened  fire  upon  the  enemy. 
After  being  under  fire  about  thirty  minutes,  the  fire  of  the 
regiment  was  directed  to  the  bridge  across  which  the  enemy 
were  retreating,  and  which  they  were  endeavoring  to  burn. 
In  some  five  minutes  the  enemy  broke  and  my  regiment 
moved  at  a  double  quick  down  the  road.  A  portion  of  the 
enemy  formed  in  line  of  battle  in  a  cornfield  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  bridge  and  opened  fire  on  us  as  we  came  on.  Im- 
mediately on  taking  the  bridge,  where  we  captured  about 
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fifty  of  the  enemy,  we  extinguished  the  flames.  As  soon  as 
the  enemy  found  we  had  taken  the  bridge,  they  broke  up 
their  line  in  disorder  and  opened  on  us  from  the  ditches  on 
each  side  of  the  road.  The  regiment  remained  at  the  bridge 
about  thirty  minutes,  keeping  up  a  continual  fire  upon  the 
enemy,  when  we  crossed  the  bridge,  taking  a  number  of  pris- 
oners behind  the  intrench rrients,  and  pushing  forward,  formed 
in  line  of  battle  opposite  the  city  and  awaited  orders. 

While  in  the  woods  the  regiment  sustained  a  loss  of  ninety 
killed  and  wounded  including  a  Captain  and  Lieutenant 
killed,  and  two  Lieutenants  wounded.  At  the  bridge  one 
Lieutenant  was  killed,  one  severely  wounded,  and  six  or  eight 
rank  and  file  wounded. 

In  the  action  at  Whitehall,  we  formed  line  of  battle  and 

advanced  to  the  river  on  the  left  of  the  bridge,  opening  fire 

according  to  orders  received.     The  enemy  made  no  response 

and  one  company  was  detailed  to  go  down  the  bank  of  the 

river  in  search  of  a  ford.     Finding  none,  volunteers  were 

called  for  to  swim  the  river  and  cut  down  two  tall  trees  on 

that  side  while  two  were  being  felled  on  this  side,  and  at  the 

same  time  a  company  was  sent  to  find  lumber  to  build  a 

bridge.     The  regiment  was  at  work  forming  a  bridge  when 

it  received  orders  to  fall  back.     No  loss  was  suffered  by  the 

regiment  at  this  place.

It  becomes  the  sorrowful  duty  of  the  Commander-in-Chief 
to  make  to  the  Militia  and  the  Volunteers  of  the  State  now 
in  the  field,  the  official  announcement  of  the  death  of  Colonel 
Albert  W.  Drake,  of  the  10th  Regiment  Connecticut  Volun- 
teers. 

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  Col.  Drake,  impelled 
by  a  sense  of  patriotic  duty,  abandoned  a  profession  upon 
which  he  had  just  entered  under  favorable  auspices,  left  his 
home,  and  served  with  fidelity  as  a  Lieutenant  during  the 
three  months'  campaign. 

At  the  battle  of  Bull  Run  he  exhibited  the  firmness  and 
coolness  of  a  veteran.  On  his  discharge  he  engaged  in  organ- 
izing a  company  for  three  years'  service,  was  promoted  to  a 
Field  Officer,  and  went  again  to  the  scene  of  conflict.  Upon 
the  death  of  Colonel  Russell  on  the  battle-field  of  Roanoke 
Island,  he  took  command  of  the  Regiment,  and  for  his  brav- 
ery and  soldier-like  bearing  on  that  occasion,  as  well  as  in  the 
battle  of  Newbern,  won  the  respect  and  confidence  of  his 
superior  officers,  and  the  affection  of  his  command. 

He  died  at  his  home  in  South  Windsor,  on  the  5th  inst., 
of  an  insidious  disease,  the  violence  of  which  was  undoubt- 
edly increased  by  his  exertions  in  the  field. 

Col.  Drake  leaves  behind  him  a  bright  record  of  unsullied 
honor  and  unselfish  patriotism,  and  the  State  mourns  the  loss 
of  a  noble  officer. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  directs  that  these  orders  be  read 
at  the  head  of  every  Connecticut  Regiment.

On  the  resignation  of  Colonel  Thomas  H.  C.  Kingsbury, 
Lieutenant  Henry  W.  Kingsbury,  of  the  United  States  Army, 
■was  appointed  to  the  command.  This  regiment,  originally 
connected  with  General  Burnside's  expedition  to  North  Car- 
olina, was  subsequently  attached  to  the  army  of  the  Potomac 
and  took  an  active  part  in  the  battles  of  Antietam  or  Sharps- 
burg  and  Fredericksburg.  At  the  former  battle  Col.  Kings- 
bury was  killed  and  Lieut.  Col.  Griffin  A.  Stedman,  Jr.,  and 
Maj.  William  Moegling  seriously  wounded.  The  loss  in  killed 
and  wounded,  it  will  be  observed  by  the  official  report,  was 
very  heavy.  Col.  Kingsbury  was  succeeded  by  Lieut.  Col. 
Griffin  A.  Stedman,  Jr.,  who  is  now  in  command. 

The  regiment  is  attached  to  the  Ninth  Army  Corps,  and  is 
with  it  in  Virginia.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Eleventh  Regiment

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commanding,  to  Fredericksburg,  on  the  12th  inst.,  with  two 
hundred  and  fifty  enlisted  men,  and  eighteen  officers.  Dur- 
ing the  action  of  the  13th,  the  regiment  was  stationed  on  the 
picket  line  and  did  not  become  engaged. 

The  regiment  reached  camp  at  eleven  o'clock  P.  M.  on  the 
15th  inst.,  with  ten  men  missing,  and  one  slightly  wounded 
in  the  arm  by  the  enemy's  pickets,  viz  :

J.  D.  Williams,  Adjutant-General, 

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication of  the  31st  December,  1862.  In  accordance  with 
the  directions  therein  embodied,  I  would  report  that  on  the 
morning  of  the  12th  Jan.,  1863,  our  regiment  with  Gen.  Weit- 
zel's  brigade,  and  an  auxiliary  force  from  New  Orleans,  start- 
ed upon  an  expedition,  the  purpose  of  which  was  announced 
to  be  the  destruction  of  the  celebrated  iron-clad  gun-boat 
"Cotton,"  which  has  successfully  defied  our  gun-boats  for  the 
last  two  months.  We  took  cars  a  few  miles  from  Thibodaux 
for  Berwick's  Bay,  where  we  bivouacked  that  night.  On  the 
morning  of  the  13th,  we  embarked  upon  the  gun-boats,  and 
with  the  cavalry  and  artillery  by  land,  upon  the  other  side,  we 
advanced  up  the  Atchafalaya  and  Teche  rivers,  about  eight 
miles  to  Patersonville,  where  we  disembarked.  Our  advance 
guard  of  cavalry  had  already  engaged  the  cavalry  of  the  ene- 
my, who  retired  as  we  advanced.    We  formed  line  of  battle 
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and  marched  through  brush  and  cane-fields,  about  three  miles. 
During  this  day  only  the  cavalry  was  engaged.  We  bivou- 
acked that  night  in  line  of  battle.  Our  pickets  exchanged 
frequent  shots  with  the  enemy.  The  next  morning  at  day- 
break the  entire  force  was  moved  forward,  our  regiment  being 
on  the  left  of  the  advance,  in  support  of  Bradbury's  1st  Maine 
Battery  on  our  right.  After  marching  about  a  mile  through 
almost  impassable  cane-fields,  where  most  of  the  time  nothing 
could  be  seen  but  the  colors  of  the  regiment,  we  came  under 
fire  of  the  enemy's  artillery  from  the  "  Cotton,"  and  soon  after 
one  of  their  field  batteries  opened  upon  us.  For  half  an  hour 
shot  and  shell  were  striking  all  about  us.  The  field  was  torn 
up  and  several  men  knocked  over,  but  none  were  injured 
beyond  some  trifling  bruises.  We  were  finally  ordered  to 
lie  down  while  a  battery  in  our  rear  fired  over  our  heads. 
Soon  after  the  "Cotton"  withdrew  up  the  river,  and  the  ene- 
my's battery  was  silenced.  Only  the  infantry  on  the  right 
were  actually  engaged,  except  the  skirmishers  thrown  to  the 
front.  In  about  an  hour  the  "Cotton"  again,  appeared  in 
sight,  and  commenced  firing  in  connection  with  the  field  bat- 
tery as  before.  A  second  time  they  were  silenced  and  with- 
drew, but  to  return  again  as  before.  During  the  whole  day, 
with  intervals  of  an  hour,  the  same  thing  was  repeated — nei- 
ther side  desiring  to  bring  on  a  general  engagement — we  wait- 
ing for  the  obstructions  to  be  removed  from  the  river,  that  our 
gunboats  might  co-operate  with  us ;  they  evidently  afraid  to 
trust  their  batteries  within  infantry  range.  At  dark  the  two 
general  lines  were  facing  each  other,  not  more  than  half  a 
mile  apart — the  advanced  pickets  in  plain  sight  of  each  other. 
We  lay  upon  our  arms.  A  cold  storm  came  on,  and  con- 
tinued all  night,  flooding  the  field,  and  causing  great  suffer- 
ing.    But  I  heard  no  word  of  complaint. 

Before  daylight  we  were  aroused,  by  a  fire  on  the  river  a 
short  distance  in  advance,  which  on  investigation  proved  to 
be  the  "  Cotton."  She  was  burned  to  the  water.  The 
object  of  the  expedition  having  been  accomplished  in  her 
destruction,  and  the  General  having  been  reliably  informed 
that  the  enemy  were  prepared  to  retreat  if  we  advanced,  with 
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no  chance  of  our  overtaking  them  this  side  of  Texas,  we  pre- 
pared to  return.  We  marched  to  Berwick's  Bay,  crossed  over 
and  arrived  at  Brashear  City  about  midnight.  We  bivou- 
acked, and  the  next  day  returned  to  camp  by  cars. 

I  report  only  that  part  of  the  engagement  with  which  our 
regiment  was  directly  or  indirectly  connected.  The  regiment 
while  under  fire  conducted  itself  with  great  steadiness. 

Our  only  casualties  were, 

Peter  Richards,  Co.  A.     Shot  in  the  hand. 

Samuel  H.  Armont,  Co.  F.  Struck  by  a  spent  ball  in  the 
breast,  causing  only  a  slight  flesh  injury. 

We  have  received  no  intimation  when  we  shall  move  again, 
but  probably  in  a  few  days.

Thirteenth  Regiment. 

The  Thirteenth,  Colonel  Henry  W.  Birge,  has  also  been 
stationed  in  New  Orleans  most  of  the  time  during  the  past 
year.  The  reputation  of  this  regiment  and  also  of  the  Twelfth 
is  excellent,  judging  from  information  derived  from  unofficial 
sources,  but  as  the  returns  have  not  been  as  full  as  is  desir- 
able, and  as  no  official  report  of  any  engagement  has  been 
received,  I  am  unable  to  give  any  particulars.  I  am  satisfied, 
however,  that  this  has  been  occasioned  by  no  remissness  on 
the  part  of  the  officers  of  the  regiment,  for  the  returns  have 
been  sent  promptly  every  month,  and  have  failed  to  reach 
not  only  this  office,  but  the  office  of  the  War  Department  at 
Washington. 

Fourteenth  Regiment. 
Organized  August,  1862. 

The  Fourteenth,  Col.  D wight  Morris,  was  the  first  regiment 
organized  under  the  call  for  three  hundred  thousand  men. 
It  was  recruited  from  the  State  at  large. 

It  left  for  Washington,  August  25th,  1862,  its  numerical 
strength  being  ten  hundred  and  fifteen  (1,015.)  Owing  to 
the  raid  of  the  enemy  into  Maryland,  the  regiment,  without 
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being  allowed  time  to  receive  the  necessary  instruction,  "was 
ordered  forward  and  took  a  part  in  the  hard  fought  battle  of 
Antietam. 

Col.  Morris  having  been  appointed  to  the  command  of  a 
brigade,  the  regiment  was  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Col. 
Perkins. 

The  official  report  shows  that  the  regiment  suffered  severe 
losses  in  this  desperate  battle.  It  was  also  engaged  in  the 
sanguinary  struggle  at  Fredericksburg,  when  Lieut.  Col.  Per- 
kins and  Major  Clark  were  severely  wounded.  Many  other 
valuable  officers  and  a  large  number  of  the  men  were  here 
either  killed  or  wounded. 

In  consequence  of  these  losses  and  the  hardships  the  regi- 
ment has  endured,  this  fine  body  of  men  has  become  reduced 
from  a  full  complement,  to  three  hundred  and  seventy-five 
(375)  men  fit  for  duty  as  appears  by  the  last  monthly  return. 
This  Regiment  is  stationed  near  Falmouth,  Ya.

Both  of  these  officers  have  been 
prominent  members  of  the  State  Militia.  Major  Osborne  in 
addition  having  served  in  the  three  months'  campaign.  The 
muster  rolls  exhibit  a  strength  of  ten  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  (1,022.)     It  left  for  Washington,  Aug.  28,  1862. 

The  regiment  was  engaged  in  the  terrible  battle  of  Fred- 
ericksburg, fought  Dec.  13,  1862,  where  it  suffered  a  small 
loss,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  accompa- 
nying report.

Sib: 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  an  account  of  the 
operations  of  my  command  during  the  battle  of  Fredericks- 
burg, together  with  the  names  of  those  killed,  wounded  and 
missing  during  the  engagement.  In  obedience  to  General 
Orders,  No.  34,  dated  Dec.  10th,  my  command  formed  on 
their  camping  ground  at  8  A.  M.,  Dec.  11th,  and  remained 
under  arms  during  the  day  and  succeeding  night. 

On  the  following  day  at  8  A.  M.,  took  up  the  line  of  march 
left  in  front,  and  proceeded  to  the  Pontoon  Bridge  on  the 
Rappahannock,  where  they  remained  during  the  day ;  towards 
night  they  marched  over  the  bridge  into  the  city  of  Fred- 
ericksburg, and  remained  under  arms  during  the  night. 

On  the  following  morning  they  marched,  left  in  front,  to 
the  flat  on  the  south  shore  of  the  river,  where  they  formed 
in  Battalion  masses  and  remained  under  arms  during  the  day. 

At  about  4 \  o'clock  P.  M.,  they  took  up  the  line  of  march 
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and  formed  in  line  of  battle  under  the  brow  of  the  hill,  in 
rear  of  the  "  Slaughter  House,"  a  little  to  the  right,  where 
they  lay  upon  their  arms  until  next  morning,  when  they 
marched  back  to  the  city  and  remained  under  arms  during 
that  day  and  night  and  succeeding  day.  At  night  they  again 
formed  in  line  of  battle  on  the  plain  to  the  right  of  the 
"  Slaughter  House,"  and  after  remaining  under  arms  some 
two  hours,  were,  at  about  10  o'clock,  ordered  back  to  camp. 

Two  companies,  A  and  F,  were  detached  on  the  night  of 
the  13th  to  support  the  11th  Connecticut  Volunteers  on  picket 
duty. 

Two  companies,  D  and  I,  were  also  detailed  on  the  night  of 
the  15th  inst.  for  fatigue  duty  at  the  Pontoon  Bridge.

In  closing  my  report,  I  deem  it  justice  to  Colonel  Wright 
to  say  that  though  not  able  to  take  command  of  his  Battalion 
on  account  of  severe  injuries  previously  received,  yet  he  was 
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present  whenever  the  state  of  his  health  would  admit,  in  aid- 
ing me  and  in  cheering  and  encouraging  the  men.

Sixteenth  Kegiment. 
Organized  August,  1862. 

This  Regiment,  under  command  of  Col.  Frank  Beach,  of  the 
regular  army,  left  for  Washington,  August  29,  1862.  It  was 
recruited  in  Hartford  County  and  numbered  ten  hundred  and 
ten  (1010)  men.  Without  having  time  allowed  to  learn  even 
the  rudiments  of  military  science,  it  was  hurried  forward  and 
was  formed  in  regimental  line  for  the  first  time  on  the  battle- 
field of  Antietam.  Although  thus  suddenly  thrown  into  the 
vortex  of  battle  the  men  preserved  a  coolness  and  displayed  a 
courage  highly  creditable,  and  sufficiently  well  attested  by  the 
long  list  of  their  killed  and  wounded.  Among  the  latter 
were  Lieut.  Col.  Frank  Cheney  and  Major  George  A.  Wash- 
burn, both  of  whom,  in  consequence  of  the  severity  of  their 
wounds,  have  been  compelled  to  resign,  and  have  been  honor- 
ably discharged.  Major  Washburn  had  been  in  active  service 
since  May,  1861. 

The  regiment  was  at  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  but 
although  several  times  under  fire  was  not  actually  engaged. 
The  vicissitudes  of  actual  and  arduous  service  have  reduced 
this  regiment  to  three  hundred  and  sixty  (360)  men  for  duty 
as  appears  by  the  last  report. 

The  regiment  is  now  stationed  at  Suffolk,  Va. 
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Head-Quarters  16th  Regiment  Conn.  Vols., 
Camp  near  Sharpsburg,  Md.,  Sept.  19th,  1862. 
General  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  regiment  took  an  active 
part  in  the  battle  of  the  17th  inst.  The  regiment  was  in  the 
2d  Brigade,  3d  Division,  9th  Army  Corps,  and  was  on  the 
extreme  left  of  our  line.  The  enemy  commenced  shelling 
us  at  daylight  and  we  were  kept  under  a  heavy  artillery  fire  at 
intervals  during  the  day,  until  about  5  o'clock,  when  we  were 
brought  against  the  extreme  right  of  the  rebel  infantry. 

I  transmit  a  list  of  the  casualties.  There  were  probably 
about  twenty  taken  prisoners.  The  missing  are  constantly 
coming  in  and  it  is  impossible  to  give  a  correct  list  of  them.

Seventeenth  Regiment. 

Organized  August,  1862. 
Fairfield  county  was  called  upon  to  furnish  this  regiment, 
and  promptly  responded.  The  regiment,  commanded  by  Col. 
William  H.  Noble,  and  numbering  one  thousand  (1,000)  men, 
left  for  Washington,  Sept.  3, 1862.  It  is  attached  to  the  army 
of  the  Potomac.  Lieut.  Colonel  Charles  Walter  and  Major 
Thomas  G.  Brady  have  both  seen  active  service  in  the  three 
months'  campaign,  the  former  being  attached  to  the  staff  of 
General  Daniel  Tyler,  at  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run,  was 
taken  prisoner,  and  kept  in  captivity  nearly  one  year.  Many 
others  of  the  officers  of  this  excellent  regiment  have  also  been 
previously  in  service,  or  have  been  connected,  with  the  active 
militia  of  the  State.  The  regiment  is  now  at  Brooke's  Sta- 
tion, Va. 

Eighteenth  Regiment. 
Organized  August,  1862. 
The  Eighteenth  was  recruited  from  New  London  and  Wind- 
ham counties,  and  went  into  camp  at  Norwich.    It  is  com- 
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manded  by  Colonel  William  G.  Ely,  who  has  been  in  active 
service  ever  since  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  first  in  the 
Second  Regiment,  and  subsequently  in  the  Sixth,  until  he 
was  promoted  to  the  command  of  this  fine  regiment.  Many 
of  the  officers  received  their  military  education  in  the  State 
Militia,  and  others,  previous  to  their  acceptance  of  commands 
in  this  regiment,  had  seen  active  service.  This  was  the  first 
regiment  to  leave  the  State  under  the  levy  for  three  hundred 
thousand  volunteers.  It  left  Norwich  for  "Washington,  Aug. 
22, 1862.  It  is  attached  to  the  army  of  the  Potomac,  and  is 
now  stationed  at  Baltimore,  Md.  Its  numerical  strength  is 
nine  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  (998.) 


Nineteenth  Regiment. 
Organized  August,  1862. 

This  regiment  was  recruited  in  Litchfield  County,  and  is 
commanded  by  Col.  Leverett  W.  Wessells.  It  numbers  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-one  (891.) 

Col.  Wessells  is  ably  seconded  by  Lieut.  Col.  Elisha  W. 
Kellogg,  who  commanded  Company  B.,  1st  Regiment  Con- 
necticut Volunteer  Artillery,  and  entered  the  service  in  May, 
1861.  He  was  subsequently  promoted  to  be  Major  which 
position  he  held  until  called  to  the  Lieutenant-Colonelcy  of 
this  regiment. 

The  regiment  left  for  Washington,  Sept.  15th,  1862.  It 
was  assigned  to  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  is  stationed  at 
Alexandria,  Ya.  It  has  not  yet  been  in  an  engagement,  but 
whenever  called  to  meet  the  enemy,  there  is  no  reason  to 
doubt  that  the  hardy  sons  of  Litchfield  County  will  sustain  the 
honor  of  their  native  State,  and  reflect  credit  on  themselves. 


Twentieth  Regiment. 
Organized  August,  1862. 
Colonel  Samuel  Ross,  commanding  this  regiment,  is  a  cap- 
tain in  the  14th  Infantry  regular  army,  and  is  a  brave  and 
efficient  officer  and  very  popular  with  his  command.  Should 
this  regiment  have  an  opportunity  to  meet  the  enemy,  the 
most  satisfactory  reports  may  be  expected  from  it.    The 
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strength  of  the  regiment  is  nine  hundred  and  eighty-one 
(981)  men.  It  was  recruited  in  Hartford,  New  Haven  and 
Middlesex  counties,  and  went  into  camp  at  New  Haven.  It 
broke  up  camp  Sept.  11, 1862,  and  proceeded  to  Washington, 
when  it  was  assigned  to  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  It  is  now 
stationed  near  the  Rappahannock  River,  Virginia,  at  Stafford 
Court  House. 


Twenty-First  Regiment. 
Organized  August,  1862. 
Col.  Arthur  H.  Dutton  of  this  regiment  was  appointed  from 
the  regular  army,  and  after  having  brought  the  regiment  to  a 
high  state  of  efficiency,  was  transferred  to  the  temporary  com- 
mand of  a  brigade,  leaving  Lieut.  Col.  Thomas  F.  Burpee  in 
command  of  the  regiment.  The  regiment  was  recruited  in 
Hartford,  New  London,  and  Windham  counties,  and  went  into 
camp  at  Norwich.  On  the  11th  of  September  the  regiment, 
numbering  nine  hundred  and  sixty-six  (966)  men,  struck 
tents  and  proceeded  to  Washington,  where  it  was  assigned  to 
the  army  of  the  Potomac,  and  is  now  at  Suffolk,  Va.  It  was 
engaged  in  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  Dec.  13,  1862,  the 
official  report  of  which  is  herewith  appended.

A  number  are  reported  missing,  but  they  could  not  have 
fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  and  it  is  presumed  they 
will  "turn  up,"  now  that  the  danger  is  apparently  over.  It 
is  my  duty  and  pleasure  to  testify  to  the  gallantry,  coolness, 
and  enthusiasm  displayed  by  the  regiment  during  the  time  it 
was  under  fire,  and  to  the  fortitude  and  alacrity  with  which 
the  men  fulfilled  every  duty  required  of  them  during  four*

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days  of  excitement,  danger  and  suffering.     The  officers  in 
particular  have,  without  exception,  shown  themselves  well 
worthy  the  trust  reposed  in  them.

Twenty-Second  Regiment. 
Organized  September,  1862. 

This  regiment,  numhering  nine  hundred  and  thirty-five 
(935)  men,  was  recruited  in  Hartford  and  Tolland  counties, 
and  went  into  camp  at  Hartford.  It  received  marching  or- 
ders Oct.  7, 1862,  proceeded  to  Washington,  and  was  assigned 
to  the  army  of  the  Potomac.  During  the  winter  it  has  been 
stationed  at  Miner's  Hill,  Ya.,  near  Washington. 

Col.  George  S.  Burnham,  its  commander,  served  through 
the  three  month's  campaign  as  Colonel  of  the  1st  Regiment 
Connecticut  Volunteers.  The  experience  thus  obtained  has 
proved  of  great  advantage  to  the  regiment,  which  is  in  an  ex- 
cellent state  of  drill  and  discipline.  Returns  are  received 
regularly  at  this  office.  This  was  the  first  regiment  organized 
under  the  call  for  three  hundred  thousand  militia,  and  ranks 
second  to  none  under  that  levy. 


Twenty-Third  Regiment. 
Organized  September,  1862. 

Several  companies  of  this  regiment  volunteered  from  the 
State  Militia.    It  was  recruited  from  New  Haven  and  Fair- 
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field  counties,  and  rendezvoused  at  Camp  Terry,  New  Haven. 
All  the  field  and  many  of  the  line  officers  were  connected  with 
the  active  militia,  and  the  experience  there  gained  has  proved 
of  great  value  to  them  and  their  commands.  This  regiment 
was  assigned  to  General  Banks'  expedition.  It  received  march- 
ing orders  November  16,  1862,  and  proceeded  to  Camp  Buck- 
ingham, L.  I.,  where  it  remained  until  the  next  month,  when 
it  embarked  on  board  United  States  transports  for  New  Orleans. 
At  the  last  report  it  was  stationed  at  Baton  Rouge,  La.  The 
numerical  strength  of  the  regiment  was  eight  hundred  and 
forty-eight  (848.) 


Twenty-Fourth  Eegiment. 

Organized  September,  1862. 

Six  companies  of  this  regiment  were  recruited  in  Middlesex 
County,  and  the  four  others — three  of  them  Irish — from  Hart- 
ford, New  Haven  and  Fairfield  Counties.  The  regiment  was 
encamped  at  Middletown.  Colonel  Samuel  M.  Mansfield,  son 
of  the  late  lamented  Brigadier-General  J.  K.  F.  Mansfield,  and 
a  Lieutenant  in  the  regular  army,  is  its  commanding  officer. 
This  regiment  was  also  attached  to  General  Banks'  expedition, 
and  left  Middletown  November  18,  1862,  with  six  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  (698)  men  for  Camp  Buckingham,  Center- 
ville,  L.  I.,  from  whence  it  proceeded  to  New  Orleans.  It  is 
now  near  Baton  Rouge,  La. 


Twenty-Fifth  Regiment. 

Organized  September,  1862. 

The  Twenty-fifth  was  recruited  in  Hartford  and  Tolland 
Counties  and  rendezvoused  at  Camp  Halleck,  Hartford.  It 
left  for  Camp  Buckingham,  Centerville,  L.  L,  November  14, 
1862.  The  muster  rolls  exhibit  eight  hundred  and  eleven 
(811)  men.  It  forms  a  part  of  General  Banks'  division,  was 
engaged  in  the  operations  against  Port  Hudson,  and  is  now 
near  Baton  Rouge,  La.  Many  of  the  officers  of  this  regiment 
have  resigned,  but  its  energetic  and  indefatigable  colonel, 
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George  P.  Bissell,  is  still  in  command,  and  will  bring  his  regi- 
ment up  to  as  high  a  standard  as  that  of  any  other  in  the  serv- 
ice. The  following  is  the  official  report  of  the  part  taken  by 
this  regiment  in  the  demonstration  against  the  rebel  stronghold, 
Port  Hudson,  on  the  Mississippi. 


Head-Quarters  25th  Regiment  Conn.  Vols., 
Camp  Alden,  in  the  field,  March  17th,  1863. 
Brigadier-General  Joseph  D.  Williams, 
Adjutant-  General  of  Connecticut. 

General : 

I  wrote  you  a  hurried  letter  from  our  camp  on  the  Monte 
Sano,  and  being  once  more  stationary,  take  occasion  to  report 
the  regimental  movements  since  that  time. 

On  the  13th  instant  the  whole  army  advanced  towards  Port 
Hudson  on  the  Bayou  Sara  and  Clinton  roads,  having  about 
forty  regiments  of  infantry  with  cavalry  and  guns  in  propor- 
tion. That  night  we  bivouacked  about  eight  miles  from  Baton 
Rouge.  On  the  14th  we  advanced  some  five  miles  further  and 
there  took  up  a  position,  being  but  a  short  distance  from  the 
enemy's  works. 

The  object  of,  the  expedition  has  not,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
been  announced,  but  it  appears  to  have  been  two-fold — first  to 
distract  the  attention  of  the  enemy  while  the  naval  forces 
passed  the  batteries,  and  secondly  to  mask  a  movement  said  to 
•  have  been  made  by  the  portion  of  the  army  on  the  Clinton 
road  toward  that  place.  These  objects  having  been  successfully 
effected,  (with  the  exception  of  the  loss  of  the  frigate  Missis- 
sippi, which  was  grounded  and  was  blown  up  by  her  sister 
vessels,)  the  army  fell  back  on  Sunday,  the  15th,  in  a  most 
severe  storm  which,  however,  by  its  severity  frustrated  the 
enemy  in  his  attempts  to  attack  our  columns.  Our  brigade 
was  halted  for  the  night  in  an  old  cotton  field  which  was  a 
mass  of  semi-liquid  mud.  There  was  no  shelter  for  officers  or 
men,  and  all  had  to  stand  knee  deep  in  the  clinging,  clayey 
stuff,  mixed  in  with  horses  and  mules  around  the  camp-fires, 
and  take  the  peltings  of  a  tropical  storm  the  whole  night 
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through.  "We  were  almost  or  entirely  without  food,  and  the 
regiment  was  only  sustained  through  the  night  by  the  energy 
and  untiring  efforts  of  our  Quarter-Master,  Lieutenant  John 
S.  Ives,  who  alone  of  all  the  Quarter-Masters  of  the  brigade 
made  any  effort  for  the  comfort  of  the  men.  He,  finding  that 
no  wagons  could  come  to  our  position — which  covered  the 
whole  rear  of  the  army — rode  through  the  storm  to  the  place 
where  his  stores  were  parked — over  two  miles  off — and  with 
Commissary  Sergeant  Hills,  brought  on  horseback  a  supply  of 
coffee  and  sugar  which  enabled  the  men  to  have  a  warm  and 
sustaining  drink,  and  to  give  from  the  surplus  for  the  assist- 
ance of  other  regiments  of  the  brigade  where  no  such  energy 
was  displayed.  No  thanks  or  praise  would  be  too  strong  to 
express  the  obligation  of  this  regiment  to  Lieutenant  Ives. 

Yesterday  morning,  the  16th,  we  moved  about  a  mile  to  the 
westward  and  are  now  bivouacked  on  the  bank  of  the  Missis- 
sippi, about  eight  miles  above  Baton  Rouge  and  in  advance 
of  the  army. 

The  health  of  the  regiment  is  remarkably  good  in  spite  of 
the  hardships  of  the  past  week,  and  their  spirit  admirable. 
Without  having  received  a  cent  of  pay  for  months,  we  marched 
the  heaviest  column  in  the  brigade,  and  actually,  (owing  to 
convalescents  joining  us  on  the  march,  determined  to  be  with' 
the  regiment  on  service,)  had  more  men  in  line  on  Saturday 
night  than  we  started  with  on  Tuesday  morning. 

I  regret  to  report  that  Henry  E.  Rockwell  of  Co.  I, — be- 
fore reported  as  wounded  on  the  10th, — died  under  the  am- 
putation consequent  on  his  injury.     Happily  there  is  no  other 

loss  to  report.

Twenty-Sixth  Regiment. 
Organized    September,   1862. 
The  companies  composing  this  regiment  were  recruited  in 
New  London  and  Windham  counties  and  rendezvoused  at 
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Camp  Russell,  Norwich.  It  numbered  eight  hundred  and 
ten  (810)  men  and  left  the  state  for  Camp  Buckingham,  Cen- 
terville,  L.  I.,  Nov.  13,  1862.  It  was  attached  to  General 
Banks'  army  corps  and  is  now  stationed  at  Baton  Rouge.  It 
is  commanded  by  Colonel  Thomas  G.  Kingsley,  late  com- 
mander of  the  Third  Regiment  State  Militia.  A  majority  of 
its  line  Officers  also  held  positions  in  the  Third  and  Seventh 
Regiments  of  the  militia. 


Twenty-Seventh  Regiment. 
Organized    September,,    1862. 

The  Twenty-seventh  Regiment  is  wholly  from  New  Haven 
county  and  is  composed  of  a  superior  class  of  men,  many  of 
them  being  young  men  of  education  and  refinement.  All  of 
the  field  and  most  of  the  line  officers  are  gentlemen  who  have 
had  military  experience  in  the  State  militia,  and  in  addition 
Col.  Bostwick,  Lieut.  Col.  Merwin,  Major  Byxbee  and  other 
officers  served  in  the  three  months'  campaign.  These  oppor- 
tunities have  been  well  employed,  and  the  experience  gained 
is  found  to  be  of  very  great  service  in  bringing  this  splendid 
body  of  men  to  its  present  high  state  of  drill  and  discipline. 

The  regiment  received  marching  orders  Oct.  22,  1862,  left 
its  camp  at  New  Haven  and  proceeded  to  Washington  with 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (829)  men.  It  was  assigned 
to  the  army  of  the  Potomac  and  took  part  in  the  battle  of 
Fredericksburg,  Dec.  13th,  where  it  met  with  considerable 
loss,  as  will  be  observed  by  the  official  report  herewith  an- 
nexed.

Sir: 

Enclosed  I  send  you  a  list  of  killed,  wounded  and  missing 
of  the  27th  Regiment,  Connecticut  Yolunteers,  at  the  battle 
before  Fredericksburg,  Ya.  Our  loss  is  considerable  consid- 
ering the  number  of  men  in  the  engagement.     Fortunately 
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we  had  detailed  for  picket  duty  at  Falmouth  230  Privates, 
18  Corporals,  9  Sergeants,  5  Lieutenants  and  2  Captains  on 
Wednesday  night,  and  who  were  not  relieved  to  join  the  re- 
mainder of  the  Regiment,  which  numbered  some  350,  who 
took  part  in  the  battle. 

Without  any  attempt  to  natter  a  Regiment  which  I  have 
the  honor  to  command,  I  can  justly  say  that  both  officers  and 
men  behaved  exceedingly  well,  doing  nobly,  without  flinch- 
ing, under  a  severe  and  galling  fire  from  the  enemy,  of  which 
the  list  of  killed  and  wounded  is  a  criterion. 

The  Brigade  to  which  the  Regiment  is  attached  penetrated 
the  enemy's  lines  as  far  as  any  on  the  field,  and  the  27th,  I 
am  proud  to  say,  were  not  behind,  but  advanced  as  far  as 
any  other  Regiment. 

Since  my  last  to  you,  we  have  been  attached  to  Col.  S.  H. 
Zook's  Brigade,  which  is  the  3d  Brigade,  1st  Division,  (Han- 
cock's) 2d  Army  Corps.

Twenty-Eighth  Regiment. 
Organized  September,  1862. 

This  regiment  is  composed  of  only  eight  companies,  recruit- 
ed in  Litchfield  and  Fairfield  counties,  and  numbering  six 
hundred  and  seventy-eight  (678)  men.  It  went  into  camp  at 
New  Haven,  where  it  remained  until  it  received  marching 
orders,  Nov.  18,  1862.  This  regiment  was  also  assigned  to 
General  Banks'  Army  Corps,  making  the  fifth  furnished  by 
Connecticut  for  this  expedition.  It  is  now  stationed  at  Pen- 
sacola,  Fla. 

Col.  Samuel  P.  Ferris,  its  commander,  was  appointed  from 
the  regular  army. 
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First  Regiment  Connecticut  Cavalry. 

This  fine  corps,  originally  organized  as  the  First  Battalion 
Connecticut  Cavalry,  is  to  be  recruited  to  a  full  regiment.  It 
has  seen  a  very  large  amount  of  active  service.  It  left  Camp 
Tyler,  West  Meriden,  Feb.  20th,  1862,  under  command  of 
Major  Judson  M.  Lyon,  and  reached  Wheeling,  Va.,  Feb.  24th, 
reporting  there  to  General  Rosecrans,  then  commanding  the 
Mountain  Department. 

Remaining  in  camp  of  instruction  at  Wheeling  until  March 
27th,  the  Battalion  proceeded  to  Moorfield  in  Western  Vir- 
ginia, and  immediately  entered  upon  the  arduous  labors  pe- 
culiar to  this  branch  of  the  service,  effectually  clearing  that 
portion  of  the  State  of  the  numerous  bands  of  guerillas  in- 
festing it. 

The  Battalion,  under  Major  Lyon,  as  a  part  of  General 
Schenck's  Brigade,  took  part  in  the  battle  of  McDowell,  May 
8th,  1862,  between  the  forces  of  General  Schenck  and  Milroy 
and  the  rebel  army  under  Jackson,  and  also  in  the  subsequent 
operations  terminating  with  the  battle  of  Franklin,  May  11th 
and  12th. 

Attached  to  the  same  Brigade,  the  Battalion  under  Major 
Lyon  served  in  the  army  of  General  Fremont,  then  in  com- 
mand of  the  Mountain  Department.  In  his  celebrated  forced 
march  across  the  mountains  into  the  Shenandoah  valley  to 
the  relief  of  General  Banks,  a  detachment  of  fifty  men  from 
the  Battalion,  with  thirty  of  General  Fremont's  Body  Guard, 
commanded  by  Captain  L.  N.  Middlebrook,  at  daylight,  May 
29th,  charged  upon  and  routed  a  superior  force  of  the  re- 
nowned Ashby's  cavalry,  killing  and  wounding  a  number, 
thus  having  the  honor  of  being  the  first  troops  to  encounter 
the  enemy  in  the  daring  and  skillful  nine  days'  pursuit  by 
General  Fremont  of  Jackson's  army  in  its  retreat  up  the 
Shenandoah  valley,  in  which  pursuit  the  Battalion  rendered 
good  service,  participating,  under  Captain  Middlebrook,  in  the 
battles  of  Harrisonburg,  June  6th,  Cross  Keys,  June  8th,  and 
Port  Republic,  June  9th. 

Subsequently,  being  attached  to  General  Stahl's  Brigade, 
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1st  Army  Corps,  Major  General  Sigel,  the  Battalion  took 
part,  under  Captain  Middlebrook,  in  the  arduous  operations 
of  the  Army  of  Yirginia  under  General  Pope,  participating  in 
the  various  battles  along  the  Rapidan  and  the  Rappahannock, 
and  at  Bull  Run  and  Chantilly. 

The  Regiment,  under  the  command  of  Lt.  Colonel  William 
S.  Fish,  is  now  performing  the  duty  of  Provost  Guard  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  being  attached  to  the  forces  of  Gener- 
al Schenck,  commanding  the  Middle  Department.

First  Squadron  Connecticut  Cavalry. 
Upon  the  application  of  Captain  William  H.  Mallory,  Au- 
gust 1, 1861,  authority  was  given  to  recruit  this  squadron  to 
compose  a  part  of  a  volunteer  regiment  of  cavalry,  to  be  raised 
in  different  States,  with  the  understanding  and  agreement 
that  it  was  to  be  distinctly  a  Connecticut  organization, — to  be 
officered  by  the  Governor  of  this  State, — and  each  enlisted 
man  to  be  entitled  to  and  to  receive  the  bounties  paid  by  this 
State  to  Connecticut  Volunteers,  both  personal  and  to  families. 
On  the  part  of  the  State  this  agreement  has  been  faithfully 
carried  out,  but  has  not  been  by  the  other  parties.     Not  an 
officer  has  been  appointed  by  your  Excellency  since  the  first 
appointments  were  made.     Soon  after  the  several  squadrons 
were  organized,  I  learn  (though  I  have  no  official  knowledge,) 
that  orders  were  issued  to  assign  the  regiment  to  the  State 
which  had  furnished  the  greatest  number  of  men,  and  as  New 
York  furnished  the  largest  number,  the  regiment  was  assigned 
to  that  State,  and  denominated  as  the  Second  Regiment  New 
York  Volunteer  Cavalry,  (Harris  Light  Cavalry,)  and  is  now 
counted  in  the  quota  of  that  State,  and  the  names  of  its  com- 
missioned officers  are  borne  on  the  register  of  that  State,  while 
at  the  same  time  the  State  of  Connecticut  is  paying  bounties

to  the  men  enlisted  from  this  State,  and  for  whom  it  receives 
no  credit  from  the  General  Government.  This  number,  how- 
ever, is  counted  in  my  table  showing  the  number  of  Volun- 
teers furnished  by  the  State  of  Connecticut.  As  permission 
has  been  granted  to  increase  the  First  Battalion  of  Connecti- 
cut Cavalry  to  a  Regiment,  I  would  recommend  that  applica- 
tion be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  the  transfer  of  the 
original  members  of  this  squadron  to  the  regiment. 

The  officers  have  failed  to  make  any  returns  to  this  depart- 
ment until  quite  recently,  and  in  consequence  thereof  boun- 
ties have  been  paid  from  the  State  Treasury,  to  the  families 
of  men  after  they  had  deserted  or  been  discharged, — in  one 
case  the  bounty  having  been  drawn  for  one  year  after  the 
soldier  had  deserted. 


First  Light  Battery. 

Organized  October,  1861. 

This  Battery  has  been  stationed  during  the  past  year  at 
Port  Eoyal,  S.  C.  Under  Captain  Alfred  P.  Rockwell  it  has 
reached  a  very  high  state  of  discipline.  It  was  in  the  en- 
gagement at  James  Island,  June  14th,  1862,  and  escaped 
without  any  loss. 


Second  Light  Battery. 
Organized  August,   1862. 

The  Second  Light  Battery  is  composed  of  portions  of  two 
batteries  State  Militia,  of  Bridgeport.  It  is  a  superior  body 
of  men,  well  officered  and  completely  equipped.  Captain  John 
W.  Sterling,  its  commander,  received  marching  orders  Octo- 
ber 15, 1862,  and  proceeded  to  Washington,  where  the  battery 
was  assigned  to  the  army  of  the  Potomac.  The  muster  roll 
exhibits  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  (153)  men.  The  Bat- 
tery is  now  stationed  in  the  vicinity  of  Washington.

The  abstract  of  the  annual  returns  of  the  Connecticut  Mili- 
tia for  1862,  shows  its  strength  to  be  one  thousand  and  seven- 
teen (1,017.)  But  of  this  number  several  whole  companies 
and  many  members  of  other  companies  have  volunteered  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  reducing  the  numbers  of  the 
actual  militia  to  about  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  men. 
To  this  number  may  be  added  two  companies  recently  or- 
ganized numbering  eighty-two  (82)  members. 

Owing  to  the  great  interest  manifested  in  securing  volun- 
teers, and  to  the  enlisting  of  a  large  number  of  the  active 
militia,  the  officers'  drill  was  dispensed  with,  and  no  parades 
took  place  except  by  companies. 


*In  the  service  of  the  United  States. 
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The  militia  law  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  at  its  last 
May  Session,  and  approved  July  10,  1862,  authorized  volun- 
tary enlistments  for  the  organization  of  the  companies  of  the 
active  militia,  and  embodies  the  compensation  or  pay  system. 

There  are  many  wise  provisions  in  the  law,  making  it  a 
very  liberal  and  excellent  one  in  time  of  peace,  but  when  the 
country  is  engaged  in  war,  as  in  the  present  trying  emergen- 
cy, it  appears  to  be  entirely  inadequate  to  the  object  designed 
in  its  enactment.  Men  who  from  constitutional  timidity 
are  averse  to  the  pursuit  of  arms,  and  those  who  from  en- 
gagements in  business  affairs  are  unwilling  to  connect  them- 
selves with  a  military  company  in  time  of  peace,  will  not  be 
anxious  to  enroll  themselves  in  a  military  organization  in 
time  of  war,  with  the  knowledge  that  at  any  time,  upon  a 
requisition  of  the  President,  they  can  be  ordered  into  active 
service.  And  even  those  whose  tastes  prompt  them  to  con- 
nect themselves  with  a  military  company  for  the  purposes  of 
recreation  and  exercise  in  times  of  profound  peace,  will  not 
be  found  so  ready  when  the  probability  is  that  they  will  be 
called  upon  to  leave  home  and  business  for  the  camp  and 
battle  field. 

Every  citizen  of  the  State  or  Nation  is  entitled  to  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Jaw,  and  the  citizen  owes  corresponding  alle- 
giance to  the  government.  "While  the  person  and  property  of 
the  citizen  is  guarded  by  all  the  power  of  the  government,  the 
government  is  entitled  in  return  to  the  personal  services  of 
the  citizen  when  its  integrity  is  threatened  or  its  perpetuity 
endangered. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  law  but  a  few  applications  have 
been  made  for  the  organization  of  companies  of  active  militia, 
and  I  know  of  no  petitions  to  which  names  are  now  being 
affixed  for  the  formation  of  companies  under  this  law.  The 
law  appears,  therefore,  to  have  failed  in  its  object.  The 
question  then  arises,  what  is  the  best  plan  to  secure  a  suffi- 
cient force  of  active  militia  ?  The  compulsory  system  seems  to 
be  the  one  suggested  by  experience.  A  plan  similar  to  the 
one  sketched  in  the  following  suggestions  I  believe  could  be 
made  effective. 
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All  able-bodied  white  male  citizens  to  be  enrolled  and  di- 
vided into  two  classes.  The  first  class  to  be  composed  of 
those  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty  years,  to  be 
termed  the  active  militia,  to  be  enrolled  by  the  selectmen  of 
the  several  towns  immediately  after  the  passage  of  the  act, 
and  their  names  returned  to  the  Adjutant-General,  and  to  be 
organized  into  companies,  regiments,  brigades  and  divisions 
according  to  the  plan  of  organization  of  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  be  required  to  perform  military  duty 
for  a  period  of  seven  years  unless  they  should  in  the  mean- 
time arrive  at  the  age  of  thirty  years.  Any  member  having 
served  seven  years,  and  not  having  arrived  at  the  age  of 
thirty  years,  to  be  still  considered  a  member  of  the  first  class, 
though  exempted  from  active  military  duty  except  in  case 
of  war,  insurrection  or  invasion,  and  on  arriving  at  the  age  of 
thirty  years,  to  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  the  second  class. 
The  first  class  to  be  required  to  make  not  less  than  four  pa- 
rades annually,  by  regiment  or  brigade,  and  not  more  than 
eight,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Major-General  of  the  respective 
divisions.  A  suitable  armory  to  be  furnished  at  the  expense 
of  the  State,  and  on  field  parades  all  necessary  expenses  for 
ammunition.  The  members  of  this  class  to  be  first  ordered 
into  active  service  in  case  of  an  emergency,  but  in  case  of  a 
draft,  members  of  both  classes  to  be  drawn. 

The  second  class,  comprising  all  able-bodied  white  male 
citizens  between  the  ages  of  thirty  and  forty-five  years,  to  be 
enrolled  and  termed  the  inactive  militia,  those  in  each  voting 
district  to  constitute  a  company,  the  officers  of  which  shall  be 
a  captain  and  clerk,  The  selectmen,  immediately  after  the 
passage  of  the  act,  to  assemble  those  who,  at  the  last  enroll- 
ment, constituted  the  inactive  militia  of  the  requisite  ages,  at 
some  convenient  place,  and  lead  them  to  the  nomination  of  a 
captain,  who  may  be  commissioned  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  provided  no  protest  is  filed  within  ten  days  from  the 
date  of  nomination.  The  captain  shall  be  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  clerk.  Immediately  after  he  has  received  his  com- 
mission, the  captain  to  proceed  to  make  an  enrollment  of  all 
subjects  of  military  duty  under  the  law,  enter  their  names, 
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ages,  residences  and  condition  in  life — whether  married  or 
single — in  a  book  prepared  for  that  purpose,  and  to  return  a 
certified  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Adjutant-General.  And  it 
is  to  be  the  duty  of  the  captain,  semi-annually  thereafter,  viz., 
June  1st  and  December  1st,  in  each  year,  to  make  an  enroll- 
ment and  return  copies  as  aforesaid  to  the  Adjutant-General. 
After  said  enrollment  and  copies  are  completed,  the  enroll- 
ment book  to  be  lodged  with  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  in 
which  said  enrollment  was  made,  to  remain  until  the  time  of 
the  next  enrollment,  or  until  required  for  the  purposes  of  a 
draft.  Said  captain  to  be  allowed  such  compensation  as  the 
Legislature  may  fix,  and  he  may  be  removed  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief on  the  presentation  of  sufficient  reasons. 
And  in  case  the  members  of  the  company  elect  an  improper 
person,  or  fail  to  make  any  nomination,  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  to  be  empowered  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

This  class  of  the  militia  to  be  subject  to  active  duty  only 
in  case  of  war,  insurrection  or  invasion,  actual  or  threatened, 
and  all  orders  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  relative  to  calling 
this  force  into  active  service,  to  be  addressed  direct  to  the 
captains  of  companies. 

The  present  plan  of  enrollments  by  the  selectmen  of  towns 
is,  I  think,  injudicious.  The  changes  in  the  incumbents  of 
the  town  offices  yearly  are  many,  and  the  new  selectmen  must 
experience  no  little  difficulty  in  preparing  themselves  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  made  incumbent  on  them  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  militia  law.  The  captains  of  companies  of  the 
inactive  militia  seem  to  be  the  proper  functionaries  to  act  as 
enrolling  officers.  Without  the  distraction  of  other  public 
duties,  and  from  their  office  specially  interested  in  military 
matters,  it  might  be  expected  that  they  would  devote  a  suffic- 
ient degree  of  time  and  attention  to  it  to  avoid  errors  which 
would  affect  the  basis  on  which  the  quota  for  a  requisition 
from  the  towns  would  be  calculated. 

Four  successive  sessions  of  the  Legislature  have  attempted 
to  frame  and  enact  a  proper  and  practical  militia  law,  but 
have  as  yet  failed  to  construct  one  which  is  not  liable  to  seri- 
ous objections.     The  difficulty,  I  apprehend,  has  been  that  the 
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members  of  the  Legislature,  not  being  military  men,  and  not 
possessing  the  experience  desirable  for  a  proper  appreciation 
of  the  subject,  never  having  paid  special  attention  to  military 
matters,  have  manifested  an  unwillingness  to  seek  advice  from 
competent  military  judges,  not  members  of  the  Legislature, 
in  framing  a  bill.  The  result  is  that  this  question  has  been  a 
subject  of  debate  both  in  committee  and  in  the  General  As- 
sembly until  near  the  close  of  the  session  when,  as  it  was 
necessary  that  some  bill  should  pass,  that  prepared  by  the 
committee  with  all  its  imperfections  was  hurried  through, 
and  another  evidence  of  hasty  and  unsatisfactory  legislation 
added  to  the  statutes. 

I  would  again  recommend  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Leg- 
islature, the  appointment  of  practical  military  men,  not  mem- 
bers, to  act  with  the  Legislative  committee  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  an  efficient  militia  system. 

The  State  requires  a  militia  law  of  practical  utility  for  the 
purposes  of  its  own  defense  from  internal  violence  and  for- 
eign aggression,  although  the  conscription  or  militia  law 
which  has  lately  passed  Congress  may  be  effective  for  all  the 
requirements  of  the  General  Government.     . 

The  foregoing  suggestions  are  offered  as  the  results  of  ob- 
servation and  experience,  to  the  consideration  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly  for  such  action  as  they  may 
direct. 

The  Militia  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  June 
27th,  1861,  authorized  the  appointment  of  a  Medical  Board 
to  consist  of  not  less  than  three  physicians,  "to  examine  into 
the  qualifications  of  all  applicants  for  the  office  of  Surgeon 
or  Assistant  Surgeon,"  and  provided  that  no  person  should 
be  appointed  to  either  Of  said  offices  "  except  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  said  Medical  Board  or  a  majority  of  them." 

The  Board  appointed  by  your  Excellency  in  accordance 
with  this  law,  have  attended  to  their  duties  faithfully,  and 
have  given  very  general  satisfaction. 

At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  our  laws  did  not  pro- 
vide for  a  Surgeon-General,  but  the  General  Assembly  at  the 
last  May  session  created  that  office  for  the  Militia,  but  with 
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only  limited  powers  to  the  incumbent,  and  having  no  connec- 
tion with  our  volunteer  forces. 

It  would  seem  that  the  whole  medical  department,  both  of 
volunteers  and  militia,  should  be  under  a  head  or  chief  and 
that  head  should  be  the  Surgeon-General.  I  would  recom- 
mend the  expediency  of  increasing  the  number  of  the  Board 
to  five,  of  whom  the  Surgeon-General  shall  be  ex-officio  Presi- 
dent, and  that  in  addition  to  his  present  powers  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  examine,  or  cause  to  be  examined  and  tested,  the  qual- 
ity and  purity;  of  all  medical  stores  purchased  for  Connecticut 
soldiers, — to  visit  and  inspect  the  various  regiments  from  our 
State  in  regard  to  their  medical  and  sanitary  condition,  and 
particularly  in  regard  to  the  efficiency  and  faithfulness  of  the 
medical  staff  of  each  regiment  or  corps, — to  visit  and  examine 
the  hospitals  in  the  State  which  have  received  or  are  now  re- 
ceiving pecuniary  aid  from  the  State,  and  also  to  make  a  re- 
port annually  of  the  doings  and  condition  of  his  department 
to  his  Excellency,  the  Governor. 

The  labors  of  this  department  for  the  past  year  have  far 
exceeded  those  of  any  previous  year.  There  have  been  issued 
thirteen  hundred  and  forty-three  (1343)  commissions,  and 
eleven  hundred  and  seventy-four  (1174)  General  and  Special 
Orders  have  been  promulgated. 

The  requirements  of  the  militia  law  approved  July  10th, 
1862,  have  been  the  means  of  adding  largely  to  the  business 
of  the  office.  There  have  been  three  enrollments  and  two 
orders  for  drafting,  which  have  been  made  the  subject  of 
thousands  of  letters  from  the  authorities  of  towns  and  others 
interested,  reaching  sometimes  to  nearly  two  hundred  in  a 
single  day.  To  answer  many  of  these  necessitated  a  reference 
to  files  and  records  requiring  considerable  time.  Often  no 
less  than  three  hundred  or  four  hundred  communications 
have  been  sent  from  this  office  in  one  day.  Hundreds  of  per- 
sonal applications  for  information  have  also  been  made  daily. 

Within  a  few  months  the  applications  for  certificates  of  en- 
listment, muster,  deaths  and  discharges  have  been  almost  in- 
cessant, and  the  entering  and  copying  of  the  changes  shown 
by  the  returns  from  our  troops  in  the  field,  and  the  prepara- 
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tion  of  a  catalogue  of  the  last  fifteen  regiments,  have  entailed 
a  large  additional  amount  of  work  upon  the  department.  In 
this  connection  I  wish  to  bear  testimony  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  duty  and  the  very  efficient  aid  rendered  by  my 
assistants,  Messrs.  Barbour,  Lord,  Hunt  and  Bolles,  whose 
labors  have  often  been  protracted  far  beyond  usual  business 
hours,  and  who  have  invariably  submitted  cheerfully  to  the 
exacting  demands  on  their  patience  necessitated  by  the  re- 
quirements of  the  public  service. 

The  services  of  Colonel  John  H.  Almy,  of  New  York  city, 
who  was  appointed  by  your  Excellency  as  Assistant  Quarter- 
Master  General  for  the  purpose  of  extending  aid  to  our  volun- 
teers passing  through  the  city ,  and  to  assist  and  advise  thefriends 
of  sick  or  deceased  soldiers,  have  been  of  the  most  extended  and 
beneficial  character.  His  whole  time  has  been  devoted  to  this 
noble  object,  and  the  zeal  and  efficiency  of  his  labors  can  be 
attested  by  thousands  of  grateful  hearts.  The  sick  or  wound- 
ed soldier  returning  to  his  home  has  always  found  in  him  a 
friend  whose  sympathies  were  wrought  into  practical  form, 
and  many  an  anxious  wife,  mother  or  sister  has  received  valu- 
able advice  and  directions  in  their  efforts  for  the  relief  of  a 
suffering  husband,  son  or  brother  in  the  field  or  hospital. 

In  this  connection  may  be  mentioned  the  association  of  the 
"Sons  of  Connecticut,"  a  society  of  patriotic  men  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  whose  State  pride  has  been  shown  in  their  grate- 
ful attentions  to  those  of  our  regiments  who  have  been  fortu- 
nate enough  to  pass  through  that  city  to  the  seat  of  war,  find- 
ing warm  hearts  and  ready  hands  to  extend  to  them  a  Con- 
necticut welcome  and  wish  them  God  speed  on  their  way. 

The  material  aid  rendered  to  our  soldiers  in  the  field  and  to 
the  sick  in  camp  and  hospital  by  the  ladies  of  the  State,  de- 
serves at  least  a  passing  tribute.  Ever  since  the  fall  of  Fort 
Sumter  their  fingers  have  been  busy,  their  sympathies  active 
and  their  purses  ready  to  relieve,  in  every  possible  way,  the 
labors  of  our  volunteers,  and  to  mitigate  their  sufferings. 
When  the  utmost  efforts  of  the  Government  and  its  agents 
were  insufficient  to  provide  for  the  soldiers'  needs,  the  prompt 
assistance  of  woman  supplied  the  demand.     Stores  of  cloth- 
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ing,  bedding,  medicines,  bandages,  lint,  palatable  food  and 
grateful  delicacies,  gratuitously  furnished  by  the  women  of 
Connecticut,  have  been  transmitted  to  volunteers  of  other  states 
as  well  as  those  from  our  own.  Many  a  poor  soldier  fainting 
on  the  hospital  bed,  or  writhing  in  pain  on  the  camp  pallet, 
has  thanked  God  for  the  sweet  evidence  of  woman's  ministry 
which  gave  him  assurance  of  returning  health,  or  smoothed 
and  lighted  his  passage  to  the  grave. 

The  burdens  of  the  war  have  been  more  severely  felt  the 
past  year  than  when  I  closed  my  last  annual  report.  Direct 
taxation  and  the  advanced  cost  of  all  articles  of  consumption 
and  use  have  borne  with  heavy  weight  on  the  people.  But 
these  evils  are  but  slight  when  compared  with  the  unavailing 
sorrows  of  bereaved  households.  The  hope  of  securing  for 
ourselves  and  our  children  the  blessings  of  a  liberal  govern- 
ment, an  undivided  country  and  a  society  of  moral,  intellect- 
ual and  material  progress,  should  lighten  our  burdens  and  alle- 
viate our  sorrows.  The  free  institutions  and  national  inde- 
pendence, which  were  thought  by  our  forefathers  as  not  too 
dearly  purchased  by  their  sufferings  and  blood,  ought  not  to 
be  regarded  by  us  of  less  value  now,  after  three  generations 
have  lived  in  unexampled  prosperity  beneath  their  influence, 
and  every  scar  worn  by  the  heroes  who  have  periled  their  lives 
in  their  defense  should  be  regarded  as  a  badge  more  honorable 
than  any  insignia  of  nobility  from  the  proudest  potentate  of 
earth. 

The  disposition  to  avoid  the  evils  inseparable  from  a  state  of 
war  seems  to  have  developed  a  sentiment  among  a  portion  of 
the  people  which  may  be  regarded  as  inimical  to  a  settlement 
legitimately  consummated  by  what  appears  to  be  the  only  hon- 
orable and  available  mode,  that  of  a  persistent  and  vigorous 
prosecution  of  the  war.  When  the  subjection  of  the  insurrec- 
tion was  considered  as  probable  within  a  very  brief  period,  no 
one  advocated  any  measures  but  those  of  force  as  a  means  of 
gaining  a  point  where  honorable  peace  could  be  possible.  If 
it  is  true  that  "  eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty,"  it 
may  be  equally  true  that  untiring  perseverance  is  at  this  time 
the  price  of  national  honor  and  integrity.    In  this  we  may 
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well  take  a  lesson  from  those  who  have  been  in  armed  resist- 
ance to  the  government  for  two  years.  Plunged  in  the  deep- 
est distress,  suffering  the  extreme  of  poverty,  and  victims  to  a 
despotism  more  rigorous  and  unrelenting  than  any  which  has 
existed  in  modern  times,  they  bear  all  and  suffer  all  to  gain  an 
independence  which  in  its  most  flattering  aspects  is  as  nothing 
to  the  prize  for  which  we  are  contending.  Certainly  the  ultimate 
re-union  of  the  states,  freedom  from  domestic  insurrection  and 
national  anarchy  and  the  progress  of  the  ideas  of  popular  gov- 
ernments among  the  nations,  constitute  an  object  worthy  of 
our  greatest  efforts. 

An  intimate  knowledge  of  the  materiel,  the  history  and  the 
labors  of  Connecticut  troops  in  the  field,  must  be  a  natural 
result  of  the  frequent  intercourse  between  this  department 
and  them;  yet  it  is  difficut  to  do  justice  to  our  brave  volun- 
teers in  the  restricted  limits  and  measured  language  of  an 
official  report. 

Composed  of  men  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  diverse 
and  multiform  occupations  of  civil  life,  few  of  them  possess- 
ing even  the  limited  experience  which  the  militia  service 
affords,  our  regiments  have  conducted  like  veteran  troops  in 
the  fierce  struggle  of  actual  conflict,  the  exhausting  hard- 
ships of  the  march,  the  weary  vigils  of  the  picket,  the  arduous 
labors  of  the  trenches  and  the  privations  and  annoyances  of 
the  camp.  The  transformation  is  noticeable  not  only  for  its 
completeness  but  for  its  suddenness,  the  regiments  in  some 
instances  having  been  brought  under  fire  before  having  had 
the  slightest  opportunity  to  learn  the  rudiments  of  the  sold- 
ier's education  and  behaving  in  those  trying  situations  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  receive  the  unsought  commendations  of 
their  commanding  generals.  The  history  of  nations  presents 
nothing  equal  to  the  wonderful  development  of  soldierly 
qualities  in  inexperienced  civilians  which  the  records  of  this 
struggle  afford. 

Connecticut  has  sent  to  the  war  the  flower  of  her  young 
men.  Ardent  and  enthusiastic  lovers  of  their  country,  they 
have  freely  relinquished  the  alluring  prospect  of  a  useful  and 
in  many  instances  a  brilliant  future,  to  encounter  the  mortal 
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dangers  of  the  field  and  the  camp.  Enduring  and  indefati- 
gable on  the  march,  cool  and  steadfast  in  action,  patient 
under  privation  and  ready  in  obedience,  they  have  offered 
their  talents,  their  hopes,  their  health  and  their  lives  on  the 
altar  of  patriotism.  The  terrors  of  the  battle  and  the  suffer- 
ings of  the  hospital  have  been  alike  welcomed  by  these  heroes 
rather  than  danger  to  the  Republic  or  dishonor  to  the  State. 
Their  fame  is  indissolubly  connected  with  the  battles  of  Bull 
Run,  Roanoke  Island,  Newbern,  McDowell,  Winchester, 
Culpeper,  Williamsburg,  Shenandoah  Valley,  Harrisonburg, 
Cross  Keys,  Yorktown,  Fair  Oaks,  James  Island,  Hanover 
Court  House,  Gaines'  Mills,  Chickahominy,  Malvern  Hill, 
Golding's  Hill,  Cedar  Mountain,  Baton  Rouge,  Manassas, 
Pass  Christian,  St.  Charles  Court  House,  St.  John's  Bluff, 
Pocotaligo,  Georgia  Landing,  Antietam,  Fredericksburg, 
Kinston  and  with  the  records  of  expeditions  and  skirmishes 
in  which  they  have  invariably  borne  an  honorable  part. 

The  history  of  this  war  will  be  a  worthy  monument  to  the 
patriotism  and  courage  of  the  volunteers  from  Connecticut, 
and  when  peace,  the  fruit  of  their  devotion  and  labors,  shall 
again  be  our  heritage,  the  State  with  just  pride  will  point  to 
her  heroes  as  her  richest  jewels. 

The  memory  of  the  glorious  dead  of  Connecticut,  whose 
lives  have  been  yielded  up  as  a  testimony  to  the  value  of  our 
government  as  well  as  an  evidence  of  their  patriotism,  will 
be  embalmed  in  the  heart  of  every  lover  of  his  country.  The 
names  of  Generals  Lyon  and  Mansfield ;  of  Colonels  Russell, 
Drake,  Kingsbury  and  Stone ;  of  Majors  Blake,  Dimock  and 
Winthrop;  of  Surgeons  Lathrop,  Leavenworth  and  Welch; 
of  Captain  Ward  and  Lieut.  Turnbull,  assistant  paymaster  in 
the  navy ;  Captains  Gerrish,  Palmer,  Hitchcock,  Stillman, 
Wells,  Hoyt,  Mead,  Lee,  Griswold,  Toy,  Gibbons,  Willard, 
Brown,  Barker,  Drake,  Manross,  Benson,  Leeds,  Niles,  Taylor, 
Peck  and  Smith ;  and  of  Lieutenants  Dutton,  Smith,  Starr, 
Hooton,  Wait,  Breed,  Main,  Johnson,  Fairchild,  Chaffee, 
McKenna,  Williams,  Coning,  Perkins,  Cornwall,  Crosby, 
Stanley,  Comes,  Canfield,  Horton,  Hills,  Claffee  and  Simms, 
whose  remains  hallow  the  soil  of  our  own  State,  and  of  the 
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hundreds  of  brave  men  who  sleep  in  the  honored  graves  of  the 
country's  martyrs,  shall  be  "  household  words "  which  our 
children  shall  learn — spells  to  awaken  slumbering  patriotism 
and  to  fire  the  hearts  of  the  people  when  internal  dissension 
or  foreign  aggression  threatens  our  national  integrity  or  in- 
dependence.

PUBLIC    ACTS 


RELATIVE    TO    THE 


CONNECTICUT  VOLUNTEER  FORCE, 


Passed  1861  and  1862. 


.    General  Assembly,  May  Session,  1861. 

AN  ACT  to   proTide  for  the  Organization  and  Equipment  of  a   Volunteer 
Militia,  and  to  provide  for  the  Public  Defense. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Sec.  1.  The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  accept  the  services  and  cause  to  be  enlisted,  enrolled 
and  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  State,  for  such  time  as 
he  may  deem  expedient,  volunteers  in  his  discretion  as  to  the 
number,  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  men,  to  be  officered, 
organized,  armed  and  equipped  in  such  manner  as  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  order  and  direct,  said  force  hereby  authorized 
being  in  addition  to  the  present  Military  organization  of  the 
State,  and  a  part  of  the  Militia  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  and  men  of  this  force  shall  receive 
the  same  pay  and  rations  while  in  service  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Act,  until  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States  as  officers  and  men  of  the  same  rank  and  arm  of  service 
in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  liable  at  all  times 
to  be  turned  over  to  the  service  of  the  United  States,  on  the 
order  of  the  Governor,  as  a  part  of  the  Militia  of  this  State 
upon  the  requisition  of  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
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Sec.  3.  The  officers  and  men  of  the  said  force  except 
when  in  actual  service,  shall  be  paid  only  for  the  time  actu- 
ally spent  in  their  organization,  drilling  and  instructions. 

Sec.  4.  The  force  hereby  created,  when  enlisted  and 
accepted  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  rules  and  articles  applica- 
ble to  the  troops  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  but  no 
"Volunteers  under  this  Act  shall  be  discharged  from  service 
any  where  except  in  the  County  where  they  were  organized, 
unless  by  his  or  their  request. 

Sec.  5.  All  expenditures  for  arms,  supplies,  equipments, 
transportation,  and  all  other  expenditures  necessary  to  pre- 
pare the  force  hereby  authorized  to  be  raised  for  actual  service 
shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor ;  and  all 
bills  for  any  such  expenditures  shall  be  audited  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, Treasurer  and  Comptroller,  and  upon  their  certificate 
of  the  correctness  of  any  such  bill,  the  Comptroller  shall 
draw  his  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  All  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Governor  here- 
tofore, in  calling  for,  accepting  and  preparing  for  service  the 
Volunteer  Militia,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed ;  and  all 
expenses  incurred  thereby  shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  -the 
same  manner  as  expenses  incurred  under  this  Act.  And  all 
officers  and  volunteers,  which  have  been  accepted  by  the 
Adjutant-General,  but  which  have  not  been  and  may  not  be 
ordered  to  rendezvous,  shall  receive  the  same  compensation 
for  services  and  expenses  until  discharged  by  the  Command- 
er-in-Chief, as  they  would  have  received  if  they  had  been  ren- 
dezvoused. 

Sec.  7.  There  shall  be  paid  from  the  Treasury  of  this 
State  to  the  order  of  each  non-commissioned  officer,  musician, 
artificer  or  private,  enlisted  and  accepted  into  the  service  of 
this  State  or  the  United  States  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  or  under  any  regulations  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed, 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  per  month  as  additional  compensation 
to  that  herein  before  provided  for  the  service  of  each  soldier, 
for  such  time  as  he  shall  serve,  pursuant  to  such  enlistment, 
and  in  case  of  death  during  such  term  of  enlistment,  the 
same  pay  shall  continue  during  said  term  to  the  widow  and 
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minor  children  of  such  soldier  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
and  in  case  there  shall  be  no  widow  or  minor  children  as  afore- 
said, then  to  his  legal  representatives;  the  first  month's  pay  to 
be  made  when  such  soldier  shall  have  been  accepted  and  re- 
ceived into  the  service  at  the  place  of  rendezvous,  and  the  re- 
maining month's  pay  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
Governor  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  8.  The  several  towns  and  cities  in  this  State  be  and 
they  hereby  are  authorized  and  empowered  at  any  legal  meet- 
ing specially  warned  for  that  purpose,  to  appropriate  such  sums 
of  money  as  they  shall  direct  for  the  purpose  of  organizing, 
arming,  equipping  or  providing  any  soldiers,  company  or  com- 
panies of  soldiers  that  may  be  enlisted  in  or  from  such  towns 
or  ckies  and  to  make  such  provisions  for  the  families  of  such 
soldiers  during  the  term  of  enlistment  as  said  town  or  city 
shall  direct ;  and  all  the  Acts  of  the  several  towns  and  cities  in 
this  State  in  meeting  specially  warned  for  that  purpose  by 
which  money  shall  have  heretofore  been  appropriated  for  the 
purposes  specified  in  this  section,  or  provisions  made  for  sol- 
diers or  their  families,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed:  Pro- 
vided^ that  the  provisions  for  extra  compensation  specified  in 
this  Act  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  extra  pay  heretofore  provided 
by  towns  and  cities. 

Sec.  9.  The  sum  of  two  millions  of  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  to  defray 
the  expenditures  authorized  by  this  Act,  or  any  other  expenses 
of  mustering  the  militia  of  this  State  or  any  part  thereof  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  borrow  from  time  to  time  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenditures  herein  author- 
ized. 

Sec.  10.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  the  day  of  its 
passage. 

Approved,  May  8th,  1861. 
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General  Assembly,  May  Session,  1861. 

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  Organization  and  Equipment 
of  a  Volunteer  Militia,  and  to  provide  for  the  Public  Defense. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  this  State, 
to  the  order  of  each  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  arti- 
ficer and  private,  resident  in  this  State,  who  has  heretofore 
been  accepted,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  accepted  into  the  serv- 
ice of  this  State,  and  turned  over  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  as  a  part  of  the  Militia  of  this  State,  under  and  pursu- 
ant to  any  call  from  the  President  of  the  United  States  for 
Volunteers  or  Militia  for  any  time  exceeding  three  months, 
the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  per  year,  and  at  that  rate  for  any 
fraction  of  a  year  that  such  volunteer  shall  serve,  in  addition 
to  the  compensation  paid  by  the  United  States,  and  in  lieu  of 
the  extra  compensation  of  ten  dollars  per  month,  provided  for 
in  the  Act  to  which  this  is  in  addition;  ten  dollars  of  which 
shall  be  paid  when  such  volunteer  shall  be  mustered  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  ten  dollars  at  the  end  of  each 
successive  four  months  thereafter,  or  to  their  legal  representa- 
tives in  case  of  death  while  in  service. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  this 
State,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  family  of  each 
non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  artificer  and  private, 
resident  in  this  State,  who  shall  be  accepted,  or  who  has  been 
accepted  into  the  service  of  this  State,  and  turned  over  to 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  as  a  part  of  the  Militia  of 
this  State,  under  and  pursuant  to  any  call  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  for  Volunteers  or  Militia,  the  sum  of  six 
dollars  per  month  for  the  wife,  if  any  there  be,  and  two  dollars 
per  month  for  each  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years; 
and  in  case  there  shall  be  a  child  or  children,  and  no  wife, 
then  the  sum  of  six  dollars  per  month  for  the  younger  child, 
and  two  dollars  per  month  for  each  additional  child  under 
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fourteen  years  of  age,  provided  the  amount  paid  for  any  one 
family,  shall  not  in  the  aggregate,  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  dol- 
lars per  month ;  which  said  payment  shall  commence  at  the 
time  such  officer  or  soldier  was  or  shall  be  mustered  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  continue  during  his 
term  of  service  ;  and  in  case  such  officer  or  volunteer  shall 
die,  or  be  disabled  during  service,  the  payment  herein  provi- 
ded, shall  continue  during  said  term,  unless  the  company  to 
which  he  belonged  shall  be  sooner  discharged. 

Sec.  3.  The  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  in  this  State, 
shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1861,  and 
as  often  thereafter  as  occasion  may  require,  return  to  the 
comptroller  of  public  accounts  a  statement  in  writing,  con- 
taining the  name  of  each  non-commissioned  officer,  musician, 
artificer  and  private,  (having  a  family,)  resident  in  such 
town,  who  shall  be  accepted,  or  who  has  been  accepted  into 
the  service  of  this  State  or  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States  as  a  part  of  the  militia  of  this  State,  under  and  pur- 
suant to  any  call  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  for 
volunteers  or  militia,  which  statement  shall  contain  the  name 
of  the  wife,  the  name  of  each  child  under  the  age  of  four- 
teen years,  the  name  of  the  company  and  regiment  in  which 
he  may  be  serving,  and  the  date  and  term  of  his  enlistment ; 
which  statement  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  select- 
men, and  verified  by  affidavit,  and  a  duplicate  of  such  state- 
ment shall  be  lodged  with  the  town  clerk;  and  said  select- 
men shall  from  time  to  time  report  to  the  comptroller  any 
changes  that  may  occur  in  the  families  of  such  soldiers  by 
death,  by  children  becoming  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  or 
otherwise. 

Sec.  4.  The  Comptroller  shall  on  the  first  day  of  August, 
A.  D.  1861,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  and  at  the  end 
of  each  successive  period  of  three  months  thereafter,  draw 
his  order  on  the  treasurer  of  this  State,  in  favor  of  the 
treasurer  of  each  town,  for  such  sum  as  may  be  due  to  the 
families  of  soldiers  resident  in  such  town,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Act,  and  the  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  to  the 
order  of  the  persons  respectively  entitled  to  the  same :  Pro- 
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vided,  that  in  all  cases  where  any  city,  town,  individual,  or 
association  of  individuals,  shall  have,  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
August,  A.  D.  1861,  provided  support  for  the  wife  or  child  of 
any  volunteer  entitled  to  such  support  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  the  town  treasurer  of  the  town  where  such  wife 
or  child  resides,  shall  on  the  written  statement  under  oath, 
of  the  individual  or  of  the  majority  of  the  selectmen  of  such 
town,  or  the  mayor  of  any  city,  or  the  committee  of  any 
association  of  individuals^  reimburse  such  town,  city,  indi- 
vidual, or  individuals,  for  the  money  so  expended,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  received  for  such  wife  and 
child  or  children. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  individuals  or  communities  have  here- 
tofore furnished  uniforms  and  clothing  to  the  volunteer 
militia,  who  have  been  already  enlisted  and  accepted  into  the 
service  of  this  State,  and  said  uniforms  and  clothing  have 
been  accepted  by  the  quarter-master  general,  the  bills  for  the 
same  shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  fifth  section  of  the  Act  to  which  this  is  in  addition  :  Pro- 
vided, that  in  no  case  the  sum  hereby  authorized  to  be  paid, 
shall  exceed  the  actual  cost  nor  the  actual  value  of  said  uni- 
forms and  clothing. 

Sec.  6.  The  Commander-in-Chief  may,  at  his  discretion, 
appoint  for  the  militia  of  this  State  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  a  surgeon  for  each  brigade,  and  a  surgeon  and 
one  or  two  assistant  surgeons  for  each  regiment,  who  shall 
be  subject  to  the  regulations  prescribed  for  surgeons  in  the 
army  of  the  United  States,  and  entitled  to  the  same  compen- 
sation ;  and  in  case  any  surgeon  so  appointed,  shall  not  be 
paid  by  the  United  States,  he  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury 
of  this  State,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief shall  direct. 

Sec.  7,  The  Commander-in-Chief  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  a  Medical  Board,  consisting  of  not  less  than  three 
physicians,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  into  the  quali- 
fications of  all  applicants  for  the  office  of  surgeon  or  assist- 
ant surgeon,  and  no  person  shall  be  appointed  to  either  of 
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said  offices,  except  upon  the  recommendation  of  said  Medical 
Board,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  8.  The  Commander-in-Chief  may  appoint  one  Chap- 
lain for  each  regiment  now  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
from  this  State,  and  may,  at  his  discretion,  appoint  one  addi- 
tional chaplain,  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  pre- 
scribed for  chaplains  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and 
entitled  to  the  same  compensation ;  and  in  case  any  chaplain 
so  appointed  shall  not  be  paid  by  the  United  States,  he  shall 
be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  this  State,  in  such  manner  and 
at  such  times  as  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall  direct. 

Sec.  9.  In  all  cases  where  an  adjutant  has  been  appointed 
in  any  of  the  volunteer  regiments  from  this  State  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  who  is  not  a  lieutenant*  in  any 
company  in  said  regiment,  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  issue 
a  commission  to  such  adjutant,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
compensation  and  allowance  of  adjutants ;  and  in  case  any 
such  adjutant  shall  not  be  paid  by  the  United  States,  he  shall 
be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  this  State  at  such  times,  and  in 
such  manner,  as  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  direct. 


Sec.  11.  The  adjutant-general  *  *  *  *  shall 
also  be  allowed  the  necessary  expenses  connected  with  the 
duties  of  his  office.     The       *  *       quarter-master- 

general        *         *         *  shall  also  be  allowed 

all  necessary  expenses  relating  to  his  official  duties.  The 
commissary-general  shall  receive  for  his  compensation,  at  the 
rate  of  eighty-five  dollars  per  month,  in  lieu  of  all  other 
compensation,  for  the  time  actually  spent  in  the  discharge  of 
his  official  duties;  and  shall  also  be  allowed  all  necessary 
expenses  relating  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  12.  The  forces  which  may  have  been,  and  which  may 
hereafter  be  accepted  for  any  time  exceeding  three  months, 
and  the  first  three  regiments  accepted  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  for  three  months,  shall  be  taken  and  considered  as  part 
of  the  force  of  ten  thousand  men,  authorized  by  the  Act  to 
which  this  is  in  addition,  and  the  extra  pay  and  other  ex- 
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penses  herein  authorized,  shall  be  paid  from  the  appropria- 
tion made  in  said  Act. 

Sec.  13.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  the  day  of  its  pas- 
sage.

AM  ACT  concerning  the  City  Guards  of  New  London,   (Company  A,  Third 
Kegiment,)  stationed  at  Fort  Trumbull. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly :  That  Company  A,  3d  Begi- 
ment,  Connecticut  State  Militia,  now  stationed  at  Fort  Trum- 
bull, harbor  of  New  London,  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  for  the  purpose  of  defending  said  harbor,  garrisoning 
fortification,  and  protecting  the  munitions  of  war  therein 
contained,  be,  (if  his  Excellency  the  Governor  approve  and 
consent,)  and  be  taken  to  be  a  part  of  the  force  provided  in 
the  "  Act  for  the  organization  and  equipment  of  a  Volunteer 
Militia,"  &c,  passed  at  this  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 
And  the  Commander-in-Chief  is  hereby  authorized  to  detail 
said  company  for  said  special  garrison  service  (with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Secretary  of  War)  for  the  term  of  three  months 
from  the  date  when  they  first  actually  went  into  said  special 
garrison  service,  said  company  to  be  provided  for,  paid  and 
compensated  in  the  same  manner  as  the  volunteers  accepted 
into  service  for  three  months,  under  the  provisions  of  said  act 
for  the  organization  and  equipment  of  a  volunteer  militia.

Sec.  2.     There  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  this 
State,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  family  of  any 
chaplain,  surgeon,  or   assistant-surgeon,   officer,   musician, 
artificer,,  wagoner,  or  private,  of  the  three  months'  volunteer 
force  from  this  State,  who  shall  have  been,  during  his  term 
of  enlistment  or  appointment,  taken  and  after  the  expiration 
of  said  term  of  enlistment  or  appointment  detained  by  the 
rebels  as  a  prisoner,  the  sum  of  six  dollars  per  month  for 
the  wife,  if  any  there  be,  and  two  dollars  per  month  for  each 
child,  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years ;  and  in  case  there 
shall  be  a  child  or  children  and  no  wife,  then  the  sum  of  six 
dollars  per  month  for  the  youngest  child,  and  two  dollars  per 
month  for  each  additional  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age : 
Provided,  the  amount  paid  for  any  one  family  shall  not,  in 
the  aggregate,  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  per  month ; 
which  said  term  of  payment  shall  commence  at  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  enlistment  or  appointment  of  such  chaplain, 
surgeon,   or    assistant-surgeon,   officer,   artificer,   musician, 
wagoner  or  private,  and  shall  continue  during  his  term  of 
imprisonment ;  and  the  comptroller  shall,  on  the  first  day  of 
November,  A.  D.  1861,  and  at  the  end  of  each  successive 
period  of  three  months  thereafter,  draw  his  order  on  the 
treasurer  of  the  State,  in  favor  of  such  wife  or  child,  or 
children,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  such  sum  as  may  be  due  to

Sec.  4.  That  to  enable  the  treasurer  of  this  State  to  bor- 
row said  sum  of  two  millions  of  dollars  appropriated  by  this 
act,  or  so  much  thereof  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  governor, 
may  be  needed  to  carry  into  effect  this  act,  and  any  acts  in 
addition  to  or  in  alteration  thereof,  bonds  of  the  State  of

of  the  denominations  specified  therein. 

Sec.  5.     The  faith  and  credit  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
is  hereby  pledged  for  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds. 

Sec.  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

That  to  enable  the  treasurer  of  this  State  to  bor- 
row the  amount,  (two  millions  of  dollars,)  appropriated  and 
authorized  to  be  borrowed  under  an  act  passed  at  this  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  Organization  and  Equipment  of  a  Volunteer  Militia, 
and  provide  for  the  Public  Defense,"  or  so  much  thereof  as, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  governor,  may  be  needed  to  carry  into

effect  the  aforesaid  act,  and  any  act  in  addition  to  or  altera- 
tion thereof,  bonds  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  shall  foe  issued 
for  the  amount  to  be  borrowed,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent,  per  annum ;  with  semi-annual  interest  cou- 
pons attached,  payable  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July 
of  each  year,  at  the  treasurer's  office  in  Hartford,  in  this 
State,  with  the  principal  payable  in  twenty  years  from  date, 
or  at  an  earlier  date  after  the  expiration  of  ten  years,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly ;  which  bonds  shall  be 
signed  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with  his  official  seal,  and 
countersigned  by  the  Comptroller  of  public  accounts,  and 
registered  in  his  office  ;  the  said  bonds  to  be  made  payable  to 
such  person  in  whose  favor  they  may  be  issued,  or  bearer, 
and  transferable  by  delivery. 

Sec.  2.  The  treasurer  of  this  State  upon  the  requisition 
of  the  governor,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  advertise  and  sell 
such  portion,  of  said  bonds,  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  governor, 
the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  may  require  :  Provided, 
that  the  treasurer  shall  accept  the  most  favorable  proposals 
offered  by  responsible  bidders  for  the  same :  and  further  pro- 
vided, that  no  bids  shall  be  accepted,  less  than  the  par  value 
of  said  bonds. 

Sec.  3.  The  treasurer  of  this  State  is  hereby  authorized 
to  cause  to  be  engraved  or  lithographed,  and  printed,  bonds  of 
the  State  of  Connecticut,  of  such  form  and  description  as  the 
governor  may  approve,  of  the  denominations  of  one  hun- 
dred, five  hundred,  and  one  thousand  dollars,  with  interest 
coupons  attached,  and  pay  for  the  same  with  any  money  that 
may  be  in  the  treasury  unappropriated,  on  the  order  of  the 
comptroller. 

Sec.  4.  The  treasurer  shall  report  the  amount  of  money 
realized  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  and  the  comptroller  of 
public  accounts  shall  report  the  detailed  expenditures  under 
this  act,  to  the  next  general  assembly,  at  the  commencement 
of  its  session. 

Sec.  5.  The  faith  and  credit  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
is  hereby  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  the 
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redemption  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds,  at  or  previous  -to 
their  maturity. 

Sec.  6.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  LXIX. 

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  "An  Act  concerning  Crimes  and  Punishments." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened*: 

Sec.  1.  That  every  person  resident  or  being  within  this 
State,  who  shall  in  time  of  war  with  any  public  enemy  or 
rebels,  or  in  time  of  rebellion  against  the  authority  of  this 
State  or  of  the  United  States,  directly  or  indirectly  commence 
or  carry  on  any  verbal  or  written  correspondence  or  inter- 
course with  such  enemy  or  rebel,  or  with  any  person  for  the 
purpose  of  being  communicated  to  such  enemy  or  rebel,  with 
intent  to  aid  such  enemy  or  rebel,  or  to  defeat  or  embarrass 
the  measures  of  the  government  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  any  officer  or  agent  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States,  or  shall  aid  or  assist  in  such  correspondence  or  inter- 
course with  intent  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
sell  or  transport  or  attempt  to  transport  by  land  or  otherwise 
to  such  enemy  or  rebels,  naval  or  military  stores,  arms,  mu- 
nitions of  war,  or  any  article  of  provisions  or  supplies  of  any 
kind,  or  shall  aid  or  assist  in  such  transportation  or  attempt, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  by  imprisonment  in  the  Connecticut  state  prison  for 
a  term  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  years,  or  by 
such  fine  and  imprisonment  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court 
having  cognizance  of  the  offense. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  shall  expose  to  public  view,  on 
his  own  premises,  or  elsewhere,  any  flag  or  device  of  the 
description  used,  or  reputed  to  be  used,  by  any  rebels  against 
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the  authority  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  or  by  any 
public  enemies  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  common  jail,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or 
by  such  fine  and  imprisonment  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court  having  cognizance  of  the  offense. 

Sec.  3.  Such  flag  or  device  so  exhibited,  with  the  appa- 
ratus connected  therewith,  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance,  and 
any  constable  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  town  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  so  exhibited,  or  the  sheriff  or  a  deputy 
sheriff  of  the  county  in  which-  the  same  shall  be  so  exhib- 
ited, taking  sufficient  assistance  therefor,  may  seize  and 
destroy  the  same.  • 

Approved,  July  3,  1861. 


CHAPTER  III. 

AJST  ACT  relating  to  the  Direct  Tax  imposed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United 

States.  . 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives ,  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Sec.  1.  That  the  Governor  of  this  State  be,  and  he  hereby 
is  authorized  and  directed  to  give  notice  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  on  or  before  the  second 
Tuesday  of  February  next,  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  State 
of  Connecticut  to  assume  and  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
United  States,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  June  next,  its 
quota  of  the  direct  tax  laid  upon  the  United  States,  by  the 
act  of  Congress  of  the  United  States,  passed  at  the  first  ses- 
sion of  the  thirty-seventh  Congress,  and  approved  August 
5th,  1881,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  increased  revenue 
from  imports,  to  pay  interest  on  the  public  debt,  and- for 
other  purposes,"  subject  to  the  deduction  in  such  case  pro- 
vided. 

Sec.  2.     That  the  Governor  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed 
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to  pay  the  quota  of  said  tax  imposed  upon  this  state,  by 
releasing,  or  procuring  to  be  released,  to  the  United  States  so 
much  of  the  claim  of  this  state  against  the  United  States, 
due  at  the  time  of  said  payment,  for  arming,  furnishing  and 
equipping  the  volunteer  force  of  this  state,  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States,  as  shall  be  equal  to  the  quota  of  said  direct 
tax  imposed  upon  this  state,  less  the  abatement  in  such  case 
allowed  by  said  act. 

And  the  treasurer  of  this  state  is  hereby  empowered  and 
directed  to  execute,  in  behalf  of  this  state,  all  releases  and 
discharges  necessary  to  carry  this  act  into  full  and  complete 
effect. 

Approved,  October  15, 1861. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the   Organization  and  Equip- 
ment of  a  Volunteer  Militia,  and  to  provide  for  the  Public  Defense." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Assembly  convened : 

Whenever  any  town,  at  its  annual  meeting,  shall  hereto- 
fore have  made  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  raising, 
equipping,  or  assisting  any  company  or  companies  of  volun- 
teers raised  in  such  town  for  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
said  appropriation  shall  be  deemed  good  and  valid,  whether 
said  appropriation  was  noticed  in  the  call  for  said  meeting, 
or  not ;  and  the  action  of  any  such  town  meeting,  relating  to 
such  appropriation,  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed.

That  the  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment,  and  of  each 
company  of  volunteers  which  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be 
raised  in  this  state,  and  now  are,  or  may  hereafter  be,  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized, 
while  in  such  service,  out  of  this  state,  to  take  the  acknowl- 
edgment of  deeds,  mortgages,  leases  and  other  conveyances  of 
lands,  and  all  powers  of  attorney  relating  thereto,  executed  by 
any  officer  or  soldier  of  their  respective  commands,  to  be  used 
in  this  state.

CHAPTER  L. 

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  an  Act,  entitled  "  An  Act  in  addition  to  'An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  Organization  and  Equipment  of  a  Volunteer  Militia,  and  to 
[   provide  for  the  Public  Defense,' "  passed  May  Session,  1861. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Assembly  convened : 

In  case  any  board  of  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  in  this 
state  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  willfully,  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  section  third  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addi- 
tion, the  person  and  persons  so  neglecting  shall  each  and  sev- 
erally forfeit  and  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  state,  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  any  proper  action, 
in  the  name  of  the  state  treasurer.

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CHAPTER  LVIII. 

AN"  ACT  in  addition  to  "An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  Civil  Actions." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Assembly  convened: 

That  the  pay  and  bounty  of  any  non-commissioned  officer, 
musician,  or  private,  of  the  volunteer  force  of  this  state, 
earned  by  him  in  the  service  of  this  state,  or  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  exempted,  and  not  liable  to  attachment,  or  to 
be  taken  by  warrant  or  execution.

CHAPTER  LXII. 
AN  ACT  relating  to  the  Execution  of  Deeds  and  Specialties.

That  the  commanding  officer  of  each  battalion  that 
has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  raised  in  this  state,  and  now  is 
or  may  hereafter  be  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall 
be,  and  he  hereby  is  authorized,  while  in  such  service,  out  of 
this  state,  to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  mortgages, 
leases,  or  other  conveyances  of  lands,  and  all  powers  of  attor- 
ney relating  thereto,  executed  by  any  officer  or  soldier  of  his 
command,  to  be  used  in  this  state. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTEE  LXV. 

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Organization  and  Equipment 
of  a  Volunteer  Militia,  and  to  provide  for  the  Public  Defense." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Assembly  convened: 

That  the  bounty  of  thirty  dollars  per  annum,  provided  to  be 
paid  to  the  volunteers  from  this  state,  by  the  act  to  which  this 
is  an  addition,  shall  be  paid  to  each  non-commissioned  officer, 
musician,  artificer,  or  private,  who  may  hereafter  enlist  within 
this  state,  into  the  volunteer  force  of  this  state,  and  be  mus- 
tered into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  whether  said  vol- 
unteers are,  or  are  not  residents  of  this  state  at  the  time  of 
such  enlistment.

CHAPTER  LXXI. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the   Organization  of  a  Volunteer  Militia,  and  for  the 

Public  Defense. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Assembly  convened  : 

Sec.  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  town,  city,  or  bor- 
ough, in  this  State,  in  a  legal  meeting  duly  warned  and  held 
for  that  purpose,  to  make  such  appropriation  for  the  purpose 
of  encouraging  the  enlistment  of  volunteers,  as,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  said  meeting,  shall  be  deemed  proper. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  day 
of  its  passage. 

Approved,  July  10th,  1862. 
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RESOLUTION  directing  the  payment  of  a  bounty  0f  Fifty  Dollars  to  Volun- 
teers enlisted  before  August  20th,  1862. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  :  That  there  shall  be  paid  from 
the  treasury  of  this  State,  by  the  Paymaster  General,  to  the 
order  of  each  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  artificer 
or  private,  who.  since  the  first  day  of  May,  1862,  has  enlisted 
in  this  State  and  been  accepted,  or  who  prior  to  the  twentieth 
day  of  August,  1862,  shall  enlist  in  this  State,  and  be  ac- 
cepted into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  as  a  part  of  the 
militia  of  this  State,  pursuant  to  any  call  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars.  And  the  gov- 
ernor of  this  State  is  hereby  authorized,  if  he  deems  it  need- 
ful for  the  public  benefit,  to  extend  at  his  discretion,  beyond 
the  twentieth  day  of  August,  1862,  the  time  within  which 
persons  who  enlist  and  are  accepted  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  said  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  Said  sum  shall  be  payable  to  the  persons  entitled 
to  the  same  respectively  whenever  they  shall  have  been  mus- 
tered into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  in 
addition  to  any  compensation  heretofore  by  law  allowed. 

Approved,  July  10th,  1862. 


Special  Session,  December,  1862. 
chapter  i. 

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  "An  Act  for  the  Regulation  of  Civil  Actions." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
m  General  Assembly  convened  : 

Sec.  1.  That  the  bounty  of  any  non-commissioned  officer, 
musician  or  private,  of  the  volunteer  force  of  this  State, 
earned  by  him  in  the  service  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States,  whether  said  bounty  shall  be  raised  by  private  sub- 
scription or  otherwise,  shall  be  exempted,  and  not  liable  to 
attachment,  or  to  be  taken  by  warrant  or  execution. 
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Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  day 
of  its  passage. 
Approved,  Dec.  18th,  1862. 


CHAPTER  V. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  Towns,  Cities,  and  Boroughs  to  issue  Bonds  or  other  Ob- 
ligations for  War  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Assembly  convened : 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  any  town,  city,  or  borough  has  incur- 
red, or  shall  incur,  any  expenses  or  liabilities  for  any  matter 
connected  with  or  growing  out  of  the  raising,  equipment  or 
subsistence  of  volunteers  or  militia  to  serve  in  the  armies  of 
the  United  States,  such  town,  city,  or  borough  may  at  any 
time  issue  its  bonds  or  other  obligations,  with  or  without 
coupons  attached,  payable  at  such  time  or  times,  and  at  such 
rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  paya- 
ble annually  or  semi-annually,  and  authenticated  in  such 
manner  as  the  corporation  issuing  the  same  may  determine. 
Always  provided,  that  no  bond  or  other  obligation  shall  be  is- 
sued under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  in  pursuance  of 
a  vote  or  votes  of  the  corporation  issuing  the  same,  at  a  meet- 
ing or  meetings  duly  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose:  and 
provided  further,  that  no  corporation  issuing  bonds  pursuant 
to  this  act  shall  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same  at  less  than  the 
par  value  thereof:  and  provided  furthermore,  that  the  amount 
of  bonds  or  other  obligations  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  outstanding  against  any  corporation,  shall  at  no 
time  exceed  the  amount  of  expenses  and  liabilities  incurred 
by  such  corporation  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  All  bonds  or  other  obligations  heretofore  issued 
by  any  such  corporation  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  in 
pursuance  of  a  vote  or  votes  passed  by  such  corporation,  at 
any  meeting  or  meetings  duly  warned  and  held  for  such  pur- 
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pose,  are  hereby  declared  good  and  valid,  any  law  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  day  of 
its  passage. 

Approved,  Dec.  18th,  1862. 


AN  ACT  to  confirm  the  doings  of  Towns,  in  certain  cases. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
in  General  Assembly  convened : 

Sec.  1.  That  in  all  cases  where  any  town  has  granted 
bounties  to  volunteers, at  a  meeting  not  legally  warned;  and 
in  all  cases  where  such  bounties  have  been  granted  to  volun- 
teers who  had  enlisted  into  service  before  such  bounties  were 
granted ;  and  in  all  cases  where  bounties  have  been  granted 
by  any  town  to  all  who  should  enlist  to  fill  the  quota  of  such 
town,  and  more  than  enough  to  fill  said  quota  have  enlisted 
in  such  town  upon  the  faith  of  such  bounty,  and  entered  the 
service  of  the  United  States;  the  doings  of  said  towns  shall 
not  for  these  causes  be  held  or  deemed  invalid,  but  shall  be 
taken  and  held  to  be  as  valid  and  effectual  as  if  such  meet- 
ings had  been  legally  warned,  and  such  bounties  granted 
before  such  enlistment,  or  such  quota  had  not  been  more 
than  filled. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  day  of  its 
passage. 

Approved,  Dec.  23,  1862. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  Organization  and  Equipment  of  a  Volunteer  Militia,  and  to  provide 
for  the  Public  Defense." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
in  General  Assembly  convened : 

Sec.  1.  That  the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  the 
act  to  which  this  is  an  addition,  approved,  June  27th,  1861, 
be  and  the  same  hereby  are  extended  to  the  family,  residing 
out  of  this  State,  of  each  non-commissioned  officer,  musician, 
artificer  or  private,  who  shall  be  accepted  or  who  has  been 
accepted  into  the  service  of  this  State,  and  turned  over  to  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  as  a  part  of  the  militia  of  this 
State,  under  and  pursuant  to  any  call  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  for  volunteers  or  militia:  Provided,  that  such 
family  did  actually  reside  in  this  State  at  the  time  of  the  en- 
listment of  such  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  artificer 
or  private:  and  provided  further,  that  before  any  such  family 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  said  section,  a  statement 
containing  the  name  of  such  non-commissioned  officer,  musi- 
cian, artificer  or  private,  the  name  of  the  company  and  regi- 
ment in  which  he  may  be  serving,  the  date  and  term  of  his 
enlistment,  the  name  of  his  wife,  and  the  name  and  age  of 
each  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  if  any  there  be, 
together  with  the  place  of  residence  of  such  wife  and  child, 
shall  first  be  made  to  the  selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  said 
family  resided  at  the  time  of  said  enlistment,  and  satisfactory 
proof  furnished  said  selectmen  that  such  statement  is  true ; 
and  said  selectmen  shall  thereupon  make  return  to  the  comp- 
troller of  the  facts  contained  in  said  statement :  Provided,  that 
said  statement  shall  first  be  made  in  writing,  signed  by  the 
person  or  persons  for  whose  benefit  it  shall  be  made,  or  by 
some  responsible  person  in  their  behalf,  and  verified  by  the 
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oath  of  the  subscriber  or  subscribers,  and  also  by  such  other 
evidence  as  said  selectmen  may  deem  necessary ;  and  said 
selectmen  shall  lodge  a  duplicate  of  said  statement  with  the 
town  clerk. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  the  comptroller  shall  draw  his  order  on 
the  treasurer  of  the  state,  in  favor  of  the  treasurers  of  the 
various  towns,  for  such  sums  as  may  be  due  to  the  families  of 
soldiers  resident  in  the  state,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
to  which  this  is  in  addition,  he  shall  also  draw  his  order  on  the 
treasurer  for  what  may  be  due,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  to  soldiers'  families  not  resident  in  this  state,  but  who 
have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  and  whose  names  have  been  returned  to  him  by  the  select- 
men, as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act ;  and  such 
order  of  the  comptroller  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  treasurers  of 
the  towns  where  •  said  families  resided  when  said  enlistment 
took  place  ;  and  the  treasurer  of  each  of  said  towns  shall  pay 
the  amounts  due,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  the  order 
of  the  persons  entitled  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  make  any  false 
statement,  either  in  writing  or  otherwise,  to  the  selectmen  of 
either  of  said  towns,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  benefit 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  either  for  himself  or  any  other 
individual,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  a  common  jail  not  exceeding 
two  months. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  day 
of  its  passage. 

Approved,  Dec.  24th,  1862. 
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CHAPTEE  XIX. 

AN  ACT  in  alteration  of  an  Act,  entitled  "An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  Organization  and  Equipment  of  a  Volunteer  Militia,  and  to  provide 
for  the  Public  Defense." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Assembly  convened: 

Sec.  1.  That  there  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  this 
state,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  family  of  each 
non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  artificer  and  private,  resi- 
dent in  this  state,  who  has  been  accepted  into  the  service  of 
this  state  since  the  first  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1862,  and  turned 
over  to  the  service  of  the  United  States,  a  like  sum  per 
month  for  the  time  which  elapsed  after  such  officer  or  soldier 
was  accepted  into  the  service  of  this  state,  and  before  he  was 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  as  is  provided 
by  the  second  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  in  addition 
to  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  Organization  and  Equipment  of 
a  Volunteer  Militia,  and  to  provide  for  the  Public  Defense," 
approved,  June  27th,  A.  D.  1861,  to  be  paid  for  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  the  family  of  such  officer  or  soldier  after 
being  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  ;  which 
said  sum  shall  be  paid  on  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1863, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
provided  in  the  fourth  section  of  said  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  second,  third  and  fourth  sections  of  said 
act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  embrace  the  family  of  each 
non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  artificer  and  private,  who 
has  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  drafted  and  accepted  into  the 
service  of  this  State,  and  turned  over  to  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  as  a  part  of  the  militia  of  this  State,  in  the 
same  manner  as  though  said  officer  or  soldier  was  a  volunteer. 

Approved,  Dec.  24th,  1862. 
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CHAPTER  XVI. 
AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  issuing  of  State  Bonds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Assembly  convened: 

Sec.  1.  That  to  enable  the  treasurer  of  this  State  to 
borrow  the  sum  of  two  millions  of  dollars,  appropriated  and 
authorized  to  be  borrowed  under  an  act,  entitled  "An  Act  in 
addition  to  'An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Organization  and 
Equipment  of  a  Volunteer  Militia,  and  to  provide  for  the 
Public  Defense,'  "  approved,  October  16th,  1861,  or  so  much 
of  said  sum  as  may  be  needed  to  carry  into  effect  the  afore- 
said act,  and  any  acts  in  addition  to  or  alteration  thereof, 
bonds  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  may  be  issued  for  the 
amount  to  be  borrowed,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  with  semi-annual  interest  coupons  at- 
tached, payable  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each 
year,  the  principal  payable  twenty  years  from  date,  at  the 
treasurer's  office  in  Hartford,  in  this  State.  The  interest 
coupons  shall  be  payable  at  said  treasurer's  office  in  the  city 
of  Hartford. 

Sec.  2.  The  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall 
be  procured,  executed,  advertised  and  disposed  of,  and  in 
all  respects  proceeded  with,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  act,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  bor- 
row money  for  the  Equipment  and  Payment  of  the  Volun- 
teer Militia,  and  to  issue  State  Bonds,"  approved,  June  18th, 
1861*. 

Provided,  however,  That  the  treasurer  of  this  state,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  governor,  may,  from  time 
to  time,  offer  any  of  said  bonds  for  sale,  and  may  sell  the 
same  in  said  cities  of  New  York  and  Boston,  in  such  manner 
and  upon  such  terms  as  the  governor  and  treasurer  may 
direct ;  but  none  of  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  at  less  than  the 
par  value  thereof;  and  six  days'  notice  of  the  sale  of  said 
bonds,  in  either  New  York  or  Boston,  shall  be  given  by  pub- 
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lication  in  all  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  Hartford  and 
New  Haven,  and  also  in  three  newspapers  published  in  each 
of  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Boston. 

Sec.  3.  The  faith  and  credit  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
are  hereby  pledged  for  the  redemption  and  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds,  according  to  the  tenor 
thereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  fourth  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  Act 
in  addition  to  'An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Organization  and 
Equipment  of  a  Yolunteer  Militia,  and  to  provide  for  the 
Public  Defense,' "  approved,  October  16th,  1861 ;  and  also 
an  act  in  addition  to  the  act  last  aforesaid,  approved,  July 
10th,  1862,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.
